Caird'i remarkable eaaay waa written from an Engiui 
point of view, Tor ILc enlightenment of their brethren mi 
the other aide of the Channel, end it waa deairable that 
it ihould be kept in the front. It waa quite uuueeetiuy 
tn tell the world lhat when Engliabmen plongh the au or 
the land they were MHeraafltl i but he doubted w belief 
rack great Hreaa ought to be laid on the notion that the 
success of agriculture had reaolted chiefly from the 
financial policy of Ihe laat few yean (Hear, hear). He 
tnuted the farmers of England wnnld never hankerafur 
protection (Hear, hear). Free trade waa imposed eu 
them hy those who did notaeem lo like it quite aa well as 
they did a few yeara ago— (hear, bear)— but let that pan. 
It did not follow aa a matter of courae became land nil 
at a higher price iu aome ioealiliea loan in othen, sc-J 
tome article! of foreign produce ware of greater value 
than they were a few jean ago, that landlord! were 
better off or farmera mom proaperoue. He heheval 
e>act1y the contrary. In tbe fint place, aa to the birh 
price of land he found lhat in thoae remote diitridi 
which were not affected hy great populilion or nil"ij 
communication lend did not lell for a penny an acre more 
than it did 35 yean ago. Tbat he could prove [run 
full connected with hia own diitrict more especially. 
Then with regard to tbe management of estate', 
gentlemen who were connected with large landowners 
knew perfectly well that the exponas! or menegemeil 
had, of late, considerably increaied, and he waa not aware 
that in renti generally, aa compared wilh thoae of Eve 
and twenty yean ago, there waa any considerable 
advance. Aa lo farmera themselves it waa quite certain 
that all animal products had risen very much in value; 
but u the coat of producing meat, milk, butter, &c, had 
ncreased in like proportion, and it did not follow asi 
matter of course that profit! had largely inerwaaed ; bat 
It did follow ai a matter of course tout there mnit no* 
be a very large amount of capital invented in farming. 
Thoie ohaervilioni had appeared to him to be neceuery 
under the circiimitancee. He highly appreciated ihefreeduM 
with which writeri nnw put furward their political tie" 
in the Jaurnil of that Society, although perhaps Ihe 
remit mighl be that hereafter writen who held political 
opinion! of a different kind might iipreae their dissent 
from aome of the advanoed view! which bad been 
previously eipreascd (Hear, hear). He thought Mr. 
Caird'i most comprebeuiive essay ought to be more 
widely circulated, and he hoped it would be published 
separately by thenuthor — (a member; "It baa be" 
published bv him.") He waa sorry to aay he had not 
aeeu it. He hoped, however, that it would be published 
in inch a form and at luch a price lhat it would be read 
hy almost every larincr iu the kiligjuui.

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nothing tine to *ay, unless it were to upmi hii fervent 
Lujie that lh« great International EihibiLian of the 
coming year uronld prove a greater success ihio that 
held at Battorne* Park some years ago. Ha believed the 
waaurca taken by the Mention fluuie Coramiltee would 
da very much to popularise the approaching Exhibition 
aoung Londoners ■ and, although of conns ho earnestly 
mil e»pecially deaired agricultural auccew in connection 
■itb the exhibit*, jet he would impreu en the Council 
the ueeeuilT or securing for remunerative purposes a 
Writ attendance or the people of Lo .den. 

Mr. Jacob WeUdK, id proposing a rote of thanks to 
the auditor*, observed that although that Society hail 

■ ieij efficient finance, committee, the dime* of ihe 
auditor* were important, ana there could be ao 
doubt that they had been and were performed in a very

Toe CbUivu aaid he had now to aak if any gentle- 
man prraent had anj queatiun to aak or suggestion 
to nflVr that might bo ralarred to the Council for con- 

VIr. ,Bowici npreaaed doubti whether the Society 
End done aa much aa it ooght to hare done to improve 
tie eoudilion of agricultural labourers, embracing in hi* 
reeiarhe the queatiun of education and that of labourer*' 
duliiogi; bs eonoloded by making the following ang- 
jtntion : — "That the Council of the Royal Agricultural 
Suciely be reapeotfully aaked to appoint a Cotnmieaion to 
inquire into the working of col portage in the country 
disiricte, to receiva evidence, and to report on the ume, 
and otherwise to carry out the ubject* of the Society a 
Charter of Incorporation, with apecial reference to the 
condition and welfare or the labourer." 

Mr. Atilinq remarked on behalf of the Council that 
it had not noiltcted tbo object* to which Mr. Bewick 
alluded, and in itluatratiou of Ihia referred to what bad 
been done Tor the improvement of labourer*' cottajrea aid 
garden*. 

Frofesaor CoLIHuf laid he hoped the Council would 
tike aome action in reference to the aeheme the Govern- 
ment had ioangurated for leaching in elementary achoola 
the science of agriculture. So far aa ha understood that 
•cbeme, it appeared a very admirable one ; but it did not 
begin at the right end. What waa especially needed wai 
a better education for Ihe aooa of small farmer*, and for 
that purpoaa agricultural teaching ihould be Introduced 
into the pariah achoola. If the Government would allow 
agriculture to form one of the subject* of elimination 
fur certificated teacher*, the reault would be they would 
prepare Ihemaelvea for the work of teaching the principle* 
of agriculture to boya in achoola, and that would ulti- 
mately be of very great value lo the aona of amalt 
farmer*. Many eon* of farmer! in hia own dietriet bad 
to commence and finish their education in pariah achoola, 
and laacheri generally had inlflcient intelligence to acquire 
the kind of knowledge requisite for the purpose to which 
he alluded. 

Mr. Bill (Newea*tle-on-Trne) called attention to 
what waa done at the meeting or the Central Chamber 
of Agriculture on the previous day, for the purpose of 
ahovitig that it waa moving in the direction in which 
Prou-aaor Coleman deaired the Council of that Society 
s'tuuld move. 

The Sicutabt aaid perhapa he might be allowed to 
Hate that the whole question of the education of agricul- 
tural labourer* and amall farmer* waa at preaent under 
the aaiion* conii deration of the Education Committee. 
It had been ditconed very carefully for tba laat Iwo 
months, aud only on Ihe previous Monday the Committee 
had au interview with the Eaauiiuer iu Agriculture who 



acted fir Ihe Government and awarded the certificate* 
which they offered lo leacheri as a reeompeuH for their 
rffirla to prepare themselves to instruct pupils in agri- 
culture. No has tb n 1,200 pupils in the elementary- 
aoboula throughout the country had lubmitled themselves 
for examination iu agriculture thia year. 

Mr. C. S. Rbaii, M.P, aaid he huped the Council 
wonld aak the Education D -pertinent to provide better 
text hooka on agriculture than thoaa which had come 
under hi* notice. The teat bonk* which were issued by 
the Privy Council for Ireland were infinitely superior to 
those in use in England. 

Tha Sichitaii said that Ihe qneation waa naked on 
Monday, and the Privy Cunucil simply declined to re- 
commend any text book at all. 

Mr. FiKLi.1 Dunn aaid tint having bad aome 
experience of the working of rural scbooli, he believed 
there would be little difHenlty in introducing two or threat 
timaa a week, for halt an hour each lime, eonaiatently 
with the time table*, a few leasona in elemeotarj agri- 
culture ; and ha thought every gentleman in that room 
who had bad anything to do with labourer* and the poorer 
oiaat of farmer*, mnat feel that by giving boy* a certain 
amount of elementary teaching in the principle* of agri- 
culture, they would be doiog a vaat amount of good, aud 
implanting in their mind* a taste for subject* which 
wonld carry them into the tcieitce ciaa*e*. It seened to 
him that unless *ome arrangement were made fur that 
purpose in the ordinary parochial school* it wonld be 
impossible to accomplish the object. It would be far 
belter for boy* to be taught that which waa connected 
with their fotnre occupation than to have their minds 
grcmud up with htttory, grammar, and geography (Hear, 
hear]. By passing an examination in apecial subject* 
boys enabled teacher* to earn a little more money them- 
selves, aad he taw no reason why agriculture should not 
barn the benefit of thai ayatem. 

Mr. Wills quite agreed with previon* speaker* aa (a 
the necessity of providing a better education in the science 
and theory of sgiiculture for the aooa of amall farmer*. 
In large school* which acre originally founded in 
Devonahire and Bedfordshire for *ons or *m*ll fanners, 
practically such persona were not seen at present. He 
believed there were now only four ur five. The suggestion! 
or Professor Coleman on that subject appeared to him 
very valuable. 

Mr. Fin l at Duns said he had to uk the meeting lo 
accord a Vote of thanki to Sir Bnndreth Gibbi for hi* 
conduct in the chair (cheer*). The na Ha of tba Chairman 
waa known not only in Ihia country bnt throughout the 
world aa that of one of the moat ioduilrioua, hardwork- 
ing, and indefatigable promoters or agricultural progress 
in all it* phases that had ever existed. Sir Braudrath 
was an admirable example or the motto of tha Royal 
Agricultural Society. He united moat thoroughly in hia 
own per*on " Science with Practice," aud For many long 
yean he had devoted a large amount of hit excellent 
abilitie* and hia remarkable energy to Ihe development 
of agricnllure, not nnly through that Society, but alio 
through other important kindred associations. Long 
might he live to continue to apply bit powers lo the 
promotion of their common interest* (cheers). 

Sir J- H. Maiwill, in aeconding (lie motion, a*id it 
mnit be exceedingly gratifying to every one preaent to 
see a gentleman who had rendered inch eminent lerricea 
to the Society in the chair; and he wonld add that it 
mnat be al*o gratifying to them to know that Her Most 
Gracious Hijeaty hid recognised hit services to agricul- 
ture iu the manner lha had dune recently (jbeera). 

The motion having been carried by aculamilion, the 
Chairman said— Geullemon, I regret ciceediugly that iu 
the absence uf Hi* Itoyal liizhueulho Prince of Wales, 
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our i' resident, il hit Mien fa my lot to tike the chair to- 
d-iy, becauae feci perfectly inadequate to the diichirge 
iif such duties u have devolved on me. I also Hod great 
difficulty in acknowledging the vary flittering compli- 
ment which the muier and seconder and the meet inn 
hare been good enough to psy me. I will not detain yon 
by anything like a speech, especially u man; have heard 
per ha pi sufficient of my mice elee where 
during the laat few day* (laughter], illusion 

haa been made to the thaw which «n held 
at Balteraea sumo yeiti ago. Pot my own part, I have 
no apprehension whatever that the next meeting in the 
metropolis will not prove I very great aucceaa (Hear, 
hear). The BatUraea ihow bad to contend with the 
Great Exhibition it Sontb Kemingtoo, which drew away 

to ut. Moreover, it ii wilbin my own knowledge that ao

waste mutt lie, and it is equal]; plain that this depletion 
i* rapidly trauafirriug the profits or capital, In the ei- 
eeiiire wages of thriftless consumers. All Macculloch's 
quackery fails to explain this alarming fact away; and it 
is only too certain that if the profits of prodnctiou con- 
tinue not tn be absorbed in reproductive industrial enter- 
prise, bat la be dissipated in eicessire wages, which all 
go for mere eating and drinking, the and of our com- 
mercisl supremacy, and the otter rain of the labouring 
classes cannot be ultimately averted. Capital is of no 
country. It may he invested in teenritie*. It may be 
applied to foreign enterprise, where labour is glad to 
work longer Loon, and i* contented with smaller wage*. 
The Paris Exhibition may warn ni of what foreign 
worker* can da in every department of skilled or agri- 
cultural industry. Already I hear of British employers 
turning wistful eye* to the Continent a* a refuge, which 
■presses upon them almost ai a necessity.

Conservatism of the English tenant farmers. lam not 
concerned in a defence nf Wbiggism in contra distinct ion 
tn Conservatism, There is such a thing a* political inde- 
pendence of both the one and the other, and if English 
tenant* wonld -but consult their true interests, tbey would 
Unit* their overwhelming political power in this indepen- 
dent dine tion. Instead, the great majority of them, 
jodging by the representatives they retaru to Parliament, 
are Tory or Comers alive. The reason for this, probably 
no Conservative English tenant farmer is able (acidly to 
explain. Doubtless the Conservative* are c»lled the 
" farmer*' friends " and that they are so a majority of 
English tenants a* doubtlessly believe. That the belief is 
not a rational, ora reasonable, or an intelligent belief, the 
following hiat orii.nl facts will show. To go no further 
back; the statesmanship of the Conservative Ministry of 
the late Sir Robert Peel, and the nne tided Free Trade 
inaugurated by them in corn and cattle from foreign 
souroes, the present difficulties of tenants are to betruoed. 
Hid the late Sir Robert Peel and hi* associate* been 
statesmen enough to have then proposed and carried 
universal Free Trade and so emancipated the agricaltore 
of tin Empire from the trammelliuge of antiquated Land 
Laws, Game Lawi, distraint, and everything else which 
handicaps the horns producer in bis race against his 
foreign rival, their Statesmanship wonld have been then 
and now entitled to respect. In that cue, too, English 
farmsrs would bar* some justification at least, for that 



traditional Coniervatism they believe in, to f he present 
boor. Bitt in the one-sided Free Trade in forego corn 
and foreign cattle, and in the refusal to coincident]; 
emancipate tbe home producer to enable him to compete 
successfully in hi* own markets with the producers of the 
world, io respect to these commodities, all which is due ts 
Conservative statesmanship, there it nothing to justify 
English tenant Conservatism, but an the contrary, every- 
thing to make them detest tbe very name of Conservative. 
Is tbia the only instance where the "farmers' friends'' 
sacrificed the interests nf (he farmer? Certainly not. 
When tba Conservative Ministry of the late Earl of D rby 
took it* famous "leap in tbe dark" and proposed to giv' 
household suffrage to the boroughs snd not to'the com," 
ties, it not enly did what was on the face of it nnfcir, hot 
it give a preponderating power to borough*, which ass 
proved in tbe last parliamentary Session iu determined 
opposition to the prevention of the in' rod action of forcing 
cattle disease.

prairies half and three-quarter hreedi nF Shorthorni are 
mingled. Numeroui carloads oF Shorthorn aod Hereford 
young bulls are constantly going to T.ias, Colorado, 
Wyoming, and Montana, to improve the atock on the 
plains, aod that improvement is plainly visible in the 
atock bow coming from either of these caltle -producing 
regions. The Grade Herefords are just now beginning to 
come, nnd are highly approved by their producers and by 
Ihoie who purchase Ihe'm. The demand far thoroughbred 
bails esnnot be supplied ontil more are bred. This supply 
will increase in quamity and quality aa time passea. Swan 
Brothers, of Cheyenne, and the executors of the Ute Mr. J. 
W. Iliff, of Sooth Plait, Colorado, alone have 50,000 head, 
bavin* a range of 200 miles to feed them upon. Although 
these gentlemen are not partners, their herds mingle, and 
eaih knows hit awn by the brand- Other herds mil in, 
but the brand retaina the claim when sent to market. 
Kestrs. Swan Brothers, who have a herd of (1.000 cowl, 
are now using Hereford balls. Their cows are kept sepa- 
rately from the main herd. From what they have aeen 
of other herds, iu which Hereford bulls have been used, 
and from what their own eiperieace tells them, they are 
convinced that the offspring of llerefcid grades lay on 
flesh falter without care, are autre active in search of their 
food, ami carry their fiesh to market better than grade 
Shorthorns. Hence Swanu Brothers aay they intend to 
breed up to the HereForda aa near as (hey nan, end ia 
time hnpe to obtain a herd of white (aces. Mr. Iliff bad 
formed the same opinion, and was about contracting For 
a lot of Hereford bulls when death overtook him. Hie 
immense eitate, containing many ranches, is now un- 
settled. These men, and others of similar eiperience in 
Shorthorni, have been looking to great size, regardless of 
symmetry, ijuality, and compactness. A Duke, no mat- 
ter bow long end coarse his legs, how deep hit flabby 
brisket, how thin hit bide or slack his crops, or how ex- 
tended his paunch, wna in great request. They now see 
tbeir error, and are satisfied that, bad they gone to a lea* 
feshioieble Shorthorn, on shorter legs, with finer bene, 
thicker hide, symmetry and compacloeas, they would 
have produced more beef of belter quality, and retained 
the constitution. Had this practicsl knowledge been ob- 
tained some years ago the Shorthorn mania would have 
had a check in time. Tkose men ruined by Dukes, 
Duchesses, and Thos. Bates wonld now be pursuing a 
course of good breoding benefici.il to the country. 

From the first time I visited the State of Kansas Lhasa 
thought it was the beat iu the Union, and I still think so. 
At the present time it can support a hundredfold more 
Cattle then it now does. Much of its natural produce is 
burnt annually in the standing prairie grass. There are 
more wheal, corn, and oats raited within forty miles of 
Atileoe ei-ery year thau in any other part of the 
United Slates, and men of capital are flocking in rapidly, 
with tbeir studs, flocks, and herds, and with ample capital 
to auatain them. Last year Mr. George Hunt on, from 
the State of .Michigan, purchased a farm of upwards of a 
thousand acres, equal to any track of land I ever beheld. 
Aylesbury Flats, iu my opinion, cannot equal it, and 
when brought into permanent old pasture it will carry fully 
as much stock per acre. The meadow grasses of England 
are congenial to the soil, and time will make the pasture 
aa rich as any old pastures ia England. Mr. Hunton has 
added a splendid mansion to this purchase, on the horder 
of the city, overlooking the whole of bis estate, and from 
which I sm now wtitlng. There are forty acres iltacbxd 
to this mansion, containing almost every kind of fruit. 
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Mr. tfuiUoD rntenda to bring tbe whole farm to & 
proper elate of culture, tba* preparing it lur mixed 
husbandry, lie will keep ■ small stud of heavy bum, 
u heed Lif croti-bred Hereford and Shorthorn* to breed 
beef for lie English market, * Suck of Merino iheep for 
scavmgera, to eat up the weeds, end a herd of Uei kshhe* 
lur pork or bacon. All but the Merit) > he baa now on 
kind, sufficient foe an excellent foundation. The whole 
of thit excellent land i. nnderbedded with lime-stone, 
»nd that stune comes from tbe quarries in such shape aa 
to be easily worked for building purposes. Thia same 
atone )< oho made into good lime- Than ii an inex- 
bnu stable hed or floe brick-clay on the border of the 
I'll)' ; therefore the only lacking building material i* 
In nber. The increased emigration of men of capital haa 
been the means of adding many housej nod three churches 
to Ihc lily during the past year. Tbe beautiful and 
frlila country that surrounds thia city will inetain the 

popular cities in the Union. Snch men aa Mr. Henry, 
Mr. Uuuion.Mr. Lebold, Mr, Fit her, Mr. Warfleld, and 
many others bare been tbe pioneera to build up this 
enter [i rising city, which Eve year* aincs contained hut a 
very few nonars; now the pup illation consist* of upwarda 
o two Ihonsjnd. These gentlemen are turning the 
notice!*!! prairie* into highly cultivated farina, and will 
uMtsatilj reap ten-fold reward for their improvement. 
Sir- llmitou ia building a very coay cottage for lis 
firmer, preparing hia jarda and aheda for hit Shorthorns, 
which he dbea not intend to pamper. They will be here 
l<y the time all i* finished, lie will breed and feed for 
profit, and not for fancy, lie ia determined' to. banish 
liie weeds, which he haa successfully done on the 40 acres 
surrounding bra house, which ineiprrieDced men thought 
Hiii imp osaible from the immense growth dnring a long 
period of careless cnltnre, The wild sun-flowers were so 
t.illnm<*»!roiig, wilh other weeds so thick aa almost to 
hide the three-year old peach tree*. 1 auw it then — I 
seo it now j the contraat ia ■ mark of superior culture, 
well warthy of prniie. Trie fruit trees and those inr- 
r mnding them for protection are thoroughly trimmed, 
the former wall- on their way for an abundant bearing.

Mr. Ilaucy'a orehard 
adjoining ia two years older, well protected 
ana »ull cakrrated, and haa borne abundantly 
It ia anrpriiing to ace the growth of the wild 
au>u Bowers after the wheat ia off if left nnploughed 
until late fall. Bat wheat after wheat ia the rotation 
here, and the crops improve aa culture improves, even 
without manure. But most of tbe formers put more in 
tin n they can properly cultivate, and many undertake 
more tliaa [heir capital will support. Snch frequently 
get in debt and leave i henee apring up the weeda. When 
the land in tbe neighbourhood of Aniline ia in the occu- 
pntiou of practical men of capital in smaller farms, sub- 
ject to niiied husbandry, it muat be the garden of the 
wrrld.

Cant, ia a young man of brain', muscle, and pluck, backed 
j perseverance and a proper taste fur gaud culture. 
These are many more of thia calibre on tbeir way here. 
This city ia sitonied on high ground, overtaking the 
country for miles, and is very healthy. It was forteeriy 
the shinning point far Taaas cattle. Ellis, 150 utiles 
west, met tbe atew trail, making the drift shorter. 
Immense number* of cattle are being shipped an Kiuui 
Pacific Railroad. It ia woodVrful to see the number of 
tittle trains passing Ao/lene daily, giving Kinase gruieri 
an opportunity of (electing stockirs to advantage. 

A trip to Brookvrtle further west was quite gratifying. 
Extensive wheat and cornfields, abound. One would 
suppose that the extent of wheat grown on either aide of 
the rail-road from Abileue to ttrookville, an extent of 
sixty miles, Would half support this country with bread. 
It extends for miles each tray. Tbe farmers make hot 
little use of their wheat straw, most of which ia bant 
aoou after it is thrashed, tbe htud ploughed again for 
wheat j tbe strength in this soil, and its genial character 
fir wheat has led- occupiers to believe that wheat cannot 
axhauat it. Finer corn t never saw grow. When the 
Trias drover* could no longer continue their trail to 
Abilene, on acoouut of the crops of wheat and corn they 
steered for Brooksille. Wheat and corn field* were exam 
their barrier. They then shortened tbeir trail to Ellis, 
100 niHes further" west, ft costs mach less to drive across 
the plains when grass is good than to go on the rail-road, 
as they carry their proviaion along in their waggon, sad 
their horse* and drove* reed free. When at Brook villa a 
drove of Cherokee cattle was driven into the stock -yasdi, 
and two targe drove* of Texas brought to ha wintered in 
corrals on corn and prairie hay, put np at a dollar ania- 
qaarter per ton. lbs drovers cautioned me not logo 
near the Texas cattle, as thev ran from men on foot m a 
fright, and it waa verj difficult to atop them. Being 
(■miliar with men on horse-back, they had ao fear of 
them, and riding was the only way to drive then. At 
the hotel' the landlord keep* ail brace of greyhounds, hrtd 
from a brae*- of imported! oees. He keeps tbem b> eaten 
the ■ Jack rabbits" (so calledV here), they are precisely 
kike the English hare, except ia iheir long black ea 



town. Many of tbem sally out on horseback, and on 
foot to see the sport. A brace only would afford no-ex- 
aitenaent, ao he took seven. To see them all after one 
" Jack rabbit" waa a sight I never aaw before. Some of 
them bad taarncdi to u run cunning,'' one on each aide ; 
the leader watcbteV to catch on the Brat turn, but Mat 
waa sometime coining, as the *' Jack" ia very that at 
the start, but gives up after the first half-mile, and is 
almost sure 'a- he overtaken at the lint turn by a dog on 
ei'her aide of the leader. Tbe owner bad trained them to 
this kind of tport. The " Jack" being plentiful on the 
prairies tbey soon killed four of them. In many place* 
there are aa many " Jack rabbits'' a* buret in English 
preserve, aud the prairies, are aa level aa the Down* 
there. 

Two- bevies oF quail, of about twenty each, almost 
divide their lime between Mr. Hunton'* an* Mr. 
Henry', orchards, and are vary tame. Yos cannot drive 
nver the prairies without flushing lot* of Prairie chicken 
(grouse) and qnail, many of which have been killed for 
market, but the Stale law protects them now from " pot 
hunters." Wild duck* of various- kinds an abundant: 
geese and berant an plentiful, and there are a few wild 
swans. Woodcock*, snipe, and plovsrs art also plentiful 
inthe*e*a?o. Deer and antelope* are freoo cutty hilled, 
but wurkon further West as the country becorne* settled.

Do ill jou can, itni 
every mn*cle and nerve to be enabled to reserve for the 
future (be material fur reproduction. This distress can- 
not last ronrh longer. Duu't hope to make much of 
•orn. Straw for litter joa roust hate ; and a fair top- 
ply of pood (train you ran eeein, by dial of care and 
outlay, if yon an smart at Tonr occupation: bnt don't 
look for improved prices. Mr. Vivian inform* ui that 
they are meditating a canal from Like Eric, by help of 
which the conveyance of grain will be even yet greatly 
cheapened. Thit will be a glad fact an far at tha feeding 
of stock it concerned. England, aa we bnait, ii th[ 
breeding it ilion of the world aa fur as regards cowt, pig* 
•beep, and burses. F.«en though France rosy claim tc 
rival ui in regard to (he last, it it to be remembered that 
they obtained lbs root from in ; and they will be con- 
tinually coming over for the element! of improvement. 
Let nadoonr beat, not only to bold onr own, bnt to add 
to their eicellence. There ia mom in many way! and 
pWea for improvement. By selection, by new croteee, 
byjtidtcieu* reeding moch remains to be done. Some 
families suffer from an eiceaa of in breeding, otbera need 
ita adop'ton. The varioua new herd and stud-hooka that 
are being compiled wil have their eminent rue in afford- 
ing information where to obtain the most carefully- 
firaleetrd strains, the blue*! blood. And the breeder then 
must beaman of method, of ihongbt, and energy. In the 
Coming year there will be many opportunities of securing 
good animals. Some of the nir.it famous Shorthorn 
breeders will be selling drafts, notably Lord Fitxbardinge. 
Colonel Kingscnle. Lord Sk. lmeradale, Rev. F. Graham, 
Ac, Ac ; "hen herdi get overfull a thinning mult occur; 
in fact, excellent animals are continually being told in one 
corner or another of our island home. There is now the op- 
portunity, too, of trying, aa Culonel Gnnter bravely a>MJ« 
the way, to recover ronatitution and milking aptitnde in 
the cow without sacrificing type. The day roost come when 
breeder* buy again, as the Colling* and men of their day 
did, animals for their thorongh persona! excellence is well 
at fortheir paper (where reliable) pedigree. I introduce 
the worda between paienlbeset, became, on happily, there 
■re easel in which more than anapieion attaches to given 
pedigree. Terrible i* the temptation to the needy and 
unprincipled; and I here ia no protection to the buyer 
against it, eioeptin the physical character of the animal 
itself and the reputation of the breeder. I mentioned 
lately a eubal amongst tha local breeders to carry off the 
pries at a recent country ebow, by aorting their re- 
spective herds, pairing this cow with that bull, Ac., so as 
to sweep the board and share the spoil. I could not have 
believed it poaiible if it had not occurred. 

A very aucceaafnl exhibitor of fowk, and a thoroughly 
good fellow, replied tome lately, "O yea, I have lent 
doaena of fowls for other people to allow, but they won't 
1st na do that now." He evidently taw no harm in it, 
and he ill man that any of hii acquaintance! would trust 
implicitly. It only ahows how elastic is the tie of mo- 
ralitv. An excellent judge, remarking td me lately 
on the pedigree of some anirnah told, said, ''They don't 
look it. I'll have nothing to do with them." There ia 
no doubt thit the different families established by various 
breeders have their own peenlinr shape and atyte which 
are easily discernible by the initiated. Inn can distin- 
guish between them aa easily ai you can between the 
echoolt of modern painlara. It only reqnirea atndy, and a 
luve of the art. The only danger of breeding it the 
" losing g..od qutliliee," whether type, aptitude to fatten 
or milk, site, Ac, There it no doubt that Mr. K. Booth, 
through Mr. R. Colliog'a Bed Roee blood, and Mr. 
Baits, through Duchess, maoagrd by eieestite in- 
breeding (which baa quite attained ila limit) to establish, 
typet of excellent character, which the bulls of Werlaby 



| and Xirklevingtou impress upon any cattle with which 
they an paired. The eye, I insist npon it, in the future, 
matt hate ita weight in deciding; upon the merits of ■ 
tribe. It won't du to talk nnusenaeabout "pnreT," or 
" pure C," " pure D ;" there ia no suck thing. The 
expreiaion may be leading, at ring! Tor the beginner; lot 
great breedera have never allowed themselves to be fet- 
tered in that way.

The Slat exhibition of (he Smilhneld Club, which 
nine to ■ cluie on December 13, has been one of the 
most suirressfnl the Club hit ever held, u far at the 
ereditablo nature of (he Show itself U concerned. With 
respect to the attendance, there is a discrepancy in 
the account* which have appeared, and the official 
statement which we expected, haa not yet arrived. 
The arrangements of the Show were excellent, 
ia spite of the absence of the Assistant Secretary (Mr. 
I'l.llcn). Sir Brandrelh Oibbi hu heea bnij with the 
alfaira of the Ctab tineo September, aud by his eiertioui. 
he has been able to make op for Mr. Pollen's absence. 
During the Show week the firm, of which be it the head 
(Messrs. Thomas Gibba and Co., of Piccadilly), placed 
their staff at hie disposal, and were on that account 
obliged to give np their ntnal exhibition of roots, fcc. 
A considerable Lumber of the fat stock were told at fair 
price*, hot a good many remained for sale at the 
Christina* market. 

The numbers of animal* shown in the different cattle 
times were a* follow :— Devous, 2'J , licrefords, 22 ; 
Shorthorn*, 30 ; Suaaei, 30 , Norfolk and Suffolk Polled 
i, Scotch, IS ; Welih, 3; Crow-bred, 33. Of sheep 
there are, Leicester*, U pens ; Cottwoldt, 9 ; Lincolnt 
a ; Kent, 7 ; SouthJowus, 33 ; Hamptbire and Wiltshire 
IX.wns.21; Shropshire Downs, IS ; Oxfordshire Downs, 
11; Cheviots, 5; Mountain breeds, 10; Ryeland and 
Dorset, 7 ) Croat-bred, IS. Of pigi there were G3 entries 
That, the totals present are Cattle 177, Sheep 15G, Pigs 
6:i Ttae entries, which should be given to compare with 
those of previous show* are stated in the following table, 
it will be seen that there Me e only Ave absentees : — 
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Coming to details, there ia much to bo said in 
praise of the show, for (he quality was good, and the 
general average of the horned itock wa* more practically 
useful than we hare ever seen in a fat stock show. There 
wot very few overdone animals, and fewer still that had 
ran into age, waste, and unsightlinee* ; the finish of moat 
ol the stock was good — much better than last year — iud 
in certain divisions ol the ihow the general improvement, 
aid progression toward practical utility waa very marked 
indeed. In tome divisions the merit waa not of a high 
order, and, as we remarked last week, there was uo star 
of great magnitude to bo found iu the Hall ; but the 
animals in the great majority of instances hud becu well 



bred and well-fed, were useful if not gaudy, and whilst 
(hire waa only here and there a first 

be found, the bulchcrt showed their judgment by buying 
up quickly many good bullocks, which (he Smillificld 
Club judges had been obliged to pan over entirely. 
Nevertheless, whilst ] eying our cheerful tribute to the 
real worth of the show, we cannot tay that the first- priic 
standard, if we may be allowed snch an expression, was a 
very high ode. When the musters were nude for the 
champion prises, the ebui-priKc winners were not a 
very grand lot of show inimala ; hut this it not (he stand- 
point from which we judge of the real merit and nscful- 
neu of the Show. TVs were fsr more gintified Lo see the 
general average good, and practically useful, than to have 
■peat the greater portion of our time in admiration of 
eonie one or two animals greatly ont of the Common. It 
would have added considerably to the interest of the Show if 
the competition hod been open to the animals from Bingley 
Hall, and we should particularly have liked to tec Lord 
Loralt't cross-bred, the Rev. Brace Kennard 'j Short horn, 
and Mr. McComhie'a polled Scot, at Islington. How. 
ever, in tpite of the absence of the bctt Birmingham 
animals, and notwithstanding two weak divisions, the 
cattle at Islington writ greatly to our mind ; and we 
trait another year to see a atill greater improvement 
worked out on the same lines. 

The Dcvontwere put first on the catalogue, at it the 
usual plan at Iallngton. These, as a whole, we considered 
■very useful lot of cattle containing some excellent butchers' 
beasts. The quality could not be grumbled at, but the 
character or many of them waa not of the South llcvnti 
or " South ITam," type, than that of North Devon. Wc 
nil to tee any improvement in the Devon clues; they 
appear to remain at about a dead level. ostibly the 
breed mny be going buck a little, as Itia difficult to maintain 
a stationary position in any competitive struggle ; at aay rat r 
the Devon classes were uo better than they were at Isling- 
ton list year. The younger class of Steers wat not a very 
good one ; Mr. Senior's first price animal whs firm iimltr 
the hand and had a well-covered back, hut he wat in-, 
really good at either end. nnd the second prize animal 
belonging tu Ihetaule exhibitor was nothing out of the way. 
Both these Steer* were bred by Lord Portmai'i. 
TaePiinceef Wale* obtained a commendation for a 
good bundling little bullock bred by Mr. Stranger ; but it 
wat noticeable that none or the priic winners in Ibis class 
were bred by (be exhibitor!. The next class, for Stem 
not execediug three years and six months old, wat certainly

Those oho intend in animal for thie compe- 
tition in beginning to ace that it matt not be overdo rn 
ia-the nut younger tiagt, and that mij be the reeion 
why the younger atecr* Bra net *o wall finiahed, or 
rttner not finished at all. Thui the Earl of Pc-wi. 
tbowed ajiromiting animal, bred bj Mr. J. -Price, in th* 
claw for alec* nut exceeding tiro joart and aii month 
old.; he atandi rather high, but in of nice qoalitj. and 
may come eut mil another jeer, *nd obtained tccond 
priae. Mr. Wortlej wu to the front with one of Mr. 
P. Turner'* breeding, which wu very fat, but rather 
plain and narrow behind. Mr. Lewis Lloyd 1 * Blear it a 
jtrj promiaing beut, and -the one ahown by Mr. 3. 
Morria wu alao a fairly good -one. Mr. Jnatone'a ateei 
ta of a very taking ifvle, and may fa heard of again. 
There were only two cows and two hei/eri in thi. divi- 
sion, and one cow and one heifer worth showing. Thew. 
were a very nice quality heifer, low, deep, and .quart, 
bred and exhibited by Mr. Jams, of Mappowder, 
Dor.et, and Mr. C. William*'* oow, bred by Mr. S. 
Idd, of Leominster; Doth of theae were excellent 
animale and fairly good ahow M are-ford*. It cannot be 
■aid that the White face* looked very well at a whole, or 
that they improved at all In detail. They have not improved 
m a diviaion -either at lilington or at Birmingham the 
hut two year*! Md thie it greatly to he regretted, u 
the (took in Breeder. 1 hand* wu probably never better 
than now, and the breed iuelf ia aa -popular at ever 
nmongrt thou who *new how to keep it in it* proper 
place. We should be *orry to think that Hereford 
breeder* and feedere werelo*ieg interettia public eompe- 
lilion* j and jet we ■cueely Jrnow how cli. to account 
tor the facta. 

The Shorthorns were belter, u a whole, than we here 
aeon them before in a Tat atock ahow. Lett year we did not 
heaitate to call them a " miied" lot, and a very mixed Jot 
they were; thia year they are the beet diviaiaajn the ahow. 
We do not *y that all the Shorthorn were good, bu» we 
eay that tin eiaue* were all good, and amon j*t all the 
eihibito'therc wu not one really bad, or wen indifferent. 
The animate were leu vnerea than nruak, leu patchy, 
and, u a rale, far better batcher.' beut*. Gieetgobi of 
fat were net common, and to the bat «f oar knowledge 
there wu not ■ very unsightly animal in the whole lot 
Share wu-more beef than tallow, and we are happy te 
-cbroniele the event, firing honour when it ia dne with 
greater pleasure than ceotnra where that ia doe. The 



prize beut wu rather Hat-riLbeJ, and bad a plain romp 
■it wa* bred by Mr. Stranger. Her Mtjetty the Qneei 
*howed a plain bullock — u oaual. In the claw for older 
men, Mr. W. Smith'a iirat prize beaat, bred fcy faimtelf, ia 
s very uaeTul butcher*' animal, rather uneven, and not i 
nut rale animal. There wu not moeh tochocee betwui 
-tiro and Major Uuller"* aecond ; both are useful, *n( 
neither very ornamental. It will he aeen that both the 
Prince of Walu and Major Bulter win with Mr. R 
Stranger'* blood ; lad the cup animal, eihrbited by Mi 
Overman, aa wtll u a third price older bullock, were 
bred by Mr*. Clark, from the eteek of the Earl of 
liiceiter. The three beifcra eihibiled obtained the firat, 
-aecond, and third priiea. Mr. Walter'* wu fall of Beth, 
tut i poor-first ; Mr. Smith's -second wu flat-tided, and of 
no thickneu even for a Devon ; and Mr. Overman « third, 
-wa* a deep barrelled, thort-legged, useful animal which 
might u well have been- placed higher. The cOwe were 
perbapt alrifle oetler, Mrs- Iengdon'a befog -very fat 
-along the back, and Mr. Walter'* a fairly good Devon. 
Thi* division of the -Show did not contain anything very 
TEood Or particularly bad, and very few of the winner* 
were bred by the eihibiton. 

Hereford* certainly disappointed na. There wu 
nothing u good u wu Mr. Plett'e champion Hereford 
ox at Birmingham, The winner of the cap aa the beat 
Hereford was an oi bred by Mr. I. U, Firmer, and ex- 
Tiifjited by Mr. It. Wortlej. He wuover fonr year* old, 
with good loin and back, and t deep animal ; bnt he wa* 
of no great tenia nor thickneu, and wu rather plain on 
tit romp. -Considering what an Hereford o* ought to be, 
and often it, at our great ahow*, thia wu at>oor>eham- 
•piou. The only other ox over four yean wu a very 
flaiu one exhibited by the Earl of Burnley. Theelau 
for atoer* not exceeding thru year* and aix monthe old 
wu a fairly good one, containing iomn useful animal*. 
It will be aeen that there ia an advantage -of three month* 
in Ihi* clau over the correaponding ooe of list fear, 
end it will be remembered that there wu only one entry 
in it then, nhercu, thia year there were sir entries. 
tfb.ii is en improvement, u the elan Li the mott impor- 
tantof aU. Lut year there were tix entriu in the clau 
for men ebove four yean old, and thi* .year only two ■ 
this, too, i* a change in the right direction. At we 
remarked at the time, there can be no advantage to 
either breeder, fieder, er coaaumer iu -keeping animalt a 
year after they are ripe to feed theminto wuto and de- 
formity, and wo uy again, thtt there it no neeetaity for 
the aged -etui of bullocks in any of the pure breed*, ex- 
cepting, .perhap*.

There 
can be no doubt lhat the Sussex breeders are paying 
great attention to their stock, nnd the improvement year 
by year is very noticeable- To the butchers they arc 
probably of more interest ilian the smaller and finer 
Detnns, and evidently tbe breed is progressing instead of 
atan dint; still. A tot of very excellent beef aloud in thn 
•Sussex row at the Agricultural Hall. Tbe younger steers 
were not a very showy class; Mr. (.note's tint-price 
bullock waa of nice quality and had a well-curered hick ; 
bnt hia quarters were light and he was rather narrow.

Alter inspecting the lira slo-.k moat people are dis- 
poned to say "Let us go and louk at th* roots," and, it 
may he added, thoao who form that determination early 
in the day hare Hie heat chance of secinft what th ay (TO to 
inok at, aa it is almost impossible to get near these very 
allrac ire portions of the show in lb* aftcrpart of the 
d:iy. Messrs. Sutton and Sons, of Reading, had a mag- 
H "ficent show of loots this year— certainly the beat we 
hive seen in the Hall for many yean, if not the best we 
h ive ever seen. For this excellence they have to some, 
client lo thank the Reading SewsgeFarm, which anpears 
ti h«»c quite taken the lead in root granting. Roots 
grown oo this farm were eiliibited on the stud, taken 
from crops said to be of the following enormous weights 
Y>e.c acre: Mammoth Long Red, 110 tons; Gulden 
Tankard, 83 torn ; Berkshire Prize, 77 tons. The roots 
were, of course, weighed as pulled, with their tops 
03,. We beL'era the Steward or the Reading 
Sewage Farm is responsible for the statements ss 
to weight, and we are informed that he in each 
ease weighed the roots off a perch of land in dit- ' 
fcreat parts of the field, taking the best, worst, and 
tiiediuti, with the intention of getting at a fair average. 
Tbe Mammoth Lonp Reds are said to have grown at- large 
as v«ry frequently to touch each other in the rows, and 
even to prevent each other from growing to the full site 
Which they otherwise would have attained. The Berkshire 
l'rize mangels struck us as being the finest collection of all 
on the ftand, and we have never seen a better lot any- 
where , but the M a nun ol lis, Golden Tankards, and Inter- 
mediates were remirluble both as to size and furm. 
Champion swedes and the various kinds or white turnips 
wore well represented. Messrs. Sutton, alio shows d. some 
a.itandid fpeciuieus uf kohl-rabi, a fine collection of po- 
I il iic a, il JU varieties or natural grasses, onions, cirrutr, 
Cibnagea, aud other vegetables. 

In going ronnd the galleries the next rest stand we 
enme In was that of Messrs. Harrison and Sous, of 
Leicester, on which were displayed Geld roots 
aud garden produce of various kinds. Their Normanlun 
Globe aud Gijnt Long Red mangels were very 
line and well, formed specimens, aud their Defiance 
snides shuwed quality iu addiliuu to large size- They 
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exhibited also some new varieties of potatoes, onions 
ramus, and other vegetable. Tlie rout, ou this stand 
were remarkable for symmetry and quality. 

To Messrs. Webb and Sjus, of Stourbridge, belongs the 
credit of having eilnbited Ihe finest specimen of* uungel 
roc* in tie Sliow. This wa*a very remark.ble Mammoth 
Lonir Red, weighing, when tritnmid, nu Ires IbauaZflb- 
a great weight which we believe has never been equalled. 
Jur a root of auch a size the qualiiy aud form were also 
remarkable. There was also a display at very tin root* 
of the same variety, and a capital snow or Webb's Kinver 
Globe, Yellow Intermediate, sad Yeliu* -fleshed Tankard, 
Mangel*. Webb's Imperial Swede, a variety said to 
have produced the euortnousc too of U tons It) ewt.

There were also 
some very fine specimens of Green Globe, White Globe, 
Grey Stone, aud Reef Heart turnips, and some large and 
well-grown kohl-rabi. A special feature of Mes.ra 
Webbs exhibition was their coHectien of selected cereals, 
comprieiflg their Challenge wheal. Prolific Hack and* 
White oats, aod Kaiver bailey; also their collection of 
natural grasses. Messrs. Webb are doing a very useful 
work m paying csrefal attention to the improvement of 
oar srocks of com, and now that the Royal agricultural 
S-jcicty has offered prizes for seed corn we miry expect Ihia 
department of seedsmen's enterprise tn come into greater 
prominence than it has previously attained.

They alao eibibit a variety of ploiurbr, including the 
Ciampion plough, with a novel arrangement of acrewed 
wheel fastenings; ■ new wood beam double plough, which 
ia readily convertible into a single plough ; a triple 
plough ; a reversible doublo plough for ploughing the 
furrows all oik way, aad their new turnover pi omgh 
Jlcssrs. Howard alao ahow their xigzag harrows, their 
•elf-lifting drag harrow, and their flexible steel chain 
harrow fur cleaning pastures, their now self-acting hone 
ruliea, and their hayma ing machine, with a seat for the 
driver. The "Simplex "mower ia ateel geared, is fitted 
with a tapered steel finger-liar, baa • wrought iron drag- 
bar, and a very pretty device for instantly releasing the 
knife from the connecting rod.

Messrs. Coleman and Mor- 
ton, of Chelmsford, exhibited tpecimeDi of their famous 
mltivators, adjustable rotary corn screens, 
garden engines, Stc. Meura. Pickstej, Sims, and Co., u( 
Leigb/thowed Iheir strong and elective reaper, mower, 
I, mills, and boriearorkt. We noticed the good 
by Iheir reapers and moweri in our reports of 
the Oxford Show. 

A formidable list of awards, given to Maun. Harrison 
d McGregor for their " Albion" mower during the past 
season shows its general appreciation by those who have 
tested it. They showed this and their self-raking reaper, 
and their one-horse combined mower and reaper. Tbey 
have adopted several improvements for the cumin; season.

the LaLe of Girda lo Ibe rutlure-gruuiida of the Alpe. 
Viuea a, id mulberry -treta, with wteat, Indian corn, anil 
other greio are grown on the liilb and upper plain ; 
while rice. Qui, aud bay form the chief produ.-ia ot the 
rri|»ted lauds. Lutubjrdy is rich in ailk, cheese, auii 
batter. 

The characteristic, of tbe dlfTcrent province!, the 
melhodi of cull' ?at ion, and the ajiterrj of tenauciei rary 
according to the position, the degree of fertility and 
nature of the soil, and the capabilities for irrigation 
1 am indebted to a report written bj the Preaiikut of 
the Milan Chamber of Agriculture, which dividei the 
whole territory into three great agricultural tonea, marked 
out by nature ;— The upper, w dry sone, ia formed of 
Ibut part of the district which facta tbe north-east, 
commencing a few kilometre) above the City of Milan, and 
extending to the foot of the Briauzi bilk It ia bounded 
ou the north by the diatrict uf Muuza and the Province of 
Como, and on the east by the River Adda, which divide* 
tbe Provinces ot Milan ind Bergamo. Tne middle none, 
alio looking north-neat, comprises that portion of the 
territory which lies between the upper zone and the t'ity 
of Milan. The iower or irrigated aone include) all the 
aouthern portion or the diatrict, and ia bounded by the 
Province of Pavia on the south, by the district of Lodt 
and the Province of Crema on the aauih-eaet, aud by the 
d strict of Abbiategraaao on the south- west. 

Jaeini, in hi» wort on the landed property of Lnrabardy, 
remarks tbit tbe country presents this peculiarity — that 
iu one day'a journey acrnsa ita territory the traveller 
meuti with mauj varied system of agriculture, and tie 
most different cuitorus. ihe district of Milan, in ■ email 
way, offers the variety shown on a large scale by tbe 
whole region Thus, in the north, proprietors in general 
superintend the metayer* on their estates. The peasantry 
under the metayer aystem are more independent tbao 
in the lower lone. The population ia dense and labo- 

and the mulberry-tree; but the produce ia subject lo 
drought, to the oidiutn, and to atrophy. 

In tbe middle district the crops are more tWrishing 
than in tbe tipper, under the use of sewage manure 
brought from Milan, and by means of irrigation, which, 
if not very abundant, is aufficient to permit meadows and 
nce-fielda to alternate with coro,'maiie, and the plan- 
Utions of mulberry- trees. In the lower lane there era 
no melsyera; tbe population, not so dense, ia lass inde- 
pendent, but production ia more certain. The peasant 
ia not attached to the soil, but bis daily bread iaaaaured. 
Here tbt farms arc of large silent, in order (bat the 
mechanism of irrigation nay be fully utilised, and ots 
them is found I class of farmers possessed of meane, 
activity, and intelligence — the true representatives uf 
agricultural industry. With few exceptions Ihe estate* 
in this district are leased out to tenants for terms of nine 
or twelve years. It is in this portion nf the territory 
Ihet tradition, study, and indefatigable labour hate pro- 
duced that systvro ol irrigation which so justly forms the 
admiration of strangers. Here wheat, the vine, the mul- 
berry are either not cultirated or are of secondary im- 
portance, and their place ia supplied by ricn fields aud 
meadnw-laod, 

Lombardy, Piedmont, and tiiilia cultivate rice on a 
Urge scale in permanent or temporary rice-gronudi, 
which last from two to three years, aud occupy from one- 
fuiuth lu s»ne-lialf of the amble lands, but uwre coinnuiul; 
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one- third only, »o thut. in the rota 'ion of crept, nue crop 
of rice in usu ill; raised between two crops of maiie, both 
heiiig produced wi:hout manuring. The period of towing 
viU-ndi (rem the beginning or March to the brginning of 
May. The ne* rice-lands are town Brit, those which 
hivo beenvestublislied for one or more years at ■ later 
period, at the anil is beneficed by einoiure fur aome time 
li; llio heatofthe tun. Rice in the hoik (locally termed 
efiwRt ia employed as teed, in the proportion of from 
3 to 4 bushels per acre according to the nalnrc of the 
•oil. It ia Bonn by hand, and aa the land ia literally io 
the aiate of mud, it ii very laborious and very unhealthy 
work for the cultivator. It ia oecustry not to tow 
thick, and in proportion aa the land ia strong the qnan- 
tity nf aeed is diminished. It ia usual to soak the rice- 
seed in water for twenty-four hoori previous to lowing, 
with the double object of quiekeniog ill vegetation and 
preventing it floating on the anrface of the water aa, 
without thin precaution, it occasionally does. If new 
rice ia employed as seed it requires to be aown early, that 
is, in tbr course of the month of M irch : old grain ia 
siwu later in April or at the beginning of 
Mi,-. Twelve or fifteen days after towioff, the 
young pUntt rise above the surface of the toil, and, 
aa they inereaae in height, the aheet of water ia gradually 
increased with them, to that merely their tnpa ahow 
above it. The fields are kept in this flooded state until 
the plant floweis, which, according to the time of (owing, 
takea place between the middle of July and the middle of 
Auutiat. Ab»ut this time the flooding of the crop is 
replaced by regular but abundant irrigation, at intervals 
of a few dava. When the head becomes well formed, 
the grain of food till, and the colour changes from deep 
to lighter yellowish green, all nae of water is discon- 
tinued, the laud is drained as dry is practicable, and in 
ten or fifteen days aflcrwaads the crop is ready for 
cutiimr, The rice harvest in the north of Italy ranges, 
according to circnm stances, from the middle of 
September to the beginning of October ■■ and the crop is 
cut with the scythe when large compartments are used, 
nod with the reaping hook in the am tiler one*.

It ia then stored, and during the winter, when water it 
cheap and abundant, it it cleared of the husks io the rice 
mills atttached to the firms, which are worked by water- 
power. 

The provinces of Brescia and Cremona produce rice to 
the ei tent of more than one-tenth of their produce in 
wheat; the Ildognese produces one-fiftieth part; as 
regards the province of P.ivia, all ita cereal wealth con- 
sistsofthia produce, which is more than four hundred 
thousand hectolitres. Kice, with its husk on (risen') it 
passed thrnogh tht pitla, every imperfect machine, which 
cleanses if, thnt is to say deprive* it of its covering; 
■ hen it is afterwards bleached by meant of a brush 
specially invented for that purpose, made of a hempen 
chili. Iiiee is used for cooking or for flour, and no 
Mil.uiese will consider the m-mi at hit table complete 
without the familiar dish of risorto or the jmttiye rii. 

The maize or grano lurco ia believed to have been a 
product introduced from Spain in the siiteenth century. 
In Limburdy the maiao became the substitute for millet 
as well as for oats, barley, and even wheat, when it had 
the advantage of a toil in the plaint and of irrigation. 
The produce of the irrigable lands «ua thereby much 



increased, to the great benefit of tbe rural population, in 
fan of the whole agricultural inter rati of the counlr;. 
The uses whieh maite subserves are ve-y numerous, 
whether at tnnola, or as flour for making iiofenfo, which 
has beet, coniumcd especially by all the rural population 
f Lnmbardy since the lnit century.

Despite iMt indications of a thaw which were 
n-i parent during the earlier part of the week severe 
fr.Hlhns prevailed for some davs past, accompanied 
bir a he*vy fill of shot. All i.'il mi wivigntion has 
consequently been seriously impeded, and in some 
pirts of the' country entirely stopped. The atmos- 

there ,has, however, been clear and bright since 
Vidav, and Christmas has once more come round, 
attended by all those time-honoured weather 
characteristics which serve to enhance our anjov- 
niBUt of the festive season. At the same time, con- 
sidering the terrible amount of distress which 
pievails among the poorer classes just now in so 
many parts of the kingdom, milder weather would 
Kcircely be regarded with dissatisfaction, when 
thi comfort of thosi is considered to wboin a harsh 
nnd inclement winter too often means privation 
and sickness. The frost has proved salutary from 
»u agricultural point of view, as the too rapid 
growth of cereals his been checked. Field work 
has of conrse been out of the question, but as most 
of the land intended for winter wheat has already 
been sown, the interests of farmers hare not suf- 
fered materially by the delay. The snowfall in 
Scotland has Deen very heavy, and has served to 
protect the young plants in a Brest measure from 
the action of frost; while in France, where the 
weather has also been very severe, a decided stop 
has been put to the ravages of insects and held 
vermin. Farmers continue to market their 
wheat wLh some freedom, but, notwithstanding 
tbe improved condition of the offerings, the trade 
baa ruled very flat in the majority of the provincial 
markets, as millers are disinclined to add to their 



little or nothing could be done with home-growa 
grain at Mark Lane on Monday on account of the 
dense fog, which for some hours not only pre- 
vented buyers from examining simples, but almost 
defied personal recognition. Foreign wheat, of

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THE AGRICULTURAL DEPRESSION 
AMD ITS REMEDIES. 



Sir, — Allow ma to point oat > few or the disadvan- 
tages which Itritiih farmers tuffer under, sod to remark 
on the means of improving their position. 

1. It teems very bird upon m British farmers to grow 
euro and be toied for almost e vary thing we keep, buy, 
use, whilst the foreigner em grow and tend it to t 
rrnutry almost nataied. 1 see no cense why the; should 
n it help to psy MOM of the expenses of this great utioi 
as weil as feed it, especially as there ii is much fwtigi 
corn used now to what there Died to be thirty yeirs ago, 
when it ni almost a crime for a miller to dm a sack of 
foreign wheat. I'om they aie more thai half. 

2. I mart call attention to the unfairueta with which 
the tir.be averages are taken when the Tithe Commntatioa 
Act came lata operatise. I think Hniio 1849. It 
wat intended that the average should be levied on all tha 
corn the farmer grows, bat tbinga have very much 
changed in thirty years, ami the runners keep double the 
itock the; did thea, aad consequently Teed oat all the 
worst corn they grow, which this year I am lorry to say 
amounts to nearly or qnite half they grew. Why should 
not each farmer make his own return ? Moat of the corn 
goes from the farmer to the merchant ; then his profit ia 
added to it, also railway expenses, to that at we are now pay- 
ing 12§ per cent, more than it was really commoted at — 
and it was then set very high — we feel it this year, U 
then ia no allowance made for damp and inferior corn. 

3. I should like to see the Malt Tax repeated. If our 
Exchequer cannot share all this large sun it might be 
pot on beer that is sold by brewers or retailers, tobacco 
and cigars. Ve should then see every poor man brew 
his own beer at home, and take hie day's allowsooe to 
his work h ith him, or enjoy it at home with his family. 
Thil would do away with most of the little bear sellers 
lb t art now a nuisance and a curie to our towns and 

4. Our parochial rates are, I consider, very unfairly 
levied, inasmuch aa they press too heavily on the agri- 
culturist and the clergy. The farmer has to pay on 
e a j> rod of ground he holds, which ia hie trade by 
which he has to get his living. It is the same with tbe 
clergyman, while the tradesman ia only rated on his 
premises, which amounts in many cases to only a few 
■hillings. He may ha doing a large trade of some hun- 
dreds or thousands a year , yet his living or trade is not 
rated like the farmer's or the clergyman's. The same re- 
mark will apply to any other profession or calling, or ts 
the wealthy landlord or squire who may be living in our 
towns or villages, and who wants labourers, servants, 
and policemen and roads as mnch as the farmer does. 

6. The Income Tax is a. burden on farmers. Where 
there has not been any income for the last foar or Gve 
years ; they dn not know how or like to claim (he exemp- 
tion for fear of being expoaed and then broken up at 
once, neither do half of them know how to claim tha 

8. The School Board Act presses heavily on the agri- 
culturist as well as the poo,- in rural districts ; it pnts a 
very heavy expense on the laud in causing them to build 
new and large schools, which in most instances are close 
to one that now would be amply large enough, as the 
families are constantly emigrating or migrating at dif- 
ferent seasons of the year to where employment ia more 
remunerative ; it also presses upon families themselves 
in taking away some that would add to their earnings in 
addition to the pence they have to pay. It may work 
well in towns, bat not in rural districts.

FARM TENANTS AND COVENANTS. 



SlB, — Before proceeding to the main object of thil 
letter, let me advert to two particulars. 

Your co run poo dent, Mr- T. Bobertaon, has to I 
the way to King John lo bring back a Terr far-re 
argument. J am not disposed to be quite ao axchaiolo- 
gical. What John uurped was the common and the 
heath. What the iqoire lata it tha enclosed, drained, 
hedged, ditched, manured, and weeded field. What ii it 
*o tha tenant whether he pays the elme rent to one man 
a aquire, or another an out-guing tenant ? Mi poiition 
is that rent, to whomioever paid, ia merely the interett, 
and ■ aery poor one, on the capital torn in labour or 
wagaaapent lo bring the land to the condition in which 
the tenant enters on it. Would it be anj less or more 
than rent, whether paid to one rdan or to another P Your 
own colnmnt (par part* tint) exhibit an apt illuitretion 
«f my poiition. Farmer! in Canada and the United 
Stalea find it better and cheeper to pay rent for cleared 
land than to buy n Quarter Section neit door, unre- 
claimed, at 4i. an acre in fee aimple- Emigrant! who 
era offered a lot aa a gift, on condition of Battling on it, 
cannot mutter the £40 necessary to pot np their ehaaty, 
hating no landlord to do it for them. Aa to tha Suther- 
land clarionet — that pet grievance of Celtic gaseous 
patriot! — they are wholly irrelevant to the subject, and it 
ia only a pity there are not more of them. The holding! 
only bribed a lot of idle caterana to vegetate in raga on 
the border! of perpetual itarvetion. Their removal at 
the Earl of Sutherland'! aole cott to comfortable cottagea 
on a tea-coast teeming with neb, and a fertile soil, where 
they have all thriven and become civilised, waa being 
" cruel to ha kind." The tame elearaneta now inpport 
many more penoni in decent comfort than left them in 
hungry barbaritm.

A generally 
wet period tallowed until the third week id June, 
when we were favoured with a brief spell of bril- 
liant weather. The wet aeaaon bad produced a 
very heavy crop of hay ; but this wae got together 
■oudar difficulties, and not until a great dwl of it 



ijured by wet. The uanrel 
crop, which atar ted well, wae injured bythefloodinE 
rains, and when a hat dry time came it died off 
prematurely in those districts where the drought 
was most severe. But previous to this drought; 
which occurred In the latter part of July 
and the beginning of August, we bad mote 
rain and cool weather, that is, in the latter put of 
Jnne. Harvest began in good time, the weather 
being all that could be desired until a huge por- 
tion of the wheat crop had been secured in the 
early districts. Indeed, the crops were somewhit 
prematurely ripened by the sharp drying of hod 
previously sodden, and by the aright sunshine, 
barley and eats being especially affected. In the 
middle of August rainy weather again sat is, 
greatly in jurins; the barley, and the wheat also in 
lata district*. Harvest waa by this means unduly 
protracted, and stacks unthatched ware damaged. 
Scotland waa especially favoured in harvest 
as, indeed, she had been in the w 



ENGLISH AGHICCI.TURE IN 1678. 
(From the Mark Lane EiEpraM of December 3a) 
For the fourth time consecutively it is our 

■ thankless task to sketch the agricultural history of 

a yesr which has bean, generally, one of failure 

and disappointment. -In soother week our crop 

returns will be published, and we shall then have 

before us details which will enable us to see the 

results of last harvest indifferent parts of England 
'and Weiss ; but, unfortunately, we need not wait 

till then before declaring the general result to be 

unsatisfactory. Although the crops of 1878 were 

undoubtedly less deficient than those of 1877, 

prices have ruled so much lower that there is little 

if any improvement in our farm balance sheets, 

exoept in a few favoured districts in England and 

in Scotland. We do not Med exact statistics to 

show that such is the esse, becaaee we have other 

evidence in the forma of lowered rents, vacant 

' farms, and bankrupt tenants. The misfortunes of 
four deficient years have culminated in an agri- 
cultural depression which is as unquestionable as 
it is lamentable, aod it would be worse than use- 
less ta attempt to ignore the gloominess of the 
farming outlook by taming our eyes away from it 
During the early portion of the year there waa 
reason to hope that a brighter prospect waa before 
the farmers, and it was not till long after the bar- 
vest had been completed that sanguine critics were 

-convinced of the errors of estimates which they 

.had maintained in spite of ■the objections of more 

.careful observers. The wheat crop looked remark- 
ably well till it came into ear, ana oven then gen- 
tlemen who report on crops from an inspection 
taken from the windows of .railway carriages, or 

■otherwise from a distance, eoald find nothing but 
good to say of it. It waa only by going into the 
standing corn, and examining the ears, that the 
delusive appearance of the full-strawed crop could 

■ be assessed at its true value, and this is precisely 
what nine crop-reporters out of ten apparently 
never do. Aftsr all, however, wheat yielded mucn 
better than it had done for the previous three years, 
and if it had been well harvested and sold at re- 
munerative prices farmers would have had soms- 

' thing to be thankf ui for as far as that crop was 
concerned. Barley, oats, beans, and peas were all 
sown under favorable conditions. We had a mild 
and suitable spring, and the crops were sown in 
good time. Until the last week in March every- 
thing was favourable to an excellent harvest ; then 
we had sharp frost followed by snow and a good 
deal of rain. Nearly all the spring corn had been 



morally, as compared with that prevalent in 
England, during the whole summer. The Scotch 
crops, therefore, were much better for their part 
than the English crops, though some of the 
Northern districts of England were also favoured. 
For pasture districts the year has been mors 
favourable than for the arable counties, feed hiving 
beet) abundant, and the hay crop enormous. 
Dairy husbandry, however, hss recently shared in 
the prevailing agricultural depression, chiefly 
owing to the low price of cheese, the quality H 
which this year ia worae than usual. 

Since harvest the weather has beeD,«stil re- 
cently, generally favourable for farming operations, 
There waa a bright and dry early autumn, when 
stubbles could be cleaned to advantage. Sufficient 
rain followed to enable land to be ploughed for 
and sown with wheat, and the crop was sown is 
most parts of the country under the moat propi- 
tious conditions. It is probable that a smaller 
area has bean sown than for many yean past, si 
the rains of the late autumn and the severe 
weather that set in with the winter first impeded 
and afterwards completely stopped cultivation sod 
sowing. This, however, waa not a matter of jrre** 
importance, as with present low prices for wsest 
in view, farmers were careless as to whether they 
sowed ths usual breadth of land with that cereal. 
Fortunately the land was covered with snow din- 
ing the period of the severest frost ; otherwise ths 
young wheat might hare been injured. For about 
a week before Christinas Day the cold was rarj 
severe, and we believe the thermometer has aenr 
been SO low as it Stood on Christmas Eve sines the 
winter of the Crimean War. After Ohriatnu 
Day a sadden thaw set in, and the weather an 
since been remarkably mild for the time of yesr. 
It is not likely that wheat-sowing will be resumed 
at present, if at all, aa December ia one of ths 
worst months in which to sow. If there were 
any temptation to sow mora wheat it would be 
bettor to wait till the end of January or February;

The straits in which farmers have found the ru- 
es! fee after a fourth bad rear have led to a general 
reduction of the wages of agricultural labourers 
throughout the greater part of England and Scot- 
land. In a few instances, notably in Kent, this 
reduction has been resisted, and a strike of Kentish 
librarian on a large scale is, unfortunately, still 
maintained. By returns, which we collected from 
the variooa districts of Kent and the email portion 
«f Sussex, affected by the strike, we were able 
to make public the actual earnings of the labourers, 
concerning which gross mis-statement* had been 
previously made, and apparently accepted by the 
Presi generally. By this exposure the efforts of 
the Km! and Sussex Union leaden to obtain con- 
Oibotioua from the public to enable them to fight 
the fannen hare been to a great extent rendered 
futile, and thus, we trust, the duration of one of 
the roost unreasonable strikes on record will be 
witnitlly shortened.

With much regret we announce the death of 
Mr. Henry Corbet, for many years Editor of the 
Mark Lane Ezprase, aged 54. Mr. Corbet had 
been suffering from paralysis for three years, and 
gradually sank from the effect* of tbe disease. At 
[Lb end of 1876 he was compelled to retire from 
sctire work, and although he first tried change of 
air and scene, it soon became apparent that 
recovery was h lpelesa. Tlis death took place on 
Sunday, December 20. A sketch of Mr. Corbet's 
life appeared in the Format' Magazin* for April, 

lira. 

The funeral of Mr. Corbet took place at 
Chepstow on January 4, his remains having 
beenconreyed to that town in order to be buried 
with those of bia father, which rest there. The 
lutsrslwisof a strictly private character, only rela- 
tira of the deceased baring been invited to attend. 

Raring to recently given a sketch of Mr. Cor- 
bet's life, a fow particulars will suffice on the 
present melancholy occasion. Mr. Corbet was 
tern sn December 31st, 1820. His father 
was a country gentleman, well known as an 
anient sportsman in his own district. He was 
educated at Bedford Grammar School, and prepared 
for the University, which, however, altered circum- 
stances prevented him from attending. In 1846 
Mr. Corbet, who had been some time residing in 
London, was elected Secretary of the Farmers' 
Club in preference tea large number o* competitors. 
During this year he wrote his admirable Prize 
liwy on « Tenant Right," which is 
nhsustive as an essay can well be, and 
i» u unanswerable an argument as when it was 
written. Bis next work was a Digest of the 
Agricultural Customs of England and Wales, 
iMsjpiled from the evidence given before Mr, 
Pusejs Tennnt-Right Committee in 1848. Mr. 
Sliaw, then Editor of the Mark Lane Erj.ren, was 
ssocisted with him In theproductioo of this book ; 
Ut we believe that Mr. Corbet did nearly all the 
work. 

In 1853 Mr. Corbet became a member of the 
Jtort Lane Express staff, and shortly afterwards 
h- undertook the editorship, which he held till 
^Member, 1875, when he was compelled to retire 
«n account of ill-health. For the same reason he 
fnt up the Secretaryship of the Farmers' Club, a 
P;«ilion which ho had held for nearly .""

In many respects, and especially as a live stock 
critic, Mr. Corbet was An acknowledged power in 
the agricultural world. lie waa accustomed to 
express his opinions fearlessly and independently, 
and by so doing he offended many, though he also 
gained admirers on account of his staunchness and 
courage. Lest our owu evidence alone should be 
thought partial, we quote an estimate of Mr. 
Corbet as a stock critic from the Ipswich Journal 
of January 4 : — 

To many of our readers Mr. Corbet w» known a* a 
brilliant writer on almost all kinds of lire stock. la 
lbs files of the Mart Lane Krprat may be found some 
of the most finished descriptions or fatuous horses sod 
other animals Inst sre to be fuund in the language. It 
was Mr. Corbet's practice to stteod all the larger shows, 
and ha was usually present at onr county shows in tbe 
Eastern Counties. He was sn unsparing critic, and if s 
defect existed the owner of the animal bad only to hope 
thst Mr. Corbet might not see it— the animal we mean, 
Tor ha wss sure to tee the defeat if he came to close 
quarters, snd he was certain to point it out. Practical men 
held Mr. Corbet's judgment in great respect, and a cele- 
brated judge of hones once ssid of hi m that ha was si 
good a judge sa a man could be who had not been a 
breeder. With a very wide experience or the celebrated 
animals of the last 30 or 40 years, ripe judgment, and a 
toe, clear, vigorous style, Mr. Corbet always made his 
lire stock report* readable sod valuable. 

Mr. Corbet waa pre-eminently what is termed 
"good company." lie had a strong sense of the 
ludicrous, and bis anecdotes, of which he hnd a 
(rood store, were both good and well told. There 
are many who, in spite of an occasional "tiff 
with him, will now recall many a plcasnnt hour 
spent in his company ; and there are many more 
— in his wide circle of readers — who will never 
forget the earnestness and rigour which he de- 
voted to the advancement of agriculture and to 
the removal of the abuses which check its pro-

'Crop Returns for 1878, collected from several dis- 
tricts in each of the English Counties, and "from 
five of the counties of Wales. In all respects 
they confirm our anticipations, and justify the es- 
timates which, in the face of much contradic- 
tion, we have maintained in these columns, both be- 
fore and since harvest. While reports df an abund- 
ant harvest were being published throughout the 
length And breadth of the land, we stood Almost alone 
in protesting agHiu.it such sanguine estimates, 
which could only mislead, and did mislead, the 
general public. The season hud been so antagon- 
istic to- the growth of healthy corn crops that we 
i could not believe a-generallyjsrge ji;Id possible, 
und a careful examination of the wheat crop 
showed thnt the ears were not 'well filled with 
grain, while the biirley crop was obviously a rather 
light one. We stated our conclusions, therefore, 
to the effect that the wheat crop at the best was 
only a hue average, and that barley was below 
Average. We were accused of " croaking 1 ," and 
the multitude of witnesses, if not the weight of 
evidence, was certainly against us. Thero was 
such a full crop of wbent straw that those who 
had not taken the proper means to ascertain what 
was iu the straw could not be made to believe that 
the yield would be anything leas than a very great 
one. By-nnd-hy, however, as the thrashing machine 
got to woi'k, reports bpjran to come in of wheat 
yielding leas than had been expected, and these 
reports became quite general as time went on. 
Now that a considerable proportion of the crop 
lias been thrashed, it will be seen that out of 301

producer) who have none to export, having a better 

prneity to our tenantry means simply tuxes levied on 

mora to them for ibeir beef snd bread than to the 
foreigner, bnt will exact a larger price than the foreigner 
chargea. This is the reciprocity all nn one sida of wbieh 
the American farmers complain now. They lay to the 
manufacturers. You give us no more thau we get from 
John Bull; why shoold we pay yon mare thin we give 
ta him ? Since yoa can give ns no better price, why 
shoold we give a better to yon? Corn and meat can 
never be the subject or reciprocity, because every region 
of the earth produces them cheaper than we, and the 
country of their origin nn never be so identified as to 
shot out the produce of prohibited states under the cloak 
of those that are privileged. What protection would it 
extend to the British tenantry to lai the graiu of Russia 
or the beef of America if there he fifty other states 
through whose reciprocity of fiscal duties these commo- 
dities eonld be a* cheaply poured in on our markets ? 
Bnt, as I have said, free trade haa its moral and social 
as welt *s Its economical aspects, and, aa affecting the 
aoil of a country and its cultivators, these considerationa 
are of infinite gravity. We do not ask if our army and 
navy, if our schoolmasters and churches, even if our 
luwyers will pay. Begin at Stratford and go right on to 
Brentford'Cod. There are shops on both sides all the nay 
of mere retail distributors, one-tenth of whom could serve 
the community of consumers quite as effectually, at a 
saving of the rents, taxes, profits, cost of living of all the 
lest. The greengrocers levy upon vegetables quite fite 
times what they pay to the market gardener*. Hard 
political economy would say sweep away every superfluous 
dial rib u tor— exchange of coin for commodity can he 
effected cheaper. The fact is there ia a sort of indirect 
communism pervading civilised society that deals out its 
superfluous wealth through ten thousand devices, and 
makes up the complex mechanism of a refined nation by 
endless devices of mutual inler-depen deuce and infinite 
reciprocities of custom. Every consumer ia a producer. 
If the butcher taxes the baker, the baker in turn puts a 
rountervai'ing adequate profit upou the loaf, and all, be- 
coming mutual customers, make up the manifold varieties 
of social claaa. But for these complex arrangements there 
would be no occupation or work for vast masses of the 
people. A middle class to a great extent would dis- 
appear, capital would become an iu exchangeable drug, and 



there wtnld be left but leviathan producers with their 
dependent wsge receivers ; while the vast nm of con- 
sumers who live by distribution, and the ministers to the 
wants of distributor*, would be deleted from the economy 
of social life. Money was made for man, not man for 
money. Without law, ooncerted action, methodical con- 
vention, the process by which accumulated wealth is 
distributed has insensibly grown up and diffused itself. 
and thus the instincts incident to the natural history of 
human society have built up the various orders into which 
peoples aie classified. Were " cash the sole uetua of 
society," the multiplication table would suggest a more 
economical arrangement of mankind. But, after all, the 
way to make wealth itself i* to make sane, not mere 
economical machines of production — to call into being 
Iboae vast end varied wants, clauee, modes of life and 
being, which give to the whole the chances of giving to 
nations the services of their beat and ablest. 

Let there be no mistake. Onr food most be left en- 
tirely nntaxnd, bnt oar agriculture must nu no condition 
whatever be suffered to decay. A tenantry, a squirearchy , 
a peaaautry are utterly indispensable to the health and 
strength of a nation. They are the backbone of its moral 
and physical stamina. At whatever cost we must plough 
and sow and mow and reap. To think oF Euglaod with- 
out its farms and whistling ploughboys, and that all be- 
cause agriculture ean be done cheaper elsewhere, we are 
to blot out onr mead* and fields, and relegate all to moor, 
eommon, heath, and jungle- I do not ash where would 
be the customers of the manufacturer, the miner and the 
merchant, the farrier, saddler, and the wheelwright — the 
1 al and imperial revenue — the order of distributors— if 
thought only of an arithmetical political economy. To 
let onr land go out of cultivation ia to commit national 
aucide ; to neglect vigorous snd persistent reclamation in 
the face of a growing population is to my sense a preter 
mission of the clearest duty of self-defence and indepen- 
dence. There ere millions of acre* of quaking bog, hungry 
heath, bare common, swamp, fen, see board clamnur- 
ing for redemption to the spade and plough. Self subsis- 
tence, a buld peasantry, are the "cheap defence, of na- 
tions." Even if we could rely upon the foreigner for tbe 
supply ot our daily food, we couid not sustain our place 
aa a nation without the classes that produced it, withont 
the breed of man and the robust athletic knhita which re- 
cruit onr life with their intrepid vitality. Even if food 
raising were a bad economical speculation, it wi old be is 
well worth the country's while to maintain a peaaautry a* 
an army and a navy. 

But is there really any incompatibility between free 
trade and the pursuit of domestic agriculture P They have 
stood side by side for thirty years. It is said, but not, 
I think, with much truth, that rents hive risen with open 
port*. That is a really a fiat contiadiclioo to the theory 
of agricultural decay. The consumable commodities 
which lha wage* of the peasant buy, have by the abolition 
cf duties, been greatly reduced in price — "tbe loaf,'' 
augar, tea, clothing, the press— all teal necessaries. 
Wages have risen 50 per cent. These are not symptoms 
of a perishing interest. If our harvests have for four con- 
secutive seasons been exceptionally bad, tbe years of leu 
iine have probably passed away, aod the years of pleat; 
are likely to corns back, while onr full handed neighbour* 
will perhaps now have their time ef dearth. We must 
not forget that the distress of the farm interest was quit* 
as great and aa regularly periodical in the daya of lb* 
sliding scale. Your contemporary of the Land AgcrUi' 
Sseord has been pleased to represent my position thus :— 
■ Farmer* do not make a profit as matter* are, they must 
reduce the wages of their labourers, and grind the profit 
out of them.

teietion, a fiscal economy, and a reckless extravagance of 
eipenditor«, poblie end privsle, en ineene trnitlnlness in 
foreign Stales and alien projectors, that, bat for the lot- 
tery of lock se idiug ui prises, it would not haie been 
possible for us to hare surmounted. Doubtless if science, 
invention, enterprise, can still strike out oew path) to 
production and conveyance, we mey continue in that 
mervellnua career, which wa cannot sustain by methods 
which now tbe whole world be* borrowed from, and in 
some of which — if we ere to believe that extraordinary 
patriot, Mr. Gladstone — others ere " passing us at a 
canter." But ie it the eet of provident men to rely for 
national life upoi a perpetuity of prixes in the lottery of 
States P The power- loom is busy in Indie; noal ie in 
course of discovery, in abundance ss rich ; iron ore of aa 
fine quality in every quarter of the globe as in our 
" tight little island." Everybody else "strikes ile" at 
well aa we. There is nut at present any prospect what- 
ever that our good fortune is henceforth to be exceptional. 
We have carried our pitcher unbroken to the fountain too 
long to warrant the hope that it will never meet with a 
fracture or an upset. 

What, then, ie the stern conclusion from these pro- 
misee, but that onr preteosions to exceptional treatment 
most come to an end? We must no longer look for 
more than "neighbour's fere." All oar high-flown 
vapouring about frog-eating Frenchmen, foreign serfs, 
and down-trodden peseantry, must descend to the herd of 
vulgar realities of actual existence. It is not " whet we 
have been accnitumed to, " and " whst an Englishman is 
entitled to look for," that #e an likely any longer to get, 
but only what we work for, end can produce better than, 
or at least es well, aa those on whom we look down, and 
whose face we pity. Forty shillings a qnarter will give a 
British farmer no better meani to pay hie men than any- 
body else — "If a men will not work neither shall he eat." 
In tbe long run he can eat no more then he works for. 
The downright fact clearly is, that if a sack of wheat 
fetches no more in Eugland than in France, the Baltic 
States, or Russia, the time has come when the grower 
roust cat hie coat according to hie cloth, or soon he will 
have no cloth lo cut. Ilea not that crisis arrived with 
far too many honest and industrious tenants already ? 

Yon have quoted the high authority of Mr. C. S. Read 
for the very patent fact that wages are higher than they 
were twenty-five years ago by at least BO per cent. Mr. 
Gladstone, oar greatest financial and fiscal oracle, Fully 
endorses that statement. Now I want to have a plain 
answer to Ibis question— If the ploughman to whom in 
the year 1853 the farmer gave IDs. per week now gets 
15a., does the wheat which then fetched 60s. per qnarter 
now yield 00s. ? Is it net rather absolutely certain that, 
while the wagea have lUeu 50 per cent, the average of 
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wheat has fallen GO per cent. ? Then what earthly 
apology has the sun for asking, and what reason has the 
muter for giving, wagea higher in the very ratio of the 
fall in bis profits? la it aimply in the hope that*" some, 
thing will turn up ?" or becaaio the advance has ban 
demanded 1 or because " the country " (what a nice im- 
personal phrase 1) l-jokt for it ? or because the Press snd 
public opinion (ihe old bogeys of fools I) have decreed urn 
you wouldn't sorely expect ■ British labourer to live os tie 
lard-soap and grspes of Johnny Crapaod, or the melosi 
and maccaroni of the Italian ? In any other trade seek 
a sublime contempt of commercial principles would 
apeedily end in the Gatettc British gold is nc better sad 
will go no farther than mated of the same aUndard in any 
other country ; indeed.it is the very same coin that pays tie 
foreign e orn merchant and the British labourer. How can 
it be that the .English tenant saw afford to pay the Essex 

e'oughmsn more for ploughing an acre at Havering or 
rain tree than the Frenchman or Italian for the same extent 
of finer land in the better climate or Langnedoc or Lom- 
bardy F The crops are all equal in Mark Lane. Who. 
labourers conspire, farmers most combine. Men lired 
five-aod-twenty years ago on the wages they then eernel 
— many necessaries, especially bread and salt, an unimed 
and cheeper now. If tenants mean to keep their beaiii 
above water they must resolu'ely return to Ihe wages of 
1863. Why did they submit to a rise unwarranted by acy 
corresponding enhancement in the price of their produce:' 
Too aimply they accepted ss truth any lie told them of a 
rise granted by their neighbonrs, aud were played tit 
against each other by " Hodge,'' aa he put himielf up to 
auction, or " tried on" a strike at hay time or harvest, 
when he knew he could not bo spared. Masters must re- 
solutely set themselves to stand by each other, and main- 
tain their position. If 10a. were enough in 1850 they 
are no less io 1878. 

Mr. Arab, indeed, proposes " a mora excellent way." 
If peripatetic resolutioning could solve the quandary, 
there has been no lack uf agricultural unions and motions 
" carried unanimously." The land ie to be "nationalised" 
— that is, seised and divided amung the ploughmen. Glebe 
lands end tithes aie to be confiscated, and all lar^e estetea 
are to ha assumed by the State, to be redistributed to 
peasant proprietors, and tenants are told to " shear the 
pigs befure they fleece the sheep." In other words, they 
are to keep up wagea and put down rents — a cry wiik 
which it is necessary to reckon. Let us see bow the matter 

While the farmer looks to realise from five to tea per 
cent, out of the land, he pays to the owner a return aver- 
aging thru per cant. Is thai too much? I know an 
answer is returned to this query. It is anid the three per 
cent, is only the profit on a price that should never here 
beau paid. If capitalists choose to give " a faney price" 
for the distinction of landowning, that ie not to be charged 
on the commodity, bat on tbe whim nf the purchaser. It 
it a whim F The fact is, the farmer pay* nothlug 
for tht land at ait. He never thinks it unreasonable 
that he should be paid by an incoming tenant 
for unexhausted improvement e. Why then shoal J 
ha demnr to pay for the permanent improvements 
awned by the landlord. Of every farthing of rent, and 
mure, Ihe capitalised cost has been spent in labour and 
wages io bringing the laud to the condition in which it 
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It has 



claimed from the common or the waste— hedged, ditched, 
broken Up, cleaned, supplied with gates and fencing. 
drained, furnished with expensive house*, offices, cottages, 
yards, which all represent highly paid labour; and tint 
ia neither mora nor less than tbe wagea of labour capitalised 
at very low interest. It is too much the habit of renters 
to regard a landowner a* one who ia " boru wilhssilrcr 
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tf.vta in fail lniulh" jiwg't txnt'wnerc nalvs. In fact, 
by it ilinply the heir or assignee of the put labour 
bestowed, in rendering the farm lit Tor pmcat cultivation . 
The reclaimer* or the Bedford Level, of the Kens of 
Lincoln and C*rnbridge-»birc», and »t whole eipeme ell 
the nail of these eouutie* have been conltructed ( nd 
■set of the bridge*), hen "I extremely poor retoro, 
i>u; none at nil. on their ontlay.

Parmer* are too apt to forget 
to reckon their house and their buildings in estimating 
Heir rent.

Italy, Spain, and Channel Iilandi, know what rent meant 
u well u we. Lead sales in France report higher figure* 
torn in Baaei. I *e*ooeof 590 acre* i* rented at £1,725 
and another or 3,331 aerea let at £3,293. The homeateada 
everywhere are of a much more modest character than 
(bote our owner* are called upon ta rear; while their 
nrpenlen and bricklayer* work lilt tun hour* a week 
lower than onrs, and at little more than half the Britiah 
•Kinn'* figure for wage*. There ar* no aii-rooraed 
railages for ploughmen on the Continent. Even in Qer. 
nun; lbe whole family pi Kin one apartment. I aee by 
Ibe Boyal Agricu turel Society's Journal that in Norway 
thit dumeatic arrangement i* preferred, even where more 
accommodation i> offered. Tonr own Journal gives 
il 000 aa the coat if ail cottage* on a Kentish farm.

I'oprrty) £70, ora rent of £11 15s. for eaeh labourer. 
Pray how mneh doea the tenant or ploughman pay for 
■hat? My friend, Mr. A. Macbellar, Canadian Minister 
of Agriculture, aend* me his reporta, from which I gather 
that the average yield of wheat in Arcadia ia under 20 bn*. 
per acre, oata about i ore,, rye £1, barley 4, peaa 3. The 
United State* average ia not greater — aid the Continental 
rstes srareely eieeedi these figure*. If it no consideration 
to the Britiah fanner that the instrument ol production, 
tl.e ose of which he hires, yield* a quarter of wheat per 
■rie more than ia raised by hi* competitor in other quar- 
ter* of the (artb ? 

These luggestiona have occurred to me, however, not 
forthe purpose of deprecating a reduction of rent where 
'I his been too high. Under filiating circumstance* a 
'user rent i* preferable to having no tenant. That re- 
onetion may help the repeal of the malt tel, enforce 
greater economy in the national expenditure, and espe- 
cially compel a vigorout retrenchment in local taxation, 
which has nearly doubled within a quarter of a century. 
ftbj J* the farmer to pay for the e ducat ion of ether people'a 



children, for maintaining city ereba and gutter children 
in palaces called re form stories, ot double the cost which 
the honest ploughman's wage* cm spur* fur his children, 
for keepiog paupera in the union at more than double the al- 
lowance which supports families who maintain themselves, 
and are a burden on nobody. 1 do not desire to play the 
part uf wiseacre. We base all been "living too hat." 
In every family eipenditur* has boon insensibly stretched 
out far beyond the aober providence uf our fathers. Wives 
to the wash-tub and daughter* to the churn and cheese- 
prea* ia the cry of some farmer* thcmselvea ; and I own 
that I have been surprised how entirely many farmer*' 
wire* and daughters have divested theuisalie* of all con- 
nection with the distinctive care* uf the farm. I mutt 
add that the hunting held, the city, or the continental 
tonr, will not look after eye-servants, direct operations 
that require daily thought and supervision, or be supplied 
by a bailiff hired to do what the farmer should do for 

Bnt above all, I iuhm.it I have proved that the ehief 
difficulty which it appnin tu me the tenant ha* allowed 
to grow up to an unreasonable abate ia bad work, ei- 
orbiteutly paid, Out of til proportion to profit*. It i* 
quite true that this is somewhat attributable to an ei- 
ceuive demand for labour in reckless and ruinous manu- 
factnriug, mining, and railway ■peculation, which hi* 
■pirited away the peasantry to the towns. But that wild 
and nncalculating man 1 * ha* come to an end in its 
inevitable retribution — labour will flow back to the 
country, and it must be th* business of farmers to meet 
mutinous canipitaey by loyal co-operaiiou, determined 
reprei*ioo, and a resolute recurrence to a scale of wage* 
better proportioned to the profit* of the cultivator, and 
the average pay disbursed by hi* foreign competitors. 

The reclamation of land, the laws of hypothec and 
di*tre**, the removal of obstructions to entailer holdings, 
and a peatant proprietary, the consideration of improved 
method* of husbandry, and ot practical legislative help 
and relief to the end of removing nnwiie arrangement* 
iu the way of cultivation, are subjects which require more 
ciUudad treatment thin your room can apare in the 
compaaa of a letter, which perhap* you and your readers 
may deem already too lung.

On the whole Canadian farms and firm life cannot be 
aaid to offer allurement to either farmer, or labourer, on 
your aide. Agriculture is carried ou under many serious 
drawback, and diicoru fit urea, not forgetting the horrible 
condition of most of the road., and other disadvantages 
which, depending aa they do on climate, mnet necessarily 
be permanent. All the lowni awartn ivitb. people who 
" hare tried a bit uf firming," but given it up. Two- 
third, of the Ontario farms I dare toy are mortgaged, 
aud mortgage interest ii worse than " rent." The .hock- 
ing state of the roads, made and repaired in a lazy 
muddling way by statute labour, ia • terrible drawback 
on life in Canada. At times they are sea* of mud. Aa 
no provision ia made for pedestrian., aa soon a* the town 
or village wooden aide-walk ends you have to go through 
the mire. I tried to get ont into the country some 
week* ago from Toronto, but three mile, distance from 
the city the slush was '' quite too much," and I turned 
tail. Indeed, an Engli.h settler wrote tome year, ago to 
the Canada Farmer on Ih s very pniut. '■ The English 
agriculturist who come, to Caujda must take into account 
the Male nf the roads aud the .late of society, or be will 
be vaitly disappointed ; nor must he look for any comfort, 
as there i. uooe to be bad." The nnly response tbe 
editnr could make to thil wn> : " We .appose our friend 
misses hi. hnntiug." But tint .on of rejoinder i. all 
nonien.e. What ii life in a rural district without goad 
roads? Look at England, with thirty thousand bicycle 
riders. Consider the tribute therein given to the splendid 
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stale of the highway. Bicycles would be of little nie in 
this eouulry, ai thcro are bo good Coeds on which to 
drive tbrm. 

In education, dwelling, social poiition. Rod surround- 
i nsta, the Canadian farmer is often little above tbe 
migratory labourer to whom, if h lb meane allow, he 
givea a brief ipell of employment in the spring und fall. 
Ai regards his ocenpatioD, the seasons here are k preea- 
riooa snd short that his life for half tbe year is one of 
perpetual drndgery. In fact, the only well-to. do farmers 
ere the children and grandchildren of the flrat aettlera 
fifty or eigty jeari back. With regard to the othera, half 
htt Dot been told of their struggles, privations, and diffi- 
cultly. The poorest labourer in England it far batter off 
than man* " landowner!" in the Free Grand. Hear 
wbat Mr. Clayden tayi of tbe Lower Canadian farmers, 
a description quile aa applicable in many esses to those of 
Ontario ; " I found the Canadian farmer, aa far at prii 
tion, aniietj, and hard wort went, to be in a very little 
better position than the English labourer. He eland 
from morning to night, intent only on getting aa much 
out of hia land, his men, hia family, and himself, aa he 

Coasibly could. With no notion of slackening work 
imtelf, he elected from those he employed the uttermost 
amount of time and labour at their disposal, by no means 
desirous for them to rise from the condition of day 
labonrcra to that of small farmer." This laat sentence 
should be well weighed by jour Kentish and other 
labonrera.

TUB PROSPECTS OF FARMING. 



'When »ny business is unprofitable the retrench 
ment of auch expenses U can be diminished witb- 
out lessening profits is, of cour ae, sound economy, 
and iu ao far as it will conduce to cheaper produc- 
tion it must teud to restore prosperity to the pro- 
ducers, la the case of farming, loner rents and 
lower wages will help farmers to meet foreign 
competition, and thin is especially so with respect 
to a reduction of rente, which is an unmitigated 
advantage to the tenants. Lowered wages are a 
lees certain benefit, though they may be inevitable 
for a time. The best men are apt to leave out 
villages when farm wages are low in proportion to 
the wegea given in other branches of industry, or 
to the earnings to be made in distant lands. Thus 
for the lower pay farmers may get a lower class of 
labour, while they may not be able to secure 
enough of even that when other industries in the 
■country are in a flourishing condition. Besides 
this, it is to be observed that the saving which 
can be effected by a reduction of wages is, iu the 
case of a farmer, a very small one. He must be 
a large farmer who can save a hundred pounds a 
year by any diminution of wagea that ia feasible 
even at a time of general depression like the pre- 
sent, when thousands of men are out of work in 
all parts of the countrj. Another advantage 
which a reduced rent haa over lowered wages is that 
while the former is not likely to advance again as 
long aa farming ia un prosperous, the latter may at, 
any time be forced up to their old level by a 
demand arising in other departments of employ- 
ment. These Te marks, however, are not intended 
to disparage a reduction of farm labourers' wagea 
at a lime of extreme adversity, auch as farmers 
are now suffering from, but only to show that it 
is unwise to put too much faith in the advan tnge 
to be gained by such a saving, and to point out 
the uncertainty of its continuance. There ia far 
too great a disposition amongat farmers to ex- 
aggerate the importance of little savings in labour, 
'tradesman's bills, rates, and texes, te the neglect of 
the more serious impedimenta to their success. 
Blacksmiths and wheelwrights do not often save 
fortunes', on the contrary, most of them work verj 
hard for a scanty income. It ia undoubtedly a 

K'evaoce t' at rates should be unfairly levied , 
t it ia absurd to make the rectification of this 
inequality, as so many do, the, chief object of 
agitation. If rents, rates, labour, and tradesmen's 
bills were all reduced to the greatest possible 
extent, we should still fall short of making farming 
in this country profitable under otl.er existing 
conditions. These savings will render losses less, 
but will scarcely turn them into profits, unless the 
tosses were previously very small. By all means 
let us have expenses pared down to the utmost 
extent consistent with good farming ; but let us 
bear in mind the far greater importance of remov- 
ing from Agriculture the trammels under which 
ehe has ao long been doomed to labour. If the 
delicate state to which a combination of ad' 
circumstances has reduced the British farmer 
reLders it advisable for him to strain at gnats, 



there is all the more reason for him to take cut 
that he does not swallow camels. 

To diminish the cost of production is important, 
but to increase the production itself is more im- 

Eortaut still. Foreign agricultural produce bai 
itely ruled prices in our markets to an silent 
never before realised, and the competition, pro* 
bably, has not yet reached its climax, uulessintbs 
case of wheat, which it can hardly pay the 
American farmer to send us at a lower price thsn 
ia now current, though at some future tints the 
Indian farmer may. For some time, at least, a 
bad crop in America, or a generally deficient 
harvest in European countries, may occasional; 
send the prices of corn up for a year or two ; but 
we muat faM the probability of having to produce 
nil the principal commodities of the farm at some 
thing like the prices which prevail this year, and, 
in the case of some of them, at lower rricei still. 
If we cannot do this, then agriculture ia 
this country muat permanently decline. It 
we can do it at all, it must he by getting s 
great' r produce from our fields and pasture?, ease 
feasible reduction of expenses can by itself bo 
sufficient. But to produce more we must employ 
more capital, and under such circumstances as St 
present prevail there is less disposition 
than ever to embark capital in farming. 
All the greater reason, then, for removing the 
many discouragements to its eroplojmeot Msoj, 
in despair, say it ia hopeless to attempt to stem the 
tide of foreign competition ; but Englishmen ciu-t 
have degenerated aadlv in these days if they will 
sit down and allow the finest agriculture in tts 
world to be "wiped out" without a struggle. 
There are farmers even now who are saving money, 
and they are, as a rule, the best farmers— high 
farmers — while the men who have been struggling 
on with farma too big for their capital have sunk 
or are sinking. It is of no avail to talk of laying 
down nil the arable land to pasture. That by 
itself would be a permanent decline, and a great 
deal of laud is quite unsuitable for pasture. We 
must produce more, or acknowledge ourselves 
beaten. A duty on foreign food is proposed by 
but it is not worth while to discuss » 
ry a scheme. The people at large would 
not tax food to save farmers, even if Protection 
would save them, which is, at the beat, doubtful. 
We come back, then, to our previous statement, 
that the only hope of the permanent salvation of 
British agriculture is increased production, by 
means of larger capital and more enterprise- 

But who is to employ the increased amount of 
capital f The landlords generally will not, becanas 
three-fourths of them are limited owners, hoHiog 
under settlements, and to spend money on their 
estates would be directly opposed to the interest! 
of themselves and all they have to provide for, 
with the sole exception of the heirs to the estates. 
No one else dares, because his property would pet 
be secure ; it would be liable to confiKStior, 
accotding to law. Nor is this all. On m*"J 
estates it would be folly to spend money in pw- 
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dadng mora f. od for game ;. and on a 
number atili oi.terprise is checked by the 
veiatiot'a restrictions against the cropping of the 
land and the sale of it* produce. Capital must be 
atfa, M far aa law can make it so, and enterprise 
most be free, before our agriculture can be said to 
hue a fair cbaoce in the great, conflict with all the 
world. Greet Britain might aa well attempt to 
bold her owl in warfare with her old wooden ships, 
men in armour, and bows and arrows, aa to encounter 
the competition of foreign food producers, with 
encumbered land and farmers in leading airings. 
In a sense which the preceding remarks will 
correctly interpret to those who do not wilfully 
misrepresent them, we want free land, free capital, 
•ad free farmers to give us that fair field which, 
whether with or without favour, we have never yet 
had iu tku country, if we would not have the 
ttasstagnculUirewhich the world has yet seen sink 
into insignificance .

At all events, the chief prodnelioj 
from bullocks, and those are what it muitli 
wanted in fat-atock shows.

From my own eiperiener, and 
from letters before me from London, Liverpool, Hull, 
York, and Newcastle, thia class of stock conU hardly ba 
turned into money, eicept at a price aearcely equivalent 
to that obtaiuable for icvond or third quality of ordinary 
fat ttoefc. NoIwilbaUoding the moat favourable weather 
thia Chriitmaa for slaughtering anch animals, butchers 
throughout the Cuuntry are nnanimonilj averse to pur- 
chasing tbe m, from (be watte in them and tbe difficulty 
they have ot pulling toch inlo cod Bum pt ion." And (o 
show (hat be waa oot by any meant singular in the 
opinions be eipresaed. letters were read from MeBirt. 
Ciblelt, of London, Gibbons aod Sons, of Liverpool, A. 
It. Bruce, of Newcastle, end Whittsker, York, and Kemp, 
of Hall, confirming them entirely. Mr. Swan 
observes that as educations! institutions these ahows are 
not rarrying out the principal object for which they ire 
in tended— namely, lo encourage early maturity and profit- 
able bnt not excessive feeding. This it a point for which 
we have many times contended ; and we ate glad to see 
that such a practical authority as Mr. Swan is in favour 
of the very limit with the same exceptions to it which 
we proposed laat week, aod wbi»b were written witbont 
any knowledge of Mr. Swan'a views on the subj-et. The 
closing remarks of Mr. Swan's paper are repressive of 
opinions we can thoroughly endorse, and we commend 



them to the careful attention of our readers. He said I

store cattle. The present price of beef, though even now 
■i thso sn average, bears no comparison to (hat which 
farmer haa to pay for hit stores.

— or the raw material, in tha shape of lean stock. I 
ik, therefore, these fat stock shows, by discarding tha 
aged and o«r-ie.l daises, aud largely increasing the money 
rises among the young claases, may encoarage breeding 
ad Ibe early production of mat; and onr ahowyaid>, 
hite oBeriug lo the general body or farmers a mucb 
reater source of inlcreat and instruction than they do at 
resent, would at the same time ba tilled with a rlats of 
nek capable of realising a price, affording greater chance 
of payment to the exhibitor, aod generally thereby be- 
come of eo me practical utility." In tbe discussion which 
followed, Mr. Allen, or Windyduora, thought (bat gentle- 
men who were willing to risk tbeir capital in " going Oj" 
with animala which had already attained auulcient age 
and ripeness were entitled to all the premiums they could 
get. That is to say, that the object of such exhibitions 
.hould be defeated, and (he money or the Societies wasted 
o encourage them in a practice which is nf no benefit lo 
nybodr. We trnst the committees of the aeveral 
Societies and Clubs will consider the matter iu reference 
lo the benefit which would be likely to accrue to tbe 
country at large, and not in relation to the " enterprise 
of gentlemen who choose to risk" their money in a oseleae 

The inbject of judging at fit-stock shows which w B 
treated last week, will be further eiemplified by the 
following quotation from tbe the report ot tha rat slock 
show held at Chicago, which spntare in the oolnmna of 
the American National L've S'.Qtk Journal now to 
hand : — " The judging waa all done by prnotical butchers 
— men who were tu the habit of buying steers, culling 
them up, and selling the meat over the block. No con- 
sultation between (hem waa permitted while examining 
a ring, and yet in nearly every case the award waa unani- 
mous, ahowing that they were governed by tbe same 
standard of excellence ; and, in moat cases, their de- 
cisions met tbe hearty approval of the spectators. It 
waa evident that they were governed more by form and 
condition than by aire. A smooth, blocky steer, wi'h 
small head, short neck, light bone, short legs, well- 
covered ahooldera and hips, well-sprung ribs, good bind 
quarters nnd loin, with flesh and fat evenly distributed, 
was invariably preferred to a la-gcr, coarser animal, with 
great masses of fat laid on in jumps and patches. As 
one member of the committee ei pressed it, 'Fat, to be 
of any value to the beef animal, must be evenly distri- 
buted; the meat most be nicely marbled, and when it 
goes beyond this fat is simply offal. It is worth fire 
cents a pound at most, while tha choice meat is worth 
from 15 to SO cents.' Aud this idea teemed to prevail 
throughout all the awards. It wss this which led them 
to pais by the large, we II .developed, and highly- fattened 
ateera shown by Messrs. Vnnmeter and Hamilton's, nf 
Kentucky, in awading the prise on car-loads, and give 
the Brat prize lo tbe evenly-fattened, well-matured, but 
much lighter three-year-old steers ol Mr. Oiliest, in- 
deed, on the first ballot for this prise, the committee 
divided, witbont consultation, five for Mr. Qillett'a three- 
year-olds, and four for the car-load ot two-year-olds 
■bown by the same man. And on the ballot for second 
prize, the two-year-olds obtained seven, aud tha large 
steers of Messrs. V. & [I. (wo votes. They claimed that 
the older lot had been fed too long, and bad become 
grots with an undue proportion of useless or low -pried 
tallow."

The North BHiiih Affrictltwitl states that the suf- 
ferings of the deer in the higher district) of Aberdeen, 
Banff, and Mora*, where the anow is Lot leaa than four 
to five feet, have been very great. For fully 111 weeks 
fearcely a pick of heather has been risible, so that the 
denizens of the forest have suffered immenaely. The 
death-rate hat been eicredingly heavy, and the survivors 
am in extremely poor condition.

Prom Hew South Wales we learn that the weather has 
been extremely hot. The S/a*«ey Mttl of November S3rd 
state* that apparently no p-irt of the colony had beea 
favoured with a shower; but notwithstanding this the 
agricultural reports, with few eineptiona, speak of fair pas- 
tures and promising crops. In the North haymakiug has 
commenced at Murruruudi.and a good crop is being secured. 
At Dtumaii wheat -harvesting is in progress. Here rust 
has done some domain, but the crop is on (be whole fair. 
On the Liverpool Plains, where tome time hack eight 
inches of rain fell pasture is plentiful, bnt gras.hoppers 
are doing some damage. The crops around Tsmworth are 
in fair condition. The wheat at laverell is better than 
was ever known in that diatrict. In Armidsle tha weather 
is favourable for wheat, bnt rain is wanted by those who 
wish to plough foe maiis and potatoes. On the Clarence 
the early maize crop is partially a failure, and rain is much 
required on the Richmond The Western country promises 
eellent relnrn. At Wellington there has been a little 
In Orange the hipes of a good harvest are being 
gtheued. Haymaking is now general at Madges, 
and the wheat crops are looking well. Io Dubbo there will 
be severe losses through mot, st nearly every farm is more 
or less affected- Forbes and Farkes are in splendid con- 
dition. 

The reports from the pastoral districts still furnish 
cheering accounts of the pasture, the water supply, and the 
condition of stock. The last-mentioned lean to be specially 
favoured, for diseases are almost unknown, n few alight 
caaea of pleura being the molt notable exception. Shear- 
ing has almost been brought to a close in the Southern 
country, save in those districts near the coast. In the 
West it is still proceeding, and iu the North it hss com- 
menced. The clip, according to all reports, has been ex* 
eellent. The redaction in the number of sheep through 
the last drought will, of course, affect the total quantity, 
but the quality is equal to the best of former years, end 
the average per sheep far bettor than was expected. Grass- 
hoppers threaten the pastures in the North and West, bnt 
as yet they have not become plagues iu any district, or at 
least do not promise to repeat the devastations which 
Closed anch losses four yean ago. Unfortunately the 
uncertain state of the wool market, and the low condition 
of the fat-stock markets, restrict pastoral transactions. 
These, however, are the only drawbacks, for with the sea- 
eon no fault can be found.

3, Whosoever shall wilfully obi tract any officer of Cus- 
toms, police officer or constable when acting in tha exe- 
cution of thia Act shall forfeit and psy for every atnh 
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offence id; «nm not eaeeeding tin pound*. 4. All in- 
formation for offences againal ihia Act may be hoard and 
dtlejuiioed tnd all pontiles Bodcr this Act nmj be im- 
posed by any two Justices of the Peace in a summary 
way. E. TLia Act shall continue in foice until the first 
da; of January One thousand ei^ht hundred and eighty- 
uue, and uiij be cited a> tbc " Grape-vines and Gripes 
Importation Prohibition Act."

REVIEW OF THE CORN TRADE, 

FROM THE MARK LANE EXPRESS FOR THE WEEK EXDING JANUARY 87. 



Frost fins fast bound the greater part of North- 
Western Europe during the put week, and the 
United Kingdom bas bad a mid-winter rest, which 
but seldom ana occurred in recent timet. When 
similar periods of winter repose to the land have 
occurred the farmer baa usually found 
feed go on from spring to harvest-time favourably, 
and we will hope such a prospect is in store for 
1870. Doubtless the continued frost has delayed, 
if not averted, the flooding of tbe river sides and 
low lands receiving' the drainage water from the 
surrounding bills which ten days ago threatened 
the country, and, although a thaw, whenever it 
conies, must briug down an excess of water from 
high levels of the lower lands the evil becomes 
lessened aa the season advances and sun and winds 
gain in strength to evaporate moisture. The last 
fortnight hat "weathered " the outstanding ricks 
bo as to afford opportunities of thrashing' nut, and 
of which advantage baa been taken, so that far- 
mers' supplies for the nest month should be in 
fair condition. Of course there has been a run 
upon all feeding stuffs to satisfy the stock under 
shelter; but as most farmers have had a large 
store of forage and roots, whilst imported maize, 
oats, and feeding barley have been exceedingly 
cheap, but tbe spell of winter from which human 
and animal life has suffered has not been unfa- 
vourably to farming prospect. The past week has 
not been marked by any improvement in the price 
of English wheat, which remains exceedingly low 
in all parti of the country, and at the smaller local 
markets no less than on tbe large Exchanges, 
where farmers deliveries huve to compete with 
tbe grain imported from America, Russia, India, 
and elsewhere. The averages of the different 
markets rang* between 30s, and 46e. the imperial 
average standing at about 39s. only, a price which 
has frequently been parallelled within the Inst 
century after good harvests, bnt which hat, we 
fancy, neen never before quoted after a mediocre 
crop, and in the depth of a winter of no ordinary 
rigour and severity. The condition of market 
deliveries has improved a little, and the bulk of 
offeringa are still uninviting. The imports of 
wheat during the last ten days have been consider- 
able i the California^ fleet u beginning to arrive 
and will, from the present time, continue for some 
weeks the principal item in tbe ports' lists of im- 
ported grain. The demand for wheat hat not 
been proportionnte to the supply, and sales have 
been difficult to effect at nearly every market. 



demand with the new year. The depth and the 
extent of tbe existing industrial depression in this 
country it a moot point, but if the corn trade of 
the past two months teaches us nothing else it 
would at all events appear to indicate that the 
stagnation of general business and the increased 
poverty in the nation have been and are deep 



enough to touch the sale of bread. The propor- 
tion of bread to other articles of food in the wants 
of the poor is of course very considerable, but the 
poorer classes have of recent years become con- 
sumers of to much more meat, pork, cheese, See., 
that depression of a passing or trivial character 
would probably no more than suffice to diminish 
the tale of those simple luxuries. In the present 
day it must be a very serious depression of indus- 
try which makes itself felt in a noticeably 
diminished consumption of the one necessary food 
and staff of life. We need scarcely remark that 
in ordinary times the present scarcity except of 
vegetables, potatoes, could hardly fail to cause an 
increased demand for the quartern loaf. Frost his 
now continued, with two slight breaks, for msuy 
weeks, and yet demand appears to be as backward 
as it was at the end of November. This it is 
which surprises importers and disappoints the 
markets. Apart from the diminished consumption 
of bread it is, however, clear that millers show 
very great disinclination to burden themselres 
with stocks of wheat. The imports of wheat into 
tbe United Kingdom for the weekending the 18ih 
inst were 261,716 qrs. of 5041b., being a quantity 
about 35,000 qrs. in excess of tbe average weekly 
arrivals of foreign grain during IS78. The quan- 
tity was considerably in excess of arrivals in the 
two preceding weeks of the present year. The 
imports of Barley were 89,502 qrn. of 418 ib., a 

Juan ti ty a good deal under the average and smaller 
lan tbe very moderate arrivals of the week end- 
ing January the 4th and 11th respectively. The 
imports of Oats were 96,011 qrs. of 320 lb., and 
were up to a full average. They were larger than 
the arrivals of either of tbe two preceding weeks. 
Of maize the importation amounted to 147,731 
qrs. of 4801b., a fairly good but by no means 
excessive bulk of corn. The arrivals of the last 
two monlbs have been on a moderate scale, but, 
owing to the cheapness of oats and the good home 
crops of hay and roots, demand appears to have 
been unequal to offering, which have occordioglj 
gone to make up a rather formidable stock in 
granary. The imports of beans were 1,107 qrs., 
of peas 5,000 qrs. only. The London market of 
Monday was of a disappointing character, the 
frosty weather failing to move the average market 
attendance to purchasing of any staples. Tbo 
severe cold and the atmospheric signs of a con- 
tinued frost made holders of wheat a little more 
firm than they had been at the previous market; 
but this had simply the effect of restricting sales 
within the narrowest limits for all but special 
samples of English and Catifornian wheat, for 
which inquiry at full prices was fair. American 
spring wheat was a little improved in favour with 
miller but all other sorts of wheat were extremely 
dull of sale; English wheat deliveries amounted 
to 4,067 qrs., and as compared with the previous 
week, there was an improvement both as regards 
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■quantity and condition. Of foreign wheat the | 
imports amounted to 40,733 qrs., of which quan- 
tity about one-half waa from America. The 
remainder waa made up of Indian, Australian, j 
Itusaian, and German wheat. The total bulk ] 
mieht be considered a fairly good supply. Exports, 
2,619 qrs., showed an increase on the two previous 
week's but there is not much doing in the way j 
of Continental demand. America and Russia are 
supplying, directly to Franco, an immense bulk of 
grain, and there seems to be no room for " ped- 
dling" business between the two groat import 
Sirens of tha present season. The supply of 
rley was thus made up: English, 1,466 qre.; 
Scotch, 5,023 qrs.; Irish, lfiO qrs.; foreign, 
2,025 qrs. The total was small awing to the very 
poor arrivals from abroad ; but it would have been 
still smeller had not the arrirals from Scotland 
been unusually good.

AGRICULTURE AND PROTECTION. 



In these days when many are hankering after 
Protection, under one or the other of its new- 
fangled synonyms, it would be well if Professor 
Fawcett's recently -published book, " Free Trade 
*nd Projection," could bo generally read, not only 
in this country, but in the United States, in our 
Colonies, and throughout the Continent of Europe. 
Clear, simple, and conclusive, that admirable work 
must convince its readers of the great advantage 
of Free Trade if fores of srgument has any effect 
on them. A* far aa manufacturer* and consumer* 
generally are concerned, the evidence brought 
forward by the author to show the fallacy of 
Protectionist theories is positively overwhelming; 
but with this, the main portion of the work, we 
are not immediately concerned in these column*. 
It ia to the chapters which deal with Protection in 
its relation to agriculture that we desire to call 
special attention ; for although, fortunately, the 
farmers of this country have not in any very great 
Ou Sbbim. 



number reverted to their old faith in Protection u 
the sovereign remedy against the ills which they 
■offer, we bars had evidence brought before us 
recently to show that some of them are diepoeed 
to raise the cry that has for a longtime been hushed. 
We are glad to ass that Mr. O. 3. Read haaspokan 
out plainly upon this question. He sees plainly 
enough that whether Protection would benefit 
the farmers or not, they, at least, are certain not 
to obtain it, and that, therefore, it would be simply 
waste of Urns and energy on their part to join in 
the modern crusade against Free Trade. By their 
assistance it is barely possible that manufacturers 
might obtain an imposition of duties upon foreign 
manufactured goods ; but it is certain that no 
Government would dare to impose taze* upon the 
bread, meat, cheese, and butter which form the 
staple of the nation'* food. Hers we might leave 
the question, perhaps, without disadvantage, aa it 
is idle to argue about the ad vantage or disadvantage.

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of what i« utterly impracti cable. Professor 
Fawcett, however, wonld not have rendered his 
book complete ff liu hud not dealt with this branch 
of his subject, an(i as what he has to say upon it is 
interesting and persuasive, it maybe useful to refer 
lo it briefly, if only with the object of consoling 
thoea who pine for Protection for the loss of what 
they will never obtain. 

At first sight it seems probable that if Protection 
would ba advantageous to anyone, it would be so 
to the producers of food or any other raw material; 
and, indeed, h must be admitted that if English 
farmers owned the land which they cultivate they 
would be benefit >d at the expense of their fellow- 
countrymen by the taxing of foreign food. But a 
■very small proportion of English farmers are tbe 
owners of their holdings,and for tbe rest Professor 
<Fawcett's book shows there would in all 
probability ba no advantage to be derived 
from Protection. He reminds us of a fact 
which history tells us, namely, that when 
the Corn Lawa were in force in England, although 
corn was very high in price, tenant-farmers were 
-in a:greatly depressed condition. Not only did the 
iigli price of corn attract largo numbers of people 
io farming, so that routs were raised enormously, 
but the price of labour also rose, so that farmers 
had to pay doubly for the advantage of selling corn 
at a high price. So great Wiethe depression, Mr. 
.Fawcett remarks, that " Committees were again 
and again appointed by Parliament to inquire into 
the causes of agricultural distress, and it waa theu 
.proved that as prices rose rents were advanced." 
He adds: — "Not only did this increase ef rent 
-absorb all tbe advantage which farmers might have 
dsuved from the high prices which were created 
through Proteotion, but a moat aertoua injury was 
inflicted upon them by the very legislation which 
was presumably passed in their interest. Tbe 
effect of tbe Corn Laws in raising prices waa over- 
-estimated ; rents were calculated on a basis of high 
prices, which in the average of jears were not 
-maintained ; and farmers consequently were unable 
to pay the rents which had been agree 1 upon. The 
only class, therefore,'' he concludes " who can per- 
.maneutly profit from any particular produce being 
imade artificially dear ace those who own the land 
on which tbe produce is grown, and not those who 
either rent it, or those who use the produce as 
the raw material of some manufacture." Nor were 
.the farm labourers benefited by the increased wages 
.which farmers were obliged to pay them, with or 
(without the aid of parish rates. Provisions were 
60 bigh in pries that tbe men and their families 
could with difficulty get food enough for their 



Support, end instead of being better off with lii<:!i 
wages and dear fond, they wereina worae condition 
than they have ever been before or since the period 
under consideration. To quote our author again : 
— "When the sliding scale was introduced, the 
farmers were once more told that they had been 
aecured a high price for their corn, aud that they 
would alwaya reckon on obtaining 04a. a quarter 
for their wheat. During the 30 years between 
1815 and 1846, when the Com Laws and the sliding 
s-ale were in operation, agriculture, instead of 
enjoying this promised prosperity, was in a state 
of exceptional depression." In 1843, it seems, many 
of the farmers had learned that the result of Pro- 
tection was not in their favour ; for at a meeting 
held in that year at Colchester in support of the 
repeal of the Corn Laws, a resolution iu favour of 
Free Trade was passed by a large majority. Pro- 
fessor Fawcatt aays of that occasion: — " Tha 
greatest importance was at the time attributed to 
this meeting. All the agricultural associations ot 
Essex had combined to secure a triumph for tbe 
Protectionist party. The entire county had been 
canvassed by the leading landowners and by the 
rural clergy. On the day of meeting the farmers 
assembled in such great numbers that it was sup- 
posed, even by the advocates of Free Trade, that 
a resolution in favour of Protection would be 
carried by a litrge majority. As the proceeding! 
went on the opinion of the meeting seems to hare 
been so completely changed, that a resolution was 
ultimately passed in favour of Free Trade by 
a majority of two to one. This result was chiefly 
brought about by a speech from Kir. Cobden, who 
in various ways appealed to the farmers honestly 
to confess whether they had been made more prus- 
perous by Protection. He quoted with great 
effect tbe evidence which had been given by 
several Easex farmers before one of the numerous 
Parliamentary Committees which bad inquired 
into the causes of agricultural distress. They all 
agreed in the opinion that rents had been so high 
since the Corn Laws aud the sliding scale had been 
in operation that the farmers as a body had been 
unable to pay their way, and that they had b?en 
steadily diminishing their capital and adding to 
their arrears of rent." 

Mr. Fawcatt. admits that the operation of the old 
Poor Law bad a great deal to do with the dis- 
tressed condition of the farmers at the period jut 
referred to ; but it ia clear that tho excessive com- 
petition for farms caused by the artificial raising 
of the price of corn might, apart from other causes, 
have led to ruin. If, in considering the probibl" 
result of a return to Protection at the present 
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iiov, we look at the various circumstances which 
I hire to be taken into coo si deration, we see that 
th-re are even mora reasons for expecting the 
wiul-j of the gain to go to the owners of land than 
:i.:re wera formerly. Farming as a pursuit ia 
aore ittractive than it ever was before, and there 
are more people wi th spare capital ready to embark 
hit foe pleasure than existed in 1843. Conse- 
rj^ntlj, any prospect of high prices for agrleul- 
tcr.il produce would attract immense numbers of 
competitors for farms, and rents, would go up to an 
■stent never before experienced. 

Me result of Protection which we do not remem- 
Wuhare aeon noticed is that it encourages ft spirit 
if gambling which is inimical to honest nod 
notorious enterprise, and calculated to lead to 
diiuter.

THE COMING EXHIBITION. 
It is late ia the day to raise objection* 
to the scheme of exhibiting foreign live stock 
at Kilburn next summer, sanctioned by the 
Royal Agricultural Society. As a matter of fact 
we had not fully realised all the risk that 
the scheme involves until the prize sheet 
of the Society was before us. Now two 
conclusions force themselves irresi stably upon 
US — one, that there will be a serious danger in 
holding the exhibition, and a second, that to on sent 
to it is a great piece of inconsistency on tbe pait of 
those who have advocated the total exclusion of 
foreign live animal* from our porta, except in very 
exceptional casee, such aa the importation of a 
valuable breeding animal under specially stringent 
conditions. The Royal Agricultural Society, 
not very long ago, petitioned Parliament in favour 
of the slaughter of all imported cattle and sheep 
at the ports of embarkation \ yet tbe Society haa 
now sanctioned a plan which will bring a number 
of these auimala into close contiguity to some of 
the most valuable of our home-bred live stock, 
No doubt tbe most careful precautions will be 
taken in the form of a long quarantine ; but we 
question whether any fowwri exhibitor will send 
ils if the p-riod should be lontf enough to 
the extreme time during which Pleuro- 
bn incubatory. Yet if a shorter 
terra be all that ia insisted on, there will beau 
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■foreign cattle and sheep tit Paris last summer mart 
desire to see something like it in London, if it can 
be held with safety to our live stock. But can it 
be ? Are not the condition! of safety und those of 
obtaining a good selection of foreign animals in- 

< compatible P Again, will the foreign show 
diminish to a serious extent the entries of home- 
bred stock, and so do more to injure than improve 
the exhibition ? We all know that the Duke of 
Richmond's opinion whs, in the first instance, 
against the foreign show.; but we have yet to lenm 
the views of exhibitors generally upon the question 

'On one point there should be no hesitation what- 
ever, and that is io prohibiting the exhibition of 
sheep from Germany, where Rinderpest prevails. 
We do not suppose that the Royal Agricultural 
Society can now cancel the offer made to foreign 
breeders, or that the Privy Council can, without 
special reasons, prohibit the admission of stock from 
all countries. "But this, at least, can and should be 
dons — the extreme period of quarantine, and 
its probable cost to foreign exhibitors, should be 
at once mads known to them. If the period de- 

-cided upon be long enough to secure safety, as it 
undoubtedly should be, we apprehend that the 
cost and inconvenience will be so preat as to be 
pretty well equivalent to total prohibition. If it 
will be so, the sooner this is known and accepted 

.as inevitable the better for all parties concerned. 

'FRIENDLY SOCIETTEa. 

The Report of the Obief Registrar of Friendly 
Societies has recently been issued for the year 
ending December Slst, 1677. We regret 
to find that the number of Societies making 
default remains very large — 25,284 forms of 
returns were sent nut, and 13,333 were received, 
'being less than half. The increase on the corrected 
figures of the previous year was, however, con- 
siderable, amounting to 1,060 returns. The nan 
ber of members returned rose to 4,864,773, being 
an increase of 960,035 ; and the funds returned 
were £10,326,883, an increase of £889,934. When 
it is considered that for 1874 the returned mem. 
berahip was only 3,075,893, or lest than half that 
.returned for 1878, it will be seer that a decided 
step has been taken towards statistical accuracy. 
About 5,000 returns had to be sent back for 
amendment. In some coses the returns had not 
•been examined by auditors, or the amounts were 
out balanced ; in others expenses had been incurred 
not authorised by the rules -, whilst many Societies 
had not provided a separata management fund as 
directed by the rules. In a few cases the Chief 
Hsgistrar .regrets to say that very unsatisfactory 



returns were received, bearing the names of public 
auditors. In one instance where, in violation of 
its rules and of the law, a Society had kept no 
separate management fuod, the public auditor 
certified the annual return as being in accordance 
with law, on the mere statement by the officers 
of the Society that the rules bad been altered. 

Twenty-seven collecting Societies (those receiv- 
ing contributions by means of collectors at a 
greater distance than ten miles) made returns, of 
which fourteen belong to Lancashire, five to 
Middlesex, two to Stafford, and one each to 
Cheshire, Surrey, Sussex, Warwick, Worcester, 
and York. These twenty-seven Societies in all 
had no leas than 1,725,584 members, 1,499,438 of 
whom were returned by the Lancashire Societies 
alone, but only £799,731 in funds, of which 
£443,486 were returned by one Society of 682,371 
members, leaving £357,246 for the other twenty- 
aix Societies with 1,043,213 members. The costly 
nature ef the operations of these Societies is shown 
by the circumstance that whilst the total receipts 
for the year were £630,091, of which £585,380 
were from contributions, the total management 
expenses, as returned, were £246,633, of which 
£230,247 was out of contributions, si against 
£383,694 spent in benefits. In some instances 
the amount returned as expended in management 
exceeds the benefit payments. It must be very 
discouraging to those aeeking to exercise providence 
to find themselves so victimised by so-called 
management expenses. 

The writer of an essay, which wa see has been 
awarded Mr. Forstar's second prise, proposes a 
general Society, with a subscription of one penny 
per dsy, Disking 80s. 6u\ per annum. The fivs- 
pence he estimates to cover management expenses, 
and the thirty shillings to secure a sick relief of 
ten shillings per week in sickness, and to leave- one 
pound per annum to be carried to the member's 
account, to be paid him, with compound interest, 
in old age, or to his represents tires at his decease. 
This plan has the advantage of the Society never 
having to pay more than it has received, its 
liabilities being limited to its receipts and the in- 
terest made thereon; but we fear the estimate of 
one week per year for sickness throughout a man's 
life is below the general average, and that the 
remaining twenty shillings would be encroached 
en far, probably, a further five or ten shillings, 
leaving the amount to be placed to the member's 
.credit very small indeed. Under this arrangement 
bo member could impose on the Society. What- 
ever amount is drawn for sick pay, that amount 
the less is taken to his "rest account;" but we 
fear the nvepence per year will not meet the 
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management charges. At lout, tbose Societies 
which are spending from forty to sixty per 
cent, of their receipts in management 
will regard it as vary inadequate j and, 
(eaing that the man of thirty is ckaaed with the 
kd of sixteen, we fear there will be a further dis- 
appointment to its members, as there would be a 
difference of at least twenty-five per eent, in the sick 
piy requirements for these respective ages. Fixing 
the rate of payment at a uniform premium up to 
thirty years of age would also tend to induce delay 
ia contributing. After thirty it is proposed to 
add sixpence per annum in respect of each and 
every successive year. We cannot resist the con- 
clusion that more than a third of the sum which 
(he essay set* forth as the amount that would 
accumulate yearly would vanish, and with it tb« 
compound interest built on it. It would also leave 
the member exposed to the risk of not being able 
egulsrly to continue his subscriptions, and though 
his would not expose him, as in many Societies ,to 
the loss of what he had paid, it would, to the 
extent of such failure, curtail his provision for aid 
age. How much better, if it can be so arranged, 
to have his club subscription paid up for life before 
his family expenses are weighing on him. The 
premium would not lhen ( encroach on his earnings 
when his family requirements are at their maxi- 
mum. It would also lift him above the condition 
of potential pauperism, as, with his subscription 
paid up, neither sickness nor old age could reduce 
him to destitution. 

The manual labour of the man of eighteen or 
twenty commands as good remuneration as that of 
the man of thirty, and we recently commented on 
an essay by an able writer who has suggested that 
this period of life should be made use of to secnre 
provision for sickness, with pension at sixty-five, 
by making it imperative on every man at the age 
of twenty-one to pay the sum of £16, which the 
writer stated will command eight shillings per 
week in sickness to the age of sixty-five, and four 
shillings per week pension after that age. It is 
proposed that the man who cannot pay the fifteen 
pounds should leave two shillings per week in his 
master's hands till the fifteen pounds has been 
realised, the master to be responsible for tbe young 
men in his employ above tbe age of eighteen till 
they have their State certificate inproof of pay- 
ment of their aeeuiance. Two shillings per week 
from the age of eighteen to that of twenty-one 
would, according to the computation already given, 
secure eight shillings per week in sickness through- 
out life to the age of sixty-five, and four f hillings 
per week after that age for life, thus raising the 



man above potential pauperism by removing all- 
risk of failure in bis club payments, as they would 
be paid and dona with before family expenses were- 
upon him. Such reports as that before us tend to 
make the thoughtful look for something better 
than the almost hopeless muddle of multitudes of 
more or less insecure Societies taking tbe savings- 
of the provident without being able to give them 
any real guarantee against destitution. We have on- 
a previous occasion stated our preference for the 
system of a National Provident Society as a sub' 
stitote for out-door relief without the compulsion 
that has been recommended ; but at the same time 
we admitted that k was a smeller interference with' 
tbe liberty of the subject to compel him- to- make 
prevision for himself than to compel him to mahe- 
provisioi> for others, as we do now under the Poof 
Law. The proposal for making employers the 
collectors we entirely object to, and if that is a 
necessary feature of the compulsory scheme, as it 
seams to be, it is sufficient, we tbink, to condemn- 
it. On the whole, then, we see no sufficient reason 
or going beyond the scheme which has been re- 
peatedly advocated io these columns, though we 
welcome the discussion of any hopeful means of 
improving upon the want of syetom which at pre-

Poaieesion *t lengtn 
takes, and ihe pastures .locked, wary energy of miod and 
body will be required to get everything into working order, 
aad if tba aeaaon i* suitable, the manufacture of hotter 
aod eheeaa at once commenced, all the member* of the 
family capable oi doing eo rendering willing Hiiatanee, 
and for a time nt least calling all genteel notion* to tba 
wind, aa hero aa wall •* at home they form a moit 
serious drawback to matatial prosperity. M*ny practical 
Ban, inatead of purchasing land and thereby .inking their 
capital, prefer hiring land at an equitable rent, end thii 
feeling i* gaining ground, more etpecially *» many hare 
fosnd to their coat that there are wor*e thing* io connec- 
tion with farming than paying rant. Tha system of letting 
h>nd a* in tha old conntry begin, to prevail, and will un- 
doubtedly extend rapidly, on it* meriU becoming properly 
understood by tbe large lend-ownera. Already aome of 
the moat practical »nd well-to-do farmera in many 
dittricU an tenant- farmer*, holding on lease from men 
to twenly-one yeara, and paying a high rant adhering 
roach closer to the rule* of good husbandry than those 
who farm their own land. Not a few of tbe old-established 
tattlers, who hare their poaition made, and the whole of 
their land cleared, drained, aod fenced and stocked, and 
who own, aay, even tha moderate aitant of from 1,000 
to 1,500 sent, eonld vastly improve their annual income 
by kiting half the land they hold to respectable man of 
loduatrion. babiU, io aoitable lota, the rent lhay wn.ld 
receive being far ahead of what thay themaalvea m*da by 
the deealtory and unmethodical lyitem of aheap 
forming they now purine, in which the receipts 
far wool ia nearly their only dependence. These very 
men, by having their eatata* thus abridged, what 
remained would be better looked after, and more capital 
Wring employed to the aero, the reaoareea of the .oil 
would be developed >n a correspondingly increaaed rati*. 
Concentration of capital and energy would tin* 



largely conduce to individual and colonial proa 
perity by enabling those who followed it np to improve 
their slocks and herds by the introdnotiou of pure bred 
animal., and, by using bone-dust and farm-yard manure, 
carry out a lyitem more or lot* attended of convertible 
husbandry, which in all temperate conn [net moat ever be 
the moat substantial md listing Fonndatinn of agricultural 
prosperity. There ia, however, a certain well-known 
association of ideas connected with tha pottettiou of land 
in all counties, eiclusive and aristocratic, and which tends 
to holding with the utmost tenacity, even at a serums 
annual lust, the broad acres which invest their owner 
with that dignity and consequence io the eyes of hie 
fellow -men which teems to be chnrised by the huratu 
mind aa one of it. dearest and most valued privileges. 
Deeply imbued with these feelings, there are men who 
would he ashamed to let even an acre, however advanta- 
geous the offers which might be made to induce them to- 
do to ; bnt, on tha other hand, tha system gaiui in other 
ways, the property of minora, widowers, and of men who 
have retired, or gone to Europe for a time, being let to 
tenant, for a greater or teat number of yeara aa already 
noticed, and large rents paid wheu tha toil it alluvial or 
volcanic. Whether a man buys nr rent* land, ha should 
be eminently careful that it ia of tach quality ia wilt 
enahle him to meet all demands and live respectably, as 
bad laud anywhere ia a continual heart-break, bnt in New 
Zealand especially so, inferior stock, the inevitable pro- 
duct of poor land, being worth to little. Par better would 
it ba in a conntry such at this, where labour ia well paid, 
to serve other* during one's whole life, than to live in 
chronic poverty, overpowered by vain and unavailing 
regret, on a wretched block of land, on which, although 
nominally hit own muter, his utmost efforts cannot da 
more than provide the bara necessaries of life.

Tbe Hon. W. Eohtov n p\\ti (hat the animsls suffer- 
ing from pirn m- pneumonia cams in a mued cargo of 
American aid Canadian animals, ai d, although the latter 
were recognised by tbe Canadian dealers themselves, (ha 
Inspector said he could not distinguish them from lbs 
American eattla. With regard to tbe slaughter of the 
animals, there was no provision al Liverpool or Birken- 
head for their slaughter on the quay. At present all the 
foreign animals were Itnded together, as he uuderslnud, 
but the Irish cattle were received at a different landing- 
plaee. 

Mr. Jacob Wimon added, that the animals aeluslly 
diseased were not moved, but killed on (he spot ; but the 
animals in contact were moved end killed in slaughter- 
houses in the town. 

Mr. BowtH JoNES locked opon the outbreak as a 
matter of the greatest importance tnagrirulluriatatiirougb- 
ont England. With regard to (he recommendation made 
by tbe Committee, aa 'ar u it went, he entirely sympa- 
thised with them, but it was a question in his mind 
whether the Committee bad gone far euouih.for he thought 
it wnnld only hive been rational if (hey had iurl'idcd the 
Dominion of Canada ul well aa the lotted Stales. lis 
added (hit th*y most continually urge oa the Privy 
Council to carry out in its true spirit, nid to the letter, 
the Act pawed lilt session.

■sprauioii. Uudlords feci it through the difficulty wbicl 
m>y eiperienc* in getting their rent* ; bunkers know it b; 
Us incuntciUble evidence of overdrawn account* ; ind trade* 
Ben softer Irom it in the divination or sales nod in thi 
po« noeement or settlement*. Nor it the crisis it ill of tin 
nature of a surprise. On the contrary, it hu been slowly 
igprouhipg for the groat, r put of the lut ten yrs.ru, and 
rspidly fur the lut foor. At leut thi* hu been the cue 
ii the corn-growing districts of England. In putorel dis- 
tricti the depreuion is or reocnt date, tod even now u much 
lea Brian* thu where the Und ia ohieny arable. Thns 
Scotland, which depends len on corn-growing thin England, 
hurafered lea*, while W.les and Inland bin, until quite 
recently, scarcely entered at all. Seuooi which are aniuit- 
itls to cereal crops are generally propitious far the growth of 
pin and roots; and although the frequent failure* r' 
th* potato crap hare canied rain to many Scotch firmcrs, an 
Me prevalence of entile diiaue np to n comparatively reeei 
dt'e has been a serious matter to slock-farrnert, the henri* 
losses hire fallen upon thou who look to their corn crops t 
Ussr chief aonroa of profit. 

In all branches of farming, with the exception, perhaps, of 
■tod- breeding (and it ii to be borne in mind that there an 
itelj few farmer! who an breeders solely), the 
high range or rent*, which wen adjusted to mora 
conditions of igriealtnre than now prevail, is being 
saarpfy felt. That rent* will ban to come down, at least

doabt. The increase in th* burden of local rates, again, is 
in inrullj oo a plained of. Within the lul twenty years it 
bai been nnormoas. If space a.loiied, the truth of thi. 
assertion, if soy one doobtl it, oonld be made evident by 
italistie*; hkt it it mErienllj eiident la be left uninhitiniited 
»J ajare*. Some political econoosista tell n* that local 
berdens rail oo landlord*, and aot on tenants. But as Mr. 
Cliffs Lealia he* well said in the January number of this He- 
iicw, "It cannot be foreseen whether ■ trader will tier 
rarer . uncalled indirect laa at all : it may be a direct tax 
°n himselr, nay dries him and all other small cap italiita from 
Ute business, &c." The same argument applies to an indirect 
n>. It is obvious (hat a leaseholder pays all iujrelae of 
local burden* up to the end of bit term. A* for the yearly 
taint, he knows thai he piys the increase, ind he can never 
be certain that his rent would bare h,cu adnnced (o a pro- 
portioDit* extent if the increase had not taken place. If 
land ii, as many siy, net only not ton highly taxed but not 
tued enoogh, the rates should be levied, at feast in part, on 
lb* owners, and not entirely on the tenint*.

T. The rettrieted connintt which are contained ia most 
farm leaaea and agreement* compote oni of the moat aerioat 
impedimenta to agricultural eutcrprite, end they are only 
mentioned latt beeaete they are not, like the hindrance* pre- 
riontlj noticed, within the proline* of legiilaiion. Bnt 
although Parliament could not render each aonnaati illegal 
without an nndetirable interference with private contract, ana 
effect of paiing a oompultory Tenant Bight Bill wonld pro- 
bably be to iweep these objectionable reetriutiunt gradually 
awey. Aa toon ai a lyitsm of compeninting tenant* on the 
one head for their naeihtntted improvement*, and landlord! 
un the other hand for deterioration of the land, had come into 
general ate, there would be no farther need or acute for 
elaborate and voiatioui condition! nt to the rotation of crop- 
ping iud the tale of produce. No propeeed remedy for tbe 
cutting depreeuoil in agriculture ii to generally advocated in 
the retnrni before me at the removal of tha awtddlieg clottm 
which eucowpnti the Biilith farmer. 

Upon another ooeaaion I may have more to any npon the 
probable effeeta of removing the impediment! to agricultural 
development which I have mentioned. I do not lay that tba 
reault would be to render fanning prolUble during * luccat- 
aion uf rery unfavourable wawm with prevalent low prion; 
bat I do maintain that it would reader fariuen better able to 
endure inch perioda of ad veiiity while they Inated, and more 
quick to recover from their effect! when they were put. If 
not, we innat lit down in deapair and await tha downfall of 
Britith agriculture.

Coming now to the fanciful figure* of tha Liverpool 
emigration office for 1863, figure* which are put forth 
for a purpose, and which even ao able and well-informed 
n paper aa the Manchester Gva'difin bee haatily Ukcn 
for gospel, I And (he following absurd exhibit : " Exported 
from Canada to Great Britain, via Canada and tha 
United Slate*. 32,115 head of fat cattle, 02,401 •heep, 
and 1,783 pig*-" Thai* pretended Canadian exporta- 
tion are not worth lerioai comiderition. They m*y 
serve their object u en emigration bait to dangle before 
unknowing Engliih farmer*, bat any facta dedneed from 
them are quite misleading and worthies*. It i* impO**ihl* 
for Canada to *and 82,000 head of cattle to Britain in a 
year. Thit amount of luperfiuoui itock of ■ quality init- 
able for tha Engliih market ia not in the country-graded 
animala which alone are [of eoitable quality, and com- 
mand remunerates price*. The meat of the ni'.ira 
beaat ii tough and taitele**, and ii severely let alone by 
practiaed exporter*. Id fact, the ordinary stock of thii 
country it usclest for ahipment.

He asked Mr. Pitman to become the interpreter 
to foreign agriculturists of France's sen timeuteof gratitude. 
Tbe banquet at (he Trocadero. at which the agriculturists 
of Europe assembled iu a feast of brotherly love, had left 
in the hearUof the French agricaltnrista an imperishable 
recollection. He drank to the health of Mr. Pitoun.and 
those who deployed such warm tvmpilhy with Franco iu 
the daj. of her misfortune. Mr. Pitman, replying to tbe 
toB.it in (he name of the foreign member*, laid : — " It ia 
imponible not to see that we are passing through a very 
grave crisis. The future of French Agriculture will depend 
in great measure npon the manner in which the difficulties 
to be encountered are solved- 1 he time has gone by for 
agriculturists to allow themselves to be brigaded under the 
deceptive standard of Protection, and the broad and 
enlightened spirit which animates the Society of French 
Agriculturists will not become the champion of a doctrine 
which haa for ever been condemned. Thanks to Free 
Trade, tbe resourcea of France and England have increaaed 
upon an incalculable scale, and a temporary crisis must 

commercial grealreas of the nation! which pnt them in 
force. It behoves the two countries to unite in nrder to 
secure the triumph, of a system which it bated npon com' 
men sense and justice. England attaches all the greater

The heat 
baa been severe iu Albury, but the fanners have been 
fivottred through the aeaioii. The vineyard* of this dis- 
trict show an eicellent growth. Slight attacks of o idiom 
lure bien successfully combated by a few applications of 
sulphur. Harvesting is in progress throughout the west, 
and reports from all districts in this quarter con:inue to 
be hopeful. The northern coast baa received a fine rain- 
fall, nod all its districts look well. Tub Xew England 
ami Liverpool Plains districts have received light raina, 
and are in i promising condition, and in conclusion it may 
be said (bat the year opens with bright prospect* for 



Advices from South Australia to December 28th state 
that red ruet bad made very rapid progress in many parti 
of the Colony, and Ihe crops thau being harvested 
were very disappointing iu many districta. It is too early I 
yet to form any reliable estimate of the general yield. 

From Victoria the areuunts are conflicting, but on the 
whole, worse even than those from South Australia. From 
Queensland reports are more cheerful, and harvest was 
everywhere progressing rapidly. 

The Colony of Queensland hai no* formally revoked 
the Order of April 13th, 1876, which prohibited the im- 
portation of entile, tbeep, and piga, from the United 
Kingdom, and her ports are now opeu to onr live itoek, 
■abject to conditions of quarantine. 

Our New Zealand correipoodeot writes under date 
Frjrince of Auckland, January "lb : " No rain to apeak 
of baring lalleu during the past month pastures are 
now much burnt np, and stock in many districts are very 
Short of food. Oo the Scurh linds around Auckland 
this is particularly observable, and severely felt by tbe 
diiry farmers who supply the town with milk and butter,

A COLORADO SHEEP BANCHE. 

A writer in the Am-rican Ag-iculturiit thns descrihel 
a Colorado sheep ranch e :—" There is nuuvelty andcharm 
•beat this life which aUrecti ear; man; from the older 
Suiet, and one ia eou*Unlly discovering ia the rough 
herder's garb, men of education tad culture. They an load 
of the freedom and exhilaration of tbil mode of eiiitence, 
which alio promise* health, wealth, aid adrentora. Very 
may of the herders or hired men are fresh from college ; 
youths whoareeerviog their apprenticeship in the oeeupa- 
of lino sheep-raiiing. Other* come here from the Eaitern 
■al Middle States to engsgeiu mining cperatione. They 
are unsuccessful, become straitened for money, and 
take to herding became herdert are ia demand. Their 
wsga vary from IS doll, to 30 dole, a month and board, 
•residing to capacity and experience. Many not only 
remain with their sheep during the day, hut iloep near 
then in corral* at night, ai protection against wolves. 
On three successive nights since we have been here, 
these wolves have made a descant npoo the corral, tilling 
several lamb*. In the early dais of Colorado sheap- 
raujJBg, the herder* were accustomed to camp with their 
lochs wherever night overtook them. Th-a, however, 
was found to he a dangerous practice, iotsmneh ai the 
sudden storms of the Colorado plains would blind and 
scalier (he sheep, and often lead, to great low. Sheep 
■utariiely go before a stonn. Sometimes they cannot 
It checked, bnt will push on lo certain destruction. We 
recall one instance where three thousand sheep in Southern 
Cnlurado, overtaken at night by a sudden storm, blindly 
followed their leader over a precipice, nod perished in the 
water* below, not one etcaping. Now the ranchmen 
sate their sheep corralled al sunset, instead of keeping 
them ont nn the plaint- Though generally mani- 
festing bnt little intelligence, tbey invariably display 
much sagacity in wending their way toward the corral, 
which the; know will afford them protection against 
wolves, and keep them warm and comfortable. Tbf 
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nn4 injection for them as sheep sre capable *f. It is 
not we)', however, to have them become too tame, 
because tbey hang back and do not drive well. The 
thrifty owner has his sheep ont of the corral and npon 
tte plains by daylight. They Teed until about ten o'clock, 
then ' bunch np,' or form a compact mat*, until four 
o'clock, and from then they feed until driven in at dark. 
Tbey eat gramma, buffalo, wire, and hnuoh grass. Wild 
h»T is cut and stacked for feeding in winter, so that they 
may not want Tor food should there he a heavy (all of 
•now. The herders generally hare horse* of their own, 
which eobiiit on prairie grass, are very much attached to 
theimwnen,*nd become wonderfully skilled in manag- 
ing sheep. Give them the rein and the; will gather, ia 



and keep (he flock together with aa much dexterity si 

the shepherd's dog who accompanies Lbe.it. The dug it 
an essential part nf the ' oalflt,' being a companion lo 
his owner, and eiercitiog n constant vigilance for the 
safety of the flock. Herder, horse, dog, aad sheep toge- 
ther make a very picturesque appearance as tbey move 

" The flocks, comprising Mexican sheep and their in- 
crease Tram Merino buck*, generally number from 1,000 
to 3,000. During the winter the larger (locks are gene- 
rally divided in order to insure hetter feeding und better 
protection. One berder can readily manage 2.500 sheep, 
but he hat to hare hit wits about him constantly- The 
leader of a flock is generally a Meiican goal, whose 
prowen it recognised by the whole herd, and whose pro- 
minent figure enables him to be easily seen both by the 
sheep and the herder. 

" The Mexican sheep, si a general trrng, ire puechiscd 
about the Ent of October. The bucks are turned in 
with them in December, and the lambing season begint 
about the middle of May. Shearing begins about the 
first of June. The Mexican sheep Shear from two to 
font pounds, nod improved sheep from four to eight 
pounds. Of coirie there are exceptions; fur examplt— 
theWillard Brother*, at their shearing match last year, 
clipped thirty-two and one half pounds of wool from nne 
Vermont ram, which brought twenty cent* a pound. In 
shearing sh«p great care mnst be exercised not lo begin. 
too early, on account of late storms. The shearers are 
paid from five to eight oenl* a pound for (heir wort. 
One man can shear from twenty to seventy sheep in a day- 
Mexican wool brought lait year from s'nteeu to twenty 
cent* a ponnd (prices are much leu tins-year), according 
to the absence or presence of ' kaimp,' a hairy, valueless 
substance. Ai sheep improve, the quantity of kemp 
gradually diminishes. The fleece of the native Mexican 
sheep ia a coarse carpet wool, but aa the flocks are im- 
proved by the introduction of Merino bucks, the quality 
of the wool is improved, until many of the ranchmen 
now claim that it it fully a* good n that grown iu tbe 
Eastern Stales. They further maintain that when their 
improved! sheep become dissociated in the public mind 
from the native Mexicans, their wool will justly command 
as good a price as it paid for Eastern flsece. Owing to 
the scarcity of water, sheep are rarely washed in Colorado, 
and it it stated lliat many tons of dirt are enomlly 
shipped east in the Colurado fleece. Until recently, 
the ranchmen disposed of their wool to local dealers and 
agent*. Two year* ago they began to consign it toNew lark, 
Boston, Philadelphia, Hereford, and other Eistern houses. 
Tho main diaeaae among the sheep is scab, which is due, 
like the itch in man, to a minute mite, tnd may be com- 
municated from one animal to another. The treatment 
is, to dip the sheep in some liquid that will destroy, the 
parasite ; the dipping apparatus coaling from 50 dolt, to 
100 dols. The principal dip is composed of tobacco, 
■ ulphur, and sometimes arsenic and soup. Three men 
can dip twenty-five hundred sheep.* day. Saab does not 
affect the wool itself, but canst* the sheep to. lose wool, 
often to a considerable extent. 

" While sheep -raisin, presents- so many- attraction*, it is 
no child's play, as many coming here from the Ent lesru 
to their Borrow. Drone* cannot succeed in this better than 
in soy other holiness. Money, muscle, and brains are 
required to aehieva success, and the idea that owners can 
lire in the East, and safely trust their Bocks to tbe 
management nf other* here hss been rudely dispelled. 
One hat got to be upon the ground, and superintend hit 
own ranching operations, if he expect* to prosper. 
Upon coming to Colorado, to engage in iheep -raisin j;, 
a man should hire himself out as a herder, in aider to 
leun the details. No i 
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until he h»i Lid some experience. He should be here 
daring tho three seasons, thai if : limbing, shearing, and 
dipping. At the end of that lime he will hire a very tut 
imigbt into the workings, although it would be advisable 
fir him to pui a winter here, and hue an experience 
with one of the heavy storm*. He mint out take the 
advice of any one man, but form hii judgment after con* 
veraing with various iheep -raisers. He mail eipeet to 
iivest not merely money, bat hit time and brains. He const 
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r five or ten year*, 
until ue gels m> neru snmciently well graded to bring in 
a fair income from wool He will find the stories of 
r inchmeu (□ differ in many particular), Two years ago 
five tnouiaud dollar! wis regarded ■■ the usual amount 
required in purchasings complete sheep ' outfit ' — that 
it, a ranch, hones, dog, sheep, and bucks. lis should 
•tart with about one tbuutand Mriican sheep, which nan 
be pnrcbtsed of dealers at Denver, aod almott anywhere 
die. They aold two years ago for two dollars to two and 
one half dollars each. They can be purchased this 
autumn (or from ninety cents to one dollar and fifty ceuti 
eicb. The Vermont bucks will cost htm from twenty to 
fifty dollars apiece. There should he one buck for every 
fifty r!

If the new gamer locate! on a new runge,-he will bare to 
build a dug-out or an adobe house, and must havo a 
wagon, ■ (pan of horses, and a shepherd dog. The 
corral with accompanying shed should be built at toon as 
possible. If he has hit family with him, he ibould pur- 
chase the needed household furniture here. Tha rate* of 
freight are so high that aa few effects at possible should 
be bronRht from the East. He should employ a herder 
to watch the flacks, while he himself keep* close guard 
onr the bucks. He must make np his mind to be absent 
from the ranch only a few hours at a time during any 

" In selecting a range, wood and water are the great 
essential*. It is for this reason that tho rancbet through 
Colorado and the other Western Slates aod Territories 
are generally located along the streams and river 
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he present time, and for many years put, theory 
has been lifted np and practice neglected; the faro it 
disconnected from the College, and the Professorship of 
Agriculture is an anomaly. There is nnt an inch of land 
over which tba Professor has control ; he is not, without 
permission of the tenant of tbe farm, In a position to carry 
out area the simplest experiment ; and practical work for 
tha students on tba farm baa a name to live while it it 
dead. The Principal, it la true, hat soma land in bit own 
hands, ou which he play* tome strange agricultural print i 
at times, bnt even over this the Protestor has no tutho- 
rity, and hit advice respecting it is not even asked except 
when a mist hat been got into. The students— the grett 
bulk of them, that it— are not the sons of farmer i, nor 
are they intending to be farmers. Henne the agrienltoni 
of tbe country receives but an inEnitetiimti smountof 
benefit from au institution whose sole raito* d' tire ii 
the advancement of the practice aod theory uf scientific 
agriculture. Tbe farmers of England are shrewd in their 
day and generation ; they do not send their Mat to thi 
College. 

Now for Professor Church. It is uodentooi fat aid 
wide that tha Principal hat taken advinUga of the Pro- 
Tenor 'i appriaohing marriage to get rid of bio, and 1 
think I can throw a little light ou thit. Professor Church 
it the last of the Professor* who held their appointment 
directly from the Council. By some mean* or other best 
known to himself the Principal some years ago induces 
tba Council to arrant him plenary power in the Collet*, 
:ven the Professors are precluded from commuoi- 
r with the Council except through him. Hence it 
at no complaints have reached tha Council's «n. 
Over th* other Professors the Principal exercises no- 
bounder! away, but over Professor Church be does not, 
for the reason above ttated. Henna Professor Church n 
a stumbling-block in the Principal's path, aud hence sl» 
the reason for hit removal. " Bnt," yon will sty, " tut 
Piincipal ha* not tbe power to remove Professor Church ; 
that rests with th* Council." True enough this: set 
wben the Principal styt he cannot remain except ass 
rttidtnt Professor, and aa a man cannot fery weil hi" 
hi* wife with him inside the College, we know * bit the 
inevitable remit must be, and we trace the ennui og ■***■ 
" Bnt what," you will atk, " are the Council doing til 
tbe time ?" Tho Council, to far as active interest iq the 
College is concerned, exist in name rather than iu reslity. 
Were tbe Council alive to their duties, the Principal woald 
not venture to treat tb* student* as if they were to m*ny 
schoolboys, and tha Professor* at if they ware pupil- 
teachen io a National School; and it it to be hoped toil 
Ihe period of passive acquiescence on tbe part of tin 
Committee of Management iu the acta of U» 
Principal is at lengih drawing to a close. Profetur 
Church has served the Council well and faithfully f« 
lilteen year*, and they are boand in the interettt of (sir 
play to thoroughly investigate a ease which fats aliWj 
become a far-teaching scandal.

THE LAW OF DISTRESS. 

TO THB BDITOB OT THI MA.HK L1SI IXPB1H. 
Sla, — I waaglad to observe that at the last meeting of 
the Eastex Chamber of Agriculture, Sir 1. F. Button ia 
the chair, a discussion on the Law of Distress for rent wet 
relumed, and a resolution patted to the effect " That in 
the opinion of the Chamber the Law of Diatret* was in- 
jurious to the beat inlerests of the landlord, unjust to the 
tenant, aod deceptive to the trader"— a moat eicellent 
resolution truly. Can there be a donbt that en long the 
Law of Distreet will, like imprisonment for debt, be 
altered ; hot it mott ha moved for. Prior to the Bankruptcy 
Act, 1B69, a creditor, having obtained judgment for a debt 
of £20 or upward, had the option by a warrant on writ 
of capiat ad tmliifacictdum of arresting the defendant 
or of taking his goods by a warrant on a writ of Ilea 
fad it, bat happily there it now no such option, inas- 
much as a defendant cannot be ao arretted lor debt, bat 
tha Liw of Ditlreti remains unaltered, consequently a 
landlord, hit agent, or bailiff, can, the day after the root 
become* due, rush into the home of the tenant without 
giving any notice whatever, and leave there an individual 
whose pretence it not likely to contribute to tha bappioeat 
of the family ; wbereaa if the landlord had only the tame 
remedy to recover rent at the trader— and it it mott un- 
just to the trader that the landlord hu priority, which 
generally endt in tha whole effects being absorbed for rent 
and large expenses — the tenant would in all probability, 
by selling bit produce to the merchant or denier, be able 
to continue hia tenancy, to aave hit reputation, avert the 
iuyasion of hit '' castle," and the harrowing scene Dera- 
tioned by the eforeeeid individual being left, at it were, in 
the botom of the family. It it to be hoped forlhetake 
of tenant- fermert that the other Chambers of Agriculture 
which have not considered the Inbject will do to at* once.

UnraTonrable seasons, poor yields, and low pricea, with 
increased outgoings of late years, have placed the Biitith 
fanner in a very unenviable position. Miny are no longer 
able to continue their holdings, while others are retiring 
from an occupation which hat of late been ao onremuuert- 
tive. Much of the poor clay land hat during the last few 
yeara become very fool and nut of condition, and must, 
unlets there it a tery great change in farming prospeete, go 
out of cultivation. Although there mutt ha many tuffereri 
from thit state of thing*, yet good will eventually follow. 
The necessity will be felt by many who hare hitherto 
ignored it, that if capital it lo be attracted to tha toil 
greater teearity must be given that " he who sows will be 
able to reap." Agents will aee the necessity of removing 
neediest and vexatious restriction! which have ham- 
pered many a good tenant, and will, we beliere,only be too 
anxioot to introduce liberal and equitable agreement*. If 
not they may rest assured the time will speedily arrive, 
when the opportunity will be no looser afforded them. 
Beyond carting manures, Tory little hat been done on the 
land ai nee the commencement of the frost in December; 
since it broke np we hare had a great downfall of rain, all 
the low lauds being very much flooded. Field operations 
are therefore in arrear and mnch anxiety it now felt to be 
gettiog nn with the work, spring towing mutt necessarily 
be late- There ia a tmeller breadth nf wheat town than 
anal, ranch of which — although planted in October — 
hat only just made its appearance. The frost hat thinned 
tome of it, and winter beam when town lata have become 
perished. Swedet and kohl rabi hare also tu (fared, many 
not being secured in eonaequeuee af the frost setting in 
early. Kohl rabi ore tomewhnt difficult to store, far be- 
side* a tendency to decay when chopped off from the 
root, the sacrifice of the tops would be considerable. The 
season hat been unfavourable for sheep doiuy well at roots, 
the weakly onet of tha flock bare succumbed to the 
tererity of the weather, many losses being the remit. lo 
tereral parishes there have been a good many men out of 
work who, we fear, hase had a pnnithing time or it ; the 
ditaatitfied sprits among them have had time to reflect 
upon the line of conduct they thought well to adopt a 
year or two tinea. Advene timet have taniht loam is 
well aa others moat aalntary letaont. There it evidently, 
we rejoice to record it, a much better feeling pervading 
the men, and we thall hail with much aatitftction a re- 
turn of those timet when the labourers gave cheerful ser- 
vice, and felt an interest in the welfare of their em- 
ploy en.

with the stubble standing on it, ioetead of being ploughed 
down, and taking advantage of the late frosts. It ia 
almost needleu to sty that in consequence of the daisy 
pea and bean sowing is ecarcely thougbtof it preeeut, and 
apparently some patience will bare to he eicrcised before 
the drill can be proper!; put 1 1 work i while We see no 
chance whatever of an early barle; aowing— almost a

SOUTH NORFOLK. 
There ia no pleasure In writing on farming matters, 
for never was agriculture in all it* branches in such a 
depressed condition. On ell sides we hear of farm* to be 
given up at Michaelmas next ; indeed, in one parish not 
a hundred mile* from tbe market towns of Diss and 
At tic bo rough, it is said that seven will be vacant. Many 
persons will, I fear, be Compelled to retire from agricul- 
tural pursuits altogether; even some of the well-to-do 
farmer* talk of retiring into private life, Taking all 
things into consideration, the prospect of e good realiza- 
tion for live and deed stock it Miohaelmta neit it by no 
meant reassuring. The peat winter hat been e moat 
nnpropitiona time for farmera, and it certainly has seemed 
a* if " the star* in their courses have fought against (the 
agricultural) Site!*." The constant wet weather of the 
latter part of October, and fie whole of November, 
prevented much of onr land from being town with wheat. 
Leading mangel wat performed under the greatest diffi- 
i-nltif s, and many were left on the lend to be spoilt by 



the frost, and tunc of those carted! into bote* could not 
be basked up in time to tave them from being pierced by 
"Jack Frost't " poisoned digger. At the beginning of 
December, when the earth waa clothed with hot a alight 
covering of aoow f " Mr. Frost " again put in an appear- 
ance, and this time In earnest, being accompanied by 
piercing Winds. Continuous weeks of severe weather 
cot our young wheats to such a degree that tbey 
have not even yet recovered from tbe shock ; 
they look thy, thin, and backward. Tbe swede* 
end tnrnipt were also seriously injured, and many 
fields are covered with rotten bulbs, which are ntclest, 
nay, perhaps dangerous Tor feeding purposes. During 
the severe weather, all stock were fed at a great eipeose ; 
much work, necessarily requiring extra hands, in order 
to provide the animals with anfficient food, little else 
could be done, the frost having set in so early that little 
or no keep was prepared for tbem, ai that what with 
short dayt and extra banda, after stock, thit baa beel ai 
exceptionally executive winter for the farmer. Work is 
very backward, thocontlant wet weather having preven- 
ted tbe ploughs from being stirred. Heavy land is dotted 
over with pools of wster and beds of slush ; if, therefore, 
we hare not a favourable change, John Barleycorn will, 
I fear, have to commence life in a cold uncomfortable 
bed. I would not recommend a hypochondriacal man to 
visit onr corn marketa at a cheerful recreation, aa he will 
aee nothing but long facet there, firmera having to rest 
satisfied with from St. to 10*. 6d. per 1 bushels foribont 
one-half of their barley crop. Neither it a visit to our 
cattle markets by any meane conducive to cheerfulness, 
fat bullocks, after high and expensive feeding, making bet 
little more than they cost in a* store*. Hoggets ia 
time* past, the Norfolk farmer's salvation, and reol- 
payera, are now a bad " spec," many of them not being 
worth to much money at they cost a* lambs. We can 
only toy— What will the end be ?— K., Feb. 21.

The weather during the past Week has not on 
the whole been favourable for the prosecution of 
Agricultural labour, as, although some sonny 
intervals have occurred, n Coitsidefahle quantity of 
rain and snow has fallen, leafing the surface of the 
land sticky and unworkable, and mora than ever 
in used of dry penetrating March winds. Out- 
door labour of all kinds is consequently atill in 
■mars, and the country generally presents a back- 
ward aspect, the natural development of vegeta- 
tion being held in check by the prolonged wintry 
temperature. There is very little change to call 
far remark in tho state of the autumn-sown cereals,

and winter seems loth to yield his sway over these 
islands. Farmers continue to thrash out their 
wheat very freely, although the incentives to their 
so doing have not been very apparent, as neither 
weather nor prices have favoured the supposition 
that the labour expended would prove remunera- 
tive. Complaints as to quality and condition are 
still rife both in the London and provincial ex- 
changes, and the offerings, large as they have been 
have represented but a very small proportion of 
really fair milling grain. An average price of 38a. 
Id, against 60s. lid. at the corresponding time 
last year gives some insight, were any needed, of 
the hard times English farmers have had to 
endure, and at the same time offers strong pre- 
sumptive evidence of the decreased acreage whick 
will probably be put under wheat this season. 
Business has not, however, been without a 
certain modicum of firmness during the past week, 
as an advance of la. per qr. on sound home-grown 
wheat baa taken place lu a few of the country 
markets. As soon as the weather offers reasonable 
facilities for Spring- tillage we may expect farmers' 
deliveries to show a considerable diminution, when 
the trade will probably see, and should certainly

E'.t quarter. The arrivals from abroad hi;ve been 
ghtof all articles except Flour, last Monday's 
return showing only about 26,000 qrs. of foreign 
wheat, while the subsequent supply up to Friday 
has not reached 10,000 qrs., and has consisted 
chiefly of American produce. It is the unusually 
large visible supply in America, which bangs like 
an incubus over the British trade, and prevents 
prices from rallying now that Russia is sending us 
nothing. The course of business throughout the 
week has been quiet, but certainly steady, and 
although speculation is wanting consumption con- 
tinues, so that prices have been fully maintained 
for all descri) tions of wheat. In the caee of 
Russian varieiies, the increased : demand brought 
to bear upon them for mixing purposes has 
resulted in an advance of 6d. to la. per qr., and 
he upward movement should certainly make 
further progress now that the northern ports are 



closed and native grain marketed in such deterio- 
rated condition. Sales, it is true, have not been 
Very numerous, but the tendency has been towards 
rather than a fall, and the trade has loss 
much of the languor and listlessness which have 
been its prevailing characteristics for some months 
last. Rather higher rates have been demanded 
or Maize, and the inquiry has been thereby 
checked, but this article occupies a firm poaition 
at the low prices now current, Barley, oats, and 
other varieties of feeding corn has ruled dull, but 
in the limited amount of business passing latet 
rates have been maintained. The sales of 
English wheat noted last week were 2,239 
qrs., at 37s. 7d. ; against 42,400 qrs., at 51s. 3d. 
in the previous year. The London averages for 
the week ending Feb. 22nd were 39s. 8d. on 1,214 
qrs. The imports into the United Kingdom for 
tqe week ending February 16th were 873,778 
cwts. of wheat, and 160,525 cwts. of flour. There 
was a fair attendance of millers and dealers at 
market on Monday last, and with light arrivals 
from abroad of all articles, except Sour, a somewhat 
steadier tone was observable in the trade, albeit 
the actual amount of buerness done m quite 
moderate. No fresh feature of special interest was 
developed, but the improved demand and harden- 
ing prices which characterised the trade for 
Russian wheat during tbe preceding week received 
further support. The week's arrivals of English 
wheat were 7,117 qrs., and the supply fresh up on 
factors' stands was again light, the bulk of the 
offerings consisting of damp and ill-conditioned 
grain. Fine samples, owing to scarcity, maintained 
previous currencies, but secondary qualities were 
neglected, and remained Unsold at the close of tbe 
market. The total imports of foreign were only 
26,260 qrs., of which quantity 21,076 qrs. were 
from the United States, 2,666 qrs. from New Zea- 
land, and the remainder from Australia and the 1 
East Indies. Holders asked rather higher prices 
for all varieties, but the inquiry was slack, and it 
was only in the case of fine Russian descriptions 
that buyers consented to an occasional advance of 
Od.perqr. Sales were mostly in retail, but the 
market closed with sufficient steadiness. The 
week's exports were 3,503 qrs. The supply of 
barley consisted of 11,004 qrs. of home-grown, and 
70 qrs. of foreign. Malting descriptions were in 
fair request, but grinding sorts ruled slow, and 
there was no quotable variation in either. There 
were 6,778 are. of maize, and all sound corn on 
spot was fully as dear, while to arrive quotations 
were the turn in sellers' favour. Oats, with arrivals 
of only 3,267 qrs. from Prince Edward's Island, 
met a retail inquiry, and prices were no better than 
on the previous Monday. On Wednesday the 
return showed 520 qrs. of English wheat and 
1 1,860 qrs. of foreign. A decidedly steadier tone 
pervaded the trade, and Russian and Indian 
descriptions met an improveddemandat an advance 
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of fully 8d. per qr. from the recent lowest point. 
There was, however, no corresponding improve- 
ment noticeable in feeding corn. On Friday the 
supply had increased to 1,110 qre. of English wheat 
and 15,920 qre. of foreign. The market was fairly 
attended, and a quiet but steady trade was done in 
wheat at Wednesday's prices. Feeding stuffs 
were also fairly steady. The imports of flour into 
the United Kingdom for the week ending Feb- 
ruary 16tb, were 160,625 cwts., against 141,526 
cwts. in the previous week The receipts into 
London were 15,926 sacks of English, and 4,012 
sacks and 15,382 barrels cf foreign. Country 
sacks have fully maintained last week's prices, and 
there has been more inquiry for American barrels, 
sellers in some cases having obtained Od. more 
money. The trade, however, baa not been very 
active, as stocks and supplies are alike large. The 
week's arrivals of beans were 4,024 cwts., and of 
peas Q09cwt., showing a decreaseof 8,048 cwt. on 
the former and 8,280 cwt. on the latter. Both 
articles have sold slowly, and no appreciable 
change baa occured in values. The deliveries of 
matt were 18,068 qre. and the exports 1,805 qre. 
There is still a desire shown to press sales, but, in 
spits of concessions offered, buyers have operated 
very sparingly. Business in agricultural seeds 
lias not been quite so active during the past week, 
but a brisk demand may be looked for as soon as 
the weather becomes drier. English red clover- 
seed is marketed freely, but choice parcels are 
scarce, and command relatively high prices. With 
the exception of some small stocks of American 
there is scarcely any foreign red offering. White 
clover andalsike are unaltered in valne, but trefoil 
has given way slightly. Hemp and canary have 
moved off slowly at the low prices ruling for these 
articles, but Egyptian lentils nave fully maintained 
late rates. The country markets have been well 
aipplied with home-grown wheat, and the con- 
dition continues very unsatisfactory, but a fairly 
steady tone has, nevertbeless, characterised pro- 
vincial trade, last week's pricas having been main- 
tained both for wheat and spring corn. At Liver- 
pool, on Tuesday , the market was well attended, 
and an improved demand was experienced for 
wheat at an advance of Id. per cental. Flour was 
also in good request, and supported last week's 

active, although n ot quo tably cheaper. Maize eased 
slightly, owing to more abundant offerings. The 
week's imports included 77,000 qrs. of wheat and 
29,000 qrs. of Maize. At Newcastle there has 
been but little demand either for wheat or flour, 
although prices have not given way. Maize has 
ruled steady, and other feeding stuffs dull, at 
about late rates. At Hull, English wheat has im- 
proved Is. per qr., but there has not been much 
business doneiu foreign; and at Leeds the trade 
has been quiet, but prices have shown a hardening 
tendency.

COUNTY BOARDS. 



By the introduction of the new County Govern- 
ment Bill, aa explained by Mr. Sclater-Booth in 
the House of Commons on March 18, the Govern- 
ment have scored another failure to add to the 
lonpf list of their abortive measures. It may be 
that with tbe aid of their well-drilled majority 
they will be able to pass the Bill through Parlia- 
ment ; but we venture to predict that, if they do, 
it will be a failure nevertheless. In many respects 
it is a weaker measure than that of last year, and 
altogether it is for more unsatisfactory. Under it 
the members of the County Boards will have much 
less power, and less work to do, than they would 
have had under tbe Bill of last year. Tbe only 
improvements which we have noticed are the adop- 
tion of Mr. Read's recommendations that the 
Old Szaits. 



Board should consist of two-thirds of tbe members 
elected by tbe Guardians, and one-third by the 
magistrates, instead of half and half ; and that the 
Board will be elected to sit for three years. These 
recommendations were endorsed by the Central 
Chamber of Agriculture, and their adoption is so 
far an advantage. But they effect only small im- 
provements, which are far more than outweighed 
by the retention under more or less tuodilied 
forms of some of the worst features of the previous 
Bill, and tbe obliteration of some of the heat por- 
tions of that measure. Nothing was more strongly 
urged, both by the Central Chamber and by the 
critics of last year's Bill generally, than that tho 
anion areas should be adopted instead of the petty 
sessional division! for electoral purposes. That 
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suggestion Lm not been adopted, the excuse being 
that unions frequently overlap county boundaries. 
Now it was poiuted out last year that this objec- 
tion might be obviated by directing tbat the 
guardians of the portions of unions which overlap 
county boundaries should vote for the counties in 
which their districts were situated until the union 
area* should have been rectified. Mi. Sclater- 
Bootb has not taken this way out of the difficulty, 
but proposes that the county justices should divide 
the counties into wards, choosing any areas 
which they may think suitable for electoral pur- 

Aa for the powers and duties of the County 
Boards under the new Bill, it appears that they 
will be both few and simple. Their attention will 
be directed to local areas, but, apparently, only 
with the object of allowing them to make repre- 
sentations to Parliament as to rectification, with- 
out giving them any power of effecting improve- 
ment in this respect themselves. They are to have 
the administration of the Highway Aot passed 
lait year, and the management of bridges. They 
are also to have the power of " reviewing " the 
workhouse accommodation of each county and of 

fro vi ding far the reception in the work- 
ouses of imbecile and idiot paupers, 
whether adults or children; but they are 
not to have any direct power over lunatic asylums, 
oa they would have had under last year's Bill ; nor 
will they have amongst their functions that of 
attending to the conservancy of rivers, as under 
the previous Bill, because s special measure for 
dealing with livers has been introduced in the 
House of Lords. Lastly, the County Boards will 
levy the county rates, out of which will be paid 
the cost of enlarging lunatic asylums, but not that 
of maintaining the lunatics, which will fall on the 
workhouse authorities, and not on tbe county. 

It is obvious that this Bill has been mainly 
■framed to satisfy the views of the county justices, 
and not to fulfil the desires of the ratepayers for 
representative county government. The chief 
opposition to the measure will be based, as it was 
to that of last year, upon the proposed mode of 
electing the members of the Boards. It is even 
more manifest than it was last year that nothing 
but direct representation will be accepted as a 
final reform of county government, and it is 
astonishing that the Government should think it 
worth while to disturb the present system for the 
sake of providing a new authority with so few 
functions and so little power as will be ((ranted to 
it under the present Bill, As Lord E. Fitsmaurioe 
remarked, the Bill " sets up a County Board with 
duties so absurdly small " tbat he believes it " will 
meet with one loud peal of laughter, which is all 
that it deserves." Mr. Whitbread declared that 
it would not settle any one of the demands which 
local government reformers were making. Mr. 
Hibbert thinks it will be better to wait five or six 
years and let the question mature, rather than 
deal with it as now proposed ; adding that if it is 
worth while to make any change it is worth 
while to make a more extensive one than is pro- 
posed by this Bill. Mr. Oowen summed up the 
prevailing chorus of disapprobation with which 
Mr. S da tar-Booth 'a proposals wsre received, by 



saying :—" This Bill would settle nothing at all, 
and any attempt to peddle with the question, 
instead of mending matters would only make 
matters worse." The measure was defended only 
by three representatives of the magisterial party, 
and although Mr. Read and Mr. Fell were 
pointedly invited to declare their opinion upon the 
measure,they maintained silence, which Mr.Uoschen 
remarked upon as an " ominous fact." It is cer- 
tain, then, that the new County Government Bill 
will be strongly and persistently opposed, and we 
hope that the opposition will be strong enough to 
prevent the passing of a measure which will 
utterly fail to give satisfaction to the country. 



AGRICULTURAL EDUCATION. 
Few questions connected with agriculture have 
made more rapid progress during the last three 
years than that of Agricultural Education. 
Farmers have seen science brought to bear upon 
their every day work, and it was clearly to the 
advantage of their sons to be educated a step or 



farmers. The action taken by the Government in 
1876 has rendered this additional instruction easy 
of command, even by our smaller farmers, and 
of course those more richly endowed with this 
world's goods can secure the same. The establish- 
ment of science classes appears from the latest 
official reports (which only come up to December, 
1S77) to have progressed very rapidly, for there 
were then about 100 classes established for giving 
instruction in the principles of agriculture, and 
about 1,600 pupils were being so instructed. Since 
that time very great energy has been shown in 
promoting the work, and the numbers 
of the classes and the pupils are now largely in- 

A very general feeling exists amongst farmers 
in favour of this instruction becoming more 
general. The action taken by the Central Chamber 
of Agriculture in appointing an Education Com- 
mittee, coupled with the fact that, acting upon the 
recommendation of the Committee, the Central 
Chamber has advised the sareral local Chambers 
to follow its example, so that each of them may 
have an Education Committee, may be taken 
as fair proof that the work is moving forward 
rapidly. We understand that arrangements ars 
progressing throughout England for making uss 
of another portion of the Government scheme, by 
the establishment of scholarships of £50 a year, 
for enabling the best pupils in the several classes 
to have superior instruction in agricultural science. 
This system, therefore, enables a small farmer 
whose own means do not allow him to send his 
sen to a college, to obtain for him all the advan- 
tages of an education of a satisfactory character. 

The time has now come when the sona of far- 
mers must have an institute in which the highest 
class of instruction shall be within their reach. 
It has been hoped by many of tbe promoters of 
agricultural education that the institute which wss 
encouraged with so much interest by tbe late 
Prince Consort, for the benefit of the, tenant 
farmers of this country, would spread its wings so 
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u tu become n National University for Agriculture. 
That hope, we need scarcely say, baa not been 
realized in the Royal Agricultural College, 
stead of its usefulness being extended, receDt 
erects show tbat it is becoming more and more 
contracted in its sphere of operations. Already 
the " Royal " baa been struck from its banner, and 
judging from present appearances the style 
''UoUegs " will in all probability soon be altered 
to "School," and the whole will bo under the care 
of ushers directed by a. school master. We regret 
this all the more because wa have watched its 
progress from its first establishment with deep 
merest, and we have seen evidences of good work. 
Properly handled, the Royal Agricultural College 
might not only have done far more than it is 
now doing for the sons of the aristocracy, and con- 
tinued to have met the requirements of this class, 
but also have come to the front, and aided 
agricultural education amongst the tenantry of the 
kingdom. That duty, however, must now devolve 
upon another institution, which will shortly enter 
upon its work with many distinct advantages, inas- 
much ss a large number of the Professors who 
Istb been so injudiciously treated by the authori- 
ties at Cirencester will be able to bring their 
matured experience into a more congenial associa- 
tion. The demand for superior instruction in agri- 
cultural science is rapidly increasing, and that 
demand most be supplied. If the present institu- 
tion renders itself incompetent for its duties, aume 
younger offshoot must oo the work, and we can 
only hope that its progress will be characterised 
by a rapid and prosperous growth.

Professor Salmon ban published a verj sensible letter 
in tha Albany Country Gentleman, of which the follow- 
ing ii the principal portion:

know, farther, that it wu not confined to tha city, hu' 
created sad havoc in the surrounding dairy districts from three 
to tan miles distant. The disease has been aeen and lolly re- 
cognised since in various parts of New Jersey and Peouyl- 
Tenia, by Doctors Holoombe and Hichcaer, and, I think, also 
' by Professor Law. Professor Law, at least, has positively 
atated that more than one herd of thoroughbred cattle was 
infected in 1877, and those who know the character of tha man 
need not be told that he would not make such a statement 
without the facta to back it op. The disease which Oamgee 
law in Maryland and District of Columbia is well known to 
be there yet ; cattle have been dying from it tba preaeat 
winter, and, whether this outbreak leaf a mild character at 
claimed or not, there it nodoaat in tha minda of those who 
understand the diseases of cattle that it is the same intidiont 
and fatal disease that iiknoan by tha earns name in Europe. 

U the diaeaaa remained in Long Island, New Jersey, and 
Pennsylvania from twenty to thirty years, aa has been fully 
shown by Gamgee, where ia there a shadow of reason for

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Michigan in 1SSS ; waa it ever ataropnd out in thoae States ? 
Professor Law thinks tha extreme cold of our mow) northern 
State* may destroy the genua, bnt thia ia oalr gnees-work 
where we ought to have certainty. Add to this tha ease of its 
snppoand introduction into Clinton, N.J., by a cow broafht 
from Ohio little mornthan a year ago, and than an tangible 
grounds for suspicion. 

Bnt leaving this entirety out of consideration, ia then not 
grave danger from the disease where it is known bo exist, and 
when it oertaialy aarvitea tha winter! t Qamgee foood that 
it had been introduced into Maryland and Delaware by cattle 
bought in the Philadelphia market; he found it a common 
thing for cattle affected with tha disease to be shipped to 
market. In thii way tha cattle can mutt be infected. Now 
consider that the Ballimore and Ohio, the Pennsylvania add 
Ihe Erie railroads ran through localities where the disrate 
exists ; that tha cattle cart on these roada must And their way 
to almost every part of the country, and probably be used 
for transporting oattle on their way to Europe ; that tome of 
these can must of neceseity be infected by shipping diseased 
cattle, thus becoming bearers of the contagion, and it most 
be admitted that the danger ia not one to be trifled with— aot 
one to bo dismissed by a declaration that there is no evidence 

When I have' called attention to thia matter from time lo 
time, I hare not exaggerated the danger, I have never made 
the case aa atroug aa the faota would justify ; to far from ssul- 
ixg to iit/erntpl He cattle trail, I ear* tried to mail our 
ptople ite tie one great danger tied mint, twaiT or Infer, 
'nmtatoj dtetmy it. Although yon consider the evidence of

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VARIOUS NOTES. 

At ■ sitting of the Fiench Cutout) Cum million 
M. Wnddington expressed himself unfavourably to 
the renewal of the commercial treaties, bat on the 
vote being taken 23 were found to be in favour of their 
maintenance, end only three on ths other aide. Since 
the interview which the Society of French Agriculturists 
had with the Commission, M. de Monicsult, president of 
the agricultural lection of the Sooiely, he* communicated 
to jibe Commission a note in which, after asking that 
agriculture should take to equitable pert with Other 
indnstriei in the tariffs impaled, be drawl attention to 
the advisability of establishing on a wider end more 
complete basis superior agricultural education and pro- 
fessional instruction. The provincial societies continue 
to express their views upon the customs qnestion. Thin 
that of the Seinn-et Oise intiita that agriculture should 
be enabled to meet on fair ground both other indnitriea 
and foreign competition. The central society of the 
Yonne preye that io settling the duel and in renewing the 
treaties, agricnltDre may not, u in 1860, be sacrificed.

* dealer or shipper to prevent their sprouting while in hie 

The New York Trihv.nt aajs :— The'qoiat Mr. Brown, 
ofa rural town in Connecticut, has inggested that if the 
main object of the agricultural fair it to draw a paying 
crowd, the Spanish bull-fight might prove even mora 
effective than the trite end commonplace horse-trot j at 
any rate it would require less room, and the half-mile 
track is an expensive thing to keep in good repair. 

The New York Jtatrnal of Comtneree lately published 
some interesting statements going to ahow (hat the last 
year was marked by a very unusual movement in extend- 
ing the area of cultivated land at the West and the num- 
ber or persons engaged in agriculture- In the first place 
during the year ending June 3D, 1878, the sales of gov- 
ernment lands were 7, 599,000 acres, against 3,835,000 
ia tbe previous year. Of this area 2,318,000 acres was in 
Minnesota. The sales of railroad lands are said to have 
been generally large. Dun, Barlow end Co.'aannoal cir- 
cular estimates tbe new lands settled in 1878 at 
20,000,000 acres, and tbe occupants thereof at not less 
than 100,000 families, equal to half a million souls, 
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Our Canadian oorrespon den I writes under date, i 
5 : — The cattle jobbers and the forwarding compini: 
bringing pressure to near on the Dominion Government in 
order to get the Canadian embargo on American bents 
removed. A meeting of cattle exporters is expected U be 
held in Toronto in a few day*. The stir and agitation on 
this point aeem confined to the dealers and forwarders ; 
no one else aeems interested in it. Id the newspapers tbe 
question j* ignored, save by one or two Toronto ind 
Montreal journals. The endeavours of tbe few interests 
affected to expose this country and Britain to the aerioua 
risk of an extended reign of plenro, merely that their own 
pockets msy not suffer, can hardly, 1 apprehend, find a 
favourable response from the Canadian Government- Mr. 
Pope, the new Minister of Agriculture and -Emigration, 
has just submitted tu Parliament a report of the proceed- 
ings relating to the cattle trade since January 1, 1879. 1 
have seldom read a more curious document. Ia tbii 
report he eeya : — " Being made aware by a surmise of the 
lam Stock Journal, and other English agricnltorsl 
papers, of the existence or plenro- pneumonia in the 
United States, and especially in the neighbourhood of 
Washington, I immediately aeonred tha services of Pro- 
fessor Mc.Eschnn to visit tbe seat of tha contagion ; and, 
on January 28, he made me aware of the prevalence of the 
diaeaae in several States, which information hae since been 
verified. I was deliberating with my colleagues on whit 
was to be done in this alarming state of things, when, on 
January 28. I received the following cablegram from Mr. 
Dyke, an officer of the department at Liverpool : ' Steamer 
Ontario arriving with cattle from Buffalo and Cannd*,hav- 
inj incipient plenro. pneumonia, ordered to be slaughtered 
on quay ; probably necessary yon guarantee no disease in 
Canada, and prohibit American cattle, yoo can then 
export from Halifax.' " Mr. Pope aaya on receipt of thia 
he immediately placed himself in communication with the 
Imperial authorities, causing it the same time an inves- 
tigation to be made of the state of the health of OaannwM 
cattle. Having been made thoroughly aware of its 
healthful n ess, and of the measures determined on by the 
Imperial authorities, he reluctantly recommended that tbe 
importation of cattle from the States into Canada should 
be prohibited. The Privy Council accordingly passed tbe 
necessary order limiting the prohibition to three months, 
leaving the transit through the country ontafiectcd. Thia 
latter however, on farther intelligence from England, was 
also prohibited. 

It is marvellous indeed, that the tint gleam of know- 
ledge that pleuro existed in the States should shine on tbe 
department here through the medium of tbe English 
papers. Singularly in contrast with this nniqne circum- 
stance is tha following extract from a report of the Cana- 
dian Department of Agriculture in October 1878. At 
that time the passing of the Contagion! Diseases Act in 
England required action from the Government of Canada 
to prevent Canadian cattle being subjected to the slaugh- 
tering clauses. The Department, therefore, in reply to, 
and in order to minister satisfaction to the Lords of the 
Imperial Privy Council, forwarded a copious despatch 
setting forth : 

1. The laws regulating tbe importation of animals into 
Canada. 

2. The methods adopted to prevent the spread of exist- 
ing contagious disease. 

8. A periodical report on the general sanitary condition 
of Canadian animals. 

This was followed by a Isudation of the wstchfolneis of 
the Department, and the stringency of the measures 
adopted by the Government to keep out disease. 

With reference tn the Protectionist movement in 
Canada, the Toronto Globe aaya: — " The Tories hsve a 
deep-kid plot afoot, by means of which they no doubt 
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hope to abut the tnoalhi of the fanne n, who, indeed, ate 
piling much too rat leu to bode good to the Govern- 
ment. The Government hive promised to the firmer! 
real, tangible protection, inch as the msnuluctnrer* are 
going to have. They now Sod that it is a mailer ot 
impossibility to give oar fanners any protection, which, 
upon the slightest investigation, will not lorn oat to be 
either a rank bumbag or else actually injurious to u 
many funen u ire benefited by it. That being the case, 
t°< Government ia preparing to shirk all responsibility 
for tba failore of fanner*' protection bj shifting on to

The dairy 
district* of IUawarra are looking well. The yield of 
■beat in Bombala ia considered lair. In the S oath west 
tie samples of wheat offered to millers are of excellent 
quality. The farmers of Grenfell have lost cattle and 
horses from what ia said to be a atrange disease, Albury 
is still blooming, and Deoiliquin and Wagga Wagfre we 
in (sir condition. The Sydney Meat Preserving Com- 
psny, which is now in foil operation, employing about 
sight j hand*, promise* to relieve the metropolitan lire 
(lock market to a considerable extent. A targe export 
trade of preserved froiea meat ia badly required to re- 
lieve the graiiera of their surplus stock. Good beef ha* 
been wiling at the metropolitan yards at from 15s. to 
IS*, per 100 lb. by the carcase, and mutton of prime 
qnsiiij has railed to command more than 1 id. per lb." 

The opening of the International Exhibition at Sydney 
has been flied for September 1. The Commiaaion have 
decided to carry on the work or constructing the building 
by night aa well aa by day by mean* of the electric light. 

from Queensland we learn that a meeting of stock- 
owaeri baa been held for the purpose of strengthening 
the bands of the Queensland Meat Preserving Company. 
Mr. A. H. Browne occupied the chair, and it waa agreed 
that the site of the proposed Works should be on tidal 
■atere near Brisbane. £1,1)00 waa subscribed in tho 
room, and a very influential provisional committee waa 
formed. 

The harvest in Victoria ia stated, en tho whole, to 
have been an unfavourable one, chiefly through the pre- 
valence of rust. 

The reporta from the rust-infected wheat districts of 
Victoria show the calamity to be very serious. The 
scoorge ia to be seen from Echucs along the dividing 
range right op to Albury, and it ia estimated that one- 
fourth of the wheat -producing area of the colony i* des- 
troyed. Many of the in/ferera will certainly not be able 
to pay their rent this year. The Minister of Land* ha* 
intimated that he will deal with each individual ease on 
its own merits. The liirerine Herald aaya in reference 
to the rust which ha* destroyed the crops in the Echuca 
ud adjoining districts: " In this part of the colony the 
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the market value of land has very greatly declined, and 
those who are anxions to sell are out of all proportion to 
those who are willing to buy. 

Our New Zealand Correspondent writes under date 
(Province of Auckland) Feb. 4th : —The leading character- 
istic of the weather during the past four week* baa been 
excessive drought, a feature eminently conducive to the 
security of the hsy crop, and severance and ingathering 
of the cereals, but very trying indeed to all stock -masters 
on light soil* and exposed situations, as the pasture on all 
such places ia completely shrivelled op. The farmers in 
the interior, who have a considerable range of bash, are at 
present much the beat off, as the stock csn retire from the 
fierce heat of the sun, and always find a good deal of 
moderately succulent food amongst the dense under- 
growth, bullocks laying on flesh in this way on the 
indigenous passes, and milch cows sustaining a fair flow 
of milk under apparently the most adverse conditions. 
The cool winds that almost invariably blow from the aea 
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iddle of the day tbat the heat i* at all 
wever warm the day may be the after- 
■ cool and bracing, continuing so during 
the whole night. This climatic peculiarity is obviously 
dae to the configuration of the Province, which gradually 
gets narrow north of Tauranga, in some places not more 
than a few miles from sea-board to sea-hoard, thus giving 
the tea breeze full play, and enabling it to neutralise the 
effect of the heat given out by the earth during the night, 
which otherwise might be close and stifling, if not thus 
carried off. This, coupled with tbe mildness of the average 
winter, makes Auckland the favourite province of the 
colony, and it ia, in consequence, fast rising in importance, 
its trade, commerce, and agriculture having rapidly 
extended of late years, while the influx of population has 
at the same time been considerable. The harvest ha* 
jut closed, and was altogether a short bnsiness, the 
weather having been so Sue ; and thrashing goes on at 
fast as (he steam engines, available In each 
district, can get through it. All it done in tbe Held, and 
at once, few men, if any, ever thinking of speculating for 
price by holding. Wheat it the leading crop of 
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South Wales and Victoria, and barley it 
lively cultivated- On all volcanic soils, ana on reclaimed 
swamps, wheat is a good crop and will come up to forty 
bushel* the statute acre, the head and atraw on such land 
being a wonderful sight, the latter standing np after the 
first round of tbe machine like a solid wall, six feet in 
height, not a straw being broken or twisted, the colour like 
gold, a sura sign of a sound and healthy crop. On light, 
thin, and scoria soil, however, the dry season and indiffer- 
ent seed time has produced tbe usual effect, nod most fields 
of wheat out np rather patchy, sinking the produce to 
twenty bushels, wbich at St., about the average price this 
year, would leave a miserable margin, if any, but for tba 
straw which is all sold off the farm and ia thus a great assis- 
tance to the struggling farmer. Potatoes have been injured 
to some extent from tbe same cause*,and although of superb 
duality, the flavour being something exquisite when grown 
without dung or other manure, as compared with those 
grown by heavy munnrial dressings, the weight per acre it 
leal than usual, and the price correspondingly high. 
Fid J potatoes began tobe lifted for sale in moderate uuan- 
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titiee about Christmas, and the opening price II it 
falling to £7. the preirut price u ihey becsme more pi 
tifal.

rooked, if inch an eipreaaioa ii not too grandiloqnent 
for a mated potato ; they aleep the sleep of the weary 
and hard-working. To those firmere whoee land it 
mutable, and who hive turned their attention principally 
to hay and potatoei, and there are a good many inch, 
thie will be a really good year, their produce already 
commanding a high price ; and there ia every proapect of 
hey riling to from £8 to £10 a ton daring the winter 
and spring, and potatoe* from £9 to £11, and probably 
more shonld an extra demand ipring np in the islands or 
down aonth, The country ia now to bare from the long. 
continued drought that no matter how favorable the 
weather for growth between thil end winter, the heavy 
alocka invariably kept, and which cannot eaiily be 
lightened, will keep the great from ever getting ahead, 
10 that everything that can be uaed aa fodder mnit be 
high. Flockmaiter* complain of thia aa an exceptionally 
bad year, wool, their principal dependence, having been 
low, realiaing only about 8d. a lb. in the greaae, and 
lamba have been a'l but given away. Small farmers may 
aueeeed in getting from lie. to 14*. for the greater por- 
tion of their lamba from the butcher, bat when the num- 
ber ran* on to a few hundred*, to make no mention of 
thouaanda, from 4*. to 01. ia eonaidered a fortunate price, 
and great number* must he cleared off at merely nominal 
prices, from Is. Od. to Si- di. being a* much a* they 
realise when forced on the market, the wool on their 
bseks being actually worth all the money, and the 
animal* improved by taking it off ; bnt Ihey mnit 
go to clear the pssturei, and every one being 
over - ■looked they mnit go at • aacrifica, 
Excellent breeding ewea, of good bone, young and well 
bred, can be had from lOi.

Sis,— My attention hai been called to a slip on the 
above- u I iced anbject from the Mark Lane Ezprat of 
the 10th current, in reply to which allow me to iiy, 
there are doobtleea Scotch farmer* who, In their dread of 
a deficient anpply of More cattle in spring, and of having 
to purchase them if a high price to stock their summer 
pasture, do sympathise to tome extent with Mr. Bnrclsy'i 
view!. In their desire to see restriction! on the impor- 
tation of cattle from America relaxed, they ihnt their 
2ea to the great danger of importing plenro-pncnm trail 
ong with them ; and although it cannot now be denied 
that thii disease extensively prevails in America, our 
importers to the laat have done their beat to hoodnink 
the public in this respect Scotch farmer*, aa a body, 
hawerer, very much dread the importation of thia disease 
— the most difficult of all our contagious diseases to deal 
with — and are arena to the withdrawal of the present 
restrictions, however roach they may wish tha iupp]j of 
grazing entile to be increased, aa far u consistent with 
safety to our home cattle; and the great bulk of them 
view with considerable alarm the efforts now being nude 
by Mi. Barclay and other* to increase that supply by 
permitting tha unrestricted importation of Cattle from 
America, so long at least as p leu ro- pneumonia ia known 
to eiiit among the herds of that country. We all know 
how difficult it U to extirpate that insidious disease when 
ease it has established itself. 

Mr. Barclay played an important p*rt in preventing the 
spread of rinderpest into Aberdeenshire when it risked 
this country in 1886. Hi* nodus operandi then wu 
thorough isolation of that county from other parte of the 
kingdom, end immediate slaughter when a ease did ap- 
pear in it. By ttese means he, aided by others, lived nil 
native county from that fell scourge, when all other parts 
of the kingdom were more or leu devastated by it , and it 
It to be regretted that Mr. Barclay should now give his 
countenance to view* ao much at variance with those then 
advocated by him with so much success, and which earned 
for him a fame in that connty at least which will not Boon 
be forgotten. Bat, alas, tenpora mtttantta- at mot 
mulamnr ia Mil. Mr. Barclay now represents a county 
in which all are not of the same mind on this subject, hii 
constituency being a mixed one of town and country 
population, and our M J*, has to steer his hark through a 
difficult channel, between a Scylla on the one hand and a 
Charybdiion the other, and of course while attaining a 
uervo to avoid the one there ia a danger of coming to grief 
upon the other.

In oar thirteen ic-ei (chapel land) 
the powerful steam plough in 1871 left at a legacy of hard 
work in every subsequent tillage. It wai a great and un- 
profitable mistake to bring to the surface no mnch of the 
glutinous fellow plutic subsoil, and many have had to 
regiet their indulgence in disturbing too deeply then 
tenacious soils. Had there been a subsoil plough attached 
to the upper one (as was done on my farm lonio twenty 
years ago), tbe mischief would have bean avoided, for the 
surface slice would have »till laid npou and turned over 
subsoil ; a lop dressing of poor subsoil two inches thick 
(which wonld be 200 ton* per acre) placed on tbe old 
seedbed is by far too much of a bad thing, for I am more 
and more convinced that it iyn the upper crust thai plants 
fibre must abundantly, tbe deeper roots supplying 
moisture to the plant* in dry weather. At four feet apart 
from raw la row I have found, as early as August, the 
whole intermediate apaoe filled with the fine fibre of the 
mangel plant. For thirty-six years I have been a deep 
cultivator, bat always keeping the subsoil, when broken, 
under the surface soil, the manure* Tailing between the 
two. Lambing aneeeuful, mostly twins, only IS to com- 
plete. We suffered leu where the land wan only steam 
ploughed, and then next year again steam ploughed, to 
that the bad soil waa sent down again ; bat when after 
■team ploughing the lind wu (team cultivated, the bad 
subsoil got inextricably mixed with the better soil, much 
to the injury of the crops. The corn crops suffered mors 
than the root crops. — J- J- Mzchi, Mmrck 17. 

NOBTII ESSEX. 
March dast we have had bnt scarcely so mnch af it at 
we could desire ; so far We have never had the land tho- 
roughly dry and it ii only the really heavy lands which 
have frost-made mould* on the surface that have worked 
satisfactorily for the barley feed. All medium-mixed 
■oils, especially those that have been trodden by sheep at 
any time during wet weather, require a great deal of 
tillage before Ibey can be reduced to anything like a 
fitting ttate for that grain, which is so jealous of a dry 
bed; a (treat deal of patience ii needed in dealing with 
■oils in the condition referred to, for the difficulty is to 
meet with four or five acres in the same field that require 
the same amount of work and the same treatment ; for 
instance, five or six folds were stamped when tbe earth 
we* frost-bound, the next two or three folds were stamped 
when the earth WS* wet, the former ploughing with 
plenty of free mould*, the latter ploughing up tongh end 
cold, thus demanding three time* the laboer to be bestowed 
upon them, and even then the tilling i* not perfect. 
Except in the heavy lands but little barley ha* been 
planted hitherto, and where it baa been harried in not 
much judgment has been shown. Farmers should re- 
member that (he season is very backward, ill negative* 
being very tardy in progress— the wheat* in many dis- 
tricts only not showing — so that relatively speaking the 
sowing is not backward; thus there is no need for careless 
speed i far better to work thoroughly two thirds of the 



barley course and pnt fn the remaining thin' somewhit 
later, than to hurry all in in an unsatisfactory state, fur 
though as a rule the earlier-sown harley does the *eit, 
that is not always the esse, therefore it it bsd policy la 
Scamp the tillages. The growing wheats must bi 
regarded from loo points of view ; on the close soils, 
where the seed wu drpoaited in a dry bed, we may 
•peak of the plants a* being good and strong but ten 
backward ; on the lighter mixed soils the plants it tot 
deficient owing partly to the activity of the wirewona sod 
partly to the very exposed condition of the land during 
the most severe and prolonged frost* we hive had far 
maiiy year*. The breadth of lind occupied by this 
grain, which for obvious reason* i* no lunger the farmer's 
pet, it considerably leu than ntual, end speaking from 

S resent appearances we do not look for a large crop , the 
ighter ml* upecially run the risk of being exposed to the 
exhausting influences of the sua before the lind i* shaded ty 
the plants, which means that the growth of Iheyoung plant* 
would be prematurely arrested, while on the other hsad, 
"lUpposing forcing wenttter supervenes — ahowert illeraatelj 



tbe indifference which is displayed in too many esses ii 
miny vital operation* on the farm ; there is * baua 
faire style about the whole conduct of agriculture wbi;a 
bodes no good either to landlord or tenant, *sd it ii just 
inch a state of thing* which will have its own revenge; 
land bearing foul and impoverished farm* getting bad 
name*, and hundreds of farm* in this counly cither bej- 
pug for tenants or soon to fall into the landlord*' bsndi. 
What are to be the remedies for this state of things: 
Whatever the list may include certainly the nostrum of 
protection must not bar* a position there.— W. D-

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THE FARMERS' CLUB ON AGRICUL- 1 
TUBAL ASPECTS AND PROSPECTS. ' 

Mr. Scotson was on the right tack when be 
'Slimmed up his proposed remedies for the difficul- 
ties which British farmers are in, owing to the 
altered conditions of Agriculture, althoigh the first 
clause of his sentence is open to objection. He 
aaid : " Landlords ought in justice to lower their 
rents, abolish restrictive covenants, preserve leas 
game, give security of tenure and compensation (or 
unexhausted improvements, and encourage by 
every other means a mora liberal outlay on the 
land." We have often before objected to any at- 
tempt to lay down the law as to what landlords 
" ought " to accept in the way of rent, which, as 
Mr. tjeotson admits in another part of his paper, 
is to a great extent ruled by the proportions of 
supply and demand. That they would be prudent 
to reduce rents, in order to avoid the run down 
which a farming panic would produce, is quite a 
different statement. Similarly, it ia quite reason- 
able to urge landlords to show some sympathy with 
their present tenants, and to accept Ian rent from 
them rather than wait till these hard-pressed men 
are ruined, and than accept less still from strangers. 
Whether a man " ought in any case to take leas 
than the utmost he can obtain for a commodity 
which he possesses is a question of abstruse ethics 
which must bo left to his own conscience to deter- 
, mine. This, at least, is certain, that no other m 
has a right to tell him that he "ought" to do 
Anyone may advise him as to what is prudent from 
a far-sighted point of view, and anyone may plead 
with him to let kindly feeling have some sway in 
bis commercial transactions ; but more than this is 
an unwarrantable dictation. On the other hand, it 
as perfectly legitimate, as we believe it is reason- 
.able, to declare that rents mint come down ; and as 
they are coming down already there is no prophetic 
.rash»esa in the declaration. Similarly, we should 
prefer to sav that landlords would, if tbey were 
wise, abolish, restrictive covenants, rather than that 
they "ought " to do so. That they " ought" to pre- 
:serve less game we think is a fair axiom, as nothing 
•ia more firmly established as a moral doctrine than 
tii at no one ought to exercise bis self-indulgence to 
the injury of his fellow -creatures. Still more 
clear if possible is it that landlords ought to pay for 
.unexhausted improvements, which ia no more than 
paying for value received. 

The use of homilies to landlords, however, is 
very questionable, and those which Mr. Scotson 
.repeats hare boon preached for the last half-century 
with more or less persistency, not to speak of oc- 
casional aermoos of the same kind delivered at 
.more remote periods by men who were " before 
their time." It is slow work to convert a multi- 
tude, and one of the chief uses of Government is 
to insist on people doing what is Just to each other, 
and what is expedient for the welfare of the nation. 
Instead, then, of telling landlords what they ought 
to do, it would be more to the purpose to tell our 
legislators what they ought to compel landlords to 
do. But even to do this with effect, it is necessary 
■fur farmers and others to select their legislators. 
They must choose men who will promise to reform 
the Land nod Game Laws, give security to tenants' 



capital expended in improvements, and otherwise 
remove the disabilities to agricultural advancement 
Aa to the removal of unreasonable farming restric- 
tions, tenants will be able of themselves to insist 
that now that farms rather than occupiers 
going begging. The chief lesson for farmers to 
lay to heart, however, ia that agricultural reform 
must begin at the polling booth. 

The discussion which followed the reading of 
the paper was one of the beet that has recently 
taken place at the Cub. Mr. Little's able speech 
was more exhaustive than the paper, and it was 
followed by some other good speeches, jnclodinii s 
stirring one from Mr. Rend. But both Mr. Little 
idMr. Read dwelt rather upon the ills whichfsrsien 
e suffering than upon the remedies for those ills; 
and this is a common characteristic of agricultural 
discussions. Farmers are the best hands in lbs 
world at grumbling, but the worst at agreeing upon 
and working for the removal of the causes of their 
discontent. It is only natural that there should tw 
more unanimity as to the existence of evils thw 
there is with respect to their proper cures, the first 
being a matter of experience, and the latter one of 
opinion. Yet we have had the causes of aprric.nl- 
turnl depression so long under consideration Until 
is quite time certain tirst principles in relatioD to 
them should be established. Not only this ; it is nisi 
quite time that the course which farmers should 
take to rid themselves of the causes of the depres- 
sion of their industry, as far as these are removable, 
should be agreed upon. It is in this respect most 
of all that farmers have failed hitherto. Thej all 
agree that agricultural depression exists; a larce 
number of toe more thoughtful among them agree 
— as most of the speakers at the Club did, for 
instance — that the depression ia to some extent 
caused or increased by certain hindrances to agri- 
cultural enterprise which it is undoubtedly witbin 
the power of Parliament to remove ; yet compara- 
tively few of them take the logical course which 
this degree of unanimity should lead to — that of 
determining to use an abundant political powerto 
obtain the removal of the hindrances in question. 
In short, farmers grumble, but do not fight ;snd it 
is not political grumblers, but political belligerent] 
who get their own way. Our army in Zululani 
might as well hope to subdue King Cetewajo k 
holding councils of war, as farmers to get their 
grievances redressed by indulging in choruses of 
lamentations at their meetings. 

One of the most sorioua of farmers' disabilities!? 
that of being denied security for their invested 
capital, and this Mr. Read on Monday appropriately 
termed a national disgrace. The Agricultural 
Holdings Act has proved to be an utter failure, and 
there is not the slightest prospect that it will ever 
be anything else. But members of the governing 
party in Parliament refuse to admit that the Act 
is a failure ; hence the value of Mr. Samuelson'J 

fropoaal for a Committee to decide whether it ia a 
ailure or not. Hence, too, the appropriate oesa of 
Mr. Henry Clark's resolution, passed by the mem- 
bers of the Olub through his admirable persistence, 
although, on account of the ruling of the Chair- 
man, it was not put till after the formal meeting 
had been dissolved. Hut Mr. Sam uelson'e proposed 
1 Inquiry, if granted, will not be limited to the opr 
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rati no of the Agricultural Holdings Act; it 
embrace the condition of agricultural * 
generatl y, and thus will take evidence upon various 
subjects at "constant complaining amongst tenant- 
farmers, It ia moat important that the Committee 
hiiuiikl be granted, and it ia well that the members 
of the Club present at the meeting on Monday 
passed Mr. Clark's resolution. It would have been 
still better if the Ohairman bad taken the sense of 
the meeting aa to whether the resolution should be 
put in a formal manner from the chair. It is not 
usual fur the Club to paw resolutions, and it is not 
desirable, at a ruin, that resolutions should be pro- 
posed unless notice of them has previously been 
/,'iren ; but in a serious agricultural crisis like the 
present we should not stand on trifling considera- 
tions of precedent or formality. Indeed, in these 
stirring Units, it is a question which the Commit- 
tee of the Club may fairly be asked to consider, 
whether resolutions may not be proposed byreaders 
of papers if they are published beforehand. On 
nisuy subjects dealt with by the Club resolutions 
would be inappropriate, but on others they are 
V'-tt much to toe purpose, and might be of use. 
-'ut resolutions alone are not enough, unless the 
fsraicra who pass them make known their deter- 
mination to support such declarations by their votes 
at the Parliamentary elections. 



The Directors of the Scottish Chamber of 
Agriculture have taken a course which we have 
Ionic Srgued that some agricultural bod/ in this 
put of the kingdom should take. They have 
issued an address to the constituencies, setting 
furto in striking language some of the evils caused 
by existing laws relating to land and agriculture, 
and appealing to voters to use their political 
power to get these injurious laws repealed or 
reformed, as each case may require. We trust 
that this admirable address will be circulated 
widely amongst English as well as Scotch con- 
s-'.itueunea, and with a view to extending its 
circulation we inform our readers that the 
Moiphlet can be obtained of Messrs. Seton and 
Mackenzie, of Edinburgh, for three-half penes, 
post-free. It would bo well if it could be read, 
not only by everyone connected with agriculture, 
but by every voter in the United Kingdom, and 
kb can promise everyone who sends for it a great 
deal more than the value of the small sum which 
Hwill cost The injustice and mischief of Hypo- 
thec and Distress are very strikingly described, 
■od we venture to affirm that there are few Eng- 
lishmen who may not learn much that they did 
not know before about the details of the Scotch 
law. This portion of the pamphlet may be 
especially commended to the attention of the 
members of the English Central Chamber, wfau 
have recently passed a half-hearted and worse 
than useless resolution in relation to the Law of 
IHstreas, The Game Laws, the absence of security 
fir tenants' improvements, the Law of Entail, and 
""mo peculiar and exceedingly oppressive privi- 
Hres of Scotch landlords are also dealt with in the 
address. Nest, the evils to landlords, tenants, and 
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, of such unfair and unwise restrictions 
upon agricultural progress as the laws referred to 
are shown to be are forcibly described, and the 
urgency of removing all such shackles from the 
cultivators of the soil at this period of serious 
: depression is earnestly pleaded. 

But the Directors of the Scottish Chamber have 
not been content to send out a bin.nk cartridge, as 
agricultural bodies on thisside of the Tweed are 
accustomed to do. Ou the contrary, they have 
well rammed in a very effective charge of shirt. 
That is to say, they have not only shown clearly 
what is wrong with the condition of agriculture, 
but they have also pointed out the way by which 
it may be remedied, and urged farmers and other 
voters to take advantage of the means so clearly 
in their power to use. Their advice is so well put 
that we make no apology for quoting the portion 
of it which is addressed especially to farmers t — 

" What, then, are the Scotch constituencies to 
do P They have already sent to Parliament repre- 
sentatives pledged to give their votes, aud who, 
in the last division on the subject, have given their 
votes, for the total abolition of Agricultural 
Hypothec, in the proportion of thirty-eight against 
three. Aud this odious law has been rivetted on 
Scotland by the apathy or resistance of successive 
Governments, ajraint this overwhelming pre- 
ponderance of opinion in the country which the 
law oppresses. The case is one of flagrant wrong 
and affront to the Scotch constituences. It is, 
therefore, uo longer sulficient to pledge Parlia- 
mentary candidates to give their individual votes 
for the abolition of this law. The time has come 
when they must be required to undertake that 
they shall withhold support from any Government 
which shall continue to overbear the voice of the 
consii'uencies in this matter, or refuse to deal 
justly and effectively with other land grievances. 
If that course be followed with resolution and 
union, no Government will venture longer to trifle 
with these urgent questions. The abolition of 
Agricultural Hypothec should be total and imme- 
diate. To postpone its repeal till the eud of each 
lease would deprive the measure of a great part 
of its beneficial action. It would leave traders in 
great uncertainty, aud the fear of Hypothec would 
continue to affect the credit of farmers for many 

" Tenant-farmers have hitherto bad plenty of 
fair promises at the hustings, but no performances 
ia the House. Their interests have been woefully 
neglected, and themselves treated with indifference 
as soon as they have polled. The law bristles 
with rules and provisions specially contrived, in the 
landlord's fancied interest, to their injury and de- 
gradation. Manufacturers and ccnimwicial men 
have, by resolute effort, obtained their release 
from every law that was detrimental to their in- 
dustry. Artisans aud other workmen, long before 
they obtained the franchise, effected their deli- 
verance froai the laws which hindered their 
industrial freedom. Let the farmers profit by the 
lesson, aud imitate the example. They have the 
political power of the counties in their hands. 
They have onlv to will their freedom resolutely and 
it is secure. These are no times for half measures. 
Let them select men to represent them whose 
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sympathies are with them, who have their true 
interests at heart, and who possess an intelligent 
practical knowledge of their real grievance* ; and 
Jet them vote in sol id ranks against every candl- 
■ilsrtu of whose thorough earnestness to redress these 
grievances tliey are not fully assured." 

This is the kind of political action that is 
required in England and Scotland alike, and we 
should rejoice to see some Agricultural association 
formed here to co-operate with the Scottish 
Chamber. We hope and believe that the action of 
the Directors will not end with the issuing of 
their address, bat that they will «rgani» a local 
committee in every agricultural constituency in 
Scotland to work with them.

tanner who dare farm hia owner's land aa he wonld do were 
the lend hi* owe, let the terma of hi* agreement ba ever to 
liberal, and I here repeat that opinion, 

Tbeu restrictive oovenenta are a great miiUke,and have 
arisen from a belief that o»r-pmdnction means deterioration 
of soil. This is a mistake and a fallacy which a roller know- 
ledge of otrdtitation and its proceeds ooght lo have scattered 
to the wind* long ago, and il ha* been the urns of thousand* 
of loea of foreign produce being imported which ought lo have 
been grown at home. 

Next upon my list cornea the unfair incidence of local tui- 
tion. I maintain that local taxes sre levied upon agricultural 
land aa they are levied upon no other manufacturing concern 
ha the kingdom. Not only are the farmer's house and build- 
ing* a***need for local tales, but hia raw material, the land is 
also assessed, wbieh ia a monitrona injustice. Why should 
not the raw material of all other man ufae Wring concert* be 
assessed, or the land relieved from paying local tare, ? The 
farmer's house, baildingt, and machinery should only ba 
saeessed aa other manufactories are treated. I have only this 
to aay of tha property and income lei, that it i* the beat 
attempt I know of in practice to oateh evenly all who are able 
to pay. Tha suae cannot he said of tithes, which are wholly 
levied npon land. I question whether any other industry

There appears to be no end to the 
depth of the mould ; it is very pliable and light ; it doei 
HOI require draining ; water never stands on it. I can 
plough three acrea * daj with two burses. I and my 
aooa do most of tbe work. 
Labour at ordinary tin 
with board. At harvest 
Tbeae are the usual terms. 

One man can do a* much as three in England, on ac- 
count of the use they make of machinery- We do not 
eut peas with a scythe, bat bone-rake them into lumps 
before they are dead ripe, by which mesne we can get 
together ten acres in ail hours. 

A woman often drives a reaping-machine, and will cut 
ten acres of wheat a day, and four men will bind it. 

The lani ia dressed by sowing clover ; 12). worth of 
cloveraeed to ten acres will be sufficient dressing to pro- 
duce thirty bushels of wheat to the acre when it ia 
plough ad-in. Clover grows with certainty, and it 
flourishes so abundantly that it smothers and kills all 
we ■dj and other plants.

Cattle are railed very inexpensively. It has been 
proved many times that a calf can be bonght and raised 
to four years old, and fattened fit for the market, Tor £3, 
ur 4 dollars per year. 

They do well on prairie grass and prairie hay, but do 
not get fat until turned into the maize. Tbe hay can be 
bought at Gi. per ton. The prairie is public ground— the 
property of " Uucle Sam." 

When asked if he thought the Americans would con- 
tinue to sen! cattle to England, my friend exclaimed : 
God bless yon, yes I We are just getting ready far it. 
We find that pays better than corn, and shall flood your 
markets. My opinion is that we shall loie money at 
corn-growing at present prices, which are from 3s. 21. to 
3a. 4d- per bushel. We are satisfied with 4s. per bushel, 
But there it no sale at present prices, as ill the store* are 
full of corn. Eaglaud is our only market ; we shall con- 
tinue to send supplies aa long as yonr ports are open at 
the best pricea we can get. We can do nothing else. 
We have all got our farma, and we muat find a market far 
oar produce Bad live according to tbe times. 

I hare known aa much as GO bushels of wheat per acre 
grown in my district, but the average for the whole of the 
United States ia about IS bushels. Wheat grows best in 
the shade, under apple and other trees. Many people, io 
clearing the land, cut the bark off the trees, which kills 
them, and they leave them standing and grow good crops 
under their shade.

Sib,— Hay I aak if yon will permit me to eay thai, 
having had a communication from the proprietors of the 
A'ontuci Mercury aa to the use or carboliwd oil for 
e«ea after lambing, I have addressed the following 
letter to the editor of that paper, which will, I believe, 
appear in nut Saturday's issue. I think it may interest 
your readers to know that the proprietors of the Norwich 
Mnciuy contemplate reprinting many letters which 
have appeared an the subject of the mixture, aod which 
letters cannot fail to be interesting and useful to uock- 
naiters, if I may judge from the great number of 
inquiries I receive respecting the carbolixod oil. The 
letter to which I refer ia ee follows : — 

"I am glad to learn you propose reprinting the 
letters which have appeared in the Noncieh tfcreunj und 
other papers respecting the use of caibulued oil for 



ewe* after lambing. You will deserve the thanks of fl>ck- 
mastera generally in recalling their attention to a remedy 
for straining after lambing, which ii calculated, if properly 
prepared and carefully used, to save the lives of m.iny 
owe* that would otherwise probably die from tbat dis- 
tressing and hitherto generally fatal disease, 

" I receive numerona letters from fiockmealeri in this 
country, aa well aa from Ireland, testifying to the good 
effect of the mixture. I have also had letters from a 
Tew persona who have not been so successful iu it* use ; 
but on inquiry I have invariably elicited the fact t l*t tbe 
carbolic acid was of doubtful quality end parity, and had 
been moat imperfectly mixed with the oil, and conse- 
quently it ia more than probable that tome of the acid 
had become, aa it were, separated from the oil, and had 
thus been frequently used in its natural ilreagth. 

" Phis would undoubtedly canse great pain to the poor 
animal to which it was applied, and instead of the strain- 
ing being relieved it would most likely be increased, and 
probably the ewe .would die. This does not, however, 
prove that the remedy ia not all that has been said in 
ila favour, simply because persons for the sake of cheap- 
ness will buy an impure acid and mil it with the oil in 
a ' rough and ready ' kind of way, rather than have the 
mixture prepared by a careful and painstaking chemist, 
who would be sure to do it properly, at a slightly in- 

" In the spring of last year an old fiockmaaler wrote 
a letter to one of the agricultural papera aud ventured 
the opiuion that even it the application of the cnrbolixed 
oil ehould save the life of a ewe affected with straining 
after lambing, tbe action of the acid would hare such a 
hardening effect on the month of tbe uterus a* lo prevent 
the one ever breeding another limb. I was then unable, 
from want of experience on this point, to contradict tbe 
theory; but I specially called tbe Melton shepherd's 
attention to the matter, and requested him to mark the 
three ewea which were so seriously affected with straining 
after lambing but year, which ewea formed the test 
cases I had to deal with, and the particular* of which 
wera given in nay letter of the 6th Mareli last, and 
printed in your own and many other papera. 

" I may observe that the three cases referred to com- 
prized a shearling and two three-shear ewes. They all 
took the rant early iu the autumn of laat year, and not 
one of them turned to the ram, and each owe has pro- 
duced two very fine, strong, aod healthy lambs, which I 
venture to think fully disposes of the question raised aa 
to the carboliwd oil affecting the future breeding power 

" Nor, having tbia year, ao far, had a single case 
of straining among the Morton ewe* which have 
lambed up to this time, I have been unable to further teat 
the mixture in an extreme case ; but it is very possible 
that the immunity from the diacnae may have arisen from 
the foot that the shepherd has always applied the car- 
bolized oil whenever he thought tbe labour was a difficult 
one, and iu almost every case he ha* slightly dressed the 
exterior of the vagina and a> short distance along iu 
passage with the mixture."

Our Canadian Correspondent writes under dste of Feb. 
17 lb : — It ii impossible to imagine a more ludicrous posi- 
tion than (bat which certain entities in this onsrter, who 
hare been at the bottom of the bo cub statements circulated 
for the last 18 mouths in England respecting alleged 
exportationa of " Canadian" cattle, are now pilloried in 
tbroogh the atop page of the American supply if beeves 
rwog to the action of the Canadian Privy Council.

the Canadian trade — ia at a stand-still for the present, 
. . . The English Privy Council, nrged on by tbe 
agricultural interests, are considering the advisability of 
scheduling the United States ae an infected country 
Should they not do so, however, the Canadian Govern 
ment will have to undo at once what Ihev have done, ii 
prohibiting lor three mouths the importation uf Americai

If thia is not done the effect will be, or coarse, to 
all the trade to the United States daring that 
period I" This ia a truly extraordinary avowal, especi- 
ally seeing that Ontario has £50,000 cattle waiting for 
export. Bnt further, the Gloha aayi :— " The Order ia 
Council passed at Ottawa last Saturday declares that tbe 
" nportation of live Canadian cattle into England will he 
permitted to continue." Dealers in Toronto took on 
thia permission as a mockery. At present Canadian 
cattle cannot be " shipped to tbe English market, witb 
the faintest prospect of realising a profit. Indeed, 
Toronto dealers say they eonld not make any profit if 
they could get the animals free of cost Two moatbs 
hence the east) will be different, an by that time the 
farmers (?) will have been able to fatten their stock. 
Even in the eaae of heavy eattle tbe margin over cost 
nd freight it not great. And when it is considered that 
shippers have to pay freight on the number or cattle,

cattle I Tbe report current yesterday that the Toronto 
Export Company were making up a cargo of Canadian- 
bred cattle for shipment to England ia incorrect. No 
ch project was ever con t em plated." I can easily 
credit that. 

The farmers of France ere bestirring theroaelvei with 
ie view of inducing the Legislature to relieve agriculture 
from its present depression by auguieaiing the dues im- 
posed on imported agricultural products, these does being 
in their opinion ao insigni Meant as to approach free entry ; 
and by applying the ftanda so obtained to the diminution 
of the tax on landed property. The Customs Gosaiaisrion 
received tbe delegate* of the Society of French Agricalto- 
rials on two days recently at the Bjuibon Pa, -ee. 
Tbe drlegatea suggested that the Customs regime, which 
will shortly occupy the attention of the Chambers, should 

. tablithed on thia double baaie — Equality between 
agriculture and other industries ; and commercial reci- 
procity. Tbe Eta societies of the Seine-IuKrienre having 
coalesced with the central society of thst department, 
have declared a permanent sitting, and hare taken the 
title of Reunion of the Agricultural Societies of the Seine- 
Inferieure. Adopting conclusions similar in scope to 
those above named, they differ in proposing that the fundi 
obtained by increased protection should be devoted tc 
lightening the taxes on sugar and on beverages.

■pits, which we call foot -and- month dieaate ; and we 
bin iin« read in a Chicago paper, tha America* tflaek- 
•«», (bat it ii uid " a pig which hit once paaeed through 
the Chicago stoek-yard never hat iflerwardia sound hoof." 
Swine are very meceplible to thii diieaie, Bed we are not 
fire that any form of contagiosa foot-rot bit ever been 
proud to affect the pis;. Therefore, if the i bo vo statement 
ii correct, onr American friendtmiy hue more contagion* 
dilates of i n i oi ill than they wot of. Indeed, we are in- 
clined to think that very little attention hai been paid to 
tbe matter there, and, practically, no notice taken of cattle 
diieuei; and from prints information we hare received 
it ippean that many of the disclaimer! which have 
tnpeared in the tram- Atlantic preae respecting the 
nistenee of pienro-pncamonia in the Stetee, hare pro- 
ceeded from a genuine belief that it waa confined to towna 
in the Eastern State*, noo -contagion*, and therefore a 
different thing altogether from the coutagious pleuro- 
pneumonia of Europe. Certainly we ahall be glad to 
interpret ranch that hat been laid and written in that 
light. Bat now that the truth hit been mide known, it 
is quite ' unworthy tbe American joarnala to impute 
net nnly a want of knowledge bnt n lack of common 
bonetty of purpose to onr official* here who decided that 
tbe distued cattle tx Ontario were actually affected with 
tbe contagions plenro- pneumonia of Europe, for example, 
we read in one of them, that the cattle ex Ontario were 
suffering from "ordinary pleoro -pneumonia canted by 
upotare," and that the leaiilt would have been different 
had the GoTernment Inipeelori been unbiassed by wholly 
pnendleti suspicions! 'Ihie ia not only in bad taste bat 
it it bed judgment, for the vtteriniriani who decided the 
natter mut not only ha held to be fully competent, bnt 
■In abate the suspicion of unworthy molives in the Her- 
ein of their profcetiontl dotiet. So far indeed from being 
luiiom to find eontagiona pleoro- pneumonia ia trant- 
Allaniie cattle, onr antboritiet bad made no preparation 
white™ for it* reception, and had to outrage both the 
letter and the apirit of the Foreign An i mill Order, and of 
the Contagioni Diaeaeee (Animali) Act itielf. Our 
American fricnoe hare much to learn on the subject of 
contagioni cattle diteaaea, and we liucerely hope tbtt 
their ultimate eiperienee* of them mij not equal our own, 
but it i* won* than useless to deny the eiiitcnce of 
disessee which may be found to bare tapped the very 
'italt of their cattle producing ioduitry before they were 
uieeofered. If plcnro-pneumonia and foot-end- month 
dueue, or cither of tbim, hire apraad, unsuspected and 
ludiacoTered, to the breeding grounds of the west— where

cattle, &e." 

In other words the Glabt has the simplicity to beliere 
thet while the English Privy Council tbnt out American 
living beeves, lent from the States direct, they will allow 
Toronto oiportcra to bring in ni many ai they can get 
hold of in the character of " American cattle," pinto- 
mimically hocus-pocused into " Canadian" cattle by tbe 
process nf limply chipping them from Montreal and 
Quebec. A very wild supposition thi*. Betides, why 
do the " Cinadian" exporter! want to be scouring the 
Western plains for export cattle at the imminent ritk of 
introducing disease into Canada (aud Britain), when they 
have now in stalls (vide Tines' Ottawa correspondent) 
in " Ontario," 200,000 bead fattening op fo John Bull 'i 
gourmand stomach ? If they sent a ship a day it would 
take them a year or two to clear off that immense army 
oF btevet. However, ae I have before fully eiplained, 
the "Cinadian'* trade boiled down resolves itielf into 
that magic tram formal ion of "American" into " Cana- 
dian" beasts, effected through their purchase aod ship- 
ment by Canadian uporten.

The annual show of the Northumberland Agricultural 
Society takes place thil year at Berwick-on-Tweed, on 
Thursday the 24th of Jnly. The last (how of the North- 
umberland Society at Berwick, in 1876, was one of the 
beat the Society hsa held, including many of the leading 
prize animele of England and Scotland. 

The use of maize as food for horses has been tried in 
virions ways,and the result has been tolerably uniform ; it 
answers better for slow work than for fast work, 'the 
West Division Street Bail way Company of Chicago which 
works constantly some 2,000 head of horses, after care- 
fully experimenting npon various kinds of food, hare 
adopted a mixed ration of maize and oata ground, and 
■ted with cut hay, slightly wetted, In winter the 
proporiionof corn and oats are two- thirds in bulk of corn- 
meal to one-third in bolt of ground oata > but, aa warm 
weather approaches, the propartiani are gradaally changed, 
until, through hot the months, they are exactly revereed,and 
then, again, changes npon the advent of winter. In 
Austria the use of maize hit not been successful. The 
Miuister of War tried the experiment on 5,200 horse*, 
of which four-fifths were taken from the cavalry and the 



remainder from the srtillery and train, the anhasls uc";( 
fed parti*- on maize for six months. Professor Bruek- 
uiuller, who conducted the experiment, reports that tie 
horses aa a rule took easily to the new diet, and, digested 
it very well, even when it eras given dry and whole. Ths 
hsrses increased in weight, and their eoata frottoshinr, 
but they seemed to losa in vigour as compared with those 
fed npon oats. This was especially noticeable in their 
faat paces, and it was also remarked that they sweated 
ranch more profusely. In the southern provinces of the 
Anatro- Hungarian empire, tha animals fed on maize dial 
better than those in the northern part, end this harmonizes 
with the known met that tte heavy draught horses nasi 
upon the farms in the scnth of Hungary and Croatisdo 
very wail npon this food. Professor Brochmuller states 
that tha Vienna Tramways Uompsiry, which haa nude 
similar experimenta npon its horses, found that the sav- 
ing in the east of food did not compensate for the Ices of 
power and speed : and hia conclusion ia that maize can 
only be used to advantage fnr horses that are not required 
to move ont of a walking pace. In France similar ex- 
periment! have been made with similar recoils. Accord- 
ing to report* sent iu by French army officer! to the 
Goremment, itbas been found that in whatever propor- 
tion maize be substituted for oata, losa of muscle and 



War ha* directed this system to be discontinued. The 
Pari* cabmen, too, are nnanimoas iu their condemnation 
of maiae, as may readily be understood, for cab bnrses 
cannot usually spare much energy, Tha London 
Omnibus Company and tha Manchester Carriage Com. 
puj have tried the rue of maize, but we are not aware 
of the actual result. From all the testimony that brought 
to bear on the subject, it would appear that the use of s 
proportion of maize in the food of agricultural horses, 
especislly in the winter time, would be Monomial and 
advantageous. In connection with thi* subject aa read 
that in K oasis, according to the LandairtAiekafttieii 
Pra$t, cakes consisting of SO to 40 per cent, of oats, SO 
to SO or peas, 10 tn 20 barley, IS to 20 linseed meal, 
and 1 to 6 per cent, of salt, three-and-a-half inches ia 
diameter, and three-quarter* of an inch in thickness, are 
used for the cavalry ,*ud are strongly recommended for that 
purpose on aoeonnt of their portability and their keeping 
properties. Thee* biscuit* hare to be soaked in warm 
water before being used, which ia a difficulty and tn 
objection for army purposes. But cake* of this sort 
would be a very netful and convenient form in whirl lo 
take horse food on journey* in the country, where* 
good feed of enrn cannot always he depended on. 

The Government of the United Stale* ha* decided lo 
continue the prohibition again it the importation of 
British cattle, on account of the " existence of Pleuro- 
pneumonia in England." Quite right.

Admitting that free 
irsde in wheat ma from 1380 to 1876 beneficial 
to producer and eon turner alike, he remarka 
that the new condition of the trade brought 
■boat since the latter dale by the immense 
import! from America justifies fanner a in 
attempting to fii heavier due* on wheat than thow or the 
projected tariff, which are 60c. per quintal on wheat, and 
If. 20t on flour. Again, if farmers turn their attention 
from corii- producing to cattle retiring, this traniforma- 
lion require* time and capital; and while the present 
eiisii ia oufavoarable to such effort, the import* of cattle 
increase, while unitary manure* may at any time curtail 
the export*. Under *ucb circumituaeee it is not 
astonishing that they ihould propose a duty of 10 per 
rent, in cattle. 

On the other tide of the question the agricultural 
wcietie* of Giroode have issued a manifeato letting forth 
that none of tba products of the anil are protected ; that 
the winea of Spain and Italy era admitted at a duty

86.— The Toranto Telegram announce* that the Domi 
Government (which must be carefully diitingniahed from 
the Ontario Provincial Administration) will immediately 
call in all outside emigration agents, aud pot the useless 
and extravagant London ofliee on a new and no donbt 
more economical footing. The subject of emigration ia of 
immense importance both to England and the Colonies ; 
hut in England it* importance has never been 
adequately appreciated ; hence every idle ex eaihtdnt 
aaaertion by interested person* bei long been accepted 
without investigation ; great industries have been deranged, 
and thousands of people doomed to suffering and 
disappointment. I hope next week to offer some 
remark! ou the action of the Dominion Government 
above noticed. At present I will merely say that tbe 
policy of Sir John Macdonald and hie colleague* will, I 
believe, be the entire opposite of the immigration vagaries 
of the late administration, and eminently aitisfactory to 
both the Canadian and English people. Tbe halcyon 
days of the professional immigration promoter! here are 
gone Tor good. They have made hay in gloriona style, 
while the Mackenzie aun shone, bnt that luminary has 
gone below the horizon, and common sense— to say 
nothing of common honesty — in immigration mattera will 
be the fdVe or the new restate. Tbe Farmer*' Clnb of 
South Ontario have been in session at Oshawu over their 
various ailments. The proceeding! were somewhat 
amusingly " miied." The general feeling seemed to be 
that tba Canadian agriculturist ia in poor case, and badly 
want! something dona for him. But few speakers seemed 
in harmony ou the nature of the prescription. Soma 
thought protection was tba true sovereign restorer, others 
could not sea their way to that specific. A good deal of 
time waa consumed over tbe old conundrum, " Who pay* 
protective duties, the consumer or the exporter?" But 
the solution of the problem waa left en demi-jovr. What 
the Canadian farmer thinks of the great cattle eiport 
business, which certain cute entities here would have 
people — eapecielly on your tide of the water — believe 
is a matter in which he takes special interest, was inciden-

Another 
f*rmer,Mr. Motbertill, remarked :—" We bare > grimace 
in the lire atoch trade. Shipper* of cattle import Amori- 
tan tteer*, and bond Ihem and *ell them in Canada if the; 
can find a market which aniti them. If not, they ma 
them out at the other end to the Eialern Sutra. No 
eooner doei the price rite a cent, or two, than the Ameri- 
can cattle are taken off the trains, and down goea the 
price. Ai for Weatern pork, the hog* arc fed noon the 
undigested part of corn which hat already puied through 
the bodies of cattle 1" The faot is, the fanners here an 
awamped with Jonathan's cheap oatt, com, Sour, pork, 
cattle, and in short, nearly everything except barley. The 
big lumbermen and diatilleri won't hear of protect Ivejdntina, 
as the one clasa want cheap American oala, and the other 
cbeap Indian corn, to make rye (?) whisky and fatten 
cattle, theep, and pigeon their " beautiful twill for the 
Bngliah and Canadian market!. And, amid all this, sundry 
knowing folk here ire trying to persuade people on your 
aide that thitia a great cattle-ei porting country, with 
hundred* of thousands of native beast*, ttall-feeding for 
export. If the farmers hid their will, the British and 
Canadian embargo on American cattle would be continued 
till doomsday. Ihe railwty ocmpaniaa and the cattle 
■peculator* ate, with the shipowners, the real " interests " 
involved. The Grand Trunk manager it now pressing the 
Dominion Government to remind the prohibition-order to 
far a* lbe"We*lern States" are concerned. A partial em 
bargo of that tort it, however, obviously lurrounded with 
many difficult™. Even should the Canadian Government 
admit beeret from the Western State* it is not at all 
probable the Britith authoritiei would run the risk of 
letting them be imported via Canadian portt, merely 
becsnae thay were owned and thipped by Toronto firm*. 
At everybody must ace there is no sufficient proof that the 
disease in the Ontario's cargu began among American 
cattle. The Toronto dealer* attune and say the diseased 
animal* were the " American " one*, but they were not on 
the spot ; and if they had been, in * miied cargo like that 
under notice it woold be mere guess-work to distinguish 
the "nationality " of the respective animals.

The latest pbate or the huainaaa, 
according to tbs Mail, it that the Dominion Government 
hat promised the liraud Trunk official* to ota its influence 
with theEngliih Privy Council tnpeimit the shipment to 
England of Western cattle through Canadian portt, under 
proper precautions br the United State* authorities. It 
most strike your reader* aa extraordinary that the Grand 
Trunk should be to much exerciaed re Weatern cattia 
export*, teeing that Canada should, as things uow eland, 
have a monopoly of theEngliih trade, nnd with " 200,000 
beeves " now feeding in stalls, be able to draw a roaring 
bntinet* (roe from American competition. There is no 
way this enormous number uf native animalt can go from 
Montreal and Quebec whan navigation opens, aave by the 
Grand Trunk, whose reaonroea, indeed, would be severely 



taxed to carry only apart of them. The interests of tin: 
railway therefore cannot tnffer; that is, if the 200 ,WW 
beasts really existed. Consequently the commotion irooDj 
the forwarder*, and the efforts they are making to htr< 
American cattle- from the Wett ei eluded from the Csntdiss 
and Britith embargoes, impels inevitahly to theenndusitm 
that the existence of the aforeuid Canadian beerei it 
known to be one of thole plaaaant Actions which often do 
doty in these quarter* ; and that American nttlt ire 
sooght for so solicitously became they are, in effect, lie 
only *onree of supply worth considering, in an upon 
new, from Canadian porta.

Bye law XVIII. begins thui i— " The Baal summation 
for the College diploma thill be conducted either par- 
tially or wholly bj public nismiaert, Dot connected with 
the College. . . No ttndent cm be allowed to ester 
upon it until entitled to certificate! from the Principal 
of hie good conduct lad regain attendance ^upon the 
fuming operation! end requiaita eooree of lectures, and 
upoa tuch previous examinations, from time to time, at 
the Principal may find it editable to appoint." 

At to the firtt clause of Ihii it ia north while to 
inquire how far the ei ami nations are conducted in 
a-cordaucc with the spirit of thit salutary protitioa. If 
my information it correct, public examinen are appointed 
for one eubject only, and they havo the ditpotition of 
about one-tenth of the markt on which the diploma it 
granted. 

At to the aecond clause, it may tnfflce ti puiut out that 
it ignores the Profetton entirely. Of conrte, under 
inch regulations, it would be utelett to expect to get men 
who were competent to determine the freqnenoy and 
the duration of lectures and eiaminationt on their special 
aulyecti. hat one would halo hoped to find them capable 
of grantiug certificates of attendance upon their reapec- 
tiye council of lecturea.

Sit, — The resolution which the Committee of the 
Royal Agricultural College have patted reepectiug Pro- 
feasor Church it a very significant one, and it should not 
be allowed to peat without public notice. It moat 
clearly implies that the firtt and foremott qualification an 
applicant for one of the College Profeteorthipi should 
possess, it that of being an excellent other — I can think 
of no other word — and that the firtt and foremott of hit 
dutiet will be the maintenance of order in the College. 
Quite tubtidiary to thit disciplinary qualification it that 
of being able to teach the tnbjeet required. So that 
young men who go to Cirencester mutt expect to find 
that discipline it the chief thing to be impressed on them 
there, while the acquirement of a knowledge of tubjectt of 
agricultural importance will be quite a secondary consi- 
deration.

By the way, what tort of men are these students at 
C ire n coster ? from the resolution one would infer that 
they are a wild, turbulent, ill- mannered let of fellows who 
can only be kept under anything like control by the molt 
stringent forma of ditcipline, and that for the enforcement 
of this discipline the presence of all the professors It a title 
qya not. And yet, up to the present time, I had the 
impression that the Cirencester students, taken collec- 
tively, comprised a body of eourteoui well-bred gentlemen, 
comparable for politeness and general good behaviour with 
those of say of our great public schools or colleges.

It it against the natural interest of a landowner to turn 
oat a tenant who punctually payi hit rent, and keepi hit 
farm in good heart. I am very sceptical of "ooofitcu- 
lions'' of that sort. Bat if they happen, the fault it the 
tenant't own. Capiat emptor. Why should the Legis- 
lature be invoked to do for the tenant that which he ctn 
do for himself. This Irish tyitem of reeding farmen with 
the spoon of in Aet of Parliament "libra me not." Rent 
ia lower in England than in either Bcotland or Ireland. 
If the Eoglitb firmer prefer* cheaper land to greater secu- 
rity who it to blame for that ? 

As for whit ire cilled "restrictive covenants," I should 
like to have thit term specifically defined. DoSui tattim 
yemraiibul. Is iny landowner such in us as to object 
to replacing straw and hay by in equivalent in imported 
maanri ? A tenant mutt consume all of these hit quadru- 
ped* require for hit own accommodation. The inrplo* of 
either, unlets told, it comparatively worthies)*- No pro- 
prietor, in the present atite of agricultural science, would 
object to white cropt in succession, if the pith were 
restored to the laud by putting hack the fertilising tub- 
stances abstracted from it- But no man who knowt 
anything: about land .is unaware that when a tenant ia 
onee let into posseasion , It it entirely in hit power to 
strip hit farm io a teaion or two of half its value, and so 
to ruin it thit no farmer will be prevailed upon to much 
at to look at it. T have seen thit ao frequently — I have 
found 10 many owners scandalously robbed by the power 
to ruin a farm, which cultivator* or scheming tenant* have 
acquired by being let into pouesaiou, thit I am not at all 
surprised a necessity should iris* for " rigid covenants." 
Hy mental equilibrium ia not uptet by all the cant about 
hard-hearted landlord!. How many of thete are widow*, 
orphans, poor penoni, peraont poorer thin their tenants, 
whose all it deatroyed — rugg'd and riven out of the land 

by " liberal covenant*." When " a d d good-natured 

friend " expressed hit surprise that a certain 
Billy Whittaker, being drowned in debt, could 
sleep in bit bed for thinking of hit creditors, he 
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answered, " I am more snrpri'ed tbat mj creditors can 
aleep iu lAtirbrAt." Jeremy Btnthui remarked that 
nubodv lyiopalhised with the nun to whom man?; ws* 
due— pity w*» reserved only for the nun who dido't pay 
bli debt*. Qalta cavailfidemsteptcadenda. Tbie con- 
stant hawking at Inod-owoer* may instigate in avrar:aa 
spirit dangerons to the good order or society, and iu the 
view of household suffrage in the boroujihs, nod ill exten- 
sion Dot only to the eounlie* hot to Ireland end Hants 
Ku]», it may induce * state of public opinion among tlie 
newly enfranchised mssjei, of which respectable and re- 
snonuble tenant* may be the Qr»t to bear the consequence*. 
History has Dot forgotten the aeigueurie* of Now York 
State that manhood suffrage, and agrerianitm at hut 
wreflad entirely from their owner* by mob violence and 
daring defiance, of the law. Once tamper with the

By 
all mean* reitore to the habit* of societv the old feudal and 
copyhold tenures which made the holding of the anil ai 
perpetual and hereditary aa the proprietorship, reviving 
the ancient relation* of dominm ulih and dominui 
directum. I am persuaded that it ia for the permanent 
interest of agriculture, tiller, and owner. Hold Dp to 
aocial narration the man wbo really take* advantage of 
the simplicity and workfulneaa of the tenant by extending 
the occupied who faithfully observe* all the covenant* of 
hi* lea** aud generously improve* hi* farm merely because 
be ha* failed to take the precaution of aecuring himself 
again* t eviction. I advisedly *ay T*atly, because I am 
persuaded that many caaea or alleged budtliip are the 
mere clamour of bad tenant* ejected for only too good 
cauae. A* for liberal covenants, the Human* had an agra- 
rian officer who decided all queition* of boundarj.marchei, 
and culture. In the public interest 1 would have it de- 
clared a* a radical principle of public law aud national 
policy that the mi*culture of the aoil of the country was 
an offence against the State. I would sweap away all 
covenant* aa to caltnre and place the whole process sf 
tillage under official »upervi*ioo, a provi»ion for which 
owneiaea a claaa would he molt thankful, aud which 
would relieve the tenant* of anliqaated and irksome re- 
strictions. As for the law* of hypothec and distress, of

Sir,— In all commnnities of men there are >ome who, 
under the guise of devotion to the interest* of truth, 
regardless of sects or parties, contrive to veil either their 
ovn bitterness of soul, or sinister and unworthy motive*.

self; and, iu decrying it, thinks that he explain* hi* 
own shortcoming*. I would rather accept thia interpre- 
tation of the tone of hi* letter than the other— that he 
haa unpatriotic or personal interest* to nerve.

t bare no interests of aiy kind to serve, bat I knew 
something about Canadian matter* ; and I think it i* a 
great mistake, on eve 1 ? ground, to decry Canada without 
rhyme or reason, which seem* to be the cue ever present 
in your correspondent's mini. Evenauppoii ng every sllegi- 
t'nn contained in jour correspondent's letter of February 
1 7th, and again of March 3rd, were strictly true— which 
I shall quickly *how they are not — wbatgood ean come of 
such a puttuo colouring a* he ha* given to them ? The 
Canadian Government think, and in my opinion rightly, 
tbat no country in the world ha* greater advantage* to 
offer to the immigrant, and especially toe sgricoltunl 
immigrant. Be that a* it may, if Canadian enterprise 
ha* brought cheap animal food to thia country in a time 
of great depression and distrew, it i* entitled to some 
credit on the one hand, whiUt on tba other, it ha* cer- 
tainly not damaged Britah firming interest* in a greater 
degree than the Slate*. It is the evident anima* — the 
wish to depreciate Canada and it* capabilities, and the 
attempt to do *o npon anything bnt sufficient data, to 
which I object in' your correspondent'* letter*. Fur 
instance, in hi* letter of February 17th he says :— " The 
chief of tbe dealers who hold the cattle eiport trade in 
their hand* iu Canada are Americans by birth, domiciled 
in Toronto." Now, I am told that there ia not one 
native-born Statea man now engiged in the Canadian ei- 
port oattle trade; but that the majority are Englith- 
born. Perhaps your correspondent will favour us in hit 
next letter with tbe name* of a few of the nnsiae 
Yankee* to whom he refer* a* " the chief of tbe dealer*" 
at Toronto. Again, in hi* letter or the aame date yonr 
eirmpondent say* he estimates Cicada's cspabililie. for 
supplying this country with fat cattle at only 6,000 bead 
per annum ; a statement which places him on the horn* 
of a dilemma, for it proceeds either from grots ignonore, 
or a wilful intention to deceive. Fuither, he calls tbe 
statistics officially given for 1878, vi*., 32,115 brad of 
cattle and 62,461 sheep, a* the number exported to tin 
country lrom Canada, an " absurd eihibit." Well, let ai 
see aj to that. Tour correspondent in Canada indole** 
in strong language ; bnt ha ha* that supreme contempt 
for facts and figure* which yonr intense lovers of truth 
10 often exhibit. Let us test him with a few. Accord- 
ing to the cenaua of 1871, which I hope even your 
i or respondent will admit to be authentic, there were in 
the four provinces of Ontario, Quebec. Nova Scotia, sml 
Niw Bmmwiek, in that year 1 ,251,209 milch cows, and 
1,233,44ft other horned cattle. These figure* yielded in 
average of 32 milk cow* to 100 of the population ia 
Outario ; and nn dunbt the avenge would be about the 
same for the other province* ; whilst to the State* it wu 
only 2? per LOO of population. Sheep presented a 
si nilar disparity in favour of Canada. Let n* carry 
theae figures a little further. Milch cows are presumably 
— subject to your corre* poo dent'* correction —breeding 
eattle ; and, therefore, it is not an unfair eiliinitc that 
1,000,000 calve* were bora in the Dominion in 1871.

On March 13th a deputation from tbe He-i-iau 
Hon* Exhibition Committee and the Council of the Royil 
Agricultural Society of England waited upon the Church 
Estal cs Committee of the EcclesiastiealCommiaaioners, for 
the purpose of urging the immediate completion of Bran- 
deebury-roed, Kilhurn, close to the site of the Exhibition. 
The deputation included Lord Richard Groevenor, M.P., 
Lord Horeton, Lord Reay, Hon. W. Egerton, MR, Sir 
Brandreth Gibba, Mr. Alderman Staples, Mr. T. Aveling, 
Mr. H. Aylmer, Mr. Walter Gilbey, Mr. Charlet Hsmbro, 
Mr. It. Russell, Mr. G. M. AUeuuer, Mr. J. Webb, Pro- 
fessor Simonds, and Mr. H. M. Jenkins (Secretary of the 
Royal Agricultural Society). 

Lord RicniiD Gbostfsos, in introducing the deputa- 
tion, pointed out that the Ecclesiastical Commissioners 
■must make the portion of the road not yet completed in 
the course of a very few years, and if they completed the 
road at once it would advertise their property dnnng the 
period of the Exhibition. He regretted that neither the 
Society nor tbe Mansion House Committee had any fund 
from which they could subscribe towards the making of 
tha road, and the inhabitants of Kilbnrn had expressed 
themselves aa unwilling to contribute towarda the payment 
for it- He trusted that the Commissioners wonld see their 
way clear to doing at once what it was obvious they in- 
tended to do eventually, as they were a public body, and 
that their object was to promote the public good. 

Mr. Alderman SlaPLM explained the desirability of 
the road being made bob* to enable people who visited the 



Exhibit ion to return through Kilbnrn, which wss a shorter 
route than any that Was at present available to 
thfin. Tbe inhabitants at Kilbnrn at present fell (hat 
the Inhibition, althnugh in their midst, wonld not beselii 
then), as in consequence of then being no direct raid 
from it to the heart of their district the viaitora to tbe 
Exhibition wonld not paas through Kilbnrn either ii 
going or returning. He wia desired by the Lord Mijoi 
to express bit regret that the having to preside over a 
meeting of the Common Council ot the City prevented 
bis heading tha deputation, which ha otherwise would 
have been glad to do ; bnt he had requested him (Mr. 
Alderman Staples) to ssy that aa the food supply of the 
people was at the present moment a matter or the greatest 
public importance, be felt sure that sny effort to cheapen 
it and to bring the means of increasing it before lb' 
public would command the sympathy and the support of 
tbe Ecclesiastical Commissioner*. 

In reply to a question as to the distance which would 
be saved by making this road, 

Piorisson Siudndi stated that it would save folly 
three -quarters of ■ mile or morn, and that thn pipes wen 
already laid down along the entlra length of the Bros- 
des bury- road which was still Incomplete, six., not more 
than one-quarter of a mile. 
Iu reply to further questions, 

The Sicketibt or the Society (Mr. Jenkins) stsled 
that the present access to Salisbury-road from tha Carltoa- 
road was over • very steep railway bridge, which iu 
difficult for heavy traffic, that from the Salisbury -rosd it 
was a considerable distance to any church in conteqnenc* 
of the Brondeaeury-roid (in which a church had beta 
built) being still incomplete, and that these causes com- 
bined to prevent people from taking plot* of laud for 
building purposes adjoining the Salisbury-road. lis 
added, with regard to the equivalent which tbt Kccleii- 
astieal Commissioners would obtain from tbe outlay 
which they were naked to mike iu connection with tar 
Exhibition, that the Royal Agricultural Society had 
already ipent £1,000, and were spending a still larger 
earn, in draining and otherwise improving the property 
belonging to the Commissioners. 

Mr. Charles Hambxo, tbe Hon, W. Egerton, M.P., and 
others having spoken, 

Babl Stanhope, iu reply, stated that the deputation 
had thrown several new lights npon the question. The 
Commissioners were most anxious to overcome the 
imculties which they had seen in the way of aecediagto 
the wishes of the Mansion House Committee and the 
Council of the Royal Agricultural Society. It was quite 
true that st some future time they wonld here to con- 

Slete the Broudesbury and the Victoria- made, but the 
evelopmeut of the district was not so rapid as some 
members of tbe deputation seemed to think, and the 
Commissioners felt that they were scarcely justified in 
spending £2,000 in making 600 yards or road which 
might for many years be un remunerative, aa the object 
of their establishment as a Commission wss to build 
churches and rectories. At the Same time he admitted 
that there was much tu be said from the scleral points of 
view which hsd been urged by the deputation, and that 
ho and hit colleague* would carefully consider the snrii- 
mente that bad been advanced, and In the course of tiro 
or three days make known their decision, whieh be hoped 
wonld be satisfactory to the deputation and thuse whom 
they represented. 
The depntation then withdrew.

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REVIEW OF THE CORN TRADE, 

FROM TUB MARK LANS EXPRESS FOR THE WEEK BSDINO MARCH 24. 



The weather during the past week, until Satur- 
day, was of a bright spring-like character, and the 
country was beginning 1 to look fresh and green ; 
but the sudden return of winter will check vegeta- 
tion. Although the atmosphere haa not been 
entirely free from moisture, the rainfall haa been 
alight and the drying March winds haa given 
sitiafaction to farraera, who have been enabled to 
make steady progress with spring ploughing and 
sowiufr. (Jut-door labour of ever; description has 
been actively carried on, and good work done in 
reducing the arrears, hut a good deal still remains 
to be effected before the operations necessary at 
this seafoo of tbe year can be considered finished. 
A good breadth of beans and peas has been planted, 
tind some wheat ; but it is probable that, aftar tbe 
experience of last year, barley will engross a 
greater share of attention than usual, especially if 
tbe weather continues dry. Autumn-sown wheat 
does not appear to have suffered materially from 
the severity of winter, except upon the cold clays 

in this Midland Counties, where the crop is said to 
h- backward and the plant thin and patchy. A 
returu of wintry weather, attended by snow storms, 
hud again brought agricultural affairs to a stand- 
still in Scotlard, but fortunately tbe milder daya 
at tbe end of tbe week enabled farmers to continue 
the planting of oats. In bean sowing there haa 
been some delay, however, and not much progress 
has been made with early potatoes. What with 
vermin and frost turnips ere said to be nearly 
useless, and tbe pastures, which at this time last 
year were green and full of promising vitality, 
present a bare and starved appearance. But little 
change can be noted in provincial trade, which has 
been tolerably steady, but less active than was the 
case last week, as farmers still manage to find 
time to thrash pretty freely. The offerings of 
home-grown wheat at Mark Lane have been mo- 
di'i-n'-u, and condition has again been tbe weak 
point in the samples. Fiue dry lots have found 
bums at last week's prices, but tbe increased 
strength of tbe trade recently reported has been 
with difficulty maintained ; indeed for the moment, 
the upward tendency of prices appears to have 
received a decide) check. In secondary qualities 
ticre has been little or no business putting, as 
millers, having a good supply of dry foreign to 
select from, have beeu more than over everseto 
holding inferior produce. The weeks imports of 
foreign wheat inlo Londun have ngiiin been 
mol^r>iiP, laal Mmdnyo lists showing an arrival 
of 20,000 qrs., while the subsequent supply up to 
Friday did not exceed 32,000 qrs. The require- 
ments of the country, ou tho other baud, have 
been very light, as millers appear for the present 
to be fairly stocked, or at any rate unwiltin 
follow an advance in prices. Last week's 
pri>vemeot has been lost us far as regards American 
varieties, which can scarcely be wondered at nl 
it s remembered that the visible supptv 
21,000,000 bushels mid the shipment* to the t'i.i

arly 120,000 qrs. Until these enormous figures 
igin to show signs of a material reduction, there 
appears to be little ground for anticipating any 
rally of importance in prices. A leading feature 
of the present season is the unusually low point to 
which maize has fallen, and in spite of such 
prices aa 21s. 6d. to 21s. 9d. per 4801b. ex ship for 
mixed American, there have been no signs of a 
revival demand, as the consumption of this valu- 
able feeding corn u still far below an average. 
Barley has been neglected, as there has beenliltU 
inquiry either for malting ur grinding aorta, and 
oats remain in a depressed condition, notwith- 
standing the moderate supplies and concessions 
which holders are willing to offer. The sales 
of English wheat noted last week were 60,341 qrs., 
at 40s. 8d., against 31,161 qrs., at 4tta. lid. in lbs 
previous year. Tbe London avenges for the week 
ending March 22nd were 40s. lid. on 2,005 qrs, 
The imports into the United Kingdom for the 
week ending March 15th were 814,867 cut. of 
wheat, and 143,007 cwts. of Flour. There was a 
good attendance of millers and country dealers at 
market on Monday but, but, notwithstanding lbs 
moderate imports, business relapsed into quietude, 
and the tendency of prices was slightly in buyers' 
favour. The wheat trade was especially dull, and 
very few sales were made either of English or 
foreign until late in the day, when some retail 
demand sprung up, needy buyers having to satisfy 
their requirements. The week's arrivals of home- 
grown wheat amounted to 3,340 qrs., and, although 
the quality of tbe samples left something to desire, 
the general condition was more salitsfactury. The 
supply fresh up on factors' stands were again light, 
and the previous Monday's currencies were 
repeated for fine lots j but there was very little 
inquiry fur secondary qualities, and sales progressed 
very slowly. Thu total arrivals uf foreign were 
26,072 qrs., of which quantity 15,104 qrs. were 
from Odessa, G,869 qrs. from American Atlantic 
porta, and the remainder from New Zealand. 
Business was mainly confined to the supply of the 
imiui diate requirements of country milters, the 
demand being of a retail character at au occasional 
decline of OJ, to la. per qr. ou American descrip- 
tions, but there was a rather stronger tone apparent 
at the close of tbe market. The exports were 310 
qrs., against 2,01U qrs. in the previous week. The 
supply of barley consisted of 0,1'M qrs. of boma 
grown and 0,200 qrs. of foreign. Very little at- 
tention was given to this article, and, in the 
absence of sales, prices could only be quoted 
nominally uucliunged for both malting and grind- 
ing varieties. Maize, with an arrival of about 
22,000 qrs., was unaltered in value, but, if anything, 
rather steadier. The imports of oala were*33,&i> 
nrs., and the trade ruled very quiet at a decline of 
111. pur qr. on Swedish and Petersburg varieties. 
Ua Wednesday the return showed 280 qrs. of 
Lntflish wheat and 24,700 qrs. of foreign. With 
brilliant weather and n very scanty attendance all 
bi.uichos of thu grain trade at Murk Lane were 
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exceedingly dull, And prices the turn against I 
tellers for whent and spring corn. On Friday tbe 
supply bad increased to 490 qrs. of borne-griwn 
wheat and 31,260 qrs, of foreign. The market 
was again poorly attended, but there was a rather 
better inquiry for wheat at 6d. to Is. per qr. below 
Monday's prices.

THE HYPOTHEC SHAM. 

Under Ike abara heading Mr. W. Goodlet, of Bolsbna, 
write* to the iScoirman .—

Shorthorn breed of cattle, comes ■ paragraph from the 
Banff.hire Jearnal, [a which it ie eUted that Earl Tan - 
kervillc, with that object in view, ie trying the eiperiment 
of eroeiiog Shorthorni with the wild white cattle of 
Chillingbam Park ; the renovating material, Bet Senti- 
ent (P)— which ie inppoecd to be mora nearly related to 
the eitinct Bv printigenitu theo aoj other eiisting breed 
of cattle — being nearer it hind and, preanmibly, more to 
hie lordihip'i teste than floj Anurieaiua, recently alluded 
to iu this oolomo.

Another 
run may make a good dinner if be had a tirloU of beef, 
with vegetable*, and a pint of thtrry.

As to thn question of a general reduction in rent), 
then can now be nn donbt the farmers ars worse litnated 
ahan the; ham been for many year). Hops, wheat, 
wool and Lent corn cheaper than they bin been far 
year*, aod beef and matron much lower, and local tui- 
tion higher, aod School Boards expentive and veietioua. 
The principal argument need by the landowner* seems to 
be that the rent, only amount to 2ft or 3 per cent, on tba 
value or the land, and consequently [hat is ■ lower rale 
of interest thin any other investment bear*. So far 
their argument uppeara good j but is it »o ? Io man; 
casta the land wat bought in at a low price. Some land 
that I know wai bonght at £30 an acre about thirty 
year* ago, and now pays 35a. real, and thi* it not a 
solitary instance.but one tbat ocean to me while writing, 
and icrve* a* an eiample. Perhaps tbs landowners will 
aay that we most allow rent on the present vslne of the 
land ; but, if we do, the 3 per cent, theory fall* to the 
ground, aa there is thn increase in the value of the land 
to add to the rent, and allowing the presc.it value of that 
laud to be £45 an acre, there is a boom of £15 an acre 
to add to the rent, and the owner* must admit that the 
increased value of the land !■ in maoy eaa» aa much 
contributed to by the tenant*' iodustry and capital u it 
hi* by the rise in price of land.

I read in your paper thi* morning and certain]/ agreed 
with the remari thai " it ha* taken a generation to de- 
velop free trade," and we must see that every additional 
mile of IMua -Atlantis railroad and ocean telegraph, and 
every ton of merchant shipping built, still further 
develope* it Free trade may be for the advantage of 
the nation al large, and I believe the cheap loaf has been 
a greit mediator in the late struggle* between capital and 
labour (whether it waa partly the occasion 1 will leave) ;

•omething like ■ nnenimona opinion may ha™ bean formed 
of thie primary requirement to indicate i fife investment 
for capital. There are those who, satisfied with the pre- 
-nut order of tkingt, will point to the law of contract a*d 
that of the land to prorid* a remedy, hot the a*id lawt 
are too much like a cst'i back which can be (tinted both 
ways, the landlord bang from head to tall easy, smooth, 
•nd tat™ factor)-, the tenant* from tail to head, bnt rough 
work hi which the operator cornea off with little aatiafac- 
tion and probably many eeratche*. 

It will be sufficient for ft* to divide all forma ef tenure 
into two divisions ef long and ehort dnration, leases and 
holdings at win, and t* endeavour to show that both of 
these a> tt present constituted are not only unjust bat 
absolutely in a national aenae impolitic. Of the numerous 
writ-em who take up the came of the tenant farmer for 
it* own aake few rank amongst the moderately taaoeeaful 
class who far jeers' haTC depended tolely on such, an occi- 
palion for their lirelibeod, but many from those who taking 
tip model farming at a hobby or a pastime, generally drop 
it after a few yean trial and are loudest in aatertiug their 
indiridoal grier»uee* only when tome net and probably 
impracticable idea ha* prored a failure. The consequence 
is tint very little real feeling ia evoked against toe gene, 
rally accepted tenntof holding. The landlord ii content 
because he ii abnndently eecure ; the tenant !■ **t content 
hut aeei no possible means of bringing about a change for 
the better and seise* on erery " grievance," eTery straw, 
that noete within reach on which to rest a hope of better 
treatment. 

A choice of tenni, whether the holding shonld be 07 
lease or a* will, would cause aniiety to probably many 
men ; on the one hand ha wonld be bound by covenant* 
which wonld hamper him in his judgment anj restrict to* 
energy, on the other he i* free to cnltinte iu any war n ' 
detrimental to the property, bnt may ' 
hialaboars taken from him at any 
more favoured or more fortunate successor reaping the 
benefit of them. 

There is no baainre* which often such pecaliaritiaa a* 
that of a farmer. He who follows it ha* to wait often a 
long time for the return of bit money; he must be pos- 
sessed of capital judgment and patience; the longer he 
farms hi* land the more he becomes acquainted, with it) 
-nature and the better able to arrange it* management. 
Here I* the injustice end folly uf a lease. With a oon- 
aUutly fluctuating market as regnrdt supply ted demand 
of commodities the tenant binda himself to farm only in ■ 
certain manner and under certain condition*— we will 
•ay for seven, fourteen, or twenty-one yeera. We will 
asanme the Utter to be the case. He may have and pro- 
beblyhai taken the land not of or in poor condition. For 
the first fnnr yean he will rasp but little benefit ; under 
ordinary oircnmatance* for the first teren year* h« will 
not make th* most of hie laud, and again at the end of 
the fourteen years it will be time to consider whether he 
will be permitted to remain, and ir not, or only allowed 
to do so at an advanced rate he does not feel justified 
in paying, he wilt forth* remaining se 






to dr*w out of the land the eapittl hr has put into It, to ill 
and th* future tenant's detriment. In such a case it it 
evident that oat Of tbe whole twenty- one yesn but mm it 
occupied in farming to repay the cultivator, improve I'm 
soil, and benefit the community to the utmost of its 
tspsbijity, whilst the tenant has waited the best part of t 
lifetime withoat making any provision for tbe fetors 
beyond the risky owe of trying to dig up hit buried 
eapital, and in the event of his taking anther irate or 
another farm he mutt commence the whole course era 
again tt a time of life when men in erery other bniinm 
expect * little ease from their exertions. Dader nick 
circumstances the tenant at will system appears prefer. 
able, and it would undoubtedly he so, if compensation for 
unexhausted improvements, gam* damage, and a fair 
percentage for compulsory remoral were insisted on. 

With a generous and conscientious landlord the taunt 
who ha* held under bin from youth to age may tent 
bar* suffered from exeeanre game preservation, bat Meo 
in every way liberally treated, and to wilt a nilurcl 
feeKng or security been induced to put more eapital ia 
the soil. But death or some unforeseen eircamatsoea 
•rite nd the tnendthrift heir, creditor, or ipeculstin 
purchaser take* the place of the old landholder, tod lbs 
tenant — greyheaded, or loth to quit the land he hts lilU 
(0 many years, every part of which he hat learnt te cnlti- 
rate tu the best adrantge, whieh ha* been hit home mi 
hat become endeared to him hy erery ceuceirtbie tie— 
■trngglea manfully against the altered eireaauUnca, t» 
frequently to the destruction of himself and lbs im- 
poverishment of hit family. Landlords, more tspseiiHf 
•man landholders, bare a natural horror of anything 
approaching " fixity ef tenare " uad prefer i* tbe* 
greedy times taking the risks atteadant *n letting (bar 
holdings for large rente ou short terms to any am uks 
can give sufficient security. Such become often the prey of 
predatory capitalist! who under the name ef "1ms 
iberla" draw what little goodness remains in the soil, 
impoverish the land, and are a carte to the agricaltual 
interest- Nothing it more indicative of this clsu thia 
the avenion they show to settle in any one place f« a 
lengthened period, by the sue they make of powerful Itsa 
stimnlauts, their slap-daub method of farming, and tb* 
absence of lire stock. Where** the contrary » utiillj 
the case with really good farmers who, being eaeoarspi 
by hiring proper security for their investments so long U 
they continue tu pay their rents, efficiently perform their 
contract, and do not trespass on the undoubted rights of 
landlordt, abould he at/e from th* danger of ejectment 
or an undne advantage being taken of their improvements 
or energy. AboTO all no tenor* should bo broken Car 
political considerations, at in a ease which recently ctsst 
to my knowledge, where • fanner dying hi* widow *si 
ejected — not foi want of eapital nor from inability to 
manage the farm, aa the had done that for yean, whilst hrx 
husband was incapable of work from illness, bat besseta, 
being a woman, the kaJ no rote. I am no idvocate for 
women's suffrage, hut our west- couu try landlord evidently 
it, si be could hardly hare invented n more " tilling " 



In conclusion, let me urge that the subject of tenure n 
the very foundation of our future agricultural mucosa, Isr 
mora important than hypothec, title*, or the abolition o!

TnENAGBICULTUBAL HOLDINGS ACT. 



The members of the Government should be the 
best judges of the course which it is expedient for 
them to lake upon any question with a view to 
party ascendancy ; but the game which they are 
playing so boldly and with so little disguise just 
now is one of no slight risk, and we venture to 
predict that they will find to their ooat, when it is 
too late to retrieve their mistakes, that they have 
played it wildly and not well. In deciding' what 
course they should take with respect to the County 
Boards Bill they had to choose between the con- 
flicting claims of the country magistrates on the 
one hand, and the farmers and other county rate- 
payers on the other. Last year they did their best 
to please both, and succeeded in pleasing neither. 
This year they have completely thrown over the 
bulk of their county supporters for the sake of 
giving complete satisfaction to the county magis- 
trates, and the result is a Bill which will excite a 
strenuous opposition, and which will render them 
more unpopular if they pass it than if they are 
compelled to give it up. This is wild move num- 
ber one, and the second is like unto it, "only more 
so." We refer to the refusal to grant a Committee 
of Inquiry into the Operation of the Agricultural 
Holdings Act, and the conditions of agricultural 
tenancies in England and Wales, moved for by Mr. 
Uamuelson on March 35th, and supported by 
prominent members on rather side of the House. 
Such a snub to the tenant-farmers of England, 
administered as it has been immediately after the 
throwing of a sop to the farmers of Scotland from 
motives of the most transparent tactical expe- 
diency, by supporting the second reading of the 
long-resisted Hypothec Abolition Bill, is a piece 
of effrontery almost sublime in its boldness. It 
tells English tenants, as plainly as the most ex- 
plicit language oould tell them, not only that thi 
Conservatives have no fear of losing their votea. 
as long as their landlords and political masters arc 
kept well pleased, hut also that the Scotchmen can 

exact concessions by political belligerenc L -- 

are persistently denied to English fan 
rest their claims upon faithful service and long tried 
friendship. The failure of the Agricultural 
Holdings Act was a diegiace which the Govern- 
ment responsible for it should have been anxiotu 
to wipe out on the first opportunity, and this for 
the sake of their prestige, if from no higher 
motive. The Act was passed with the ostensible 
object of remedying what was admitted by those 
who framed and carried it to be an injustice to 
tenant-fanners, resulting in a great and constant 
loss to the nation at large. As was pointed out 
at the time, the measure was defective and un- 
satisfactory in its details, and it was further 
rendered ineffective by the insertion of a clause 
which made its complete evasion a simple matter 
of a few strokes of the pen. The result baa been 
what those whose exertions led to the introduction 
of the measure predicted — it has been from the 
day of its birth until tho present time little better 
than a dead-letter Act. Even as a " homily to 



landlords" it has fallen on deaf ears, with only a 
few exceptions to mark the rule by contrast. 
Three returns collected since the Act came into 
force— the tint by the Mark Lane .Express, the 
second by the Farmers' Club, and the third by Mr. 
Samuelson — each obtained from more than two 
hundred correspondents connected with farming 
ither as owners, agents, or occupiers, all show 
that neither directly nor indirectly has the Act 
produced any appreciable effect. Lord Sandon, in 
opposing Mr. Samuelson's motion, said that the 
Fanners Club returns "showed that tenant- 
fanners throughout the country were, as to on- 
exhausted improvements, as to notices, and as to 
agreements, in a much better position than before 
it (the Aot) passed ;" but those who have seen 
these returns themselves, instead of merely the 
abstract and commentary upon them made by the 
Secretary of the Club, know that they show 
nothing of the kind. It is true that tenants stand 
just now in a more favourable position for making 
their own terms in agreements than they have 
occupied at any time during the last thirty years 
or more ; but this is owing principally to the 
agricultural depression which threatens to throw 
thousands of acres of land cut of cultivation, ind 
only to a very small extent to the passing of the 
Agricultural Holdings Act. In short, the Act is 
just about such a failure as the latest Land Transfer 
Act, and it is quite unnecessary to say more in iu 
condemnation than that. It is impossible that 
the country gentlemen who madea hollow pretence 
of defending the Act on Tuesday should fail to 
be aware that such is the case, and the members 
of the Government are country gentlemen also, 
and know only too well that the Act passed with 
such a great flourish of trumpets has proved to be 
a ludicrous sham. Yet, instead of frankly ad- 
mitting what is perfectly clear to lookers-on ns 
well as to themselves, they prefer to imitate the 
tactics of the ostrich, thus blinding their eyes to 
the general feeling of disappointment which they 
have caused. Mr. Samuelson gave them an excel- 
lent opportunity of getting out of their difficulty, by 
the appointment of a Committee whose investiga- 
tions would have relieved them of a responsibility 
which now rests entirely upon their shoulders. If 
there is any truth in their apologies for the Act, it 
is clear that the result of the reports of a well- 
chosen Committee would be to give them honour 
for having passed a measure which, they declare, 
is SO eminently satisfactory. By refusing to grant 
the Committee, they have given their opponents 
fair grounds for declaring that they have placed 
themselves in this dilemma — either they have no 
confidence that their good opinion of the Act is 
shared by the landowners, agents, and tenants who 
would be called as witnesses; or they virtually 
admit that their excuses for the Act are consciously 
sophistical. Regarded in the most favourably 
light, their refusal cannot fail to be considered a 
snub to the farmers. At the last meeting of the 
Central Farmers' Club a resolution in favour of 
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stppoiatiTljf ft Committee wiu curried b? a lnr^e 
majority, there buing only flvs or six dissentients. 
Mr. Ssinueleon'a returns, which Appeared in the 
supplement to the Mark Lane Exprtm for the 
15th Miirch, show dearly that farmers generally 
regard the Act as a sham, and many of them 
declare this opinion in no me.taured terms. Are 
sat the Government presuming a little too far upon 
the long-tried patiente of their old supporters P 
We thiuk they are, and we need only point to the 
formation of a Tenant Farmers' Poljticnl Asso- 
riatioa in Warwickshire, and to the probability of 
i National Association being organised ready for 
the coming general election, to justify our opinion. 
Still, if the Conservatives are satisfied with the 

C'tioo. they have taken, disinterested outsiders 
i no cause to grumble about it. The alliance 
of that party with the agricultural tenants of this 
muntry WWn one in which the advantage has 
been all an one aide, and if it is severed the farmers 
sod the people generally, who depend to a greater 
extent for their comfort upon agricultural pros- 
perity than is commonly acknowledged by this 
"nation of shop-keepers,'' cannot well be losers, 
sad may gain something by the severance.

Disk Sis,— The Council of the Royal College of Veteri- 
nary Surgeons have duly considered jour letter relative to 
the prises so liberally given by the Royal Agricultural 
Society far the encouragement of cattle pathology, and also 
the recom mends lion of the examiners for those prizes. 

The Conn oil acquiesced In the recommendation, ana 
suggests that the competition ahoold be open to alt veterinary 
surgeons who have passed with great credit in cattle patho- 
logy (written and practical), although they may not hare 
obtained honours in other subjects. 

The Council think that such a tehnme would tend to 
encourage the atndy of cattle practice among the students, 
Thia branch of veterinary science is carried on with difficulty 
in London, aa cattle are rarely, if ever, sent for treatment to 
the Rojal Veterinary College. The Cotnoil, however, hare 
bam glad to learn that the Royal Veterinary College have 
lately made arrangement) to send a class of students, under a 

Cattle Market, and alio to the foreign market at Deptford. 

The Council also think that the eateniion of time to two 
yean alter taking the diploma will act favourably ia inducing 
joung veterinary snrgeous to study cattle practice after 
obtaining their diploma.

The 
flock constated of in-bimb rwea, 170 young owes, and thirty 
old lines, which had b.'en kept separate during the winter. At 
the time of my ruit nine of the latter had died, and two of 
the former j several were i'l, and fresh cases kept occurring 
day by day at shorter or longer periods after giving birth to 
their lambs. The malady waa precisely of the aame nature, 
and had for its origin allied causes to those which were re- 
ported on by my colleague — I'menur Axe — to the Committee 

these, medical treatment proved of very little worth when the 
disease was fully established. It was therefore to preventive 
measures that attention had to be given, and especially to 
such aa woolrl lead to a richer and healthier quality of Hood

Mr. Jacob Wilson thought that, baring heard that 
letter read, it wu not an inopportune moment to draw the 
attention of the Council to the preterit unfortunate con- 
dition ol affsin at the Agricultural College, Cirenceitcr. 
Anyone who had reed' the aerie nknra! papers Intel; mutt 
hare felt regret at the ttate of thingt, which wonld, he 
feared, jeopitrdiee the future success of that Institution, 
which bad hitherto been regarded as a national one. It 
km now twenty-lire years ago aince he was a (Indent 
within the walla of the College, aod he could not held 
locking back with tali) fact ion to the knowledge he had 
acquired there, aod Ihe many advantage! which it bid 
given him. The College wet then tinder the ehargeof 
Mr. Haygarth, la Principal, with Dr. Voelcker, and 
Mam. Brown, Huckman, end Coleman aa Pronators, — - 

time mattera had not gone on ■alithetorily, and he feared 
that the College wat fait drifting into > atate ofchaoe. 
He might beatked whit the Council had to do with the 
private quarrel* of another Institution, but he hoped tu 
be able to thow that Ihe queition effected them very 
clonly. They matt rememher that the question of ednct- 
tion wu a Tory important element in the Socicty'a 
Charter, and he need not remind the member! of C .nacil 
of the efforta made by their friend, the lets Mr. Holland, 
to-put that qneition on a proper foetinu. Well, thipga 
bed gone on from the tmill hegtnning inaugurated by 
him till at the present moment agricultural education 
formed n very important element in the Society'a opera- 
tiont, and he waa aure that the report! of the Education 
& Enmities, under Ihe chairmanabip of the Duke of Bed- 
ford, pottetted very great interett for the public at lergr. 
By offering priaet and eertineeiea the Society bad identi- 
fied ittelf with agricultural education, and to a iery large 
degree the College at Cirencetter had fur^ithed the caa- 
didetea for Ihete prut end cortiGenlra. to that the con- 
nection between the College and Ihe Society w» aronce 
apparent. The Council of the Society had recently in- 
duced the Science and Art Department of the I'rivy 
Council to give to the diploma of the Royal Agricultural 
College the tame lain* aa a Univeraity degree, and the 
flrtt-clatt certificate of the Society. At regarded the pre- 

amply jutliued by the nature nod extent of the instruc- 
tion end knowledge which bad hitherto been necetaary 
to obtain that dittinction ; but he visaed to point out that 
■inee tbi Council had tacceeded iu giving the diploma 
thir> additional value the whole of the teaching siafi" had 
retimed, with the eiceptiou of the Profeieor of Agrj. 
enllnre, whn waa formerly the manager of tin Societv't 
experimental farm at Wnburn ; therefore, it wu clear lhat 
the meant of giving efficient agricultural education at the 
College had been greatly diminished.

Cn'onel Kinoscote (as one of the governing hod; of 
the College) said he was placed at tome diiaJvaiitige, for, 
although Mr. Wilson had communicated to him hie in. 
Untion to raise Ihil question that morning, he "as unable 
to refute his argument! at such short notice. Re conld 
not help thinking that Hr. Wilson wu in a very great 
hurry. Why should not the education at the College go 
ou iit the same waj as heretofore, although it hid lost one, 
two, or three of its former professors F Referring to the 
discussions in the agricultural press, Colonel Kingaoote 
submitted that while numerous letters stid articles anta- 
gonistic to the governing body of the College had been 
published, the writers had not sufficient grounds to go 
upon, as the other side had not jet been heard. Ha really 
did not know what Mr. Wilson wished to do, or, for that 
matter, why the Council should trouble itself about the 
question at all. Ho thought that time should be given, 
in order that it might be ascertained for certain whether 
the education at the College had suffered or otherwise by 
the recent changes. Professors went to the College a) 
young end unknown men, and if the; got a good man, 
he frequently obtained a better appointment thau the 
College professorship - and thus nia.nr of the changes in 
the staff, which had been so much noticed, could be ex- 
plained. He eunld not allow Mr. Wilson's proposition to 
forth without protesting against it, and also recording

Hr. AvKLiKa, is the father of a late pupil at the Col- 
lege, and knowing several friends whose sons were pupils 
there, remarked that the confidence which ought to be felt 
in the Principal did not exist at the present time ; and 
that public confidence was likely to be weakened rather 
than strengthened by the appointment of Mr. Cathcart 
to the poet of Professor ef Agriculture, seeing that he 
was recently dismissed by the Society from his position aa 
manager of ho Crawley Farm. 

Earl CATHCaM hoped the discussion would Dow t 
u, in his opinion, the Conneil had no right to interfere 
with the management of Cirencester College. 

Mr. Bowlk Jonas observed that the unfortunate 
troubles at Cirencester must be of interest to those who 
had the cause of agricultural education at heart, and 
although it might at first sight appear a somewhat inop- 
portune moment to bring the matter forward, he, aa an 
old student, did not think Mr. Wilson's proposition was 
at all out of place, because, aa had been pointed out by 
him, it was on the recommendation of the Council that an 
additional value had been placed on the diploma of the 
college, by the action and at the request of the Society. 
Considering that the Society had for several yean taken 
a leading position in fostering the agricultural education 
of the country, the Conneil ought to take notice of any- 
thing which would tend to deteriorate it ; and aa the 
Society was now identified with Ibe College, he thought 
it only right, in the present instance, that the lustier 
should be brought forward. He therefore seconded Mr. 
Wilson's motion. 

Mr. Dent protested against the Edneet ton Committee 
being made a Committee of Inoniry into the quarrels of 
the professors of the Agricultural College with the 
Principal He was inclined to think that the Council 
had interfered in askiug the Government to accept the 
diploma of the College aa a qualification for a teacher of 
agriculture, but, having done one wrong thins, he asked 
'ticm not to commit uuothcr wrong by attemptiug to pre- 



judge the question under discussion ; and he hoped (bit 
His Royal Highness would rule the question out ef order. 

Mr. Bow lt said that, as on* of the Governors of lbs 
College, and holding his on n particular views of the dis- 
pute in question, he would not make any remark farther 
than to say that he thought Mr. Wilson would do well to 
defer his proposition. 

In reply to some further remarks from Mr. Dent, 

Mr, Jacob Wilbok said he did not wish to inquire 
into the conduct or any one whatever.

The new state uf 
matters, however, proponed by the Bill aeemi to me 
worse that the present. 

According to the Act of Sederunt of 1766 "ansut 
removing! " ; " Where a tenant ahall ran in lunar one 
full ye«u?* rent ... it shall be lawful to the heritor or 
other tetter of the lend to bring bin action against the 
tenant before the judge ordinary, who it hereby cm- 
powered nnd required to decern and ordain the tenant 
to find caution for the arrears, and for payment of the 
Teat for tbe fire crape following (or daring the currency 
of the tack, if the tacit ia of shorter duration than Era 
yean), within a certain time, to be limited by the judge ; 
and failing thereof to decern the tenant lummarily to 
remove, and to eject him in the aame manner M if the 
tack were determined." 

Further, according to existing law, n tenant who is ia 
enter for two year*' rent can be ejected by the landlord, 
no defence being competent to the tenant. 

Under the Hypothec Abolition Bill, aa amended in 
Committee, the landlord, in reaped of lease* grunted after 
November, 18S0, ia to have the remedy provided by the 
Act of Sederunt, of 1756, when six month*' (instead of 
twelve months') rent is due sad unpaid ; but the security 



tone required of the tenant ia limited to two yean 1 rent 
inatead of five. Then, under the law other than the Act 
of Sederunt of 1756, the landlord ia to hare power to eject 
the tenant when itiu year a rent is dun nnd unpaid, instead 

Let us ate how the law will work. A half year's rent 
ia dne by a tenant, say, on the let February, and remains 
unpaid (I will not take an extreme ease, and lay on 
day), but, any, till 15 th May ; then the landlord "ill 
bare the power on 15th May to summon the tenant to 
appear before the aheriff in, *ay, fire day* (on 20th Ma;) 
to give satisfactory security for the not dne, and for two 
yean' rent to come. The sheriff will hare no alternali'-c, 
oa I nndentand, bat to order the security to be given 
within, any. ten days (by lit Jane). If the security is 
not forthcoming a* ordered, the sheriff must grant 
warrant for the tenant's ejectment forthwith, and the 
tenant mntt go, leering ail growing oropa, grain, turnip*, 
potatoes, and grse*, to the landlord, who, according to 
my undentauding of the law, ia entitled to appropriate 
these crop*, without paying a farthing to the tenant or to 
the tenant'* creditors, eren though the ruloe of the crops 
appropriated may largely exceed all his possible claims. II 
a tenant ia eren a day in nrrear with his half-yearly real 
the landlord will hare the power to enforce security, and 
if the tenant con provide it the landlord is kept sale. If 
the security be not provided the landlord can keep him- 
self safe and probably make a profit by appropriating tbe 
whole of the eropi on the farm not separated from the 
soil. Proceedings of course may be adjusted to a season

THE PROPOSED LAND CONFERENCE 

THE IDITQtt OF ISC MUK LINK XXFBMSS. 
-The interest excited by the grave condition of 

agriculture, the terrible evila which an unjust land aystem 
has long inflicted, tha immenee power of tbe Kigiish 
farming classes to enforce n reform of agricultural rela- 
tions, coupled with their marvellous neglect to protect 
themselves, their counlry, and their oppressed fellow* 
engaged in the same all-important industry and occupa- 
tion, these and similar masona lead me to invoke your 
well known fairness and pnblis spirit for permission to 
address a few observations to your wide circle of readers. 
The depressed and Buffering stole of agriculture is Ihe 
great domestic topic of the day. Mere politicians and 
office-holders msy take a more noisy interest in foreign 
adventures end continental intrigues. The permsnr.it 
interest* of these kingdoms ia baaed npon the prosperity 
of the cultivating and producing community, and that 
prosperity is not only checked, bnt retrograding, while 
the slightest essay to provoke a moderate improvement 
ited from the legislature, scandalous to relate, by 
erwhelmiog majority of representatives of the 
British tenantry themselves. What other country of the 
"Torld presents en enigma so absurd and so humiliating? 
I have some apocial right as an Irish national lepra- 
aentalive to address the English farmers. I serve my 
Irish country, but they speak fool falsehood who say I 
wish ill la the English people. And yet that very section 
of the English people whose own interests should bind 

' Irtlud, arc at 
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bbcb the main sqiporten of the party which maintains 
the worat abuses of Irish legitlstion, tod it tbc ismi 
time, fur thinks for ill their pains, ore the poor dnpes or 
the oligarchy, which would be simply nothing without 
them. Who ire the most virulent opponents ol every 
Irish reform? The English county members. Who 
refue every measure of justice sud equality to the Irish 
people r The Eagtish county members. Who Bontjnu- 
illj excite discontent ind disaffection in Ireland by their 
stolid hostility 10 every popolir demand, iod then bin 
nothing to snggett bat a coercion act to meet the trouble 
the; hue raised ? The English county membert. Bat 
while lowing diuanteat and disaffection in the empire, 
haw do thoae representatives of the English county eon- 
iiitBeneiei behave towards tboir own electors? Who 
put shorn Agricultural Holding* Acts? Who ineiit 



goveraiiient reform ? Who ipend it their 
the tait* anil monies of the ratepayers of the county ? 
Whoee spokesmen and advocates ridicule the pretention! 
of the firmer* to epe the mannen of their better*? Who 
insolently suggest that, instead of complaining of the 
restrictions on agriculture, ind petitioning for a diminu- 
tion of burthens, the English farmers wonld do better to 
give up educating their daughters "ai ladie* "ind bring- 
ing op their eon* " above their station r" 

Surely there wo* never such an anomaly M thi*, that 
the Tiit class, the pillar and foundation of the State, 
should allow all this, when a tingle act of united mola- 
tion, with hiidly a conflict, woold change it all, and at 
the one itroke place landlorda and farmers throughout 
the three kingdoms on conditions of mutual right and 
■df-respect intteed of the present one-aided privilege and 
oppression which are so fundamentally injurious both to 
the cultivator* and the whole community. 

It is industriously circulated that the interests of Irith 
and British farmers do not exactly coincide. Bat is this 
a reason for refuting co-operation so fir ss common 
benefit* can be obtained by common action? Of course, 
there may fas national and local peculiarities which require 
to be bested opart. Thai, the ground game nntssuce, so 
destructive in England, eicitca small notice in Ireland. 
But ought the sixty Irish members representing Irish 
agricultural interests to appose the redress of the Kuglinh 
game grievance, merely beanie it it not in this particular 
respect thst tbs shoe pinches toe Irish agriculturist most 
severely ? On the other hand, by the adoption of the 
principle of * rational co-operation, the nucleus of a 
powerful Tenant-Bight party is at once secured la the 
Impeiini Parliament. Sixty Irish tenant lighter*, soma 
thirty Scotch, and perhaps fifty English—the latter 
principally consisting of the renresentOlivoa of our town 
popular constituencies — here ore no less than 140 laud 
reformers who would quietly rise to be the majority of 
the House at soon at the Engliih farmeri had done 
their ^art of the cotmo* programtu m the Ext/lith 
taunt \i*. Farmers of England, I would tell yon a story 
of a famous set of questions and answers which worked a 
wondrous change in a country not very distant from your 
own. There was a time in Franco when the popular forces 
were despised, because the people did not know their own 
strength. In those day*, ■ courageous reformer set forth 
the situation in the following words: "Who ore the 
people ? Everybody, eicept tba privileged classes. What 
— "t people? Nothing. What ought they to be? 



Everything.'' 



Formers of England, you have bat to know jiiurselveeev 
You allow yourselves to ha treated as nothing, while II 
entirely depende on yourselves to become, there is no 
power on earth to prevent your becoming everything— at 
least, so far is yunr own legitimate interests are con- 
cerned. If Irish land reformers are too thorough, if 
Scotch ones are too limited in their views, why not have 
• great Land Conference where all sgricoltnral i.itereste 
enn be contorted in common, and where a fair and jilt 
medium may be struck for the guidance and ea-operitian 
of all ? The landlords eannot justly object to yoar 
onion. The English farmers have always been conspicu- 
ous far their regard for every real or apparent right of 
the landlord. 

Lord Beaconsfield hints at the future bearings of tha 
International Currency Question as suggesting an im- 
proved condition of British agriculture. I fancy ayco 
that remarkable (talesman never imagined a more mys- 
terious remedy for a plain and pressing necessity. I do 
not see anything like it in the replies collected by Mr. 
Bamnekon with sueh good effect from all parts of the 
kingdom. The farmers of England spesk of much more 
intelliribla mittcr-oF-Foct reforms. " Alter the Law of 
Entsil," and "abolishQime Laws," "abolish law of Dis- 
traint." We want " Beourity of Tenure," "give more 
security Tor capital," "abolish Tithes," "Local Taxation 
Reform," " tenants should be paid for Game Damage," 
"outgoing tenants should be paid for nnexhaaited 
improvements," *' freedom of cultivation and tile and 
lower rents," " abolish all oovenonta which restrict free- 
dom of tenant in developing the resources of the soil," 
" gire greater freedom of cultivation and sole," " security 
ef tenure, and hares and rabbits to tenants ;" " arbitra- 
tion to settle rents," "freedom of cultivation sud com- 
pensation for improvements," " oil hind products most 
where there is a liberal Tenant- Right."

damage. The tenant may always relieve himself from 
an illegal distress by replever. The landlord, from the 
very fact of ownership, ia perfectly reaponeibfe to make 
good any flaw in the process of hi* levy. What motive 
that is honest can raiae exception to such a dispensation P 

The farce of this agitation ia that anbjection to the 
pretended grievance is purely voluntary. No tenant need 
nndergo the operation of the law unless he pleases. He 
may perfectly well stipulate as a condition of hi* lease 
that he ahall not be subject to distress, except by the 
decree of a court of lew. If he doe* not bargain for 
exemption, where or now ia he wronged f Nothing bat 
the giotaeat ignorance can regard the law a* even excep- 
tional in principle. Mortgage deeds generally contain 
covenant* for aimilar powers of eu'ry. Bill* of exchange 
give laeili tie* and privilege* to the drawer not competent 
to creditor) ou open account. If the law were repealed, 
it would still be open to Ieaaor and lessee to covenant 
themselves into it again. Pawnbroker*, carriers, holders 
of hill* of sale, wharfingers, warehouse keepers, ship- 
owner*, inn-keepers, livery (table keepers in their right* 
of lien, all have the same powers without legal process. 

On whom is thi* law a hardship ? Go through the 
Jeremiad of Captain Delf, and little — indeed, nothing, 
wilt be fuund of any enggeation of hardship to tbe tenant 
himself. Imprisonment for debt — that moat useful check 
npon rogues or spendthrifts — being abolished, what re- 
course is there against the pnrae hut distress, eeing there 
ia no longer any against the altiu F la it a hardship either 
to debtor or creditor that the delay and expenaeof legal 
process are saved ? It is the thief, not the detent citizen, 
who dislikes the police. 

Here might the examination atop in so far as an agri- 
cultural journal ia ooneerned. The tenant being disposed 
of, the exnteric wnrld might be left to ita own reflection*. 
But let the subject once for alt ba exhausted. The law 
being known to everybody, a atranger putting hie stuck

It is 
the high-conditioned farm that yield* the crop and fata tbe 
atook. Is it reasonable or fair that the owner of the very

Observe— The farmer moat watch thi seasons, the 
months, the eery days. A (hover may make hundreds 
of pounds of difference to him, or failure to lata adran- 
Uit of .shower. " Ritrtutiea sir. est, ti »Mi rem fro 
frprit, omnia opera aero fades" Interrupted in hay 
time, in harvest time, in root ploughing or gathering, 
in theerilieal operation* of the field— by an eiecstien, the 
effect may be ruinous ; and to eitort f. debt of ten pounds. 
inch stiiures may be made aa may binder the naiiug of a 
hundred. It it to the advantage of the landlord, of the 
hud, of the tenant, of the labourer, to leare the tiller 
free to go aboat his work. Each of thcte wootd only 
injure himself by embarrnaiing the cultivator at the 
critical periods of hi* eitremity ; but an ontaide execution 
creditor would get hia money all the more readily, the 
(tresler the straits to which ha pot his debtor. 

Another co nil deration of equal importance ia peculiar 
to the business of the fanner. Market! are fitful. Cora, 
cuttle, sheep, pigs. — force a farmer to sell these without 
rvfirence tu time and season, and he may have to part 
with them for lea* than half their rains. Giro hint time 
to witch price*, which the landlord alone baa an interest 
to do, and hs may asie cent per cent. An ordinary 
creditor msj compel the tenant to occupy hie hands in 
thrashing just when other critical operation! require to be 
uajnted. 

It it for the interest of agriculture — of society at large 
-that " small men " should be cat off from all chance of 
riling* My experience ia that lbs men who hold their 
oen plough, and work their fields by themselves snd their 
families, are able to pay higher rents, and are more 
punctual in the paying of them than their larger acred 
neighbonrn. I can cite a " elond of witnesses " lo thi 
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farmer, hot I do say it of every man of self conduct who ia 
capable of being his own muter. Give inch men time, 
the security which the law of distress enables them to 
offer to the landowner, and the credit which it renders it 
practicable for th* latter to grant, and the foundation will 
be laid for the rising fortune of many a useful citiien. 
The ■'homestead law" of America and some of our 
colonies ia baaed on this principle. Is the landlord's the 
only right of distress P What ia the parson's remedy 
when lithe remains unpaid t — the rate collector's? — (he 
land-tax collector's F These all hare priority. 

It is absolutely whimsical to find it urged that if the 
right* of distress were removed, (be landlord would give 
resaonable time like other creditors to the debtor. Why 
that is juet the advantage the law of distress enables the 
owner to extend (o bis tenant — nay, more, it ia what 
empowers htm to bent off the aggression of other 
darting claimants. In truth. Captain Delf betrays tho 
whole secret of thi* clamour, when ba suggests that if 
the owner demanded payment in advance, or security 
ia lieu of the right of distress, he would have his estate 
thrown on hia handa. and rent would be reduced 7s. per 
acre. That ii jutt the object of the wealthy agricul- 
turist, who nan pay in advance, or find security. He 
looks thereby to drive every person of moderate mean i 
out of the market, and make with the freeholder juat what 
terms he pleases? That in this he would find himself 
nuilakeu it not difficult to see. The real effect would be 



to abolish tenancy altogether, convert all landowner! into 
cultivator*, and leave only the owner and the labourer, 
a* in (he worst times of Rome, when (he empire fell to 
ruin and huge estates were tilled hy slave*. Or all traders 
the farmer, aa a role, haa the least reason to complain of 
a law of prompt payments. He is the most peremptory 
of creditors, aod the latest debtor. He has a perpetual 
law of distress in his own hands, customers for more than 
double of what he can produce at hia own door, and hi* 
wares, (be indispensable and daily wanted pressing 
necessaries of lire. I remember, in the days of the slid- 
ing scale being in a grocer'a ahop in Boston on market 
day. A. farmer cams in and brusquely required payment 
for KO sack* of potatoes, which he received. A* he left 
(he grocer muttered " lie only delivered 'em last week, 

amount for groceries ia going on for two years old." 

I cannot think this question haa hitherto been viewed 
from its proper atand-poiot. The relatione of landlord 
and tenant are like those of no other debtor and creditor. 
They are Dot those of single transactions, hut of a large 
portion of each or their lives. Ho you ever hear of tho 
aaddler throwing 20 per cent, off hii bill, because of a bad 
season; or the wheelwright adding a new cart-shed lo 
the building! to keep wagons from the weather? It is 
infinitely for the interest or the freeholder that the occu- 
pier should be prosperous, changes of tenancy being 
always injurious to one who haa to lookout forn new 
renter. An ordinary creditor if he lose* one customer, 
has only to find another. As a rule the shop keeper, 
manure merchant, or other retailer, cannot afford to lie 
out of hie money, especially when he haa no security for 
hia debt, and must proceed at once to recover it. But 
the landowner, aa a rule, is not SO pressed for money ai to 
require immediate liquidation. From the very nature of 
bit trade the farmer cannot rely upon punctuality in 
meetiug hia euKagementa. How often are we told, and 
with perfect truth, that the tenant does not look for a 
relurnin thcearlier years of his leisc, and that he only 
looks to reap the fruits of hit outlay and toil as the year* 
roll on. In the c use of Ihe many farms that ire ran out, 
are foul with weeds, that have been stsined by scourging 
crops, or left undrained aod unditched,perhapi with fences, 
gates, buildings, neglected and rninoua, it ia only time 
that can restore fertility, or bring hack order and profit. 
It is eminently the interest, perhape it is the expreea 
covenant of the owner that he should give his tenant time 
to do that which is not merely a benefit to (he farmer, 
bnt to hi* labourers, aod tn the country, which ha* a very 
clear interest in the fertility of it* land- As the law- 
stands, the landlord can give, not only time to the farmer 
to turn himself about and to reap what he has sown, bnt 
he can best off others who hare an interest adverse (a 
both, and who cannot afford to wait unless they are com- 
pelled to do so by the law itself. Farming it like nothing 
else. In spite of every care, and the moat prudent fore- 
tight, the very first season of a lease may see its eutiro 
labours swept away — a ruinous spring. Saint Swithin 
weeping upon the harvest hit retributive tears, the murrain 
sweeping off the sheep, or pleuro-pnenmonin the cattle. 
These are vicissitudes aa certain aa they are singular — 
Confined to Ihe trade of bread and meat raiting, and the 
man who suffers them is absolutely at the mercy, for tha 
time, or a quite subordinate creditor, who may seize aeed 
corn, horses, wagons, the plough just when the field should 
be turned np, the cart when the hay should be saved 
from (he shower, tha team when the wheat should be 
carried, else the whole labours of the year will be loat. If 
not for himself, yet for the tenant, for the labourers, 
practically adstricted to his glebe, for the due culture of 
tbe toil, aod mixture of itt herds, it it desirable that Ihe 
farmer in the eitremity into which, the liciisiludei of the 
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hedge him, should hire tome pg

The element of time enters into the business nf the 
farmer, nnt merely an regarda leaaoni and cycles, but in 
respect of his commodity and market prices ; and time 
ii bat mother name for the principle on which the law 
of distress ii founded. In my own time, I hare known 
wheat within a month vary in price from 40 to 80s. Go 
through a homestead. Yon may nee hay ricks tin jean 
old, wheat stacks Handing till the rite have eaten the 
heart ont of them. Force ■ tale of pigs, of aheep, of 
cattle. They may be literally thrown away. Let the 
tenant " bide hie time," hold off on til " prices stiffen,*' 
and he may make quite cent, per cent, of hit produce. 
The longer he holds ont of (he market the better is the 
eecurity of the landlord. While the ricki or the stack 
ere on the farm he it secure. When the tenant gets hit 
doubled price his rent is certain. Are not these considera- 
tion! the wise interpolation of the prevision of the taw 
that the landlord! security shall extend om til yean. 
An outside creditor having- no aecnrily wonld drive the 
tenant to" realise" when that was only another name for 
sacrificing crop or stock " for an old song." To give one 
*bo has to depend upon the caprices of season, end the 
fitfnl lottery of ipeculatire averagea, no discretion at to 
when he shall hold and when he shall tell, is simply to 
seal hit doom. What it the law of distress bat an ex- 
pedient for conferring an him the power of regulating hit 
dealings by the circumstances of hit trade. 

That the creditor moat pay the taxes, the tithe, the 
rent, before he can harry the tenant, practically bears 
him out now that imprisonment is abolished. The land- 
lord, in giving time for hit own debt, gives it fur all, until 
the revolving year brings round its abundant harvest, and 
at lent, there is enough for everybody. 

Hid not another important consideration weigh with 
the makers, or, st teaat the upholders, of this law ? Give 
the landlord hit aecsrity on stock and crop, and ha can 
afford to leave the shelter of home, home, and offices, to 
the tenant, bit family, his cattle and implements, and 
leave undisturbed in their cottages the labourers who till 
the farm, the wires and children who reap and glean, and 
form a peasantry. If an external creditor conld make 
hit swoop on the whole available property of tho tenant, 
to that nothing remained for so mu:h aa the fntnre cul- 
ture or the holding, what wonld be left to the owner but 
ejectment oF the whale dwellers from the shelter of their 

In this connection I was not called upon tn consider 
this law in any other aspect than aa it regards farming and 
farmers. It it in their pretended interest that the prin- 
ciple it challenged ; and I maintain that the clamour it 
tbiit of those who desire to deliver over owner* defence- 
less into the handa of large capitalists, who desire to drive 
competition .ont of the field. Aa for ordinary creditors, 
they perfectly well know the law, and need not nnlctt 
they choose give credit to a debtor who baa preferential 
creditors. I am not concerned to defend the extremes to 
whicb the principle may be carried. Stranger's property 
coming accidentally an the land, cattle grazing by 
agistment, and other cantingenciea, may require excep- 
tional qualification. Although hard cases make bad tawt, 
I am very willing that Ihey thonld be reasonably handled, 
hut, in my judgment the broad theory of the law it ccr.

(VARIOUS NOTES. 

Mr. John Thornton's forty-third Circular and Record 
of Shorthorn Transactions for the year 1878 ia now o 
band. The tables showing a summary of theanctioa Bales 
during the year, and the averages realised by tsri™ 
tribes, &o., hare already been given to the pnblie, and 
com men tod on in this column. Mr. Thornton tells a 
that " the summary of sales for the year shout that t 
larger number of animals have been told publicly is 18TB 
than in any previous year ; and that the general average it 
in excess of tha laat two years, although still below the 
great average of 1875. Notwithstanding the assuring 
nature of these figures, it cannot bat be admitted that 
there has been tome decline in Shorthorn print* daring the 
but season ; and that the general avenge has been con* 
aiderahly augmented (nearly £121 by tha large emonuti 
realiaed st the Duke of Devonshire's and Mr. Lstxing'i 
sales. . . The great eiportstlone made to America, 
Canada, and Australia in 1869-70. led to a considerable 
rite in prices in 1871 when trade and commerce were very 
good throughout the world. From 1870 to 1873 brisk 
business and advancing price* were the rule. . Tail 

condition of affaire was further developed in 1874 ; until 
production at last exceeded the requirements, and t 
collapse followed. The markets generally were destroyed 
by excettive supply. As fundi increased so bad specula- 
tion. The temporary increase of wealth led naturally to 
much occupation of land ; and to an increased demaad for 
higbly-brel cattle. The American speculations in Short' 
noma act in about 1871. Snoceesfal tales there led to 
extravagant purchases. Capital wet consumed ; and tilli 
at aix to twelve mouths were very generally introduced 
into the Shorthorn trade in the United States and Canada. 
These, in course or time, led to great recklessness; ana 
finally nearly destroyed the market. Daring the year 
1878 no animals whatever have been exported to North 
America. The prices there for pnre-bred Shorthorn! 
have fallen immensely ; toma of the sales for prompt cash 
payments, averaging at low astll, whilst thebaukthsre 
refuted to negooiate bills or letters of credit. . . The 
same influences which acted in America undoubtedly 
affected our prices here. The culminating point of 
irotperity waa reached in 1873 ; when the Aytetby tr.d 
lunmore herds realiaed inch extraordinary averages. In 
873 there waa a decline in the general prices, which wu 
continued in 1877, aud still more in 1378, for fbe averages 
of tha two last years bare been enhanced by the extrewt 
sumi given Tor a few animals and not by a higher standard 
of prices for ordinary Shorthorns, In 1877 the price- 
paid for the Ducbeatea and Oxford* — at the Ho-nesi, 
Geddsaby, and Sholebroke ealee— had a material effect i 
'hitat this rear it has been the Oxfords and Wild Eies 
'hich hereto greatly swelled the general average. Nothing 
perhaps bai shown the increase of prices of these in lite 
years to much aa the selected animals sold from the Date 
of Devonshire'! herd. The following table gilca the

Good ordinary 
parr-bred Shorthorn* hare maintained the prim the; 
made ten year* ago. The great increase in prices hu been 
for the Din-den, Oxford. Priuee**, and Wild Eye* tribes. 
Other tribes, once fashionable, particularly the K.ightley 
u i ma] i, hare certainly declined, which no doubt ia due 
to the increased number of animals of this and other 
fertile tribea : the worst bred and inferior of then in the 
Utter part or the season wen sold it the price of ordinary 
pure-bred Shorthorn*. . . More than one hundred 
animal* h**e left the country during the year. Several 
have 50.ee to thecontinsnt. A number of young ball* 
were purehued for Hungary. To Buenos Ay re*, South 
America, continual shipment* of bull* and heifer* hare 
bees made throughout the year. The International Show 
held at Pari* laat June, ha* not resulted, at present, in 
uy particular demand. A few white calve* went to the 
south of France, near where the Charotais breed ii reared. 
The price* ssked far the English- exhibited specimen* at 
Pari*, were beyond what the French breeder* were dis- 
posed to pay. Moreover, an impression prevail* in France 
that the Shorthorn breed of late year* hu run much to 
lit; and does not now carry tbe weight of lean flesh which 
is necessary to please the meat-consumers of that country. 
And it must be added, in spite of the groat price* given in 
tbi* country and the frequent mention of whit ia called 
' Science of breeding,' that there ia ■till room for the 
enquiry, ' Whilst Sciencehas been doing so much or late 

itsrs for every other department, what ha* been done by 
tr for the Shorthorn breeder P ■ Ha* a greater weight of 
carcase been gained in a given timer 1 or from a Sled 
quiii tit j of food 1 Hae a larger supply of milk or bntter 
been yielded ? Are the animal* hardier in constitution 
and mora impressive to their offspring, the younger one* 
being superior to tbe old ? Or hive tbe list few year* 
mainly witneaaed in accumulation of names in a pedigree'? 
The steadily increasing price* paid for Black Foiled, Sussex , 
and Jersey cattle, indicate that breeder* everywhere are 

Erin? more attention to n"' 1 " 1 * of their own particular 
Hdi, and that there it ■ steadily increasing demand for 
anything which ia good of it* hind. That there ie great 
room for an increaao in the number of cattle throughout 
tbe country is very apparent from the recent agricultural 
return*. Now with an iimnwHul proportion of meat- 
coninmer* among the population — both at home and 
■broad — then most of necessity bo an increased demand 
for all good breeding stock in the country for some yean 
to come. And tbe comparative trial* among breed* do not 
•how that the Shorthorn fail* to hold it* ground among 
its rivals. Moat of the champion prise* of the year hive 
gone to Shorthorns. It 11 admitted by practical man that 
the moat remunerative system of firming in the present 
day, with free bade, middlemen's, railway, and other 
expenses, ia, if possible, to breed and feed Block on the 
same farm. If, therefore, the Shorthorn be bred with a 
view to robust constilnlion, to great natural substance, 
nd to good feeding and dairy properties, it* prepotency 
sucl early maturity cannot fail to uphold it a* the national 
breed of the country, and to maintain it a* the safest 
investment for breeder*." 

We are happy to afford space or Mr. Thornton's 
remarks a* above, and with many of them we 
thoroughly agree. If the Shorthorn be bred for actual 
merit and not for fashionable pedigree, then we think 
there can be no question aa to its usefulness as an animal 
primarily adapted to he bred and fed on arable or mixed 
husbandry farms. We believe no other breed of cattle 
ran compete with it on these condition*. Oar objection* 
are never railed against the breed, bat only against the 



pernicious system which " fashionable " breeders follow, 
and which we take to be detracting largely from the 
practical utility of the moat adaptable and cosmopolitan 
of all breeds of cattle. Wheu the mania hasMied out, and 
it hi* almost had its day, then we shall be prepared to see 
the Shorthorn breed rapidly improve 1 and there is no. 
thing but the arbitrary bonds of fashion which prevena 
greater individual excellence in the cattle at the present 
time. Mr. Thornton* fact* are very interesting, and his 
argument* exceedingly fair. Tbe questions be eaka 
respecting; the influence of science un Shorthorn breeding 
are greatly to the point ind deserve the careful attention 
of breeders. Hi* remark, however, that the Shorthorn 
holds its own at comparative trials, and take* moit of the 
champion prise* at our great shows, most be qualified a 
little by the fact that the preponderance of the Shorthorn 
interest amongst the jndgea la altogether unfair to other 
breeder*. We do not, however, estimate the value of 
the Shorthorn from this point of view ; and, believing in 
its great usefulness, shall be glad to aee it freed front 
every influence that it now prejudicial to its development. 
The more good food- producing Shorthorns Mr. Thornton 
can sell at reasonable prices tbe better it will be for the 
country. There ia, as ha say*, "no slackened interest 
in the breed," but merely, a* we think, a slackened in- 
terest in the Shorthorn mania, if we may so describe it. 
The "fashion" changes according to hia own account ; 
in 1S77 it was centred in Duchesses and Oxfords, and in 
1878 in Oxford* and Wild Eyes; in a few years these 
■train* nf blood may be accounted nn better than other* 
which are now despised or neglected. Fashion ii being 
narrowed down — in time it will disappear. 

The American Bison ia, according to the Pall Matt 
Gazette, an animal which will pay for domestication, aa 
it produces excellent beef, having n " venison taste" 
about it {see" Chambera' Encyclopaedia 1"). "One of our 
chief requirements," nays the journal in question, *' is 
some kind of beef a* good as ordinary American beef, 
bat distinguished by Savour or otherwise from that 
article, so that hotcher* shall not sell it for English ; ■ 
and it is further suggested that the importation of this 
bison or buffalo beef may " serve to pnt an end to this 
nefarious practice." Clearly, nothing but Common *en*e 
on tbe part of the public will ever pnt a atop to the 
"'nefarious practice" or which the Pall Malt Gazette 
speaks ; and we think enmmon sense is decidedly against 
the utilisation of the bison as a domesticated animal in 
place — a* it necessarily wonld be — of *ueh breeds of 
cattle as the Shorthorn and the . Hereford nted on the 
native Mock or the far west. But a* that journal give* 
" a fact not before ascertained" — namely, that the bison 
will breed with "common cows," perhaps some of our 
Shorthorn breeders whose fashionable strain* of blood are 
Retting tuberculous, effete, and sterile from too much 
in-and-in breeding, might like to take just one cross from 
a domesticated bison by way of securing fresh vigour to 
the animals, snd a venison flavour to the beef. This 
suggestion was not made by the Poll Malt Gazette, but 
the credit of it ie entirely due to that journal. 

According to the Banjp&irt Journal the poled breed 
have not experienced depreciation in value to the same 
extent M the Shorthorn*, and it will be satisfactory to 
breeders of palled stock to find that they continue to rea- 
lise higher price* it inction than is paid for Shorthorn*. 
Lsst year the average price paid for each head of polled 
cattle was £4 6s. Bd. more than was paid for the Shoit- 
horns sold in the same season. This year tbe difference 
is again in favour or the blarkskins, the average obtained 
for them having risen to £7 4s.

Tbe Canada Globe i* of opinion that " if freight ratea 
are reduced to that the present margin of profit ia left to 
the shipper and the farmer, there i* no reason why the 
trade may not resume its old rate of increase. 'I be effect 
of inch an increase would be to further break down the 
already depressed market for meat in Britain. We shall 
toon tee than whether the asseveration* of the Tory party 
to the effect that their late legislation was aimed not 
against the importation of meat but of disease are genuine. 
If the British farmers and their press endure with 
equanimity the arrival of a large cargo or two daily of 
American heaves, we shall know that their former protests 
were made in good faith. If, on toe other baud, they 
grumble and talk about further legislation, than we shall 
know that it is the competition they dread, and not the 
disease." Bat the Canada Qlobi does not quite under- 
stand the position. The demand made by British farmers 
is that do foreign piuimtlt should be landed on our shore* 
eicept stud slock under certain conditions. TheGovern- 
meut Act doe* not meet that demand ; and although the 
slaughtering of animals at the ports of landing — if it were 
carried oat without exception — would be a decided im- 
provement on allowing them to be lent inland, it would 
ttill be a source of danger. The farmers, therefore, and 
" their press," will continue to demsnd complete and 
logical legislation. As far a* the importation of dead 
meat is concerned, farmera have never sought to restrict 
it, nor will they attempt to interfere with free trade in 
food products. Their remedy lies in a totally different 
direction. And it will be tine enough to talk about 
aending us two shiploads of cattle s-day when Canada 
bas them to send, or can purchase them in the States and 
■hip them from her port*. When they arrive we shall 
complain if they are alive, but if they are dead we shall 
have no ground for objection, whether we like it or not. 

In respect of tbe reported case of pleuro-pneumonia 
in tbe Union Stock Yard*, the Chicago Tribune say* that 
a mistake waa made, and that " Subsequent investigation, 
conducted by the Inspector of Cattle at the Slock 
Yard* and other scientists, has proven beyond all doubt that 



the Erst and nnfortnuately hasty reports were nntsnlhtutir. 
It has been elated by those who are in authority is the 
field of inspection at tbe Stock Yards that on fa Una 
uf February ' a yearling heifer was found which eihibiled 
signs of plenro pneumonia,' and persons who cannot 
distinguish between a common case and one with con- 
tagions characteristic* were quick to jump at the con- 
clusion that this heifer, which was killed and subsequent!' 
eisinined, belonged to thit latter class." But we mutt hers 
point out that the actual eases srbioh were sent here is 
the Ontario were again and again declared to be nothing 
more than ordinary pneumonia by the American sad 
Canadian press. And therefore we are at a loss to know 
what importance to attach to this particular resort, 
especially as the New York Trib*iu of March 2nd stales 
that it took the two inspectors — Del mere and Prentice— 
a whole week to decide whether the ease wat one of con- 
tagious plenro or not; and the Prairie Farmer very 
pertinently puts the query, " What faith can the public 
place in the judgment of these two cattle doctors and their 
future decisions in regard to the state or health of live 
stock" at Chicago market ? The Veteritary Jtanal 
says that it haa been well known and understood for 
more than thirty years " that the dilesse in Aruerics was 
positively the tame as that with whioh we are so pain- 
fully familiar, and any one who caret to refer to the 
splendid and elaborate 'Report of the Commissioner of 
Agriculture on the Diseases of Cattle in the United 
States,' published at Washington in 1871, will hive no 
reason to doubt the accuracy of one statement, ur to 
exculpate tbe Privy Council for a grave error of omission 
or commission, which will happily be repaired on the 3rd 
day of the present month (March). It ia more than strange 
that the United States Government lost sightof this report, 
and that they allowed their country to be declared free from 
infection when onr Government was discussing the 
question as to what countries should be scheduled ; sad 
even when diseased eattle arrived ia this country, thst 
they should still plead ignorance." It ia indeed more than 
strange; hut it is true. 

The National Lift Slock Journal (Chicago) suggest 
that a Marching inquiry be made by the United 
States Government as to the origin of the cargo 
of the Ontario. " Wat it contagions pleuro- 

pneumonia? If so, where did it come fromr"' it the 
question ailted by the Journal, coupled with the state- 
ment that " not a single ease weit of New York and 
Pennsylvania hat ever been known." We trust that the 
Journal is correct in thit tUtement,>made, evidently, in 
the firm belief thai such it the case. A correspondent te 
the journal, Judge Jones, writes with equal confidence, 
" I have no hesitation in saying that there never hat here 
any tuipiaion of the existence of such a disease in Ohio, 
Kentucky, or any pert nf the Ohio valley." But a tree); 
or to ago the Prairie Farmer atated that contagions 
oleum •pneumonia eiists now in New York, Connecticut, 
New Jersey, and Virginia, and that it iai dialed in 
Ohio; with an "occasional sporadic ease in Indiana.' 1 
The Toronto Wtelfu Mail states that the letter from the 
Minister of Agriculture in Canada to (he United Sines 
Commissioners of Agriculture it to the effect that "the 
diseased cattle taken to England by the steamer Ontario 
purchased in Ohio and other western part*, and 
taken immediately from the cattle yards in Bufiske,"

Neirlj all my living 
relsliset are here, and. Tor good or ill, my own fortune* 
md those ol my family are bound up with the destiny of 
Canada. Bnt while I wiah this country well I wish 
England well too, decidedly ; and it ia on behalf of my 
K.nntrjmen at home I desire, at many sacrifices ol my 
0*a ease and material prosperity, to present facts to the 
British public where interested persona or cliques present 
odious, or accounts to one-si Jed thst they are at bad at 
fiction*. I have known this colony uiany years, sod 
bate made it my special business to investigate studiously 
ill it* aspect* at a field for British immigrant*; and I 
tire found that the introduction of English cspit.il and 
liboor it attended with so many advantages to certain 
iotrrests that they haie organised an elaborate and costly 
Btchinery or misrepresentation to promote it. The truth 
ii carefully and persistently aisguited, and hence thousands 
ol Kuglishmen have long been the victims of terrible 
sufferings and disappointments. At this very hour 



scheme* are intonating for enticing out crowds of Bug- 
liaumen of all clttse* — agriculturist* specially — to the 
pithless wildernesses of the inhosnitable north- western 
province* of Canada. And why? In order that land- 
sharks may make their " pile," caroled of the sufferings 
of their dopes, and became, in the struggle of politics!

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THE LAW OP DISTRESS. 



Professor Wrighlaon, in hit paper read before 
the Far mora' Club on April T, made as good 
a defence of the Law of Distress in its relation to 
farm tenancies as could well be mads for a law 
bad in principle and mischievous in operation. He 
had obviously taken great pains to obtain a 
correct knowledge of the history and incidence of 
the law, and he stated his case with both modera- 
tion and ability. If, as appears to us, he was 
Wrong both in his premisses and his deductions, that 
was inevitable under the circumstances. What- 
ever may be said in favour of the Law of Distress 
as an institution of feudal times, when it had its 
origin, there is no sound defence for it in these days 
of commercial contracts, and consequently its 
defenders are limited to sophisms, more or leas 
specious indeed, but all fallacious and unable to 
bear the stress of searching criticism. It is sel- 
dom that a paper gets so completely cut to pieces 
in the discussion which follows it ss Professor 
Wrightson's paper wa°, and this not from any want 
of ability on his part, but solely because he had a 
bnd case to plead for. It may even be said for 
him that he scarcely received justice from those 
who followed him, as his defence of the principle 
of the law was strongly and almost unanimously 
condemned, while his concessions were not recog- 
nised. He was at least more consistent than Mr. 
Read, who first declared the law to be utterly 
wrong in principle, and then went on to advocate 
the retention of the law of bad principle to tbe 
extent of a lien over one year's rent. Mr. Hodges 
also condemned the law, and gave striking illustra- 
tions of its essential unfairness in operation, while 
stopping short of tbe logical sequence of his 
Argument by advocating the continued application 
of the power of distress to the same period as that 
proposed by Mr. Read. Professor Wrightaon re- 
commended its restriction to two years' rent, and 
be extended it so far because he said that the 
second year of tenancy would be entered upon 
before a fair time for the payment of the first year's 
rent would have transpired, forgetting, apparently, 
that the same excuse would apply in the case of 
the second year's rent, and so on ltd infinitum. In 
other respects Professor Wrightaon was in agree- 
ment with all who wish to preserve the law from 
complete extinction, as he advocated the abolition 
of the landlord's right to distrain stuck agisting, and 
the property of third parties generally. Ths real 
difference between Professor Wrightaon and the 
other advocates of the continuance of the law 
under a restricted form is that he defended its 
principle and denied its mischievous effects, apart 
from its extreme abuses, while they admitted its 
unfairness and its objectionable influence upon the 
competition for farms and tbe consequent enhance- 
ment of rents, and yet, more illogically, advocated 
its retention in a modified form. Now, if the law 
is wrong in principle, it is clear that it ought to be 
swept entirely away ; and, as a matter of fact, all 
its constant evils would remain if it were merely 
modified, pretty much as they exist at present. 
Perfect security for one year's rent is really all that 
a landlord requires to render him reckless as to the 



means of a proposing tenant, and he would 
be very nearly aa likely to accept the 
highest bidder if be had security for only 
only one year's rent as if be bad security for six 

Cars' rent. It is true that other creditors would 
in leas danger of finding sotbing left for them 
in tbe case of the bankruptcy of a tenant after the 
landlord's claims bad been satisfied ; but tbe differ- 
ence would be only one of degree, while we con- 
tend that there is no reason for any distinction in 
principle between the payment of one creditor and 
another. Indeed, as Mr. James Howard pointed 
out, if there ia any difference, it should be in 
favour of tbe ordinary creditor rather than in 
favour of the landlord, as the former risks both 
principal and interest, while tbe latter risks interest 

Professor Wrightson's only real argument in 
defence of tbe principle of the Law of Distress 
rested upon the assumption that the landlord and 
the tenant are essentially partners, both of whom 
look for a share in the profit of each year's crops, 
That we regard aa an entirely false proposition in 
these modern times. The landlord lets the use of 
his land for a year or a term of years precisely on 
tbe same principle as tbe owner of a steam thrash- 
ing machine lets the use of his machine. The 
landlord, as a rule, gets his rent if the tenant loses 
three hundred pounds in the year just as he gets it 
if the tenant gains an equal sum. Similarly, the 
owner of the steam thrashing machine is paid for 
thrashing whether the farmer loses or gains by his 
crop. Both risk tbe loss of a portion of tbe sum 
due to them, and both should enjoy nn eqnalchancs 
of getting paid. As the law now stands the landlord 
has almost perfect security for the whole of bis 
daim, while tbe owner of the thrashing machine 
has no security whatever for the whole of hi* 
claim, and even the portion which would other- 
wise be fairly secure if i t were not for the Law of 
Distress is liable to be swallowed up by the unfair 
preference of the landlord's claim. But tbe case 
of the owner of the thrashing machin* 
is too much akin to that of tbe landlord 
to show tbe full force of the argument against the 
Law of Distress. He, like tbe landlord, speaking 
broadly, only risks the interest on bis capital. To 
be exact it must be admitted that both risk a Utile 
more, as both employ servants and have some ex- 
penses, in connection with letting their possessions, 
to meet. But in tbe case of the manure and cake 
merchant the position is far stronger. This man 
has a better claim to a lien upon tbe growing crop 
and the proceeds of the sale of live stock than 
either the landlord or the owner of the thrashing 
machine has, as his capital and interest are largely 
employed in the production of the returns of tbe 
farm. Very often he gives greater value towards 
a year's produce than the landlord gives, as his 
bill is not uncommonly larger in amount than s 

J ear's rent. It is true that the landlord may have 
is property deteriorated as well as the interest on 
his capital lost ; but the manure and cake merchant 
may lose his capital and interest entirely, so far aa 
it is in the tenant's bauds. Rents in England are 
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almost universally due, sod in generally paid, half- 
yearly. Professor- Wrightson'a statement to tha 
tlfect that thoy run nine months is obviously 
incorrect. It is somewhat common for tie-rent t( 
ha only demanded three nionthe after quarter day . 
ktitsitoough the tenant haa nine months before 
his tint half-year's lent ia demand ad, -it is only nix 
months from that time to the next payment, and 
u on for the rest of his .tenancy. Thus the 
taienoy in the time allowed for payment really 
sperates, except where a tenant ie allowed to get 
ksrioualy into arrear, only at the beginning; of the 
tenancy, whan indulgence oughtnot to be needed, 
•ad operates mischievously by tempting a farmer 
to lake more land than ho ha* capital to farm 
properly. Such- temptation haa a bad effect 
apon the interest of all parties concerned in the 
cultivation of the soil, with the doubtful excep- 
tion of the landlord. It ia argued that even the 
landlord ia injured in the long run; for although it 
ia admitted that one effect of the Law of Distress 
ia to increase artificially the competition for land, 
and to to raise rente, it ia urged that another effect 
m to impoverish estates. There ia, however, an 
anomaly in- this- argument which can scarcely be 
■iplained away.. Either the Law of Distress 

imminently enhances rents or it does not. If it 
«a, the landlord cannot be injured by it ; if it 



tk) affect of the law ia to raise rents above their 

intrinsic value, it nevertheleas depreciatea the 
actual value of land by keeping it in an unim- 
proved condition, so that it lets for less than it 
would otherwise,. in spite of its bringing more than 
k is intrinsically worth; but this argument in 
effect assumes that a-landlord has-a right to an in- 
creased' return on his tenant's improvements, with- 
out first paying for them, which we regard as an 
outrage upon the true principle of Tenant-Right. 
It ia quite clear, however, that all other parties 
siucarned in tha good cultivation of the land are 
wot j or Ie?s injured by the operation of the Law 
of Distress. The tenant ie injured because he haa 
to pay a higher rent than he would have to pay 
under natural conditions of competition, and also 
in the impoverishment almost certain to follow 
upon taking a large acreage when he has only 
capital enough, to render him master of a smaller 
area. Ia thin sonnection one important considera- 
tion is never mentioned. It is this, that the 
tenant who takes more land than he can do justice 
to not only fwrnia lea* profitably than he would if 
be had fewer acres, hut is tempted to a mere pro- 
fuse household and personnl expenditure on account 
of the higher social position which, as a large 
farmer, ho occupies. Upon farm labourers and 
consumers the evil effect of a law which tends to 
promote poor farming is too obvious to need 
detailed statement} and the wrong which it in- 
flicts upon the tenant's creditors, with the sole ex- 
ception of the privileged and protected landlord is, 
if possible, more obvious still. 

Professor Wrightaon'e attempt to show that the 
abolition of the law would not have the effect of 
lowering rents waa lame in the extreme. He 
argued that landowners would farm their own 
estates, and so render farina more scarce for ' 



tenant-farmers ; but Mr. Read effectually disposed 
of this fallacious reasoning by pointing out that at 
the present time, although on large numbers of 



(arms nan only be relet at a great diminu- 
tion upas previous rents, their owners show no 
disposition to keep them in their own hands. If 
lower rents will not induce an owner to farm hia 
own land, it ia clear that lees absolute security will 
not. 

There are other aspects of. the subject with 
which we should have been glad to deal; but it is 
impossible in a single newspaper article to exhaust 
the subject. It is now prominently before the 
country, and there will be other opportunities of 
commenting upon it and the controversy which it 
haa raised. As will be seen by Mr. BlennerhasseU's 
latter in another column, that gentleman is about 
to bring forward a motion in the House of Com- 
mons declaring that it ia desirable that the power 
of distraint for rent should be abolished. Our 
Farmers' Clubs and Chambers of Agriculture may 
with advantage diacuaa the subject in the e 



of the London Farmers' Club is waa pretty plainly 
lay, and if a resolution had been 
allowed there ia little doubt but that one in favour 



of total repeal would have been carried by a large 
majority, 

ENTOMOLOGY AND AGRICULTURE. 

The study of entomology ia not often made part 
of a farmer'e education, nor. is it usual to find a 
practical agriculturist who has so much as an idea 
of the life-history of any of the insects which 
exercise so great an influence on plant-life, for 
good or for evil — mostly for evil. This is much 
to be regretted, and it is tn be hoped that in future 
the lada-who are to be farmers will not only be - 
taught the rudiments of- entomology, but be 
specially educated in other ways, so that they may 
have something more than mere rule of thumb to ■ 
guide them. Those who have given attention to 
entomology are invariably impreeaod with the 
magnitude of the part which insects play in the 
operations of Nature, and with the helplessness of 
man in dealing directly with their power. As the 
gradual silting-up of a, river bed, by the deposit of 
minute particles of matter suspended in the water, 
may occasion an outbreak, so to speak, of natural 
forces with which man is utterly powerless to deal 
— such. as haa recently occurred in Hungary — so 
tha spread of the grape-vine louse, at first un- 
noticed and unappreciated, has devastated 
the vineyards of America, all but destroyed the 
wine-producing industry of some parts of France, 
ipread over- a great portion of Southern Europe, 
and haa now commenced in Australia. The 
ingenuity of man has hitherto failed even to check 
its progress, much less to cope with it effectually, 
and tbe losses it has occasioned are enormous. In 
h'rance alone it waa estimated four years ago that 
the damage it had done represented a greater sum . 
of money than waa paid as a war indemnity to > 
Germany. In America the potato-beetle emerged 
from its obscurity at the foot of tbe Rocky Moun- 
tains, and traversed Hie entire Continent, uaa-Wai A. 
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in search of a plant for which it hod acquired a 
liking, carryina destruction in its coarse in spite 
of fill that could be done to prevent it. Id Europe 
wo hear occasionally of Urge districts being in- 
vaded and conquered bv nn army of locusts, or of 
the larva? of white butterflies ; end in England we 
are subject to periodica] visitations from various 
insect enemies to agriculture, insignificant in their 
uuits,but strong collectively, which defy the farmer 
and destroy bis crops while he stands helplessly look- 
ing on. And besides these extraordinary cues in 
which insects have overcome the natural laws by 
which they are usually restrained, there exists a 
power on their part to increase with such marvel- 



reptiles and mammals, together with 
predatory and parasitical insects, they would mod 
consume and destroy plant-life to such an extant 
as to crowd man himself out of existence. 

Yet bow little have we hitherto done by way of 
protecting and encouraging our feathered friends 
to whom we owe so much 1 In France, and in 
aome parts or Germany, there have been some 
practical steps taken by the State Departments to 
exert a direct influence on insect life by collecting 
and destroying the lnrvm (grubs and caterpillars) 
of some species, and by making known to children 
the useful services of birds and other insectivorous 
animals; thus soliciting projection for them, ana 
educating thoughtless youth in babits of observa- 
tion and usefulness, instead of wanton destruction 
and mischief. Hut we have not, as yet, done any- 
thing of the kind in this country. If a boy sees a 
bird, or a frog, or a bat, he throws a stone at it ; 
and if a farmer sees an insect he seldom makes 
careful observation of its babits. In the case of 
well-known injurious insects, such for example as 
the turnip-beetle or the wireworm, very little 
practical knowledge has been brought to bear on 
their life history, so as to enable farmers to cope 
with them when most accessible. To thia end 
habits of careful observation, and at least an ele- 
mentary knowledge of entomology, will be of great 
service, and we cordially welcome Miss K. A. 
Ormerod's " Notes of Observations of Injurious 
Insects" as a very praiseworthy attempt to render 
assistance in this matter. We have no doubt that 
the yearly reports, which thia lady is good enough 
to make for the benefit of farmers and gardeners, 
will prove highly useful, as the interchange of 
information, and the mere fact of directing atten- 
tion to the subject cannot fail to be of service, as 
she very justly rem arks. The Report is published 
as a pamphlet by West, Newman, and Go , of 
Hattoa Garden, Iiondon, It contains wood-cuts 
of several species of injurious insects, and a digest 
of the communications received from various 
correspondents during the year 1878. It is 
suggested that correspondents should give more 
complete details of their tbservatinns, not only as 
to direct injuries caused by the depredations of 
insects, but also in respect of contingent circum- 
stances, such as the fertility and cleanliness of the 
soil, the character of tbe wild plants growing on 
it, the state of the weather, and anv incidental 
matters connected with tbe cases " There seems 
little doubt," says Miss Ornierod, " but that it is 



in the small appearances that we shall probiblv 
find the hey to the great devastations, In themselves 
it is truly said that thev are scarcely worth nodes 
(though all the same the smallest loss of crap his 
its inconveniences) ; but when tbe sweep of insect 
injury comes it is often past tbe point at which we 
can tell its origin, as well as how to terminate it, 
Each note of information, even if incomplete in 
itself, will or may probably join on to those if 
other observers, and thus the circumstances which 
give rise to insect ravage be gradually more and 
more clearly made out, till we may bops, if not 
entirely to check the evil, at least hi mitigate it 
greatly. . . . Any communications addressed 
as before to the Rev. T. A. Preston, Marlborough; 
E. A. Fitch, Maldon, Essex; or to myself it 
Dunster Lodge, near laleworth, will be duly 
attended to." 

The report is fnll of useful suggestions and in- 
formation ; such, for example, as that certain plank 
supply food and shelter to certain specie* of inserts, 
the charl icic being a favourite habitat of the 
lurnip-bestle, and the blackthorn affording refute 
to the gooseberry caterpillar; the lame of Iks 
wheat-midge is harboured in neglected ehaff-hes.p' ; 
the clover weevils are present in stacks, Ac; iid 
numerous details to which wo cannot refer, hot 
which will well repay perusal. Indeed, wt 
earnestly recommend our readers to obtain the 
pamphlet and read it carefully. The year VSi 
is alluded to as having been, on the whole, un- 
favourable to insect life. Possibly the abnormal 
Character of the seasons induced premature meta- 
morphoses, the mild winter bringing forth imago 
forms when plant life was not in a condition to 
support them or their larvse, and later on the cold 
wet spring and early summer may have retarded 
the development of the imago stage in other spuria 
nutil the season was too far advanced to admit «F 
their successful life-economy. These are marten 
which need careful and intelligent observation, 
for in them may probably be found a doe to Iks 
excessive numbers of some one particular species 
appearing one season and being almost absent in 
another. Itis known that the metamorphose! of 
insectamay be retarded or accelerated bv external 
influences, and this, too, may throw some light on 
the subject. The farmer's study should be to sub 
use of such means as are known for the purpose of 
Checking these insect pests, and to aid the birds in 
their work, as well ss to try to find out by obserrs- 
tion fresh methods of warfare. The most obvious 
remedial measures will be found in systematical I j 
destroying such wild plants as may be known » 
afford subsistence to insects which injure culti- 
vated plants; and a knowledge of the Itfe-hisWrt 
of the more injurious species will often enshie 
simple means to be taken to destroy thero.oi to 
bnng about their destruction. Thus, the wire- 
worm cannot make its way through campejrt'i 
soil, and rolling with a Cambridge roller makes lb* 
insect come to tbe surface to get over tbe obstruc- 
tion caused by tbe indentations ; and when on the 
surface of the ground it falls a ready prey to birds 
which are on the look-out for it, being a Vara of its 
presence from the dead or dying plants the wot- 
stems of which it has cut thrcugb. Io fact, the 
whole subject of the economy of insect life waM 
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be of much interest to tlie farmer; for although he 
miff ere greatly from the depredations of torn* 
species, he ia dependent on the services of others 
to effect Chu fertilisation of the flowers of soiug 
cultivated plants, which otherwise coald not per- 
fect their seed. An agriculturist cannot be loss 
fitted for his occupation by being, aa fur as he may 
be able, a naturalist aa well.

No part of Great Britain or Ireland baa a greater 
variety of geographical aspects, geological formation*, and 
different toils. The beautiful and slight); nndnlatiog 
vales are in strange contrast to its ersgSi rocks, and 
moontaina piercing its clouds to s height of 1,000, then 
3.000, then I.SOO fset above ila sea level. It* nataral 
fertility in some parts ia in extraordinary contrast to its 
sterility and extreme poverty in others. The snnnsl 
value of some parte ia not worth mors than fid. an acre. 
Many thonssnd acres of its profitable aheep-walka were 
recently let andar la. an acre ; even now they are let at 
la. 6d. aa acre. Farms of 10s. an acre rental have a 
variety of tnesdew, amble, pasture, and rongh, hialthy 
land. Where in Great Britain is there richer graarog 
lands than on the banks of the Wye. the Severn, tbe 
Vysny w, the Tivy, the Alcd, the Klwy, tbe Clwyd, and the 
Dee? Iu the neighbourhood of Butlington-bridg^ 
below Welshpool, the Dulybont is renowned in ancient 
and modern history as soma of the fattest gruxing land in 
Britain. 

As is the country so are its inhabiUaU. We can 
point out aa man; toaud, practical, scientific farmers 
comparatively as in any part of the kingdom. Some 
first-class farmers and graxiers pay aa high as £3, IA, and 
£6 an acre natal for their lauds. Of eonrse they sre 
accommodating and exceptionally good lands. Whilst all 
England rings with the alarm of agriealtBral distress, 
falling rente, abatements of large per ceolagea allowed by 
oonaiderats landlords to their tenants, Wales can point 
not the eitraordioary phenomenon of a great advance iu 
the rentals of some particular estates. The owner of a 
bordering on North and South Wales has 
i advancing their rents, commencing this year 
about 20 per cent, higher thao previously. 

Tbe wages of farm labourers and servants, male and 
female, have doubled in tha last £0 years. Review ins, 
however, the coarse of tbe agriculture of Wales over a 
period uf tha last fifty years, in spite of all the obstacles 
and difficulties of rente, wages, and taiee, she atanda at tha 
present day moat decidedly in a very improved condition. 

Wales has her Brat-class farmers. Will too great 
liberties be taken if thry are placed on a par with the 
fint -class farmers of England ? We don't beg tbe ques- 
tion, bnt will sppeel to facts, Flintshire, in the North, 
has, tbruuB.h her old agricultural eocietica and membera, 
produced a fine race of farmers, some gone to their long 
rest, others still remaining. The ploughing of Flintshire 
boys, through the annual matches, has been brought 
nearly to perfection. The straight furrows, parallelograms 
laid at ancb beantiful angles, seem to be the work nf 
highly educated mathematicians rather than clodhoppers. 
What has been done iu the ploughing his also been fos- 
tered in the raising of green crops and a superior grade 
of oatlle, eolminating in several pedigree Shorthorn herds 
—Bates, of Kelitertou, Moatjn, Pengwern, Talacre, ia 
times put, and Bodrhyddau, Sx., in the present, may be 
mentioned. Cotnnel Shipley Conway's sale Isst autumn, 
too, showed what could be done by Welsh farming. What 
better class of farmers dowe rrunire than Jenkins, of Flasj- 
ward, who is nun a Denbighshire man t Flint aud 
Denbigh hare united their agricultural societies, and 
jointly make a vrry fine annual display- I must not 
forget Mr. Scott Bants, tbe sncctisful exhibitor of pigs. 
Around all these gentlemen, tn these two counties, yoo 
will find a class of intelligent and successful farmers — 
proved not only by tha prizes tbey win at shows hot b; 
the appearance of their forma, stock, and above all their 
bankers' book*. They have made two blades of graae 
grow where one only grew before. For the raising of a 
first-class elorersced the farmers of the Vale of Clwjd 
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have distanced ill lite firnLcrt of Great Britain. Walsh 
Cloveraeed sells higher thin nny seed in the market. 

In Carnarvonshire the lordly owner of Peorbyn Castle 
is, I snpposc, taking him far all in all, the premier 
breeder of Shorthorn cattle in North Wain. Angle™, 
ei gain, for show purpose!, generally join* with Carnarvon. 
Besides bta Shorthorns Lord Peurbyn hot been fostering 
sad improving the native Welsh breed. In thtie two 
counties we are in the stronghold* of a atlive breed of 
black cattle. When I mike nee of the term "native 
breed" I em onlj following cutom. Seriously, I do 
not admit the Anglciea aback, the Carnarvonshire, 
Merionethshire, ind Cardiunnthire black, nor. iadeed, 
the celebrated Untie Martin Hark to be descended from 
the real Welih native breed.

Whether any on* of 
these circumstances, or whether tome or all of them com- 
bined, are the cause, Auglesea may (airly ehallenge any 
county in Great Britain for the growth of ewedee. In 
referring to Auglesea we cannot do turn an agricultural 
sense without regretling the great loss she has sustained 
through the death of the late lamented Sir Richard 
Bnlkeley, Bart., of Baron-hill.

I nan the term " new " at ap- 
plied te the introduction of River Plate maiie, wheat, 
and barley into oar home markets, because until recently 
this source or importation wat fitful and inconsiderable. 
Causes which, anterior to that period, led to this paucity 
of supply, appear now to have been permanently removed, 
and we may shortly find thtt our borne consumers will 
not depend, a* in former years, solely on tbe productions 
of North America, Egypt, India, and Danubian ports. 

A country more richly dowered by Nature for the 
cultivation of grain than the provinces of Bio de la 
Plata or Argentine Republic can scarcely be found on tbe 
globe's surface. In former year* the rapid increase of it* 
countless herds— the certain revenue to be derived from 
its wool, hides, skins, tallow, and other raw materiel*, with 
only; a fractional amount of labour, rendered the Argen- 
tine lea* careful in utilizing the splendid capabilities of 
the territory at hie command. Aa an inevitable sequence, 
however, not alone of nstionsl growth and the necessity 
thence arising, of deriving From previously neglected 
meant the wherewithal to meet the increasing wants of 
an increasing people ; but equally in obedience to tbe law 
of progress from a Brat or pastoral stage to a second or 
agnonltnral one, tbe Argentine hat began earnestly to 
appreciate hit opportunities. Two or three seasons of 
exceptional abundance in tbe cereal crops on both tide* 
of the Kin de la Plata have doubtless strengthened, if not 
inspired, hit resolution. The subjoined tables, framed

The opening of our porta to tbe foreign 
prodncer wa* not like the opening of ffoodeate* with a 
rut accumulation ready to hunt out and inundate the 
lower regions. Tbe reality of the change had fint 
to be grasped, then year* had to claps? before 
tracts of land, however well Sited for the growth 
Of wheat, could be adapted to Ita cultivation. Fviu- 
ties for conveyancer had to be planned and carried 
out, road* and railways to be constructed, overland a nit 
submarine telegraph fine* to be devised and executed, 
commercial arrangement* to- be organised and perfected. 
Well, Sir, yearn have gone by, this great work hu been 
accomplished, and 1 it ha* proved sufficiently satisfactory 
to warrant; the continuance and extension of tbe system. 
From east to west the stream fall* in with steadily ia- 
creasing volume- We see it* progress,, we-feel ita effects, 
and it only remains for us to consider how we may beat 
meet thit world-wide competition.

with that giant " Competition" they haveceHed into ex- 
istence, end hare little inclination to dwell on the oiixm 
can difmUtt of the once loved firm. 

Thii diminution in the competition hu enabled farmer* 
to look more rationally aad more hupefully oa the ouet- 
two of rent, and the great rite in the coat of Ubonr hu 
nude it a natter of >itn| importance. & crieia ii reached. 
Tie experiment hu been foil; and fiirl j tried and the 
prettied conclusion at which we n-rive it, that, a* tba 
emralry approves the policy and accapla the blessings of 
Free Trade in corn, it ranat for the future be content to pay 
for it in the shape of a redaction ia the Tilse of land ne- 
cessitated by a considerable fall in rente. 

I im little faith in the effort! made in tome quarter* 
to obtain relief by sending tenant farmeis to Parliament, 
■nd, speaking generally, I much prefer to leave the repra- 
KBtatien of the agrieultaml interest U those who by posi- 
tion, leiiure, means, Interest, aad ednoation are beat qsali- 
ied to represent it. The advantage of all lawa which tend 
to increase the tenant far men' receipti er proSta must 
sltinjtlely be shared bj the owner* who wiU naturally 
Uka all such considerations into sceeuut ia filing the 
ecHvant of the rent. 

Farming ia a feuatuee*, and mast he managed an com- 
mercial principles. We have already paid far more than 
cur fair there of the Free Trade efperimaut, and we neat 
a* longer suffer ourselves te be beguiled into losing eight 
of the main itsae by the intervention of an; ef thoae 
■ili-o-the-wiapa that may present themaelves. Toe part 
ol the tenant farraer may often be difficult, but it it clear 
"d simple. It ia to determine for himself what rent he

THE AGRIOOLTUEAL SITUATION. 

TO THU IDITOE OF TH« NaBE J,AN« KKTIEU. 

Sim, — The recent discussions in both II on tea nf Parlia- 
ment hare made one point clear, and that ia that the 
system ol British hnibandry at at present punned ia un- 
able to bear the atrain that ia pat upon it, and important 
change* mutt be introduced or • collapse ia inevitable. 
first and foremost came* the crucial question, ia it 
reasonable or fair to expect, or ia it practicable for the 
Britith farmer succea jfnlly to compete with the unlimited 
tree importations of foreign farm produce from the whole 
world white he ia fettered and handicapped with obsolete 
eovenante which embarrass enterprise in bit occupation, 
with insecurity of tenure, and, more than even these, 
tenant right in hie ontlay not reeognited by statute. 
When English soldiera contended with the toldiera of 
freedom in the United State* the* great Lord Chatham 
told hit peers that " he believed they could do anything 
but imptrsibilities, end that to conquer America wu an 
impossibility." So say British fnrniere no* ; they are 
prepared to do anything in their vocation but imposti- 
"litiee, and successfully to compete with free unlimited 
inporta at they an at present situatod ia an impossibility. 



A primary neoeuity to stimulate the energies ef enter- 
prise in the neglected larminn lands of England is to 
induce capital to operate on this great national industry ; 
bat in order to uneonerJiih this it is indispensable that 
the tiller of the sail aharl ha*e free scope in his cultiva- 
tion and aeearity for the value of unexhausted improve- 
ments. Eiperieace tells na that there ia nothing capital 
holds more aloof from than uncertainty in the condition! 
in arhicb rt ia sought to be employed. Tuen let ua ni 
longer deter capital by laws averse to commercial 
eqnality. 

Security with freedom in farming hu now assumed ■ 
ustiaual upect, meaning u it does increased production 
of food from our soil for oar teeming population, benefit- 
ing alike all interests, increasing the demands for manu- 
facture! and trade, and essentially improving the property 
ef the landowner. I may go farther, sad uj it i* neither 
politic, ssfa. nor just to limit the supply ni food of 
30,000,801) of free men by lews favourable to 'he few at 
the cost of the rait. It wu the writer's privilege is 
1S7B to listen to our Premier (then He. D.-ra-li) when 
one or a deputation U him oa the (object of " farmin ; 
tenant-right," and to bit onlogy on that moat dis- 
tinguished authority npan agriculture, tan late Mr. Philip 
Posey, H.P. Mr. Posey ia admitted by lU a«rieul lariats 
to be a generally accepted authority. He specially 
addressed the landlords of England iu the following 
wards:— "The subject of uoeihestcd improvement* 
seams to me to be the meat important of all agricultural 
question*, and improvements in ear agreement* in tbit 
respect to be a condition si** gum mom of any steady and 
general improvement in the toil or its cultivation.

bu changed equally with ill appliance* in implements, 
steam, and machinery, it ia simply absurd to bind tha 
farmer with the system* of the put- Tha largely in- 
creased charges npon farm cultivation during the put 
ten years, embracing rent, labour, tradesmen's bills, and 
the like, together with the ever increasing charge* upon 
hia holding ia the shape of local taxation, are subject* 
claiming a practical inquiry with the view of an equitable 
adjustment to thn altered circumstances or the times;

Agricultural questions, it 
bu been said, are qoeatioua for the hustings, but they 
are above party, for they intimately concern the welfare 
and prosperity of the whole population.

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THE REPORT OF THE VETERINARY DEPARTMENT FOR 1378. 



The Annual Report of the Veterinary Depart- 
Tneiit of tbe Privy Council Office for the year 
5f-78 iiaa been issued by Professor Brown. Ji 
■commences with ft history of legislation in 
respect of contagious cattle-diseases during the 
past year, a subject with which our readers have 
already been made -fully acquainted. Details are 
given of the variouaways in which Local Authori- 
ties hare contrived toactin a manner foreign to the 
letter and thoapirit of the Act of 187 8, from misap- 
prehending the scope and misunderstanding the 
meaning of its provisions. For example, a Local 
Authority, in its wisdom, directed the Votarinary 
Inspector Dot to visit animals affected with Foot- 
and-Uouth Disease unless under tbe special autho- 
risation of the sub -committee, who were directed 
to give such authorisation "only when they had' 
reason to suspect that the disease was more serious 
in its nature than Foot-and-Mouth Disease, and in 
no other case." Other Local Authorities have in- 
terpreted the Cleansing and Disinfecting Order of 
1878 to mean that cleansing and disinfecting are to 
be carried out at the expense of owners or occupiers, 
which is not the case. In some instances Local 
Authorities have issued notices that no compensa- 
tion would he made in the case of animals slaugh- 
tered by their orders if the said animals bad been 
introduced on to the premises within a specified 
period before they were attacked by the disease: 
whereas no power has been given to Local 
Authorities to wilhold compensation Under the 
circumstances. A common form of error appears 
to have been in reference to the declaration of 
infected "places" and "areas," and as this is an 
important matter we give the following explana- 
tion in the words of the Report : — " The object of 
'declaring an infected place ii to abut up, within 
we 11-detLaed limits, all the animals which have been 
exposed to infection. The declaration of an 
Inspector is a provisional measure which is to be 
applied at once to the cowshed, field, or other place 
where disease isfoand toexistor to have existed, but 
the- Local Authority, on receipt of the Inspectors 
declaration, are to institute an inquiry with the 
assistance of a Veterinary Inspector, or s person 
qualified according to ths Act to be aucfa. when 
the inquiry ia completed the Local Authority are 
required to determine and declare, and, in the light 
of the knowledge gained during the inquiry, to 
prescribe, the limits of the infected place. When 
the Local Authority have proceeded ns above 
described, and not before, they are required to 
report to the Privy Council the declaration of the 
Inspector and their own proceedings thereon, and 
to state whether or not it is in tbeir opinion expe- 
dient that an 'infected area' comprising tbe 
* infected place' be declared, and any market or fair 
held within that area restricted or prohibited, by 
Order of Council. An area cannot be declared 
infected otherwise than by Order of Council, and 
tbe necessity for such an Order would only arise 
under special circumstances. If, for example, a 
Local Authority should find reason to suspect that 
diseased or infected animals had been moved from 



one place to others within a limited radius, pro- 
bably extending a mile from an infected place, or 
if there were within that radius several centres of 
infection arid a considerable cattle population, it 
might be desirable to restrict the movement of 
animals into, within, and out of the infected urea; 
and in snch case the declaration of an 'infcUod 
area' by the Privy Council would give the Local 
Authority tha necessary power to act." This is 
vt-ry explicit, as indeed hi the Act itself, with re- 
gard to these provisions. Other cases of erroneous 
action on the part of Local Authorities are 
given in respect of declaring infected areas; ex- 
tending tbe limits of infected places soaa to include 
public slaughter-hoaxes ; declaring infected places 
in cases of Sheep-scab and of Glanders, for which 
no such provisions exist ; applving for power out- 
side the scope of the Act of 1878; and failing to 
appoint a Veterinary Inspector. Thu Report says :— 
"Notwithstanding the emphatic terms of this 
section (of the Act), some Local Authorities have 
intimated that thoj" did not consider it necessary 
to appoint a Veterinary Inspector in their district, 
as no disease existed I " In fact, the unhappv 
Local Authorities have done things they ought not 
to have done, and left undone things they ought to 
have done in a most sinful manner, just as we ex- 
pected from the first that they would do, judging 



from their action under tbe former Act. In case 
of an extensive and general outbreak of disease — 
one of Professor Brown's cycles of Foot-aud- 
Mouth Disease for example — we should not be at 
all suprised if tbe Privy Council found Local 
Authorities to be utterly unworkable and unman- 
ageable. 

Tbe whole of the existing Orders in Council— 
which will be found in the Mark Lane Espress of 
January Oth — have been issued under tbe Act of 
1S7S, including that for the prohibition of cattle 
from Germany and Belgium. These countries 
were not mentioned in tbe Act of 1878, nor in the 
Foreign Animals Order of December Oth, 1878, 
but they were provided for in the Order of 
January 27th, 1977, for which is now substituted 
tbe Order of December 17th, 1878, by which the 
prohibition is continued. Schleswig-Holstein is 
always dealt with separately from the rest of 
Germany, and the order which ia regularly made in 
favour of Schleswig-Holstein (when her export 
trade begins) was revoked on the 7th of December 
(when it was over), " on account of tbe outbreak 
of Cattle Plague in Germany." Aa that country 
baa now been officially declared to be free from 
Cattle Plague, in the very nick of time, wo may 
expect an Order in Council next month, as usual, in 
favour of Schleawig-IIol stein. 

The statistical portion of the Report, including 
its Appendix, is of great interest. With regard to 
diseases we find that between tbe dates September 
1st, 1877, and October 1st, 1878, there were 3,722 
cattle slaughtered in Great Britain on account of 
Pleuro-pneumonia, by order of Local Authorities, 
for which a sum of £23,912 7*. lid. was paid as 
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Stnlw ports 3,034 cRtlle, 3,200 sheep, and 2.308 
v.i.\« were thrown overboard; 271 catle, «13 sheep, 
miJ l&H pigs were landed dead ; And 1-iU cattle, 
li)2 sheep, and 2eS pigs wire so much injured dur- 
ing transit as to reuder it necessary to slaughter 
iheiu at the place of landing. From Canadian 
pnrta 55 L cattle, 2,000 sheep and 418 pigs were 
thrown overboard; 43 cattle, 172 sheep, and 17 
pigs were landed dead ; and '24 cattle, 68 sheep, and 
It) pigs had to be slaughtered at the place of land- 
ing. Together, 10,607 animals were thrown over- 
board, 1,210 were landed dead, nod 718 were killed 
at the place of landing on account of their injuries. 
One mora item from this interesting Blue-book 
■list bring our notice to a close. The importations 
n( foreign stoek to the port of London during 1878 
ire down to be in the following relationship to 
flie total market supply of the Metropolis, and to 
(he total importations of foreign stock into Great 
Kriiam during the s*rae year. Foreign cattle form 
1:1.208 per cent, of the- total supply of cattle to 
l.nndon, and 38.808 per cent, of the total importa- 
ti*:i of cattle into Great Britain ; foreign sheep 
f.Tia 40.431 per cent, ct the total supply of sheep 
to Loudon, and 82.758 per cent, of the total im- 
portation of sheep into Great Britain ; and foreign 
figs form 1)1.720 per cent, of the total supply of 
pigs to London, and 49.383 per cent, of the total 
imp irtation of pigs into Gr^at Britain. 

The Privy Council replied to the request made 
bv the Westmoreland and Durham Local Authori- 
ty to treat Ireland other than us an inte jr il part 
of the United Kingdom with regard to cattle 
ii-ewes, to the effect tbat it was not in accordance 
with the provisions of the Act, as we contended 
«t the time. The Blue-book contains the Report 
on the transit of animals from Ireland to ports in 
Great Britain, and that of Professor Ferguson on 
the movement of animals intended for exportation 
from Ireland to Great Britain, as well as copious 
ilaii sties, and much other valuable info rointion.

As this disease is now supposed to be in 
such very close quarters it would be worth while to 
mads a rush and stamp it out entirely, were it not 
for the fact that it ia itill being imported. If it 
were stamped out completely to-day there would 
be the possibility of fresh contagion being con- 
veyed by indirect means from some port of landing 
to adjacent healthy stock to-morrow ; for no less 
than '752 animals actually affected with Foot-and- 
Mouth Disease were landed on our shores during 
the year, 607 of which number came from the 
Natherlands, where no measures are taken for its

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REVIEW OF THE CORN TRADE, 

FROM THE MARK LANE EXPRESS FOR THE WEEK ENDING APRIL !& 



Little or no improve men t has taken place la the 
weather during the past week, and the season ad- 
vances unattended by any of the genial influences 
with which we are accustomed to associate the 
advent of May. Dull dreary days, whose chief 
characteristics have been cold winds and copious 
rains, havo succeeded each other with a steady 
persistency which augurs unfavourably for any 
immediate prospects of a change ; while night 
frosts have starved the cereals, withered the 
blossoms ou the fruit trees, and checked develop- 
ment of all vegetation. Under such unkindly 
climatic conditions it is needless to state that 
what little progress agricultural affaire have made 
have beon of a mo.it desultory description. Nor 
litis the harsh weather been only of a partial 
character, fur from all parts of the United King- 
dom, and many of the Continent, reports have 
chronicled a week of storms and a wiotry tempe- 
rature. Unreliable as firecasta frequently are, 
it must be admitted that thu gloomy prognos- 
tications which followed the unsettled equinocial 
l>eriod have, up to the present, been only too well 
fulfilled. Although somewhat variable, the 
majority of the reports as to the condition of the 
^-rowing Wheat plant concur in the stating it to 
tie thin and backward. In the lowlnnds of Scot- 
land farm-work is sufficiently advanded to prevent 
much uneasiness, but the heavy falls of rain aud 
snow have quite put a stop to spring sowing iu the 
higher districts, indeed much of the land is yet I 
unploughed, block owners have also suffered 
severely by the severity of the weather, which has 
not only starved the grass land and necessitated 
hand feeding, but has materially reduced the con- 
dition of the ewe flocks at a time when tbey 
Buffer most front exposures to cold and wet The 
supplies of English Wheat have been fairly liberal 
at the country markets, and, with increased steadi- 
ness in the trade, the average price shows a alight 
improvement. At J lark Lane, however, the 
offering have been light, and buyers have only 
responded to the firmness of holders by taking the 
choicest lots at tho full price of the last week. 
The imporls of Foreign Wheat into London have 
been to a fair extent, Inst Monday's return showing 
an arrival oF about 33,000 qrs., and on Friday a 
further 18,000 qrs. were reported ■, while at Liver- 
pool supplies have been unusually heavy. In 
both ports more steadiness has been observable iti 
the trade, although the weight of present aud 
prospective supplies still restricts the operations of 
the buyers. At the same time an improved 
demand has certainlv followed the inactivity 
caused by tho Ensttr hulidays, but the absence of 
speculation has tended to contract business to the 
supply of present requirement, and stocks have 
diminished slowly. Very little change can be 
noted in price, as supply and demand have been 
pretty evenly baliuitud, and there certuiuly Tloea 
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not appear to be much margin for alteration eilhar- 
way in the immediate future, as the depressing 
tendency of the large visible supply in America 
is likely to be counteracted by the unsatisfactory 
agricultural outlook ami the large needs of France. 
Some sorts of American Wheat are rather cheaper 
than they were a fortnight ago, but the decline 
has not been quoted, as it has ouly affected inferior 
produce. Fine red winter have certainly not been 
obtainable at any leas money, although buyers 
have tried hard to get them. Nearly all the 
Spring Wheat recently arrived from Atlantic 
ports has been, of very poor quality, full of 
shrivelled grains and wasting? much in grinding, 
"ir its being purchasable ti 
is. to 36s. fur No. 3 Chicago 
-Milwaukee, per 4801b. coat, 
", Maize, if freely offered, 
great extent, 21s. 9d. pet 
the utmost obtainable for 
-u perfect condition, while 
mt Gd. lees. Barley has soli 
slowly without alteration in value, but oats bare 
beeu in better request aud prices have favoured 
sellers. The sales of English wheat noted L»t 
week were 63, 183 qrs., at 40s. lid., against 3S,doJ 
qrs., at 61s. 8<] H in the previous year. The Lon- 
don averages for the week ending April -."nil wire 
40a. 3d. on 2,473 qrs. The imports into thu United 
Kingdom for the week ending April litih were 
1,110,172 cnts. of wheat, and 220,139 cwi=. of 
flour. As the first market of importance after the 
Easter holidays was held at Mark Lane on Moad.iv 
last there was a full attendance of millers and 
country buyers, and the course of tbe day's basics; 
was marked by a fairly steady tone, and ruiher 
more activity in nearly all descriptions of cereal 
produce. Iu few instances, however, could say 
improvement be noted in. pricuH, as the liberil 
imports of wheat, flour, and maize prevented any 
upward movement which the improved inquiry 
might otherwise have brought about. The week'* 
arrivalsof English wheat amounted to 3,!)16qrs., 
and there was a very moderate supply fresh up oa 
factors' stands. The extreme quotation of the 
previous week were demanded, but were only 
obtainable for the best lota, and, in spite of the 
firmness of holders, sales progressed but sionlj. 
The imports of foreign were liberal, amounting in 
all to 63,257 qrs., of which quantity upwards n( 
31,000 qrs. were from Southern .Russian ports. 
America furnished 12.608 qrs., and Germany 
7,343, the remainder of the supply consisting 
of Eust Indian. New Zealand, ami Australian 
varieties. The trade ruled quiet, but previous 
rates were firmly maintained for all except second- 
ary qualities of American, which showed a decline 
of Gd. per qr. on the fortnight. The day's sales 
were not large, but increased firmness was ohstr- 
vable at the close of the market. The export* 
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ware 1,544 qrs. aeainst 3,156 qrs. in ths preceding 
week. The supply ol Barley consisted of 1,308 
qrs. of home-grown and 6,163 qra. of foreign. 
UwiQjrto the continuance of cold weather fine 
malting sorts were in fail request and full; as dear, 
while grinding descriptions met a slow sale at 
former currencies. There were 13,123 qrs. at 
maize reported, all of which was from New York. 
Some signs of increasing steadiness were observa- 
ble, but the demand was slow and prices under- 
went no quotable variation. The imports of oats 
were 35,910. qrs., and, aa dealers snowed more 
disposition to operate, sellers were enabled to 
establish an advance of 3d. to 6d. per qr. On 
Wednesday the return showed 120 qrs. of English 
wheat end 14,620 qrs. of foreign. There wae a 
fair attendance for a mid-week market, and in all 
□ranches of the trade the stead; tone observable 
on Monday was welt maintained. American 
wheat met&n improved demand, but was without 
change in value, and barlev and maize were un- 
altered, but oats tended in sellers' favour. On 
Friday the supply had increased to 680 qrs. of 
English wheat and 18,040 qrs. of foreign. The 
trade ruled steady at previous prices, but the de- 
mand was light and the market closed quiet. 
Maize was slow and barley unchanged, while oats 
were Fully as dear. The imports of flour into the 
United Kingdom for the week ending April 19th, 
were 220,133 cwts. against 164,480 cwta, in the 

frevious week. The receipts into London were 
1,066 sacks of English, and 10,253 sacks and 
4,698 barrels of foreign. Country-made has been 
Erir.lv held, and prices show no quotable variation, 
but American barrels have been the turn lower, 
both on spot and for shipment. The week's 
arrivals of beans were 30,730 cwt.., and of Peas 
60,210 cwt., showing an increase of 9,247 ewt. on 
the farmer, and 14,061 cwt. on the latter. 
An improved demand has been experienced 
for both articles, and the tendency of prices 
has been against buyers. The deliveries 
of malt were 15,036 qrs. and the exports 
1,243 qrs. A somewhat steadier tone has 
been observable in the trade for this article, but ss 
tat to improvement can be recorded in prices. 
Business in agricultural seeds has been a good deal 
restricted of late by reason of the unfavourable 
weather and lateness of the season. The low point 
to which values have fallen has rendered the pest 
season a very un remunerative one to growers, 
whose operations, both in corn sod seeds have re- 
sulted in disappointment. During the past week 
the trade has ruled quiet for all varieties, and prices 
remain unaltered. Baps and linseed have been in 
better request, but there has been very little inquiry 
fur Canar'. A quiet and steady tone has charac- 
terised provincial trade throughout the past week, 
sod the country markets have been fairly supplied. 
An occasional decline of Is. per qr. was quoted on 
whest, bat the reduction was only necessary to quit 
secondary parcels, as all good Iota have fully main- 
tained late rates. No change can be noted in spring 
corn. At Liverpool on Tuesday the market wasjwell 
attended, and abetter tone was noticeable in the 
wheat trade, especially for the finer sorts, which 
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cheaper. Flour was inactive and rather weaker, and 
maize was also offered on rather easier terms, but 
there was no material cbsnge iu other articles. 
The week's imports include 107.000.qrs. of whest 
and 27,000 art. of maim. At Newcastle there has 
been very little business passing in wheat, for 
which prices receded Is. perqr. Flonr has also

At 
Leeds there has been scarcely anything passing in 
grain, and, although in the absence of demand . 
prices are nominally unaltered, sellers would insks 
some concessions to bring about business. At 
Edinburgh wheat has been in small supply, but a 
reduction of 6d, to Is. per qr. has been necessary to 
effect sales. Barley has ruled slow, but oats have 
realised rather higher rates for the finer qualities. 
At Leith fair progress has been made with sowing, 
as the weather has been rather drier, but the. tern-- 

Srature baa been very low and vegetation ia in a 
skward ststs. The week's imports have been 
moderate of all articles ; at the market onWednes- 
dftj Scotch wheat receded 0d. per qr. ; foreign 
with little offering on the spot,, maintained 
former values, but business was by no. means brisk. 
Oats were occasionally 3d. per qr. desrer, but 
other feeding stuffs remained unaltered. At Glas- 
gow the arrivals from abroad have been heavy of 
wheat and flour, but light of other articles. 
Wednesday's market was fairly attended, but the 
trade was slew and prises exhibited a declining 
tendancy. Wheat was 6d. to la. per qr. cheaper 
to sell, and flour gave way Is. per sack and barrel. 
Oats were steady, while maize declined 6d. per qr. 
At Dublin the weather has been wet and unseason- 
able, and no change cao be recorded in the position 
of wheat, which continues to meet a alow sale at 
nominally late rates, liaise hss become rather scarce 
and somewhat better prices have been obtainable. 
At Cork a limited amount of business has been dons 
in wheat, bat ircreased steadiness has prevailed. 
Maize advanced Is. 6d. per qr. owing to temporary 
scarcity, but subsequent arrivals have reduced ratea 
o their former level.

beet hunter in the show. At Islington he did the 
like, being first in a claas of twenty-seven up to not 
less than IS atone, and then beat Baldersby, Golden 
Drop, and the Dandy for the Agricultural Hall 
Modal ; winding up the season at Northallerton by 
winning the Yorkshire Agricultural Society's priia 
of £60, in a clans of nineteen, for the bast gelding 
or mare, fire, six, or seven years old up to 15 atone 
with hounds, and which had been regularly hunted 
during the season 1877-78.

The great show of the South-west of Scotland iru held 
■t Ajr, on April 80. The Ayr Advrtittr, in eom- 
mtniing on the live alock.aajsi — The Ayrshire dairy 
nock- haie always bad lha prominent place at our shows. 
They attract the most attention, although in that respect 
the Clydesdales are coining up tu them. The inspection 
began with the Derby ilm in which then was a great 
exhibition.

The judges of Clydesdales had n great deul of firat-rate 
stork to paesthrougb. their bands. In the class of brood 
marea theoompetilion between Mr. Pioken, Laigb Lang. 
aide, Craigie, and Mr. Cunningham, Tarbreoch, Dal- 
beattie, waa watehed vtith keen amiety. Mr. Fiokeu 
■as successful, and the spirit which he evinces is deaersing 
or aucceaa. The prizes for yield ...area were canied off 
by magnificent animals from different counties. The 
three year-old and two-year-old fillies formed excellent 
olmsca, and comprised a great part of the finest young 
stock in Scotland. Tbe colls were equally fine. Mr. 
Johnston's yearling colt attracted much attention. He 
waa an easy winner. He has wonderful inbttanee iur 
Ma age, and hia action it remarkably good. U lakea all 
that to justify the price of 870 gnineaa given for him at 
Mr. Drew's sale. The Clydeadale hones at Ayr form a 
magnificent tbow, and are sufficient of thcmsclrea to 
attract multitudes of visitors. To the interested portion 
ot tbe spectatora tbe competition it an exciting game, aa 
the splendid speciroeus of young steak are compared by 
skilful men for the first lime this year. At a rule, their 
relative positions are pretty accurately determined for the 

The display of hunters and roadttera waa very large. 
Io a hunting county like Ayrshire attention ia naturally 
turned to thai kind of slock, but good and skilful manage- 
jnent on the whole ia followed by more profitable results i n 
the rearing of Clydesdales. With a wider diffusion of 
good stack, however, the profits of famous breeederi are 
oat likely to increase. 



The show of fat stock was not extensive, bnt thor- 
oughly finished animals were brought oat. Mr. John 
Cunningham maintains hia former prominent position at a 
feeder of Ayrshire cows, and Messrs. Bone, Shallochparir, 
are most lueoessful with their yearlings. 

The competitions in the different classes of black-faced 
aheap at Ayr have long been interesting, and they are 
becoming more extensive.. This year our hardy hill Hoebt 
were exceedingly wall represented. The Leicester sheep 
were specially goo i.. The Association it mainly indebted 
for improvement in this department to Mr, Wellac;, 
Aoehenbrain, who generally comes to the front when he 
moves at all. lie carried everything before bin yesterday 
with the Leiceslets, aad hit success was equally complete 
and well-deserved in the varioui classes of pigt.

8m,— The debits on the motion of the Irish member 
on Engliih law mealed an smouot of omniscient 
rt rustles which '■ darkened counsel bj word* nil 
knowledge." Knowing the law of Scotland on hypothec 
■nd of England on dittTe**, perhaps I can throw 
light on it. Every writ and every legal process in I 
land i* wraed and carried through by public offlcen. 
hmo to find security for tbe faithful discharge of their 
dntiea. In England anybody may execute tbe moat 
critical (auction* of tbe law. I hiveaot a word of apology 
for the monitrout folly of letting a landlord *t his own 
band thrmt any ruffliu into another's bonie, plana him in 
possession, keep him there, and then aell thii lensut's 
chattels Tery much at hi a own discretion. In Scotland a 
petition to the Judge-Ordinary ia prevented, itating the 
gronndi of claim, and craring Judgment. Simultaneously 
the Clerkt of Conrt proceed lo the pre mi tea, tiki an in- 
ventory of tbe good* and chattel*, lodge it ia tha conrt, 
and retire. The petition ia served nn the tenant, a lum- 
inary answer required, and if the rent be doe and unpaid 
a warrant of aal* is iwned to the Clerka of Court, a. man 
io poiaeuion is nerer tbonght of. Thia ought to be the 
procedure in England ; bat the want of local court* and 
the utterly barbarous forms of process haie hitherto pre- 
cluded that reform. The preferential right of hypothec 
oiistt only for one year'e rent — that of distress i* for six. 
Tbe litter tbonld be reduced to eighteen months, or per- 
bap* two yean. With stringent and undoubted securities 
against collusive and fraudulent claim* fay stranger* to 
property actually owned by the tenant, the chattels of 
others accidentally on the premiies onght not to be liable 
t^ distraint. I frankly make these concession* to the 
opponent* or the law, while I am more satisfied than ever 
that tbe principle on which the taw rest* is wise, jnit, 
and politic. Strange to say, the principle we* not sonrach 
** hinted at fn the debate of the " collective wisdom." 

The relation of landlord and tenant is created by what 
the law call* contract of location or hire. The land ia 
not transferred to the tenant, any more than a Hansom 
cab to tbe man who hail* it off the itand. Ha occupies 
the cab just iu tbe some sense and no other io which the 
other occupies the fsrm— the pouaiian is retsiued by the 
Owner — only the n»e or occopsliou pro ttmpar* is trans- 
ferred to the hirer. The price of good* is doe tbe 
moment (hey are transferred lo tbe purchaser. Rent i* 
not eligible until sin months or twelve after occupation 
ha* commenced. Before rent is payable, the landlord 
must stand by, and may an a stranger sweep everything 
off the premises by a bill of sale, a bill at sight, a e, ju- 
sent to enter judgment, any eullniivo process by which 
distraint can be matured before the real fill* due. But 
the gnat argument in favour of the Law of Distress ii 
lha peculiar nature of tbe farmer's palling.- He most plough 
and sow before be can reap. He m nil spend Isrgely hii 
capital the first yesr, knowing that nothing can come iu 
until the second nr eves the- third-. Sometimes, a* at 
thia wry 'moment, he most lee one bad season after 
another, for fonrinceenive year*, disappoint all hit hopes, 
and thwart all hit plan*. This i* not the Tate of the 
needy man alone, bnt of the man who hai entered on ibe 
land with ample capital. It is absolutely pertain that 
good season* mutt at either one time or another come 
round— that one of these will morn than repair the lows 
of the other three, and that a second will fill the patient 
end hopeful tiller's pockets. The whole t> mi nest of farm- 
ing absolutely turns upon that hypothesis— that ineoeii 
in culture depend* upon a fir-ieoiug calculation of the 
effect of openlion* spreading over a series of year*. 
While all this is going aa, he ii giving * living to his 



labourer*, he is greatly adding to the fertility of the land; 
perhaps he is thorough draining, knowing that "ii doe 
tesson he will reap if he faint not." It ia for the interest 
of his landlord that this should be to— In forbear it U 
save and keep himself— the security of distress eosblei 
him to afford to give the tenant sorb time as he wsnts— 
and while hf bold* off, no other creditor can make his 
awoop. But withdraw the landlord's protection, let any 
man who hie a claim on the farmer come down on him 
in the midst of operations which time, and eoniidemule 
limn, alone can fructify arr e st bis waggons iu the hsy- 
Aeld, or hii horse* at tbe plough, suspend ' all the work 
or harvesting fay a warrant to seise all the implements— 
the reaping machine or the porn cart — aud jnsl when tbe 
fat bine are about to I'ipereede the lean, the whole cal- 
culated arrangement! whereby success and fertility were 
abont to fait into their natural place, may be thwarted by 
the needy, obdurate, or the unreasonable, aud outside 
creditors, hiving no security agatn.it the action or each 
other, may rata in a month tbe well planned work ol 
year*.. This, ai Iriih member* stated, i* so well uider- 
underatood by tbe tenantry of the sister kingdom that 
they look to their landlord aud the Law of Dtttreii si 
their protection against the hanh cupidity or ont-ilt 
creditors. Nor does this concern individuals alnne. The 
laud and its fertility ere involved ia the result. Hind- 
to-month culture— tillage thit cannot iffjrd to wait the 
revolution of the season* and the eflact of plans and 
operations laid and adopted tang before, is raiaoos lo the 
■oil in which the whole nation has an interest. Then 
are at thia moment, iu every county ia the realm, hus- 
bandmen who hegsn years ago with ample capital and 
tiid it out freely in the confident aaannuee of an 
ample leturn, who, unless they are allowed to go an until 
good seasons come, a* at soma time (1 believe now), come 
they must, will inevitably "fall to cureless roto '— hot 
who, .maintained iu their position, uncertain to retriew 
It The fitful and uncertain actios of the seasons, buth 
bere and abroad, ii another element in the solution ol tbe 
question, k creditor may force the tenant Iu sell hii 
grain, his cattle, sheep, hay at half the price which b; 
waiting the torn of the market he mi;ht ultimitelj 
reilitc. Wheat be'ora now hi* fallen ia a few weeti 
from 80s. to 19*., and a rainy June hai run up old hay 39 
per cent. 

I give landlords no credit for forbearance. It it clearly 
their interest, and they lose nothing by it. 1 blame no 
creditor for cupidity in using the lsw to get whst ii hit 
own. Bnt I m intain that iu eo far a* tbe interest of 
the land, of the labourera on tbe farm, or the Tinner 
himself, are concerned, the Law of Distress is not merely 
an advantage bat an iutliipen table neceuity.

Our country 
friends should bear in mind lhat God helps those who 
help themselves, bnt that there ia no hope for tuch aa do 
not. If they fail to embrace the op porta oily of combina- 
tion now offend and refute to fall into the ranka, thry 
deserve to forfeit all claim to sympathy, even ihoold 
their condition go from bad to worie. They mnat no 
longer " run with the lure and bunt wilh the kounda." 
Hiving been a farmer rnyaelf, and having from my youth 
upwards been occupied in the atndy and practice of 
h tabaodry and the manigameat of landed property, I 
claim a right to apeak frankly, and thia ii my apology 
abould auy be necessary. 

I observe that one of the objecta of the Alliance ii 
"To secure the better representation or tenant-farmers in 
Parliament." Now, Sir, thia ia a matter of the most 

tative at present in the Home of Commons — Mr. Clare 
Sewell Read— and he hardly did hit duty when Hr. 
BlennerhiHCtt introduced hit motion for abolishing the 
Law of Diitraaa. I fear the member Tor South Norfolk 
ia trying to aerre two masters, believing " all the world's 
• atege." Farmers have vast political powtr ; 
bat they seem afraid to use it. Moreover, they do not 
appear to appreciate political organisation and combina- 
tion sufficiently. Further, they have not a proper esti- 
mate of their own importance, since landowner* could 
not possibly do without them. Hitherto the great 
majority of them have been driven like flocks of sheep to 
the polling booths. Should the Alliance become ■ grand 
merest, whioh it certainly ought, we ahall by-ind-hy tee 
farmers go to tte poll perfectly free and unconcerned tn 
Tola for candidates or their own elesi and choosing. 

I see no reason whatever why there should not be a 
large number of farmer! in the House. Until this ii the 
case there will be no relief for them, aelandholding M.Pt, 
represent only their own side of questions. It would be 
well, however, that they did otherwise, and acted on the 
noble and enlightened principle ubieh the great Lord 
Leicester followed out so advsntageoualy, namely, " That 
liberal conduct towards the tenant will ever be found to 
be the moat beneficial to tbe Isndlord." Thia ii unques- 
tionably so. 

I should like to see more independence among farmers. 
They generally show Fir too ranch servility to the land- 
lords sad agents, and only apeak out boldly It clubs, 
market dinners, and rural fire sides. They seem con • 
tlanllj apprehensive of Iha wrath of tbe squire. There 
ire elceplione no doubt, but they are few. It ia not 
honourable — it is unjust and ineicusable — for landlords 
to coerce tenant* to vote contrary to their feelings and

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A HKDUE TO GROW UNDER TREES. 

TO TBI U)C70» Ot THI MaJIX Li»* IIPltEM. 

St a,— The subject of Mr. E. Outlet's letter hu engaged 
my attention more or lose Tor thirty y«ra, and miuy 
trial plantings of tree, nod ahrnba hate been made ben 
eXpresialy to teat their relatim capability to endure with- 
ont harm the ahade of trace and walla towering inure 
them. The collective reanlt ia that in selecting aisteriili 
for covering the ground in plaeee heavily shaded— whelhec 
to form hedges or ornamentnl plnntationa— tlwchoinaut 
rsnge over a variety of .objects. The rommoa thota 
fCrelagui eij/eanlkaj doea not thrire if heavily sbsded, 
but we find a capital substitute for it in the mynnbslsn or 
cherry plum (PruHUi ctnu'\fera) , a tiirorona earlj jrnn- 
ing tne with leaXiga of a cheerfnl light green cokinr, 
Thil baa been largdj propagated bj Heaara. Swing, d 
Norwich, who can loppl* it in qninlity at a cheap rite. 

Amocgat hnndreda of annjeota that hare been tried 
under tha henry ibade of elma, cliestnnti, and other Iran 
that hire a habit of miking the ground ban beoeitk 
them, we have found the beat Tor the purpose to be coo. 
mou hollj, common yew. and the beaotifol thongb eh«g 
hullj-leared burberry (Btrbtrii aquifoluj. Then in 
all well adapted to plant under time in a cl.y Mil, and 
are, when well eatabliehed, proof " agaiut the inraadi of 
youth." 

There ia perhnpe more anid than need be about the 
injoriooi eflecti of " the drip of treea." It it tha want 
of drip vary often that kills) the anderwood, for the 
ground covered by big treea ia often aa dry as dust all lbs 
lummer, and thn small stuff has to live on what it m 
catch when the leaves are down. In onr trial cullers 
we have had the heaviest loaaea in seasons charaeteriied ij 
dry ipriug. ; whereas, when there hia happened barf 
run just before the big trees came into leaf, oar under 
ihrnbi have borne the after droughty rammer bravely. 

And there ia another matter I wonld like to menlioi 
white the pen is in my bond. The soil abided by bi( 
tree* is often in a considerable degree exhausted and murk 
occupied with decaying roots. Those become clothed 
with tbe mycelium of fungi, which spreads in the ships 
of white threads, and aoon takes hold of tha roots of sub- 
jeets newly planted, and exercises a deadly i nfluenee. Thil 
underground growth of fungi kills more underwood tbu 
drip, or shade, or starvation, and of oonrae, ia espeeiiUy 
prevalent in land that has been long occupied with trees. 
Therefore, in planting nnder trees the gronnd should be 
well prepared, dead rents and masaea of mildew should be 
thrown oat and bnrnnd, and a good dressing of mart 
should be dug in to give the newly-planted trees a pro- 
mising start in life.

T. Would I advisk akt onb to com onr him? 
— No; for two reasons. First, became I made up ray 
mind before lesiing the United Kingdom that I would 
never be Ihe meant of inducing any one to emigrate, 
whether relative or acquaintance, for fear of after- regret i. 
Set-on J, *s I intend returning myteif, it would look rather 
Oat of place my advising others to do whit I could lot or 
would not do myaelf. Notwithstanding thit, I will give 
the required information in the moat unbiassed manner, 
and your friend may depend on iti truthfulness as com- 
pletely as if be wu on the spot, and had personally col- 
lected the information, judging for himself accordingly. 

II. Dons PaKMIKQ cat well r— Evidently, hy what 
I can hear from the working and gentlemen farmer! 
about here, there i> not much money to he accumulated 
by any branch of farming) bat an industrious man with 
capital may acquire property, bath in lend end stock, 
which will enable him to life in coiufort and inde- 
pendence, and he a vilusblu inheritance to hie family 
years henoe, when the population has quadrupled, which 
it will not take so icry lung lo do. The great point in 
New Zealand it, that every man possessed of health, per- 
teferance, and ioduitrioiu habits can hare a home of his 
own, where be needs call no man matter, and when he 
ceo have all the comforts of life, on trammelled by restric- 
tions as to the working of hit land, game laws, or any or 
the burdens Or grievances of the old country. Thit very 
facility of obtaining a comfortable tiring to tome eiteot 
retards the development of the country, at great Humbert 
or people, when they find themselves in moderate comfort 
and independence, make no farther effort to improve their 



aay, from GO ro ISO scret, mostly keep s dairy, growing 
green oats and Indian corn, which can he had in succes- 
sion nil the year round, and does admirably instead of 
turnipi or mangels, not only during the winter months 
bat daring dry weather in summer when the pastures axe 
burned up, ■ time when inch a supply it actually of mors 
importance than in winter. The produce it mostly made 
.into cheese, for which an average or Td. per lb. is ob- 
tained. Near towns batter is made, for which daring the 
spring and tnmmer from 9d. to Is. per lb. it Obtained, 
and in autumn Sod winter from It. Id. to la. Bd. per lb. 
Such men have a field or two of wheat and a few acres of 
potatoes, the land being laid down again with clovers and 
grasses, without manure of any hind during the course, 
and sometimes they tsko four, five, or til crops of wheat 
in inccetiion from the same Geld. Over 203 acres, soma 
of them have all theep, keeping every sere in grass, and 
growing nothing that will iuvulie Labour, not eveu a field 
of meadow-hay. Thit is a bad system, and engenders 
lazy, idle habits ; and the land being overcrowded with 
■lock for the take of a big clip of wool, soon become* 
poisoned, and the young theep are hard to bring through 
the rainy aeaioo, many dying, which are just left to rot 
where they fall, mouths after the deatht being quite able 



to be counted by the little heaps of bone* utttered over 
the fields, showing very powerfully how labour it avoided 
in all sonutiies where it it scarce and dear. Sheep- 
firming hat paid badly this year, wool being to low — from 
lOd. to It. for wished, 7d. to Sd. for wool in the grease, 
and Sd. per lb. for lambs' wool. Splendid lambs hare 
been sold for 8a. tarn— in fact the very pick of the flock— 
running down to 2s. fid. for middling ud inferior. 
larger farmers combine cattle and theep farming, pro- 
viding nothing for the winter hat a field or two of hay to 
throw on the grass daring the spring, or they may grow 
s field of osis snd cut it green for hay, which make* 
tplendid fodder. It is astonishing bow little labour these 
men employ ; on a thousand-acre farm there may be only 
two men, and these almost continually on horseback, 
dsthingabout like the wind. They are tplendid horsemen, 
quite at good ai Mexicans, and with their long stock- 
whips, which they crick like a pistol, they almost take 
a bit ont of Ihe hide or n refractory bullock. A 
neighhour of onrt, Mr. William Taylor, ownt 12,000 acret 
in fee ; what you would call hit home farm being here, 
and consisting of 1,000 acres, carrying 2, GOO theep and a 
lot of cattle and horses, and the remainder in the valley 
of the Wsiksto, about tiity miles from Auckland. All 
this property it managed by himself aud tons, the letter 
being splendid horsemen, and fashionable gentlemen at 
well. Mr Taylor, although a very wealthy man, and ■ 
director of the Bank or Nrw Zealand (yon oan tee hit 
name iu the Timet any day), lays this vast property 
makes very little money, but will become exceedingly 
valuable hy the eitenxion of the railway system. He 
feedt apleudid bullocks — three-quarter bred Shorthorn* 
and pare llerefords — and these auimale, weighing B cwt. 
each, make only about £12 on the average. lie told 
great numbers of theep thit summer, after clipping, tu 
the boiling-down establishment, st 2s. each, and many of 
them were very good animals ; but for cut ewes, do 
matter how good, their unavoidable fate is to he melted 

IV. Gutting a Fab*.— There it nodifSmlly in get- 
ting a farm almott anywhere, bnt really good land it 
not often in the market, and mast be Waited for and 
watched, as GO acres of real good voleaaic land, is better 
than GOO of middling scoria, or indifferent clay. The 
farmer who I hare already mentioned as having had on 
a pet field 05 bushels of wheat par acre, would not part 
with hit farms, which is hie own property, at £5U per 
statute acre, aud he has 03 acres or tnareubon t s. Sil pounds 
an acre is sbout the lowest price for which land worth 
having oan be obtained, and it will not be all cleared at that, 
hut there may be a house on it, tome offices, and a few 
fenced fields about the house. Tea pounds an acre will bay 
fair feeding land, snd by ehence all migtt he cleared and 
fenced at that price, but not often, although the whole 
money down, to a needy man, sometime* secures a bar' 
gain. A farm of 403 acres wsa bought the other day 
by a Scotchman I know at £15 an acre, and it considered 
worth the money although no particular bargain, one- 
fourthin oath, and the remainder on mortgage at 7 per 
cent., which it easier than btnk terms, but still it * con- 
siderable burden. I hare clipped out the advertisement 
of thia farm, which will show yon how inch things an 
described. I may mention that this very Scotchman in- 
cautious!) went too far into Ihe country last year, in his 
anxiety to settle, and wan driven off by the Maoriea, 
after ploughing and laying dowu to grata aud clover 80 
acre*. He got about 600 acret very cheap, and hed paid 
an instalment, but the mau who sold could not give a 
good tills, nnd hence the interference of the Maoris* from 
whom it had been bought honestly enough ; but tbe deeds 
were imperfectly signed, a common defect with the 
Aborigines, and a* they almost always regret parting with 
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their land, if there it ■ flaw, they are anra to take advan- 
t ,pe o; I*. 

V. B>. t past of tki Isiaitd,— The Province of 

Aucllanii alone coatarroi 17i million acres, and, possess- 
ing a magnificent climate, is decidedly the leTonrite

all aiiet, and if a roan want* a larger place than he haa 
money to pay for, ha ean always borrow on mortgsge, 
by paying Mora fourth in cash. Id Blotting but little 
money is required, at will be Ken by the prices quoted, 
but even in this, money or stock will be gladly advanced 
by salesman and commission agents, who have the bank* 
at their back, and are only loo glad to be asked, bnt for 
all that, happy is the man, who keeps ont of debt, al- 
though at the same time, it is .perfectly consistent with 
good management to borrow a reasonable mm. Land 
is got nn lease occasionally ; bnt the practice of luring 
land is at yet the eiception, and not the rale, ease of 
theoest farmers I know being men paying a large rent 
however, and their practice, in having wheat and potatoes 
in large quantity, and using bona dust, is an example to 
the districts where they live, 

VI. CuuiTi —In the north Island simply delicious, 

Eirticularly north of Lake Zanpo, bnt all exceedingly 
ealthy for Europeans, and cattle can live ont through- 
out the winter and do well. 

VII. Safeti of Lifi and Fkofsity.— Not mire 
•oin the world, and there being little or no real poverty, 
and a living easily made, there is little temptation to 
plunder, and the population is at yet too small and 
scattered to contain or bide disreputable characters, aad 
the law ia also well administered, by a splendid body of 
police and resident magistrate in each district. With 
regard lo the nativea, they are very qniet people ahoat 
Auckland, working fnr Ibe farmers, fishing, and selling 
fruit, for.- la, fish aod mushrooms about the town, i 
quietest and most unobtrusive manner possible. 1 1 . 
from experience in this as well aa in everything I have 
already said, as we live ntar the native settlement 
of " Oraber " a splendid block of land adjoining 
the Pacific, which they could never be fro* to part 
with, and are hemmed in by the whites. TJeM people 
live mostly on pork, potatoes, sharks ( hich they catch 
in great numbers), and a kind of I'.JUfbh called "pi- 
pis," which they collect in immense i,oaiility, wash the 
shells clean of sand, then cook nohl the shells open, take 
ont the content*, and string them on thread of the native 
fl'i, hang than on the fences tv dry, when they keep 
good for month*. There it a pi-pi bank jnat under our 
home, where a party of men and women often come, end 
remain a week or ten days, working most industriously 
between the tides, and Bleeping round the oven, which it 
a deep hole in the ground, heaped op with pebbles, which 
are made red hot by a Are at the bottom, covered with 
bags, and sand heaped over all, to that no heat is diaai- 
Peted or lost. This ia an admirable oven, and Bah, pork, 
potatoes, and herbs, eneh aa tender thistles and fern- 
root*, are cooked by it ia the matt delicious manner, the 
flavour of the different articles being thoroughly incorpo- 
rated by the confined steam. The ground all ronnd ia 
well warmed by anch a huge fire continually going for 
the preparation of the pi-pit, and the whole company of 
men, woman, and children, when night comes, jut roll 



themselves op in a blanket, and in a circle, with tl.eif 
feet Id the ffre, sleep the sleep of the just, aalil the 
" "' ig tide call* them again to their labour*. The 
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and articles of wearing apparel, and the men a best 
mostly, these things being a great temptation to them. 
Wheo it becomes tiresome, however, and they are refuted 
a couple ol limes they cease coming, and altogether thi; 
condnct themselves in the most good- hum oared manner. 
In the interior they are sterner, and possets more of lie 
nature of the savage than those who are living aurrouuded 
by white men, and no etranger to the country thauld 
ever think of settling amongst them, or of buying land 
direct, aa he is sore to be the loser, as I have already 
given you an instance. There i* no necessity for doing 
to, aa Government negotiates the purchase or native 
land* in immense blocks, taking plenty of time (even 
years) to get all the tribal signatures, and then telling 
in suitable sections lo the settlers, giving a Government 
title, which can never be gainsaid or annulled; to that 
any man trying to purchase a farm from the natives 
direct is a fool for hit pains, and pays dearly forhiigrccd 
or silliness. They are amion. enough for the money, 
but when that's received do not like to part with the laud, 
and after a few months bring forward a few families of 
the same tribe, who they assert had an equal claim, and 
either require more money, or instant resignation of

stock on the instant aj 
and 40 or BO tattooed 
or half blanket strapped ronnd their loin*, coming across 
a man's fields nith hostile intentions, are no bad induce- 
ment to cut and run. Tn anm up this query, the native 
element in New Zealand is no hindrance to the safety sc 
prosperity of the white man, and need deter no man fmrn 
coming, a fact of which one finds the troth almost the 
instant he steps on shore, a* the fiiit thing thai eatchra 
hit eye ia groups of tattooed men and women sitting M 
the wharfs, steps of hotels and public buildings, or on 
the pavement, smoking, laughing, chatting in Maori, 
eating pumpkins and melons, or offering tueh things for 
sale, and he sees instinctively tbat ihe day of danger from 
these people is pest, accepting the fact on the instant by 
his own judgment. 

VIII. Kind op Busjskss. —Undoubtedly a mm 
possessing a trade, such as builder, engineer, carpenter, 
draper, or groetr, and £2,000 ean do well ; bnt to eater 
on any trade in New Zealand, or embark in any unknown 
business means bankruptcy sure and certain. Rents ire 
terribly high, a country hotel even, of amy standing, 
commanding a rent of from £13 to £15 a week, and aa 
hotel ia Auckland the other day, the United Service, 
was let at £13 a week for SI years, £3,700 in cash, sad 
the tenant to build a large wing at hit own expense, 
which he haa now got nearly finished. If a farmer, a 
farm is the only opening which affords him security for 
hie capita], and he must, wages being so high and worth 
a man's while easing, lend a hand at all opera- 
tions himself, and make hit family do the same, or be 
will scarcely succeed ; and it really paya well to do to, 

and is much pleaunter than most people suppose, aid 
when a man and his family, by doing their own wort, 
can save the price of two or three men and women 
servant*, perhaps amounting to £S a week, the fatigue of 
labour it forgotten. At 5 per oeot.— the interett given 
by the batiks- -a man's money is fructifying while he is 
looking about; and, above all thing*, he ahonld be in nn 
harry settling till he knowt the country and can, to t 
great extent, judge for himself.

Sir J. Hkeon MAXWELL,.ia moving the adoption or the 
report, congratulated the meeting, on the increase in the 
number of member*. For tome year*, ha observed, the 
Council hid to announce with regret in aetnal decrease, 
bat the report note presented allowed an increase of 536 
since the mseting tut December. That fact showed that 
the appeal w blah waa nude haa been cordially responded 
to ; and the increase was tha more aatifcetory aa evincing 



that not withstanding tha pranen t do wn Mat took oFegrienlture 
the agricultural interest desired to muni'eat its firm attach- 
ment to that Society. Of course the principal thing which 
had engaged the attention of the Conneil recen'lj, and 
which would do for tbe next four week), waa, the grand 
London International fciihibitiun. He must eaj that aa 
a member of the Finance Committee, ha felt, in common 
wilh the Chairman, that Londoners had not come forward 
aa readily, and aa liberally aa they might fairly hare been 
expected to do under inch eiroBtnitauee*. The subscrip- 
tions for unit year's abow at Carlisle amounted to almost 
aa ranch »* tha amount obtained from London for the 
Exhibition about to be held there. Perhaps a little hint on 
that anbject might yet do good. The Conneil had a few 
week* before them to receive additional assistance, and 
ha boned it would be forthcoming. Then was an im- 
portant paragraph in the report relating to diaeuse among 
cattle, sheep, and pigs, and ha felt aura the membera 
would all feel grateful to tbe Conneil for the means that 
had been adopted Tor preventing or stamping out, or re- 
ducing the disease, and which had been attended with so 
much success. There appeared to be new disease! 
springing np among animals as well aa among human 
beings, and typhoid fever, which he behaved waa quite a 
recent disease among pig*, had been treated very success- 
fully. Carcase* had been destroyed to prevent infection, 
■nd ho hoped that as the result of the measure* adopted, 
that form or diaeaaa wonld soon cease to exist Although 
there waa at present a cloud hanging over the agricultural 
interest throughout Englaud, and extending over a large 
portion of Scotland also, he trusted that it would soon 
pais nw*y, and that both landlord* and tenant* would find 
themselves in a better position than they had been for the 
last twelvemonth. 

Mr. W. Yatib Fubbodt, in seconding the motion, 
said he wished to allude to what waa to him a very im- 
portant matter. It appeared that the Society had thej to 
their credit the sum of £31,662. Many year* ago, aa 
some of those present might remember, the late Mr. 
Raymond Barker, who we* a leading member or tbe 
Finance Committee, spoke of the wonderful thing* which 
the Society would da if it only had £10,000. Tha 
Society had now not merely £10,000, bnt upward* of 
£30,000, and he must say he did not think aa much had 
been done aa ought to hare been done with the fundi at 
the disposal of tha Council. As regards the International 
Exhibition, which would shortly be held at Kilburn, he 
regretted that the Council of that great Society had 
thought it necessary to send round the hat, instead of 
relying on that baek-bone of the country, the (arming 
interest. 

Tha motion was then put, and carried. 

On the motion of Mr.Kimber seconded by Mr, F.King, 
a vote of t banks waa given to the auditors. 

The Chaibman having then invited all present, in ac- 
cordance wilh custom, to make some remarks or sugges- 
tions for the consideration of tha Council, 

Mr. W. Yates Fref.boih laid he bid a suggestion to 
make relating to a subject of great practical interest to 
the farmers of this country ; it waa that the Council 
should instruct qualified persons to furnish reports of 
the corn growing and meat producing capibilitiea of 
America, Canada, Rus*i*, India, Australia, and New 
Zealand, with regard to the probable supply of rood 
intended for the English market. Information obtained 
in that way would, he remarked, be mncb better than 
the official information supplied in Blue Books, and he 
hoped that if hi* suggestion was adopted the Council 
would send out men who were well qualified for the work.

Ho alio trusted that the inhabitants or the 
metropolis, wonld join in and make it the fashion to 
attend the Show, reeling certain that they wonld see there 
what thousands end Una of thousands of them had never 
■sea before, and what must afford them a great deal of 
instruction. As regarded the Mansion Hmuso Committee 
he regretted that the amount collected est not larger. 
When they had gone to other large towns the eipensea of 
the ground had been paid for thein ; in the present cue 
the jrronnd wonld coat them £4,000, and as the other 
£4,000 of the total subscribed in Loud™ would be 
devoted to prixee, they would virtually receive nothing 
whatever. They must, therefore, trust for the Gnansial 
success of the Exhibition to the receipts, end he hoped 
that with 6no weather there wonld be a very large 
attendance, ao that the fuuda of the Society wonld not 
Buffer. Aa regarded those funds ha must aey he thought 
it wonld be moat detrimental to the interests of the 
Society if it had a hand-to-mouth policy, that was, if 
the income were all tpeat and nothing was funded. 
They had in faet only £24,000 ; the balance in excess of 
that sreuunt would be expended very shortly on account 
of the Eihibition. He did not know how without funded 
property they ouuld have undertaken to give prize* for 
veterinary proficiency, a new phase of the Society's work, 
end one which he knew was highly appreciated by the 
members of the Royal Veterinary College. He thought 
the meeting would agree with him that in giving these 
pi ilea tbe council were going in a right direction, and 
that they were also going in the right direction when they 
reducod the fees for .laboratory work (Hear, hear).

The South Deron were a larger show than tbe Society 
haa had at either of iti three lett exhibitions, and although 
MUX of the old aognUr type are still found, yet, aa a 
whole, tbe South Dcroui are far more ihapely than tbey 
need to be. Though they are not a aery linking breed 
for ahow purposes, jet they are highly prized in the 
South llama on account of the large quantity or milk 
they gire, and tbe South llama farmer* sneer by them aa 
the most rapid producers of beef. 

The Shorthorns made a graud ahow, and the exhibitors 
included tbe moat noted breeders in the Western Counties. 
One sf the well known Baron Wild Byes family, sent by 
Mr. Dunning from Taunton, is Brat among the old bulla, 
and in the neit class all three prise winners are splendid 
beasts. The yearling bulla were headed by a superb white 
"Lord Oxford," exhibited by Messrs. Hoskcn, nf Hajle, 
whilst neat to him is " Oimanli," lout hy Mr. Bristol, of 
Shaftesbury, and the third is a black and white, " Lord 
Taunton," a son of the drat prize beast in the old bull 
class. The first prise eow ia a mottled Co nr-y ear-old, 
"Carnation," the fourth of the family ahown by Messrs. 
Hosken ; a magnificent pore white with enormous bsck 
and sides, sent by Mr. Bolt, of Taunton, ia second, and 
came* from the "Qraod Sultan" strain, lu all the 
heifer classes Messrs. Ilosken and San are first with the 
progeny of the " Duke of Oxford" and " Wild Eyes." 

The Channel Islands Cattle were also a very excellent 
ahow, bnt the judging gave riae to much complaint. 

The Exhibition ef Sheep was, neit to fat Cattle, tba 
great feature of the Show. Seme eioeodingly floe 
animals were penned, and there were re presents tires from 
all tbe most important breeds or tbe country. In numbers 
the sheap compared well with any previous entries fnr this 
exhibition, although from the ail nation of the yard this 
year there was a preponderance in certain classes, which 
gave the judges some trouble in awarding the prises. 

The horaea nuke altogether a most satisfactory ahow 
both in the quantity and theqnalitj, this department being 
one nf the best filled in the exhibition. Aa a rule the 
competition waa remarkably keen, and severely taxed the 
diaerimi nation of the judges. The total number of horses 
entered this year was 150, against 148 at Hoi.iton last 
year, and 152 at Tavistock tba previous year. Tbe agri- 
cultural horses, however, aa a whole, were hardly op to 
the average. Class 8 came out the best, and the 
awards seemed to meet with general approval.

Wodehoute'e Royal Havering 2nd (2B370), ud Colonel 
Llnyd Lipduv's Churchill (37996) in their respective 
classes, Bud the letter look the champion priie or £10 u 
the but bull in the lard. Thii bull waa aecond in hi) 
clue, aa a yearling, both at Bristol and at Oiford hut 
year, and we spoke of him there at promising aad likely to 
make a goon ball, though by no moans perfect, lie ii 
not a Brat- rate animal, though doubtless a very 
nsefnl Shorthorn and rather showy. Mr. Wodehoo.se 
showed a nice red ball naif of (rood quality, but it wu 
placed second. There were 13 eowt in-milK or in-calf, 
above three yeare old, entered the ring. Hera Mr. St. 
John Ackers' Princess Geonrie wu placed first. It will 
lie remembered thit cow waa second at Oiford and the 
reserve number at Bristol last year. The good point* 
about this animal are her undeniable quality, wide hips, 
good aod deep quart era ; but ahe ia light in front, bare on 
ber shoulders, alight through the heart, and patchy on her 

of the Shorthorn breed. Mr. J. Walter*' Merry maid, 
placed aecond on the Hat, Ea an animal of a very different 
stamp and character! abort oo tbe leg, Sne in hone, well 
entered with flesh all over, and the very reverse of Mr. 
Acker*' cow. She had a good calf by ber aide into the 
bargain, and plenty of milk for him. One claaa or men 
would hare placed her first as unhesitatingly aa anntber 
claaa of jndgea would place her aecond. So long aa the 
Shorthorn breed haa no definite standard of excellence, 
end ao many rarietiea of type and character, judges will 
necessarily give their awards from different standpoints, 
■nd on-lookera will criticise from eqnally different point* 
of view. The claaa for heifer* in-ruilk or in-calf, nader 
three years old, waa a very good one. There were three 
animals of note competing for honours ; namely Mr 
Braaaey'a Jemima 4th, Mr. St. John Acker*' Lady Carew 
3rd, and Mr. Ashby Athby'a Innocence. Tbe first men- 
tioned will be remembered aa the winner of the firat prim 
in herelasa, aa a yearling, at tbe Royal, when Lady Carew 
3rd was highly commended in tbe tame class ; these two 
heifer* were in the some clsaa together at Oiford last year, 
and in that cue Jemima 4th waa first, ind (he otter wu 
not noticed. Mr. Ashby Aaliby'a Innocence waa in the 
next older diss both at the Royal and the Bath and West, 
being highly commended at the former, and unnoticed at 

' the latter. It will also be remembered that at Northamp- 
ton Innocence and Lady Carew 3rd were in competition, 
when the latter waa declared winner, and took, aa well, tbe 
Champion Cnp<Burghley Park Plate) a* beat animal In 
the yard, defeating the veteran bnll Talemacho* 6th. 
At Wuodstoek the table* were tnrned. Mr. Braaaey'a 
Jemima 4th wat highly commended and made the reaerre 
number ; Lady Carew Srd waa placed aecond ; and 
Innocence took not only first priie in the claaa, hot 
the champion prise of £10 aa the beat horned animal 
ia the yard. Jemima 4th i* what oar American 
frienda call a"blocky " animal, and haa the appearance of 
a well- finished steer. Lady Carew Srd ia of nice quality, 
aa all Mr. Ackers' abow animals are, and abe haa merits ; 
but— leering out of consideration her horna and muula 
— her rump ia patchy, her brisket nnsightly fat, and her 
girth behind abonldersnot what it should he. Innocence 
is a better made heifer, better atamp altogether, and her 
pointa are good ; but ahe ia much too fat to serve any 

. useful purpose to (he breeder. She baa recently calved, 
and ia, of ooorse, in-milk, though her odder is a mare 
fare*. No doubt the judges found it difficult " to get 
away '' from the fact of a calf having been dropped ; bnt tbe 
real value of inch qualification ia doubtful. A paragraph 



appeared last week raapecting thia animal, which reads u 
follows : — " Innocence, having bronght a live ball calf nn 
April 80, which, however, only lived a abort time, ss it 
came before the nine month*, receives her Dumfries priie, 
and she will now be able to ahow in the cow olasa at Kd- 
httrn." That needs no comment. Bat it it a pity that 
jndgea have not the courage to disqualify animals which 
are practically unfit for breeding purpoaea, so thsi * per- 
nicious system might bo put an end to. Theonlj difficulty 
would be in making a start, for the meeting at which inch 
a system waa fa'rly tried would probably be in s poiitiou 
to carry over the bulk of the priie money to the neit 
year's show. Amongst the yearling heifen there were 
three which were good ones, namely, Mr. W. G. flame's 
Ducbeia Warwick Srd, Mr. R. Atten borough's Red But- 
terfly 4th, and Mr. J. Waller a' Pride of Bearwood, The 
two former are reds, aod there ia very little choice between 
them ; both are of excellent quality and have great merit 
Tbe award, however, waa no donbt right, which gave 
first priie to Mr. Attenbarangh. Mr. Walter*' 
heifer ia a roan, and very atyliah too, and was second 
as a calf at Oiford last year ; but the redt were better. 

The claaaea for "built, cows, and offspring," were made 
np partly by independent entry and partly by aoimalt in 
other classes, and the competition wat not bad. Mr. 
Wodehonse't bnll Royal Havering 2nd turned the scale in 
favour of the family in which he appeared and secured the 
cbampijnship. The dairy cows were useful, and the clsn 
for pair* which mnat thow " a good ttock of milk" wat 
very good indeed, Mr. Brusey winning with a conple of 
Shorthorns. There were a Tew Jersey cattle exhibited, 
chiefly by Mr. Simpson of Keigate and Mr. Brassey of 
Heythrop. 

There waa a very useful show of sheep, and the general 
quality waa good, although there waa nothing there at 
all out of the way. Mr. Braasey showed four Oxfordshire 
Down shearling rama or a very useful stamp and with 
good quality, and secured first and aecond priiet and 
commendation. Mr. G. Street's sheep were amongst 
the beat of the remainder, consisting of representatives 
frnm the flocks of Mr. Tread well, Major Daahwood, 
Messrs. J. and F. Howard, Mr. C. Hobbs, and others. 
In the claaa for older rama Mr. C. Hobba wal firat with 
a very handsome sheep ; Mr. Treadwell'e aecond priie 
tbeep waa remarkably good in front, bat had two very 
distinct ends to bim. Fjr shearling ewea Mr. Trealwelt 
waa firat with a very nice pen indeed, good handling 
theep, though not all alike in that respect. Mr. Braaaey'a 
aaoond priie pen were nf excellent quality, and had good 
style about them. The Cottwold sheep were alao I very 
useful lot, and Mr. John Gillett found it difficult to win 
close at home. The shearling rama were 17 in number, 
and included entries from the flocks of Messrs. J. Gillett, 
id S. G. Gillett, R. Jacob*. B. Swanwick, and others, 
the Messrs. T. and 9. G. Gilletl, of Faringdon lecuring 
firtt honours, and Mr. John Gillett the aecond. In the 
claaa for older rama the Messrs. Gillett wen again firat 
with a aheap which took the Champion priie of £10 at 
the beat lang-woolled ram. With shearling ewea the 
a. Gillett were aecond, Mr. K. Jaeoba, of Bnrford, 
being firat with a pen which secured the Champion priie 
of £10 for the beat pen of long-woollod ewe* in the yard, 
and vary capital sheep they were, handling very firm, 
and being full of flesh not tat. There wat a decent abow 
of piga. 

Of agricultural horaet there were a few ntsful entries 
it nothing out of (be way ; the fillies nndar two yeara old 
being about the beat claaa.

Written 
in an interesting and admirably simple *ly le, by in author 
who i* aitrong eothuieat on bit subject, do one can read 
it without pleainre ; and, detailing, >• it doe., the result. 
of the eiperimenla of several yeara' labour and research, 
DO one who reade it with sufficient knowledge to eoabla 
him to determine what to accept and what to reject can 
fail to derive profit from it. On Ihe other hand, we can- 
not regard M. Villa a* a aafe guide to the agricultural

REVIEW OF THE CORN TRADE, 



FROM THE MARK LASS EXPRESS FOR THE WEEK ENDING MAY 26. 



The course of the past week has been marked by 
a more equable and spring-like temperature, end 
iLb improvement in the weather which set in some 
t'n days ago has since made further progress. 
Warm, bright daya, and an absence of float at 
niL'bi-, have done wonders in promoting the de- 
velopment of vegetation, which, unchecked by cold 
wiuds and favoured by sunshine, has made rapid 
progress. Although still bare for the time of the 
Year, the natural beauties of the landscape are

nble weather will doubtless obliterate tbe most 
obvious traces of the long and weary winter ; but, 
unfortunately, its less apparent though more 
injurious effects upon the growing cereal crops 
remain to be seen. In the sheltered districts of 
the home counties the appearance of the young 
wheat plant is neither so sickly nor so yellow as 
might have been anticipated, but the growth is 
undoubtedly very backward, so much so, that 
»heat oars will certainly be conspicuous by their 
absence this month. Recent agricultural advices 
from Norfolk and the fen counties are of a most 
discouraging character, an immense quantity of 
wheat having been ploughed in, and tbe laud 
re-sown with spring corn. It is estimated that 
the yield of wheat in these districts will scarcely 
exceed half the average growth this year. Barley 
and oats have come up fairly well, but tbe recent 
night frosts have retarded their advance ; still, a 
fd.v warm showers, succeeded by sunshine, will go 
fir to remedy this defect, aud render future pro- 
e.ieets more encouraging. The protracted winter 
an I abnormal severity of tbe weather during tha 
p ist two months has attracted the attention of 
aieutists, and the opinion has been confidently 
esi'ressed in some quarters that the summer of 
ltf7!J will bo one of great heat and drought. The 
opinion appears to be based upon the presumed 
existence of a cycle of the seasons, extremes of 
temperature occurring at intervals of about eleven 
tears, and is distinctly opposed to that which 
coi.nicta a disturbed equinoctial period, such as 
w.is experienced this year, with a variable and 
g'uerolly speaking wet summer. Of course, as a 
weather' forecast, this must be taken for what it is 
w .rib, for even if tbe weather between ibis and 
harvest should prove droughty, it will probably 
ha beneficial in many respect*, as in this country 
tlie sun has seldom, if ever, spoilt the wheat cr..p, 
while the rain has done so frequently. Farmers 
continue to market their restrvrs of wheat very 
freely for the time of year at country market?, but 
business ha* been dull and buyers apathetic, so 
that the average price has suffered a further slight 
incline, A similar slate of affairs has exisied at 
Murk l.ane, where the offerings Lave, however. 
Wo on quite a moderate scale, and previous prices 
have beeo maintained with difficulty. The imports 
■ ■if- reign wheat into London have been by no means 



last Monday's return showed little 
over :iG,000 qrs., and the subsequent arrivals up to 
Friday have nut exceeded 23,000 qn. At the 
commencement of the week sellers snowed con- 
siderable firmness, and to all appearances owners 
were content to warehouse their grain, and abide 
tbe future course of prices, rather than depress the 
msrket by forcing sales ; but tbe return and sub- 
sequent continuance of fine weather, coupled with 
weaker reports from America, deprived tbe trade 
of its buoyancy, and sales were effected with 
difficulty at previous quotations. At tbe same 
time there seems to be sufficient inherent strength 
in the trade to prevent any marked decline taking 
place, as the continental demand strengthens the 
viewa of holders, and the visible supply in America 
is rapidly assuming less alarming proportions. 
No doubt the operations of continental buyers have 
to some extent counteracted tbe depressing influ- 
ence of the weather, but it remains to be seen 
whether tha demand will continue should agri- 
cultural advices at home and abroad become 
couched in more favourable terms. Business has 
not been without a certain degree of activity 
during the week, as the retail wants of millers 
have kept sellers employed, and tbe finer growths 
of spring American wheat have been in fair request. 
| Maize has improved (id. per qr. since Monday, and 
[ considerable quantities hnve changed hands at ths 
advance, but other varieties of feeding corn have 
j moved off quietly at former values. The sales of 
[ English wheat noted last week were £3,672 qrs. at 
\ 41s. 4d., against. 35,554 qrs., at 51s. 2d. in the 
previous year. The London averages for the week 
< ending May 23rd were 43s. lid. on 2,204 qrs. 
1 The imports into the United Kingdom for the 
week ending Mav 17th were 443,211 cwts. of 
wheat, and 256,830 cwts. of flour. Business 
opened very steadily at Mark Lane on Monday 
lust, and asa further advance in tbe price of wheat 
waa quoted in many of the principal country 
markets at the close of the previous week, factors 
Commenced by asking Is. per .qr. more moner. 
Tbe fine weather, however, made buyers cautious, 
and ?ales were impracticable at the advance ; but 
the trade, nevertheless, ruled firm, and the dav's 
sa'es indicated an improved demand at the extreme 
prices of tbe previous Monday. There were 
0,107 qrs. of English wheat, and tbe supply fresh 
upon fact'irs' stands was very moderate, out most 
of the samples were in fair condition. Fine lots 
moved off steadily, if somewhat slow lv, and buyers 
bud to pay fully former rates, while secondary 
sorts met with little inquiry. A quieter tone 
supervened at the close of the market, and in tbe 
brilliant sunshine which prevailed, the mischie- 
vous action of the previous inclement weather 
upon tbe growing crop appeared to be for the 
moment forgotten. The imports of foreign

which were from American Atlantic porta, and 
7,267 qrs. from Germany, Russia and New Zea- 
land furnishing the remainder of the supply. 
There whs a full average attendance of millers, 
who bought with increased freedom, but mostly 
in retail, and in spite of the sunshine a steady 
consumptive demand was experienced at fully late 
rates, fine spring Americans being chiefly sought 
after. The exports were 1,904 qrs. against 1,028 
qrs. in the preceding week. There were 963 qrs. 
of honn-gm wa barley, and 4,246 qrs. of foreign. 
The demand was very limited, and quotations 
were unaltered for both malting and grinding 
descriptions. Mai M, with arrivals amounting to 
61,629 qrs. all of which was from America, met a 
more active sale, and 3d. per qr. more money was 
obtainable at the close of the market. The 
imports of oata were again liberal, in all 72,877 
qrs., and the trade was somewhat depressed there- 
by, but a fair business was done on the whole, and 
sellers succeeded in establishing an advance of 3d. 
to 6d. per qr. on the week. There was no further 
arrival of English wheat on Wednesday, but 
about 18,000 qrs. of foreign wheat were reported. 
The weather ngain being very fine, quietude pre- 
vailed in tbe wheat trade, and a light retail 
inquiry was met at unaltered currencies. Mixed 
American maize was again the turn dearer, and 
21s. per 480 lb. ex-ship was paid for sound new 
corn, but other feeding stuffs were without 
quotable variation. On Friday the supply bad 
increased to 660 qrs. of English wheat, and 22,280 
qrs. of foreign. The market was thinly attended, 
and tbe trade ruled very inanimate for wheat at 
nominally Monday's prices. There was no altera- 
tion in maize or barley, but oata were rather firmer. 
The imports of flour into the United Kingdom for 
tbe week ending May 17th, were 256,830 cwts. 
against 189,744 cwts. in the previous week. The 
receipts into London were 19,064 sacks of English, 
and 22,182 sacks and 1,585 barrels of foreign. A 
dull dragging silo has been experienced, as tbe 
continued heavy supplies have deprived the trade 
of animation, but in most instances buyers have 
bad to pay last week's prices for both sacks and 
barrels. The week's arrivals of beans were 
45,360 cwts., and of peas 26,333 cwts., shoving 
an increase of 8,999 cwts. on the former, 12,265 
cwts. on the latter. Beans have sold steadily at 
previous currencies, but peas have ruled dull, and 
a reduction of Is. per qr. has been necessary to 
effect sales. The deliveries of malt were 14,860 
qrs., and the exports 866 qrs. Prices have under- 
gone no alteration, and the trade remains in a very 
quiet state, without any new feature to call for 
remark. As the sowing demand is now practically 
over, there has been but little activity in the agri- 
cultural seed trade during the past week ; at tbe 
same time some liLtle inquiry of a speculative 
character lias shown itself for American red clover. 
Trefoil has also been in some request, and previous 
prices have been welt maintained. Tares and 
grass seeds have met a limited sale at last week's 
prices, and mustard and rape are held firmly, but 
there has been little done in hemp or canary. 
The supplies of wheat at the principal country 
markets have again been on au unusually liberal 
scale for the time of year, but provincial trade has 



been characterised by great steadiness, accompanied 
in some instances by a further advance in prices. 
A alight improvement has also been observable in 
tbe value of maiie and oats. At Liverpool the 
market haa been to some extant deprived of its 
recent buoyancy by the fine weather and quieter 
advices from America, and at Tuesday's market 
there was a poor demand for wheat at a decline of 
Id. per cental on spring American descriptions. 
Flour sold slowly at previous prices, and oats, 
beans, and peaa were quiet, but maize was taken 
pretty freely at 4a. 4d . per cental for new, and 4s, 
6{d. for old mixed American. Tbe week's im- 
ports included 51,000 qrs. of wheat, and 67,000 
qrs. of maize. At Newcastle the wheat trade haa 
ruled slow, and prices have slightly favoured 
buyers, but flour has supported previous rates, and 
feeding stuffs have maintained former currencies. 
At Hull and Leeds a moderate amonnt of business 
bas been done in English and foreign wheat, and 
prices have undergone no change for spring corn. 
At Edinburgh the market has been liberally sup- 
plied with all articles except wheat, wbicb baa 
met a ready sale at fully late rates. Barley haa 
also been in fair request but prices remain 
unaltered, and oata and beans have met a alow 
sale, without change in value, At Leith some 
improvement has taken place in the weather, and 
the growing crops, although still backward, look 
fairly healthy. The arrivals from abroad have 
been moderate of all articles, and at Wednesday's 
market Scotch wheat sold readily at full prices, 
but foreign waa only in moderate demand and tha 
turn easier. Flour showed some signs of harden- 
ing, and oata were in better request, but there waa 
no change in barley, maiie, or beans.
